“As we look forward to the Lenten Season 
and hear the announcement of additional serv- 
ices, special addresses and sermons, times set 
apart for meditation and prayer—let us remem- 
ber the real object of Lent.

I had hoped to have this copy of the “Parish 
Helper” appear in time, also to find space in its 
columns, for detailed report of our Christmas 
deings. As things are, it must suffice only to 
speak a word in appreciation of the number 
who this year were contributors to the Christ- 
mas Bounty Fund. They were more than usu- 
ally generous. The needs of the season were 
amply provided for.’ In some ways, it was the 
most gratifying Christmas Season we have 
ever had. I have printed, on the final page, a 
tabulation of receipts and expenditures. Peru-

sal of these figures will convey the best impres- 
sion of the facts. 


Financial Statements. 


No apology is needed, not even explanation, 
for the fact that so much space in this issue is 
devoted to financial statement. This is cus- 
tomary, once a year. Therefore those tables 
of figures explain themselves. Perusal should 
be made of them by all who want to understand 
clearly our parish finances. The division is the 
familiar two-fold one between moneys 
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handled by the Accounting Warden in the 
form of Church Income and Church Expenses 
and those separately administered by the Rec- 
tor in the form of Contributions and Disburse- 
ments. Note likewise please that both accounts 
are carefully audited and the certificates of 
audit appended. 


Diocesan Report. | 

Another statement of facts is important. I 
am called upon to prepare the annual report 
for the Convention Journal. In it are the fol- 
lowing items. During the past year there 
were: Baptisms: children 15, adults 2; Con- 
firmations: male 13, female 16; marriages 10; 
burials 30; Communicants last reported 1000; 
added by Confirmation 29; added by Transfer 
6; Transferred to other parishes 17; Lost by 
death 16. Services: Sundays 132, Holy Days 
12, other days 50. Holy Communion: Sun- 
days 64, Holy Days 12; Sunday School Officers 
and Teachers 12; Pupils 200; Sittings in 
Church 1200. 


Confirmation Date. 

Following closely in this connection, while 
speaking of numbers: of communicants, etc., 
is a good place to announce the date this year 
of Confirmation. The Bishop will visit the 
parish on the Fifth Sunday in Lent, i. e, 
March 21st, at the 4 o'clock service. We be- 
gin to enroll members in the Confirmation 
Class at the beginning of Lent. I trust that 
still óther persons I do not know of, or who 
have not yet spoken to me, will make them- 
selves known. Some, of course, we are count- 
ing on already. We are anxious to have the 
group definitely enrolled at the earliest pos- 
sible date. 


Lenten Schedule. 

By natural sequence, there come other an- 
nouncements of services and meetings in Lent. 
Cards will be ready for distribution, of the 
weekly and daily schedules. On Fridays, we 
will continue to have, as during the past two 
years, Celebration of the Holy Communion at 


10 o'clock, in the Chapel. Wednesday after- 
noons, at 4 o'clock, there is a service for chil- 
dren—and their mothers, as many as may be. 
Thursday evenings, at 8 o'clock we will con- 
tinue the form of service inaugurated last year, 
devoting part of each hour briefly to confirma- 
tion instruction, but mainly to Bible readings 
and interpretation of Bible stories. Which 
leaves, for Monday afternoons, at 5 o'clock, the 
traditional Bible Class or Bible Lectures, in the 
Church. Of this I want to speak by itself. 


Monday Bible Class. 

For twenty years, I have carried on this 
course. It is barely possible that some of the 
hearers have come to the point where they 
will agree with the speaker that, in this time, 
he has spoken a good deal. Maybe they feel 
that an outside voice would have a welcome 
sound. It is an old theory that "A change of 
pasture is good for sheep.” Maybe—for one 
year, and for the sake of variety—a change of 
teacher may add interest to the teaching. It is 
for that reason among others—one of those 
others being that there is no regular assistant 
in this parish and for one Rector there are too 
many duties on this schedule—I have asked 
the Rev. Dr. Royden Keith Yerkes, of the 
Philadelphia Divinity School, to conduct this 
year's course. 


Subject of Lectures. 

It will be on the general subject "Beginnings 
of the Christian Story.” Dr. Yerkes is well 
and favorably known to all of us. He is emi- 
nently equipped to make a search into both the 
literary and the historical backgrounds of the 
New Testament. He will do this with refer- 
ence to certain parables, miracles, apocryphal 
stories and racial origins. Out of these, he will 
select that portion of our Scriptures, which 
came into existence as our present New Testa- 
ment Canon. I bespeak for him a large attend- 
ance on these Mondays. I can promise you an : 
interesting and a profitable hour each week.

Introduction. 

There is a stir of something strange moving 
through the world today, and we all feel it. 
The very air we breathe is tremulous and 
tense, as if with tidings of a new birth. The 
kei of the messenger are again upon the 
sountains.. We hear them, but we до not 
Enow whither they are tending. 


One thing only, in all this agitation of our 
me, stands out with definiteness. Меп and 
women are restless. The best figure of speech 
= that they are in the grip of a great hunger. 
Like all hungers, this feeds upon itself, grow- 
img on what it gets, growing still more on 
what it fails to get. Has not the coming of 
this great hunger been foretold long centuries 
ago? Listen:

THE PARISH HELPER 5 


Scripture Passage. 


Behold, the days come, saith the Lord God, 
that I will send a famine in the land, not a 
famine of bread, nor a thirst for water, but of 
hearing the words of the Lord. They shall 
wander from sea to sea, and from the north 
even to the east. They shall run to and fro, 
to seek the word of the Lord, and shall not 
find it. 


It would be hard to fancy a more graphic 
description of the very body and spirit of our 
age—with this difference. The blessedness of 
finding Amos denies the people he addresses. 
But this blessedness we should not deny to 
our generation. Amos knew his time, and we 
know ours. The great hunger is upon us. Yet 
we feel that what we seek we shall find—the - 
word of God to our own time and generation. 


Hungry Humans. 
We are strangely hungry beings—hungry 
and haunted. 


(1) Our hungers are many: our satisfactions 
are few. But this latter is because it is not 
immediate satisfactions we crave. The imme- 
diate does not appeal to us. We rebel against 
the urgency and tyranny of the moment. Our 
lives we know possess a fringe quality. And 
it is this invisible fringe of our existence, not 
the crude visible material contents of our be- 
ing, that arouses in us the most passionate 
desire. We are like the Midnight Sun, whose 
center is darkness but which flashes into the 
sable air beams that are lost in the far spaces. 


(2) But our very worth depends upon the 
number and the nature of our hungers. We 
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are capable of low hungers. We are capable 
also of low satisfactions, such as dim the glory 


of the spirit. Some physicists maintain that 
everybody carries about him à surrounding 
aura or atmosphere. They claim that this airy 
envelope of the body may be seen with appro- 
priate instruments. Maybe. Certainly the 
effect, for better or worse, emanates from the 
fringe: from the subtle quality which another's 
life communicates to us. But this quality is 
the fruit of tastes cultivated and followed, of 
high.or low. For we are what we seek. Our 
selections and our rejections determine our 
lives. Our desires are the measure of our 
souls. Mean hungers flow out of mean lives! 
Great hungers spring from great lives. Our 
hunger, I say, is the measure of our worth. 


Kinds of Hunger. 


(3) Therefore, our hungers are as different 
as they are many. For example, (a) we hun- 
ger for Beauty, the harmony of color, of line, 
and of sound. Through this dust which we 
tread, through this dust which we are, there 
are moments when we believe that beauty ‘is 
the redeeming angel of life. We feel that it is 
sent into this vale of our tears and our fears 
to reconcile us to the terror and the tragedy of 
our perishing lives. We feel in its presence 
a great, solemn thrill. We feel, as young Phid- 
ias must have felt in ancient Greece, the holi- 
ness of beauty. Nevertheless, we know in our 
moments of deepest inseeing, that this is not 
our greatest hunger! for greater than the holi- 
ness of beauty is the beauty of holiness. 


(b) We hunger for Truth, for Knowledge. 
In this world of many doubts, where paths 
cross and recross, where signposts point in 
many and confusing directions, we long for 
certainty: certainty of knowledge, that shall 
map out for us the facts of the world; cer- 
tainty of conduct, that shall make our way 
sure before us. Therefore, we have been 
searching high and low, in the heavens above 
and in the earth beneath, for new knowledge 
that shall give away the elusive secret of the 


vast wisdom abroad in the world. Knowledge, 
indeed, is one of the mighty passions of the 
soul. Nevertheless, we know in our moments 
of truest inseeing that this is not our greatest 
hunger; for greater than the known is the un- 
known. 


(c) We hunger for Love, for companionship, 
for the happiness and the delight of freely 
chosen friendships. But much as these things 
mean to us, they still leave us empty and un- 
fulfilled. Our capacity for fellowship is so 
great that, after we have satisfied the claims 
of all these earthly loves, we send out the 
tendrils of our spirit into space to lay hold of 
Him. We would lay hold of Him, I say, and 
not merely His manifestations. We are soul; 
therefore our cry is for a Larger Soul. We 
are spirit; therefore we call unto the Great 
Spirit of the world. We are personality ; there- 
fore we would be drawn toward Divine Per- 
sonality. He hath set eternity in our hearts; 
therefore we long for the Eternal. 


What Will Satisfy? 


Now, what type of religion is it which might 
answer to this great hunger? What sort of re- 
ligion might be a worthy object for the grop- 
ings- of today? It would seem that to define 
this religion would defeat its own purpose. 
For men and women rightly turn away from 
creedal statement, from hard and fast defini- 
tions. They ask for the glad shout of freedom, 
not for the dismal rattling of chains and keys. 
They ask for the growth and grace of life, not 
for the stark frozen form of death. They have 
asked for these things so often—and asked in 
vain—that they are afraid of being deceived 
once more by any one who would pretend to 
set up a new creed, to formulate a new set of 
articles of belief. New religions in this sense 
are not wanted. There is no need for the man- 
ufacture of new cults. 


(1) The religion men and women will accept 
today is the religion which recognizes the prin- 
ciple of Growth. Truth must grow with the 


этом of human experience. Therefore, re- 
Толоп must register an unfeigned devotion to 
the growing body of human experience. Truth 
must be seen as greater than any statement 
ofit. It is greater, for example, than any book. 
Ihe truth which is alleged to be contained in 
form unalterable between the covers of a book 
Б not the work of God; it is the work only 
of the bookbinder. The last revelation is not 
to be found on any last page, because there 
is no last page. The final page, if written at 
all. is far off. Mankind will have to learn 
much, labor more and suffer still more, before 
тле final revelation can be had. 


(2) The religion which would answer to the 
great hunger would be one which, in the face 
of all uncertainty and in despite of all cosmic 
appearances to the contrary, would dare to 
make its affirmation of God's being so convinc- 
img as to banish all doubt. This is the world's 
crying need today: a tremendous reaffirmation 
of God as the vast life of the universe and as 
the near-friend and companion of the heart of 
man. We stand over against the hollow emp- 
tiness of space: we wonder, is there anything 
that fills it? We face the mute skies: we won- 
der, is there any life behind that curtained 
silence? 


The Great Question. 

Emptiness. Silence. Against these are all 
our prayers and entreaties unavailing? We 
wonder, are these to be our lot? Is there no 
ife out yonder that answers to our own? Is 
there no eye that sees, no ear that hears, no 
heart that pities us and is akin to our own? 
Are we but parts of a gigantic soulless ma- 
chine that somehow got itself wound up and 
is ready to pass over the fairest bodies and to 
crush the finest aspirations, without ruth or 
regret, as it hulks in its blind brute way 
through all this world-emptiness and all this 
world-darkness? Or, rather, is this a living 
mmiverse, with love beating at its heart, with 
mind ordering all its linked parts, with a vast 
comgenial spirit deep within it? 
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This is the great question of our time. In- 
deed it is the question of all time. This is the 
question which harrasses men in the work of 
the day and in the visions of the night. This 
is the question which carries a fear into the 
heart of the stoutest. Is it true that we live 
in a dead universe, where we humans have to 
no intelligible purpose been shocked into living 
and into the agony of living? Anything 
ghastlier than such a conclusion concerning 
universal nature the hüman heart cannot con- 
ceive. Therefore, it revolts from the inhuman- 
ity of a dead mechanical world where there is 
no God but the ironical God of Chance. There- 
fore, the greatest achievement of the creative 
imagination, call it Faith, is to assert trium- 
phantly; I know that my Redeemer liveth! 
The religion for today, backed by all the re- 


' sources of knowledge hitherto gained by men, 


must make this triumphant assertion in such 
a manner as to carry conviction to those who 
are under the spell of the great hunger. 


The Great Answer. 

(3) But, thirdly; the religion which would 
answer to this great hunger must be one that 
would fill not only the hollows of the univer- 
sal space, but also the hollows of the human 
heart. What do men and women usually 
throw into these frightful hollows of life? 
Some throw work and wealth; others throw 
honor and fame; others again throw pleasure 
and the joy that sears body and soul alike. But 
the more of these they throw into them, the 
hollower they become. For there is a fullness 
which spells emptiness. There is but one way 
to fill the hollows of life: fill them with the 
emptiness that spells fullness. Fill them with 
gossamer dreams of beauty. Fill them with 
sheer devotions to truth and goodness, at 
whose substantial nature the world laughs. 
Then throw God himself into the gaping emp- 
tiness and see how full it will become. 


I give you the assurance that your lives 
are but part of the infinite life in which they 
move and have their being. I tell you that, 
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through God, everything you do or design has 
an infinite worth. I tell you that your errors 
even and your sins, your pains and agonies, 
are taken up into the being of God, there to 
find a place of harmony and miraculous ac- 
cord. 1 tell you that you live in a world where 
nothing is lost, where no eye weeps in vain 
and no heart bleeds in vain., I tell you that 
the feeblest effort at goodness receives infinite 
support and backing at the hand of the God- 
who-cares. Telling you this, I give to you a 
living food of faith to satisfy your greatest 
hunger. 


The Ideal Possible. 


(4) Lastly, the religion which would answer 
to this great hunger would be one that would 
raise in the faintest heart the almost impos- 
sible hope that the ideal life is possible: that 
the awful gap between things-as they are and 
as they ought to be can be abolished. You 
want to be told that the highest dreams of 
mankind can be realized, if men but resolutely 
turn to the task of realizing them. And so they 
can. Contemplation is good ; for without it we 
lack the grace and insight of vision as well 
as the clarity and consciously directed skill of 
the understanding. Yet, to loftiness of con- 
templation must be added the dynamic drive 
of action. In order that this action be not 
undertaken half-heartedly, men and women 
must be assured that the ideal life is possible. 
The great thing needed is a large release of 
life, through any mode of expression, which 
renders this possible. And who shall say that 
mankind shall not yet find a more generous 
and more creative form of social existence 
through which the ideal life may be made the 
real life here on earth? 


Conclusion. 


This, then, is the meaning of the restlessness 
of our time. At its heart, there is a hunger 
for God. But it is for a God conceived, not as 
a magician but as a kindred-life; for Truth, 
not as eternally fixed but as a venture and a 


discovery; for human worth, not found in 
things superficial but in Fellowship with God; 
for a Hope, not grounded in superstition but 
in the inevitable victory of Right; and, most 
poignantly of all, for a far-circling Friendliness 


within whose circumference all children of God 


may release the full measure of their energies. 


A Vast Friendliness. 


Therefore, the Religion which is to answer 
to the Great Hunger is naught else than a Vast 
Friendliness in which God and Man are com- 
panioned together. And because our age is 
yearning, still dimly, yet in a most persistent 
way for this kind of religion, it shall find it. 
Never has there been such a passion for world 
friendliness, aye, for cosmic coherence, as in 
this our day. And never has there been such 
a resolution to transform the aspect of life 
into God-likeness. The great hunger is upon 
us: who shall deny it? A mighty wind is blow- 
ing through the world: who shall resist it? 
Hearts are trying to move in tune with the 
infinite: who shall not hope? The great hun- 


geris upon us. Yet we feel that what we seek 


we shall find—the word of God to our own 
time and generation. 


A PARABLE? 


. А rector once had a dream that there was a 
wagon at the foot of a hill, which a crowd of 
people wished to haul to the top. There was 
much disagreement as to ways and means, 
but they finally agreed to appoint the rector as 
their leader. If he would simply get in front 
and lead them, they would do all the work. 
He took the shaft of the wagon to guide it; 
the people pushed ; and for a time all went well. 
But before long the rector felt that he was 
pulling a little as well as steering, and the load 
grew heavier and heavier. Finally, he looked 


behind him, and found that the entire crowd 
had comfortably seated themselves in the 
wagon. Are there not some parishes like this? 
—Churchman, Gargoyles.

Needless to say, the course is open not alone 
to members of the parish, but to any one and 
every one who reads this invitation. 


Church Farm. 


On another page is reproduced the airplane 
photograph of the Church Farm and its en- 
virons. This was the picture on 3000 copies of 
the Church Calendar, mailed and given out, 
during the season and from the vestibule, at 
Christmas. It has already done much—and by 
this reappearance may do even more—to cre- 
ate interest in our novel undertaking at Broom- 
all, and to make the place seem more real to 
people who themselves happen never to have 
seen it. I am asked repeatedly about the work 
of the Farm at this season. The answer is 
that, through the winter, we do not pretend to 
make use of the place in the manner that we do 
in summer. The farmer is in residence. Such 
farm work as can be done in spite of ye frosts 
and cold, ye ice and snow,.and other incidental 
opera Domini, goes forward. In town every- 
body awaits the homing of the robins and the 
swarming of the bees. 


Painting Downstairs. 

Last month, a group of boys and girls, who 
have had so much experience in summer at the 
Farm, performed a task here at the Church 
that deserves a word of thanks and meed of 
praise. Following the work of renovating and 
repainting the Church—and because we were 
so utterly out of money that we could not go 
on with anything downstairs—they took up the 
job, and carried it through to completion, 
spending a half dozen nights cleaning and en- 
tirely repainting all the rooms in the parish 
house. We had a gift of some paint. We prof- 
ited by the oversight and instruction of Mr. 
Frederick S. Miller, expert painter. In this 
way, the young people themselves were able to 
make a really important contribution by doing 
with their own hands work that would have 
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cost $500 if it had been done through a con- 
tractor and by union labor. That is not half 
bad. Neither are they. But let us get that 
statement clear. I do not mean that labor 
union painters are not bad; most of them are. 
I mean our boys and girls: they are two halves 
good. 


Fitting Up Pews. 

By the way, if any of you notice that your 
pews are recarpeted and that wornout hassocks 
are replaced with new ones, also that new 
prayerbooks and new hymnals have been sup- 
plied, to the number of about one hundred 
each, it is because these things have long been 
needed. It seemed impossible or inexpedint 
to have people go on, under the method of 
olden times, supplying and furnishing these in- 
dependently. That may have been possible at 
a period when pews were individually owned 
or rented by whole families each. Nowa- 
days more than half the pews are broken into 
halves or even into sittings. Thus their equip- 
ment has to be a corporate rather than a per- 
sonal undertaking. 


Prayerbook Revision. 

In this same connection, 1 am often asked 
whether it is worth while just now to buy 
the present edition of the Prayerbook. Will 
not the new one soon be out, with changes and 
revisions? The answer is that no new edition 
will be printed in full for several years. There 
is in print a little supplementary volume, con- 


taining those portions to which revisions have. 


been approved by two successive General 
Conventions. Let it be realized that a number 
of changes are thus authorized for use. Do 
not be.surprised if you notice them, e. g., in 
the Burial Office, in the Weddings Service, in 
the "Shortening of the Теп Commandments," 
etc., etc. They are all right and proper. 


In Conclusion. Қ 
There are a lot of other matters I would like 

to mention in form of parish notes ; but there is 

not space. I do want to remind you that this 


winter there has been unprecedented suffering 
among certain groups for want of coal and be- 
cause of the high price of all kinds of fuel. If 
anyone is minded to do a special form of kindly 
act, they might send an extra contribution for 
the fund, “Coal for the Poor." The Parish 
Visitor also wants me to insert a special plea 
for any or all kinds of warm clothing. She is 
called upon constantly to distribute this, both 
among young and old. It is a simple request. 
I am sure it will be complied with, if you will 
only give it the attention it would seem to 
merit.

The Parish House is open at all times. The Rec- 
tors Study, the Offices of the Clergy, Choirmaster, 
Parish Visitor, Secretary, Verger and all members of 
the Staff are here. Any or all of these can be seen or 
telephoned or written to at any time at the above 
address. This Church is not a retreat; it is a work- 
shop. Its tasks do not end with Sunday's services; 
its ministrations are for all those who desire them at 
any time. 


Communicants coming into the Parish, or leaving it, 
should comply with the canon relating to letters of 
transfer.

Rector’s Letter 


To the People of St. Luke and The Epiphany 


My Dear Friends: 

I suppose I ought to make a long story out of 
the work done this summer at the church, but 
I think instead I will make it very brief. I sub- 
mit a transcript from the Minutes of two Ves- 
*ry meetings and allow them to speak for them- 
selves. 


"A stated meeting of the Vestry of the 
Church of St. Luke and The Epiphany was 
held, pursuant to notice, in the Vestry Room 
ef the Church at 4:00 P. M. on Tuesday, April 
13th, 1926. 


*Mr. Arthur W. Sewall, on behalf of the 
Church Property Committee, and Mr. John W. 
Brock, on behalf of the Finance Committee, 
made a very full report of things which in their 
jmdgment were pressing needs for expenditure 
this summer, in particular two: first, the entire 
reconstruction of the heating system of the 
church, substituting steam for the present 
method of hot-air furnaces ; second, the renova- 
поп and repainting of the entire outside of the 
^eildings, and interior parish house. 

Twenty Thousand Dollars. 


“It was estimated that as much as $20,000 
might be needed to bring all this work to com- 
sletion. The subject was discussed from many 
angles and the question was raised how this 
work might be financed. It was plain that no 
such expenditure could be made in any one 
теат, out of current income. On the other 


hand, it was equally plain that such work could 
not be done piecemeal. Therefore the follow- 
ing resolution was adopted: 


* “Moved by Mr. Sewall, seconded by Mr. 
Brock, that the Church Property Committee 
be authorized to contract for a steam heating 
plant, with all appurtenances; for the clean- 
ing of the cellars; for the disposal of the old 
apparatus; for the renovation of stone sur- 
faces; for the substitution of steel beams for 
certain present wooden floor supports at im- 
portant points, all this at a cost of approxi- 
mately $20,000. The work is to be finished 
before September 1st and to be paid for, so 
far as necessary, from the resources of the 
church. This is with the understanding that 
an effort would be made to raise Some part 
of this fund through contributions and that 
such remaining portion as might exceed this 
year’s surplus current income be taken from 
principal account and restored thereto if pos- 
sible by annual appropriations in succeeding 

ears. 

“‘There being no further business the 
meeting adjourned.

A Second Meeting. 

“A stated meeting of the Vestry of the 
Church of St. Luke and The Epiphany was 
held, pursuant to notice, in the Vestry Room 
of the Church at 4:00 P. M. on Tuesday, Octo- 
ber 5th, 1926. р 


“Мг. Charles Stewart Wurts, as Accounting 
Warden, reported that the cost of all work done 
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during the summer, installing of the new heat- 
ing plant, together with the entire renovation 
of the church exterior and both the exterior and 
the interior of the parish buildings, under the 
supervision of the Church Property Committee, 
às authorized at the stated meeting of the Ves- 
try in April, amounted to $24,510.18, to date, 
part of which has been paid and part remaining 
to be paid upon full completion. 


“Mr. Sewall, chairman of the Church Prop- 
erty Committee, made a detailed report of all 
this work of rehabilitation to the entire church 
property. The work originally referred to them, 
under.resolution of the April meeting, had not, 
in his opinion, cost appreciably more than the 
sum approved by the Vestry at that meeting. 
In various particulars however the work, as it 
progressed, disclosed certain structural weak- 
nesses and the Committee felt that the cost of 
correcting such defects had to be incurred with- 
out waiting for further or detailed instructions. 


Additional Work. 


“Besides this, certain additional work was 
necessary to complete the rehabilitation as un- 
dertaken, because of the feeling on the part of 
the Committee that it could be more advanta- 
geously done at this time. Therefore it should 
be done, in order to put the property in lasting 
condition. It is estimated that the engineer’s 
fee and other items may bring the total expend- 
iture to approximately $26,000.00. He ex- 
plained further that a start had been made to- 
ward raising contributions and that $2000 was 
in hand toward the cost of these improvements. 
He suggested that, with the consent oi the Ves- 
try, the Rector might properly suggest to the 
congregation as a whole or to individual mem- 
bers the desire of the Vestry to raise by sub- 
scription, or otherwise, at least fifty per cent. 
of this total expenditure. 

“Оп motion, duly made and seconded, it 
was resolved that thé report of the Church 
Property Committee be approved and the 
Accounting Warden be directed to pay the 


balance of this entire cost as and when bills 
are presented, all details of work to be in- 


spected and all bills approved by the contrac- 
tor, Mr. William Wallace. 

“Оп motion, duly made and seconded, it 
was resolved that the manner of raising a 
portion of this sum from individuals or by 
general appeal to the congregation be left to 
the judgment of the Rector as regards time 
and place. | 

“There being no further business the meet- 
ing adjourned.

Very Brief Comment. 


I have stayed at home all summer to watch 
the above. I do not mind quarrelling with work- 
men and adjusting labor union disputes; but I 
do object to having the people come back and 
ask “Have you had'a pleasant summer?" I 
have not. 


Reading the Minutes of the two Vestry meet- 
ings above, you will see how simple all this 
matter is. The only thing that remains is for 
the Rector to. ask the congregation to pay the 
money. All that remains for the congregation 
to do is to pay it. But how shall we proceed? 


There are only three ways of financing such 
an undertaking. One is to go into the strong- 
box and take out bonds and sell them and pay 
the bill. That has been done. That is bad pol- 
icy, bad finance and worse religion. 


Тће second way would be to so deceive our- 
selves that over a period of years, income would 
exceed expenditure so that we could restore the 
money to capital account. That might happen 
if we were to be here always and if the present 
Vestry were to live forever. Otherwise, some- 
body in the future could come along and use 
this method of finance as precedent to make 
ducks and drakes of the resources of the entire 
corporation. 


The third way would be for us to raise the 
money. It is not out of place to say in this con- 
nection that Mr. Blank and another have put 
$1000 apiece into the project because they be- 
lieve in it, are fond of the church and believe 


that you will chip in to pay approximately one- 
half the balance. 


I said above that I ought to make this a long 
story, but you note that it is very brief. What 
do you think about it? How does it appeal to 
you? 

Diocesan Campaign. 

The reason I am speaking of this briefly, but 
emphatically, is that almost everybody in the 
city just at this season are getting out cam- 
paigns for myriads of millions. This week the 
Welfare Federation is busy. Next week comes 
another Drive. After that another, etc. Alto- 
gether, so I am informed, about eighteen mil- 
hon dollars will be asked this year from people 
іп this city. My poor, halting, little mind re- 
flects that charity begins at home. On top of 
all this comes the Diocese of Pennsylvania ask- 
тар for the little modicum of three and one-half 
million dollars for forty missions and ten insti- 
tutions. 


Some of these I believe in. . Some I would 
not put Confederate money in. I have prom- 
ised to send you all the literature which makes 
appeal for these things and I will keep my 
promise. I will keep faith with the organiza- 
tion of which we are all a part and I know that 
you will also. But I wonder whether prior to 
all these things bearing down upon us, it will 
not seem more important first to put our own 
house in order.

PARISH NOTES. 


Monday, November Ist, being АП Saints’ 
Day, marked the resumption of any week-day 
service for the coming season.. Continuing our 
practice of former years, there will be again a 
weekly service of Holy Communion in the 
Chapel, at 10:00 A. M. These services have not 
been well attended for several years, but it 
seems too bad to discontinue them. Perhaps 
there is no pressing need, nor urgent enough 
desire for them. If these prove to be the facts, 
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we will have to face the facts; but for the pre- 
sent I do not like to think that they are. Let 
us keep the day and the hour in mind. This is 
a regular weekly substitute, every Friday, for 
the erstwhile observance of Saints' day. 


With the passing of another long summer 
season and the enforced absence of many 
people from regular attendance at Church on 
Sundays, time has come once more to speak 
about the consistent use of the Envelopes by 
Subscribers who substitute this method for 
Pew Rent. If, as always happens, some have 
been lost or mislaid, you have only to ask for 
another set. Speak either to the Rector, or the 
Verger, or tò your Sunday School Teacher, ог 
to anyone with close acquaintance at the 
Parish House and you will be supplied. 


There is one matter so important that it 
should not pass unmentioned. It deserves not 
only a word of explanation, but a wealth of 
eulogy. Mrs. Dorothy Johnstone Baseler who, 
through a course of many years, has rendered 
such invaluable service in this church as to 
make her name almost synonymous with that 
of our chancel and choir, has elected this fall 
to withdraw from the full routine of services. 
She will still be with us on special occasions 
and when her talents are most needed to en- 
hance the season’s major programs; but she 
will not be seen or heard in her accustomed 
place at every service. It would take a long 
story indeed to record her labors of these many 
years and to speak in full appreciation of her 
loyalty, faithfulness and devotion to our entire 
organization. 


With the first Sunday in October, I began 
the use and made announcements in regard to 
the slightly revised form of the Communion 
Office as approved by the last General Conven- 
tion and printed in a partial revision of the 
Prayer Book. These changes are not very 
considerable. The main one concerns the 
shortening, but in no wise changing, the 
phraseology of the Ten Commandments. There 
is also the use of the Lord’s Prayer at a dif-

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Text: “The Shield of Faith" . . . . Eph. 6:16. 


The words of the text are part of those in 
which St. Раш! describes, in figurative lan- 
guage, the Christian's complete armor. You 
know how suggestive are the phrases: your 
loins girt about with truth ; your feet shod with 
the preparation of the gospel of peace; the 
breastplate of righteousness; the helmet of sal- 
vation; the sword of the spirit. And then, as 
though in a position of climax, Above all, tak- 
ing the shield of faith. 


I resist the temptation to dwell on others of 
these phrases and come directly to this last: 
The Shield of Faith. What St. Paul seems to 
say is: Lastly, my special hope is that you may 
be able to quench all the fiery darts of the 
wicked—with the shield of faith. So my thesis 
is this: It is easier, and it is less important, to 
have faith than to use faith as a shield. 


Reality of Faith. 

But first, consider if you please the reality of 
faith. For it is something very real. And its 
reality is of a kind all its own. I need not pause 
to say that faith is not knowledge: it is some- 
thing more nearly akin to conjecture. It is the 
substance of things hoped for, the evidence of 
things not seen. Secondly, I need not pause to 
say that faith is not credulity. It is not merely 
believing things that you know aren’t true. 
That is a common fallacy. Nor will I pause to 
examine, thirdly, nor to criticise—the feeling 
on the part of many that others have so much 
more faith than they. You wish you might 
have faith like so and so? You could—if you 
paid the price. The price is superstition. 


Sermon 
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Sunday, October 31, 1926 


THE PARISH HELPER 


Let me pass on to far more important state- 
ments. I reflect that faith is not a fact, but an 
attitude toward facts. To call the thing above 
described faith is as senseless as to declare that 
the stone wall I look at is eyesight. Faith is 
not the thing seen; it is the vision with which I 
see it. We think of faith as something the 
possession or the lack of which is contingent 
upon an act of will. We speak of belief as 
something that one man can be praised for hav- 
ing and another blamed for not having. The 
idea seems to be that one man is a believer and 
another is an unbeliever, and yet that each has 
had the same chance. Therefore he who has 
not faith is to be censured. We assume that to 
believe is something that one could do if he 
would. Therefore, if he does not do so, there 
is fault. 


Statements of Fact. 


But fix attention, please, on these two simple 
statements of fact. First, faith is not a thing 
seen but the vision with which I see it. Sec- 
ondly, faith is not a fact, but an attitude toward 
facts. I know well that what the ordinary man 
wants most to. be told is just what to believe. 
He wants this in order that he may settle down 
and be at rest. He wants final and authorita- 
tive words about such matters as sin and sal- 
vation, the nature of the former and the scope 
of the latter. He wants to know all about 
death, judgment, heaven and hell. This, I say, 
is what he wants; but it does not follow that he 
can have it. 


Nor does it follow that it would be good for 
him if he did have it. Intellectual certainty 
about anything means abnegation of the think- 


Sz faculty. It leads to intellectual laziness, to 
=ental indolence. Remember that faith is not 
= thing seen; it is a process of seeing. It is not 
= thing found but a method of seeking. To fol- 
tow the injunction, Be not faithless but believ- 
ig. is simply to take a docile, tractable, con- 
Siimg attitude. If one asks for details that do 
тол lead to this, they are useless. If one has 
his conviction, details are as meaningless as 
they are all unnecessary. 


We get most of our notions, and especially 
sar religious notions, at first by mere tradition. 
Somebody tells us that this or that is true. Be- 
сапзе we know nothing to the contrary, we be- 
Бете what we аге told. But by and by the day 
=i mere tradition passes; the capacity arises for 
seeking evidence. This is not and should not 
be surprising. There is no such thing as a 
eteed’s being fixed and final. Semper, ubique 
= аһ omnibus? There is nothing that has ever 
been believed by all men everywhere and al- 
ways. Even if there were such a thing, multi- 
tades of people are capable of being wrong. 


An Illustration. 


I stood once in the shrine of Our Lady of 
Ueedaloupe, nine miles out of Mexico City, 
zad watched a procession of ten thousand peo- 
=i journeying thither on a feast day to do 
& mage to a sacred object in a frame above the 
тезе high altar. Although five million people 
Тезеуе that it is an imagine of the Virgin, 
zaculously photographed on the maguay fibre

What Follows? 


But I dwell too long upon this aspect of my 
же“ лесі. Let me pass on. It is not difficult to 
Sere faith—if this is faith. The difficult thing 
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is to use it: to make of it a shield. It is like- 
wise less important what faith rests upon than 
that it shall be operative. It may rest on facts 
and yet be futile. It may rest on fallacy and 
yet be veritable. Let us try therefore to see not 
only what faith is not but something more 
about its use. 


It is strange how unreal some words become 
by continued usage. The more we use them, 
the less meaning they seem to convey. Such 
words for example are love, justice, lost, saved, 
sin, honor, truth—and faith. And the more we 
use them as words the less do we realize that 
they are the same, whether in secular or sacred 
usage. I have spoken often to you of the truth 
of this in matters physical. I have dwelt on 
how the same king's writ seems to run through- 
out the entire kingdom of the universe. Gravi- 
tation, chemical affinity, the same rules of force, 
the same qualities of matter, that are in your 
lamp or your hair curler, your automobile and 
your vacuum cleaner, are operative in the 
Pleiades or far beyond the Milky Way. And 
the same is true of principles. The trouble is 
that these familiar words have come to connote 
different things in two different fields. They 
ought not. Take, for example, faith. 


Other Illustrations. 


Every time I step on ice, if it is of sufficient 
thickness, I have faith that it will support my 
weight. Every time I board a railway train, I 
have faith that the track is well laid, that the 
schedule is well planned, that the engineer is 
sober and the signal men are sane. Every 
architect and carpenter, every stone mason, 
plumber, paperhanger, when they rear a build- 
ing or perform their sundry tasks, believe in 
the laws of statics and dynamics. They may 
not know what all these laws are; but they be- 
lieve that they are constant and, in conse- 
quence, dependable. 


So of all contract or contractual relations. 
Evéry time you enter into an agreement, you 
have faith in the binding nature of the instru- 
ment and the integrity of the contracting party.

Every time you make an investment in hope of 
appreciation, you have faith in the future 
growth of a certain company's business. In 
short, in all similar matters, you have faith in 
the immutability of natural law and in the san- 
ity of the average mind. You believe in the 
invariability of physical laws and in the invio- 
lability of mental processes. And these things 
are your shield. By them you are shielded 
against shock. You are shielded against sur- 
prise. You are shielded against loss. You are 
shielded against disappointment and danger. 


Possession and Use. 


So, in religion, I seek further in regard to 
faith the distinction between its possession and 
its use. It is useful in moulding our moods: 
in making souls rise above bodies; in making 
real that which was less than apparent. Take 
the state in which Marie Bashkirtseff de- 
scribed: “My body weeps and sighs, while my 
soul inwardly rejoices!” Remember how so 
‘aptly Browning puts this: “Our joy is three 
parts pain.” But the joy is there, not the less 
real and precious for that. St. Francis of 
Assisi and his companions led the hardest and 
barest of lives. Of physical comforts they had 
none. Yet Francis was accustomed to speak of 
their band as the “Joculatores Domini,” the 
Lord's merry men. A-thousand instances show 
that it is not hardship that drives away joy; 
nor the absence of hardship that produces joy. 
Tragic events, every now and then pierce the 
world’s heart only to prove this. Men go out 
upon adventures—and they die. They meet 
with adversity. And yet, amid all the terrors 
of their situation, they carry happiness with 
them to their death. They have faith in the 
value of something unseen. They use this con- 
fidence in something unseen as a shield against 
. dangers they see. 


Especially Religious Faith. 

But press, if you please, one stratum deeper. 
Just what is faith in a sense more distinctly 
religious? Faith is confidence in two facts: 
first, that the workd has a moral order; sec- 
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ondly, that man has a spiritual destiny. Faith, 
when it relates to God, 15 the conviction first 
of all that God exists, and secondly that He 15 
the ruler as well as the Creator of all things 
existent. Faith is belief that, in any issue that 
arises between mind and matter, between the 
spiritual and the material, the former must 
dominate. Faith is the conviction that the end 
of creation is a moral end, and that the destiny) 
of man is a spiritual destiny. That kind of 
faith is a shield. 


You are all familiar with the definitions, 
sometimes accurate and most times flippant, of 
an optimist and a pessimist? But there is more 
in these than humor. The distinction is not 
superficial. It comes down to this one ele- 
mental question: What is, upon the whole, the 
best working theory of life? Under which view 
of life do the facts best fit? Especially, what 
conception of life holds the highest future? Do 
the great irresistible spring-tides which arise 
within the soul, of hope and of desire, point the 
way to the right answer? 


Sense of the Unseen. 


Come we therefore once again to definition. 
Faith is—what? Faith is a sense of the unseen. 
It is a feeling that we are related to an invisible 
and higher world. The human soul contains 
this element as one of its working forces. And 
the presence of that force admits an explana- 
tion from the universe which only a spiritual 
religion can satisfactorily give. When I see 
this force in operation, I aver: Here is some- 
thing quite unlike anything I have ever seen 
before. It tells me of a beneficent stillness, of 
an internal strength, of an infinite calm, far and | 
above all finite tossings. It whispers of a world 


impossible to knowledge by the avenues of. 


sense. The word that best explains things un- 
explainable, the deep that calleth unto deep, is 
the word Faith. қ 


Аза Shield. 


And by this route I come to the definite point 
of our inquiry: How is faith to be used as a 


| 


shield? In a myriad of ways, but perhaps first 
ч this: it makes for great simplicity. You 
recall St. Paul's words, in another Epistle, I 
tear, lest by any means, as the serpent beguiled 
Eve through his subtilty, so your minds should 
БЕ corrupted from the simplicity that is in 
Christ This simplicity is not simplicity of 
Sought, but simplicity of choice. When Christ 
“әде his disciples receive the kingdom of God 
zs а little child, he was not asking simplicity of 
thought. Children are not simple in thought. 
Think of the questions they ask! Who made 
(sed? Where do the figures go when they аге 
subbed off the slate? Where are the snows of 
yesterday ?—questions for the theologian, the 
т-Міозорһег, the scientist. But children аге 
very simple in their choice. A child never sees 
more than two alternatives; à thing is either 
good or bad, right or wrong, beautiful or ugly. 
==. Paul says that, іп the moral world, man has 
lost that simplicity. The serpent has beguiled 
him as it beguiled Eve. 


Simplicity of Choice. 


But how did the serpent beguile Eve? By 


obscuring the simplicity of the question at 
issue. So it is with every child of Eve. Sin 
would never succeed unless it first obscured the 
issue. Would any man hesitate between God 
and the Devil, if the simple alternatives were 
placed before him? But the simple alternatives 
zre never placed before him. The lower world 
та always painted іп the fair or colors of the 
Esrher. I never choose sin because it looks 
tad; I choose it because I make it look good. 
The danger in vice is its counterfeit of virtue. 
Satan in the wilderness is quite a Christian. 
He says to Jesus, If you follow me, I will help 
you to fulfill your mission more quickly. So 
ће speaks to all men in the hour of temptation. 
S&mplicity of choice, in thoughts that are not 
sample but profound: this is preserved by the 
*hield of Faith. 


Faith in Fundamentals. 


Secondly, faith is a shield because the things 
of faith are fundamental. There are things that

ought to be substantial, firm and solid ; there 
are others that should be uprooted. In the old- 
time Bible story, Edom was afraid that the 
hordes of Israel would tear up her cultivated 
fields and destroy her national produce. The 
world fears that Christ will tear up human in- 
stincts and make men unnatural. The world is 
wrong. We are never so natural as when we 
are Christian. What kills naturalness is self- 
consciousness. It makes us either too confident 
or too shy. When we are too confident, we are 
thinking about ourselves ; when we are too shy, 
we are equally thinking about ourselves. In 
both cases, the mirror of ourselves is the prom- 
inent thing. What will break the mirror? A 
larger environment. 


Defence from Despair. 


Again, faith is a shield because it defends 
from despair. Would you speak of Christidn 
resignation? "Then recall the Psalmist: I was 
dumb, I opened not my mouth; because thou 
didst it. I was dumb, because the calamity was 
sent by infinite love. So Christian resignation 
is not despair but hope. The glory of the 
Psalmist's resignation is not his speechless- 
ness; it is the reason for his speechlessness. It 
is a very easy thing to be dumb in the experi- 
ence of suffering. The most common effect of 
grief is a paralyzing one. But Christian resig- 
nation is the absence of paralysis. It comes, 
not from loss of power, but from the influx of 
power. Itis not the crushing of a will ; it is the 
birth of a fresh willingness. Because thou didst 
it—to know this and believe it, is to have and 
use the shield of faith. 


Defence in Death. 

Once again, and lastly, faith is a shield in 
death. The unknown author of the Epistle to 
the Hebrews speaks of those Who serve unto 
the example and shadow of heavenly things. 
See, saith he, that thou make all things accord- 
ing to the pattern that was showed to thee in 
the Mount. We speak of the dead as being in 
the land of shadows. Shades of the dead, is 
a familiar expression. It suggests that a future 
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life is an unreal life. The view of the writer 
above is exactly the opposite. То him the spir- 
itual world is the only real world. The natural 
world is the land of shadows. Instead of the 
future life being a sleep in which we shall 
dream of earth, earth is a sleep in which we 
dream of heaven. People ask so often whether 
they shall carry any pictures with them beyond 
the grave. This writer to the Hebrews says 
that we have fallen into a strange misconcep- 
tion. We think of heaven as needing the photo- 
graphs of earth to awake earthly memory. Не 
says that earthly objects are themselves the 
photographs of heaven. 'The Mount of God 
does not need to be made after the pattern of 
the human; the human has more need to be 
right-fashioned after the pattern of the Mount 
of God. If I have faith that this is a fact, Гат 
already shielded from the fear of death. 


Conclusion. 


Therefore, let us have faith in God. Have it 
by whatever means ye may obtain it. But, far 
more important, use it. Use it, that ye may 
walk in the ways of God. Use it, as a shield— 
against disguise, danger, despair and death. 
Against that disguise which sin puts on, mak- 
ing Satan appear as an angel of light. Against 
danger ; because nothing can harm one who sets 
higher value on something unseen than on 
things that are Seen. Because they are tangi- 
ble, they are the only things that can touch you. 
Against despair? Easily. Because, whatever 
happens, 1 am dumb? Yes. Dumb because 
thou didst it. I am dumb not with prostration 
but with resignation. Against the archenemy? 
Because this God is our God for ever and ever: 
He will be our shield even unto death.

But it does infinitely more, in that it 
recreates withered souls, harmonizes disputing 
factions, silences quarrelsome people, revital- 
izes friendships that have begun to fade, and 
makes myriads of every rank and condition 


truly happy. 
Fate of War. 


“Of course the sorry fact remains that un- 
clean spirits return to take up their abode in 
malevolent breasts. Selfishness and greed re- 
sume their sway over corrupted minds. Invo- 
cations to battle echo the heralding of peace 
with justice. Yet no Christmas has passed 
since Christ was born that did not leave strife 
and violence the weaker. Опсе well-nigh 
omnipotent, war is now on the defensive. 
God’s children in all lands are on the road to 
deliverance from the curse of needless strife. 


“The futility and dishonor of war are pal- 
pable as never before. It has forfeited and 
will not regain the unanimous consent of in- 
telligent men and women. The Babe in the 
Manger has thrust sufficient moral dynamite 
under the proud Temple of Mars to blow it to 
fragments. To insist that God’s tidal wave of 
love and mercy can sweep over the world once 
a year, and leave behind no deposit of His pur- 
pose, is sheer stupidity. 


Blow to Materialism. 


“A final source of Christmas celebration is 
the protest it registers against the crass, fat- 
witted materialism which jeopardizes our civil- 
ization.

But what 
of that? We are the fortunate owners of autos, 
-radios and movies—to say nothing of a series 
of other inventions and devices. Yet, when 
the inventory is finished, a keen discernment 
perceives that speed without direction gets us 
nowhere. The multiplication of untoward ex- 
periences leaves adolescents satiated. They 
want something better. In this very eagerness 
is hope. 


“If this diagnosis is correct, is it not high 
time to consider what makes all classes happy, 
and what they can do to make themselves 
happy? They must have, as Earl Grey insists, 
a moral standard to determine their conduct; 
a salutary home life to insure their training in 
that conduct; work to do which justifies their 
being in the world: and leisure profitably used 
to build them up for their task. Christmas 
gives the standard for conduct in Christ 
demonstrates what a glorious home can be in 
a barn, shows that sacrificial toil is twice 
blessed, and introduces the quiet places where 
the soul and body can rest in the Lord.”

The Parish House is open at all times. The Rec- 
tor's Study, the Offices of the Clergy, Choirmaster, 
Parish Visitor, Secretary, Verger and all members of 
the Staff are here. Any or all of these can be seen or 
telephoned or written to at any time at the above 
address. This Church is not a retreat; it is a work- 
shop. Its tasks do not end with Sunday's services; 
its ministrations are for all those who desire them at 
any time. 


Communicants coming into the Parish, or leaving it, 
should comply with the canon relating to letters of 
transfer. Baptism will be administered at any time; 
but notice should be given in advance. Attention is 
called to the rubric before the office of the Visitation 
of the Sick, which reads: When any person is sick, 
notice shall be given thereof to the Minister of the 
Parish. On such notice being given, the Clergy are 
always ready and desirous to visit such and to ad- 
minister the Holy Communion. 


Practice as well as propriety necessitates the ar- 
rangements for all functions in Church in advance. 
Especially, the Clergy should always be consulted be- 
fore arrangements are made for marriages or funerals 
at which they are expected to officiate. They can ђе 
seen after any Church Service, by those who desire 
to consult them or at any hour of any day at the 
Parish House by anybody on any errand. 


Parishioners are asked to send prompt notice of 
changes of residence. This is particularly important. 
Every effort is made to keep mailing lists with accu- 
гасу. ‘Those who wish to become members of the 
Parish, are asked to send their names and addresses 
to the Clergy. Applications for pews or sittings should 
be made to the Verger, who can be seen before or 
after any service at the Church.

exhorted to continue this crusade but that they 
ought to be left free in adopting their own 
methods. In this parish, I propose that we 
emphasize during Lent the Thursday evening 
services for six weeks in church. 


Confirmation Class. 


This brings up the subject of our Confirma- 
tion Class. We must have this in readiness 
for the annual visitation of the Bishop on Sun- 
day afternoon, at four o’clock, on April 3d. 
We are still enlisting candidates. Any per- 
sons who are so inclined may any time between 
now and that date enroll themselves. Mean- 
while we want to continue our observance of 
past years and reassemble all those persons 
who have been confirmed and are upon our 
Confirmation Alumni list. The difference be- 
tween this year and former years is that this 
will be carried on in church instead of in the 
Parish House. 


Mondays in Lent. 

This year, as last, I have sought the aid 
of Dr. Yerkes in the matter of the Monday 
Bible Class. He has consented to deliver a 
course of addresses. My desire of course is 
to leave him. free in the selection of his subjects. 
But he tells me he would like to make a study 
of the origin of Christian Institutions. He will 
do this in comparison with beliefs in other 
cults which, along the line of his experience . 
in teaching, he has come to respect in alien 
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institutions and religions. Не will speak of 
God, sin, salvation, sacrifice, sacraments, and 
other things and try to put us in a right re- 
lation to the best thoughts of our predecessors 
and contemporaries in the region of Compar- 
ative Religions. 


Other Services 


I need not call your attention to the Friday 
forenoons, the Wednesday afternoons nor to 
the Sundays, either morning services or after- 
noons. These all are customary and conven- 
tional. The only question is: How many of 
you want to observe Lent? I know well, and 
I have often reminded you, that this six weeks' 
season is too long. In many cases, you will be 
bored by it. But I still insist that all of us 
should select out those things we are most in- 
terested in and give our best attention to them. 
There is much distraction. There is too much 
fussing. There are far too many services. And 
there is far too much solicitation that you 
should run off to the theatres and elsewhere. 
I suggest you come to your own church. 


Confirmation. 


We have begun already to enroll our Con- 
firmation Class for the annual visitation of the 
Bishop on Sunday afternoon, at four o'clock 
on April 3d. We know the number of those 
who are already expecting at that time to 
"present themselves. Experience has taught 
us that as time goes forward there will be 
still others who will want to be enrolled. I 
can only state and restate, iterate and reite- 
rate, that it is never too late for anybody to 
express to me their desire to be confirmed. 
Let them allow me to explain to them the 
‘formal steps and technical considerations. 
None of these need be of any serious impor- 
tance if I only can get hold of their objections 
or can meet them on the grounds of their re- 
luctance, Let us get together, please, and 
talk this out. It may be some of you are 
merely waiting for a word or two that would 
clear up all your objections. 


Parish Finances. 


It seems rather a sudden break from the 
above to something else. But I want to call 
the attention of readers to the columns else- 
where printed on apparently quite formidable 
headings of cold facts and figures. Please be 


` good enough to peruse the financial reports 


elsewhere printed. Do not make that stupid 
remark, or pass that conventional observation, 
that you have no head for statistics. Nobody 
has. But that is no reason for being an ostrich. 
The Accounting Warden is a human being. 
So are you. The Rector’s reports also, of 
administration of funds that pass into his 
hands is an honest man. So are you. These 
accounts are always audited. Please look 
these figures over. Please count up these re- 
ceipts and these expenditures. And be of good | 
cheer. All this money is your money. Look 
the statements over and see whence these con- 
tributions and collections and subscriptions 
have come and the objects to which and for 
which they have gone and have been expended. 
Then be gratified that you have had such large 
part in the doing of so many forms of good 
works. 


Prayer Book Revision. 


I hope it is clear to everyone why certain 
changes and modifications have begun this 
year to appear in some forms of public wor- 
ship. They are the result of that portion of 
the work already accomplished by the Com- 
mittee on the Revision of the Prayer Book. 
I have spoken to you before about the Com- 
munion Office. I have been using the new 
form of the Marriage Service. I have also 
at times used certain of the lessons and pray- 
ers in the new Burial Office. The Lectionary 
also has been enriched by a wider choice of 
Scripture passages for both Old Testament 
and New Testament Lessons. I think I ought, 
however, to explain this same enlarged range 
of selection in the use of the Psalter.

Preface 


Last Sunday I attempted to speak to some of 
you upon the theme: Why do so many peo- 
ple, through so many ages, go to Church? The 
reason, I recalled to your attention, is in the 
old expression of the Psalmist, that the taber- 
macles of the Lord of Hosts are lovely. They 
are lovely for three reasons: First, because of 
their superiority over other places; secondly, 
because of opportunity therein for human fel- 
lowships and, thirdly, because of the presence 
there of a supreme personality—the person- 
ality of God himself. Today I ask the соп- 
verse of that question: Why do so many peo- 
ple not go to Church? And I find the answer 
wery simple. It is because they do not want 
то. This has not always been the case and it 
will not continue to be so indefinitely. Just 
at present, it appears that we are a peculiar 
generation.

Introduction. 


іп the many discussions about the failure of 
_Sristianity to function in the modern world, 


there is an assumption that the typical man of 
the moment has no religion to speak of. There- 
fore, it is said, either first the Christian Church 
must be unusually stupid or secondly its mes- 
sage must be hopelessly outgrown. Other- 
wise it would surely appeal winningly to spir- 
itually hungry souls. This seems to me a 
curious delusion. Our world is not spiritually 
empty. The people of today are absorbed in 
sacrifice to gods which seem to them satisfy- 
ing. The only question is: What kind of 
Gods? Hence the title, The Gods of the Mo- 
ment; hence the text, He is rejected of this 
generation. 


Three Characteristics. 


Whatever may be the faults or virtues of 
our social order, no one can deny first that it 
is new. And this is true not merely in Amer- 
ica. Every summer hundreds of thousands of 
our countrywomen, and a somewhat less num- 
ber of our countrymen, sail to the Old World 
in search of lost romance. Since most of them 
rush about so rapidly, they see Europe not 
as it is but as their imaginations make it. They 
fail to see that, there as here, the world is 
secondly in an industrial age. 


They see the Tower and Westminster Ab- 
bey, but rarely Birmingham or Manchester. 
They make the journey down the Rhine; but 
they never notice the Ruhr. They see Rome 
in terms of the Caesars, Florence in terms of 
the Medici, and Venice in terms of the Doges; 
but they ignore the industrialism of Mussolini. 
They look the Parthenon over but they over- 
look modern Athens. The real Europe of to- 
day is not old or urbane, but almost as young . 
and crude as ourselves. The culture that grew 
through the ages has, for good or evil, been 
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paralyzed by the power machine. The whole 
modern structure, in philosophy, motivation, 
and method, is less than a century old. Our 
culture, both at home and abroad, is indeed 
new. 


Modern. Industrial. In the third place, we 
are also new-rich. Despite the wasteful riot of 
the war, even in Europe, the thing that would 
most astonish one who might rise from the 
grave of a past generation and look about him 
today would be the astounding wealthiness of 
everybody. If the resurgent soul saw Amer- 
ica, this feature of life would strike him deaf, 
dumb, and stupefied. Never was a time when 
so many people had so much money. Мом, 
new-rich ages are apt to be*like new-rich in- 
dividuals. Indeed "an age," "a civilization," 
“a period," are all merely ways of talking. The 
reality lies in the constituent individuals. 


Two Mistakes. 


People at large, in this new-rich age, are 
making the same characteristic two mistakes 
that the new-rich individual always makes. 
First, almost every man who very rapidly 
makes a great deal of money supposes that 
his mere possession of wealth is an index of 
his worth. Secondly, he is apt to imagine that 
he can, with his means, buy for himself hap- 
piness. These mistakes are recognized as folly 
by an old rich man. He knows that merely be- 
cause he or his friends have money they may 
not be worth it, quite commonly the contrary ; 
and he has learned through experience that 
money is not really very valuable stuff after 
all. Happiness, which is what all men desire, 
cannot any more than the Kingdom of God be 
purchased with money. 


Ours then is a new age, an industrial age and 
an age of new-rich people. It is not necessarily 
crass or crude. Indeed it is well-washed, all 


dressed up, sure that certain easily perceived 
goods will make life full and satisfying, and 
ready to pay heavily for their attainment. It 
is unintelligent to call such an age godless. 
A. god is only a way of talking about a good. 
We may not propitiate our gods in words; 


but we sacrifice to them our lives and our chil- 
dren. For what more can any gods ask? 


And these gods of ours are not new. Our 
deities are very, very old. The Christian 
Church at least ought not to find them very 
puzzling. She has been dealing with our pan- 
theon so long that she has stereotyped names 
for those who sit upon its altars. They аге 
the World, the Flesh, and the Devil. To say 
this is not to be a Bigot or a Fundamentalist 
or a Puritan or a Mid-Victorian or any other 
dreadful bogieman. It is merely to describe, 
calmly and with charity our scrambling hurly- 
burly of a century. 


The World. 


By the World, Christianity has always 
meant, not the glorious creation of sea and 
field and mountain and sky, not even the beau- 
tiful relationships of men and women and 
children in homes or in creative labor, but 
rather the sordid nonsense of supposing that 
externalities possessed ennoble the owners. 
That this egregious nonsense is believed to- 
day, that for the most part we sacrifice to it 
ourselves and our progeny, needs little demon- 
stration. А casual perusal of our most widely 
circulated periodicals will reveal it. Therein 
sound forth the beating of the big bass drum 
and the blare of the big brass trumpet in glori- 
fication of the man with money. АП the 
wealthy are good, and all good little boys will 
be wealthy. This is our nearest approach to 
having a philosophy of life. 


Beauty, quiet, serenity, poise, a sense of hu- 
mor—let us sell them all and purchase this 
pearl of great price. It would take a man in- 
curably sentimental to deny that we аге 
worldly. That is to say, most of us are. But | 
some of us are getting a little tired of it. This 
worship of money, this kowtowing to the suc- 
Cessful man, seems not so much wicked as 
merely a bore. То none does it seem more 
wearisome than to many a wealthy man him- 
self, tired of being regarded as a perambulatg 
ing pocketbook, lonesome for human affection 
and more lonesome still for something like 
divine companionship. 
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The Flesh. 


So much for the World. Our second deity 
is the Flesh. Her worship among us takes 
two forms—the apotheosis of appetite and the 
cult of comfort. We omit the second and 
dwell only on the first. All appetites are mighty, 
says our modern world, and to be sacrificed 
unto; but chief of all the appetites is sex. Peo- 
ple are so naively delighted in having discov- 
ered that the Eternal made them male and 
female that they seem to be forgetting that 
He made them anything else. Our stage, our 
music, our dancing, our books, our magazines, 
our billboards, our dress—which, as some one 
has said, costs the more the less there is of it— 
these all strike one note, the alleged note of sex 
appeal. We positively rejoice in nudity be- 
cause we think that it is naughtiness. It is not. 
But that is a point by itself. 


Our present point is this. The advertising 
sections of our most popular magazines con- 
tain columns of advice to women about how, 
for a small sum, they may become beautiful 
and fascinating enough to attract male atten- 
tion. An equal number of other advertisements 
tell men how to become handsome and gar- 
rulous enough to be popular with women. We 
have even devised a popular moral philosophy 
based upon the supposition that if one refuses 
to submit to his appetites he will contract a 
dread horror known as “a complex” and be in 
danger of the madhouse. Of course, no reput- 
able psychiatrist gives any such advice to his 
clients; but these people go for their psychol- 
ogy not to him but to the erudite creators of 
spicy fiction. Increasingly we are soaked in 
sex. And the people love to have it so. 


The Devil. 


So much for the World. So much for the 


Flesh. The third of the Gods of the Moment 
їз the Devil. It does not matter much how 
we picture this demoniac deity. It has been 
better done for us. In the Devil, religion 
presents the epitome of pride. In the old le- 
gend Satan, for pitting his smaller brain and 
weaker will against the infinite intelligence 


of the Omnivolent, was expelled by Michael’s 
host from the courts of heaven. Whereupon 
he came down to vex the gullible ‘citizens of 
earth. He has been doing so ever since. He 
is doing so just in the present ad nauseam. It 
is hardly arguable that, if Satan is the person- 
ification of conceit, ours is an age of Devil- 
worshippers. 


The cult of cleverness is so developed that 
often one prays to meet a man who is con- 
tentedly dull. Like those proud ancients, the 
Greeks, we are exceedingly witty and almost 
wholly void of humor. The difference between 
the two is that the witty man is conceited and 
the humorous man is humble. See, also, what 
we have done with aesthetic criticism. It should 
be in the hands of reverent men who realize 
that in judging the arts they are criticizing 
those activities whereby man would clamber 
from the beasts to play among the gods; but 
we have given it over predominantly to groups 
of clever young persons who, in avowedly 
clever weekly papers, attempt as cleverly as 
possible to talk about one another’s clever- 
ness. As one of the editors of the New York 
Times said recently in speaking before the 
New England Society: What used to be taboo 
is now tabloid. 


Most serious of all, what can be said about 
that which passes for the scientific method of 
arriving at truth, save that it too lacks the 
saving salt of sane humility? The reference 
is not to the thought and activity of the dwell- 
ers on the scientific Olympus, but to that more 
characteristic phenomenon, science as under- 
stood by the man of the street, the man who 
says, “I will believe in nothing which I cannot 
understand and prove,” and thinks that thereby 
he has shown himself the soul of modern wis- 
dom. Who would live in a world so petty 
as to be understandable by the human mind? 
Nobody not demoniacally possessed. It is the 
things beyond the intellect which make. life 
worth while. Our day minimizes these ele- 
ments of life, content more and more.to live 
within the dull limitations of the understand- 
ing. | 


Summary. 


Thus the twentieth century is sacrificing it- 
self to goods, to appetite and to conceit. It is 
worshipping the World in the form of wealth, 
the Flesh in the guise of sex, the Devil in the 
manner of pride, conceit or cleverness. Аз 
long as it continues to do so, as long as these 
seem satisfying ends to its new, industrial and 
suddenly wealthy citizens, it is unlikely that 
any more subtle religion can make much head- 
way. Jesus of Nazareth is an enigma to the 
moment. There are the reasons he is rejected 
of this generation. | 


Occasionally we find somebody trying to 
dress up the Christ in modern terms, present- 
ing him as a go-getter, a country-clubber, a 
master of advertising psychology. No wonder 
that is a man nobody knows; there never was 
any such man to know. Popular though this 
sort of thing may be, it is of course not Chris- 
tianity. Whatever else Jesus may mean, he is, 
in historical religion at any rate, the antithesis 
of all that our day seems of most worth. Не 
was poor when we would be rich. He seemed 
to regard chastity as normal and healthy. He 
was the incarnation ‘of humility. It can 
hardly be expected that he should be chosen 
god of such a civilization as ours, if it is in- 
tent only upon the hungry search for super- 
ficiality. 


Conclusion. 


It looks as though Christianity would sim- 
ply have to wait for a slowly emerging ma- 
turity or maybe rather a return to sanity. 
There are those who, wearied with this strident 
clamor about nothing, repelled by the clash of 
battle for things of no particular moment, have 
discovered Jesus as He really is. He is poor, 
not because He is too weak to gain wealth, 
but because His strength is needed elsewhere. 
He is chaste, not because He is too emasculated 
to feel the pull of passion, but because that 
passion has been sublimated into something 
which includes a soul. He is humble, not be- 
cause He is too ignorant to be proud, but be- 
cause He is infinitely too wise. 
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Some of us still adore, as our fathers adored, 
and we have discovered that, in the light of 
that adoration, the modern world is like a 
pageant produced by rude mechanicals. Real- 
ity lies elsewhere, at an altar where Jesus 
gives to disillusioned souls a peace which is 
not as the world giveth. As civilization grows 
more experienced, there will be more and more 
such persons. Meanwhile, it is absurd to ex- 
pect Christianity to appeal to the modern 
world. Meanwhile, He must suffer in propor- 
tion as He is rejected. But the fault of the 
rejection is not His; it is the fault, the folly, 
the foolishness of this grotesque generation. 


A LITANY. 


“Every clergyman who wishes to put new 
life into the Church services should get the 
English revised Prayer Book called The Gray 
Book, especially the volume of occasional 
services called The Kingdom, the Power. and 
the Glory. 


“No one would wish permanently to sup- 
plant our Litany, but it would surely be help- 
ful at some special service to use one of the 
Intercessions in this book, such as that in 
which the congregation prays God to deliver 
them : 


“From lack of reverence for truth and 
beauty; from prejudice and sentimentalism, 


“From the cowardice that dares not face new 
truths, the laziness that is contented with half- 
truths, and the arrogance that thinks it knows 
all truths, 


“From being dull and pompous; from being 
rude and offensive and ill-mannered, 


“From the blasphemy of cynicism about our 
brethren; from all false pride, ignorance, and 
contempt, 


“From all uncleanness and unwholesome- 
ness; from selfishness, slackness, and self-in- 
dulgence,

_ Rector's Letter 
To the People of St. Luke and The Epiphany 
My Dear Friends: guine about the Confirmation Class. And I 


I began this letter on Easter Monday morn- 
mg. I conclude it. on Гоу Sunday evening. 
No dates could better illustrate the contrast 
between two extreme moods, one of elation and 
the other of depression. Between those two 
extremes, I want to say things. 


To say these properly would require the ge- 
nius of Isaiah and of Jeremiah combined. We 
have passed through such a gratifying Easter 
that one feels like singing “Comfort ye, com- 
fort ye, my people!” But with that season 
over, we are facing another where we are 
equally moved to lament *How doth the city 
sit solitary, she that was full of people!” 


А Wonderful Easter. 


То begin with Easter. It was, in many ways, 
the most glorious day we have ever had. All 
three congregations were larger than last year 
by ten per cent. Communions were larger by an 
equal ten per cent. The chancel was more 
beautifully decorated and by almost twice as 
many people. The music was the best that I 
have ever heard in any church. The preaching 
was not worse than usual. So that's that. 


Indeed the day itself was only a logical cli- 
max to the whole Lenten Season. This was 
unusually satisfactory. I had looked forward 
in advance to Lent this year with apprehen- 
sion. It came two weeks later than usual and 
I feared the languorous effect of springtime 
weather. At the outset, I was not very san- 


was grieved and wearied with the burden of the 
people's sins—in not coming to church, more 
consistently, throughout the winter. 


The facts, as they developed, proved the very 
opposite in all particulars. The average attend- 
ance at the six Monday Lectures was larger 
than last year by twenty per cent. The Sun- 
day congregations, both morning and aíter- 
noon, for six weeks were larger by the same 
ratio. The experiment of having the Thursday 
night services in church resulted in an average 
attendance twice the number of last year. The 
attendance even at the Children's Wednesday 
Services was fifty per cent. larger. The Con- 
firmation Class was larger than for two years 
previous and. had two other peculiarities; first, 
there were more adults than children; sec- 
ondly, there were more men and boys than: 
women and girls. 


Low Sunday Today. 

Well, then, what's the matter? What is there 
to lament over? Merely this, that bright and 
early on the Sunday following comes that 
dread slump in church attendance which we are 
in for now for six months following. Today's 
morning congregation was the smallest since 
September. I spoke of Jeremiah. You recall 
that he was the prize lamenter. He was a clas- 
sic author of that dire dithyrambic: “The 
Ways of Zion do mourn, because none come to 
her solemn feasts." 
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Seriously, with the exception of so short a 
season as that just completed, and as a general 
routine the year throughout, the people of this 
parish simply do not come to church the way 
they should. "There are all sorts of reasons; 
but there are a great many more excuses. If 
both were sufficiently analyzed, maybe some- 
thing could be done about it. 


Number Names Enrolled. 


For example, our Communicant List is prob- 
ably more accurately kept that any other in the 
city. Мо dead wood is carried and the list is 
constantly revised. Two years ago, for in- 
stance, I deliberately pruned it of 240 names. 
That leaves us a bona fide figure, reported in 
the Convention Journal May 1st, of 1100 living 
human beings whom we know by name and 
residence. Тће 148 pews are practically all 
rented, by that many families, representing 
probably three times that many individuals. 
There is an increasing number each year on the 
Envelope Subscription List, totalling, to be ac- 
curate, 395. 


There are careful enrollments of Sunday 
School and Mothers’ Meeting, Bible Class and 
Infant Class, Boys Club and Girls Club. Add 
these figures all together, where are all these 
people any average Sunday morning? Where 
are eighty per cent. of them? "This morning, at 
the 11 o'clock service, there were fewer than 200 
present, compared with something like 2000 in 
and out of the church at all services combined 
on Easter Day. The trouble is, one of these 
things is the exception; the other is coming to 
be too nearly the rule. 


Reasons and Excuses. 


I spoke above of reasons and excuses. What 
are some of these? Among the first, of course, 
is the fact that so many people live at such a 
distance. That is true. But it proves nothing, 
because oftenest those are the ones who are 
here. Again, a great many of our people work 
and Sunday is a day of rest. They plead they 
have not time. That again is a fallacy; for, 
among all people who do come to church on 
Sunday, I have frequently observed that most 
are the busiest on week days. 


I have heard mentioned this winter the anti- 
parking law for automobiles? Yes. But not 
all our people ride in automobiles. I have also 
heard mentioned, as perhaps you have, the 
weather? Yes. There are just two kinds of 
weather that interfere with church-going: the 
one is bad weather; the other is good weather. 
No. The trouble is apart from all these things: 
it is lackadaisical indifference on the part of 
too many; it is the ill ordering and bungling 
planning of their lives without establishing 
religious routine. 


Winter and Summer. 


Now, for fear I should seem either to be 
scolding or to be speaking in generalities, let 
me come to grave particulars. On Ash Wednes- 
day, in forecasting Lent, I counted up of names 
on the pew diagram alone as many as twenty- 
seven, either individuals or families, who were 
away from home, trapsing about the earth all 
the way from Florida to France and from Ber- 
muda to the Nile. No reason why they should 
not be; but that is a sad predicament for a par- 
ish in midwinter, in view of the length of time 
so many of the same are away in summer. 


I counted as many as twenty-one pews of 
which renters live permanently at a distance, 
half of whom have not been in church for years 
and most of them maybe not more than once or 
twice in one year. This is a delicate matter to 
touch on because they still maintain their pews 
and show their loyalty in every other way and 
speak their fond affection for the parish. In- 
deed they so surprise me at times in this regard 
that it overwhelms me. 


Good as Gold! 


For example, when the bookkeeper sent out 
the pew bills this March 1st, twenty-six came 
back with checks inside of twenty-four hours, 
And, inside of two weeks, practically every 
pew bill was paid for six months ensuing} 
When, two years ago, we needed a new organ, 
more than 600 people gladly contributed to the 


fund of $25,000. And last year, when we needed 


such extensive church repairs, they did it all 
over again. They are good as gold—in every4 
thing that has to do with gold. The peculiaritg 


` of so many church people is that they do 
everything connected with the church—except 
come to church. 


Apart from the pew-holder list in particular, 
and speaking in so far as it is worthy to dis- 
criminate, of parish house societies and other 
activities, I have said all this. I have said it so 
often and have said it so forcefully, that I must 
not run the risk of merely nagging. But there 
is all the time such grievous danger that every- 
thing else about a church should get itself made 
into a substitute for church-going and that all 
forms of work should be mistaken for worship. 


Four Distinct Things. 


There are four distinct things that comprise 
all the activitres of a normal parish. And, in 
this regard? this parish is normal. At least it 
is in theory; the danger is that it shall fail in 
practice. Those four things stand in a relative 
order of precedence; the tendency is for them 
too often to get out of alignment; for first 
things to get into last position and last into 
first. 


Those four things are: first, Church attend- 
ance; and that means primarily Sunday morn- 
ing church attendance. Secondly, there is a 
Sunday School. This is a necessity; but it is 
little less than a necessary evil, if it is not un- 
derstood to be secondary and if it becomes a 
substitute for Church. Thirdly, there is such 
work of education, fellowship and uplift as is 
done through clubs, etc., parish house agencies. 
Fourthly, there is what may be considered legit- 
imate entertainment and enjoyment as, for in- 
stance, parties in the winter and pleasure in the 
summer at the Church Farm. 


Order of Precedence. 


The trouble is, I say, that things can look 
tremendously successful, from the point of 
view of numbers, and yet have the numbers in 
the wrong one of these four brackets. Number 
four is absolutely contingent on number three. 
Unless number three is preceded by number 
two, it ought to go out of existence. And un- 
less number two conduces to number one, it 
likewise might better be abandoned. 
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This morning, I counted just twelve persons 
who had been to Sunday School who stayed to 
Church. This is all wrong. Last Monday 
night, the Girls’ Club resumed their meetings 
after the Easter holiday. The enrollment of 
names on that list is 125. Apart from nine 
among those mentioned above, I observed just 
three living souls of that number in the congre- 
gation this morning. Last Wednesday even- 
ing, the Mothers’ Meeting had their after- 
Easter Party and Supper. There were 153 re- 
ported present. Not all of these, to be sure, 
were of their own membership; but, of that 
membership specifically, just three living mem- 
bers of the group here on Wednesday night 
were in Church this Sunday morning. These 
are facts and figures. 


Need for Interpretation. 

I realize that they require much interpreta- 
tion. It is true that, of the girls, a number are 
in church on Sunday afternoons instead of in 
the mornings. Especially is there such faith- 
fulness on the part of the ushers that they can- 
not be praised too highly. It is true that, of the 
Mothers’ Meeting, maybe thirty were present 
at the Afternoon Bible Class. That, I make no 
doubt, is their preference. It is true that the 
Corporate Communion of the Alumni on 
Maundy Thursday night was the largest we 
have had in recent years; but it ought to be. 


When we keep building up this organization 


by the addition of a whole new confirmation 
class each year for twenty years, and have an 
enrollment something like 600, there ought to 
be more than 300 when we come to count noses. 
It is true that the number of Envelope Sub- 
scribers is larger this year than ever before and 
the consistency with which they keep at it is 
beyond all praise. But, of that list of 395 we 
carry, there were just eleven this morning in 
church to say their prayers. This is ridiculous. 


Search for Reason. 

Just what is the reason? Well, it might be 
my fault. It might be that the preaching is so 
poor that nobody can bear to listen to it. It is 
not. I wish it were. Then I would know 
what to do. I’d advise you to get another 


preacher. Simplest thing in the world. It 
might be because the choir is atrocious and the 
service badly rendered. You know perfectly 
well it is one of the best choirs in America and 
that the service is always to edification. It 
might be that you do not like the church, or do 
not like me. But then you do like the church. 
You are devotedly fond of it. And I am very 
fond of you. 


You know perfectly well what the matter is. 
You know the only reason why anybody any 
Sunday does not come to church is because 
they do not want to. I recommend that some 
of you get a new thought center and change 
your volition. I do not think you are likely to 
do it this summer. I think you are more 
likely to scatter and leave the rector sitting like 
a sparrow alone on the housetop. And I wish 
you might understand with the utmost clear- 
ness that it is because of these conditions that 
we came so many years ago to form our sum- 
mer plans and undertake our work at 


The Church Farm. 


This work is well worth doing. It is worth 
supporting. You have, up to date, maintained 
it. And I ask you to continue this. But, in the 
meantime, this being the only Parish Helper 
and the only opportunity to speak of these 
things now until another season comes around, 
I wish you would give somewhat of your best 
attention to the problem I have tried to stress. 


In composition of this letter I have observed 
the requirements of rhetoric always to think 
out an introduction first but write it last. That 
is why I began with the opening paragraph. 
I reminded you that I was feeling very well 
indeed on Easter Monday morning, but, on this 
Low Sunday evening, I am low in my mind. 
I will probably get over it. J am not exactly 
mad. I wish I were. Then I know I would 
get over that. Whether I will get over this 
summer remains to be seen. If I am not here 
when you come back, it will be because you 
have not come back when I am here.

Last of Series, Lenten Monday Lectures 


In Church, April 11 1927 
Rev. David M. Steele, D. D. 


Introduction. 


There has recently been placed on sale a 
book that had been more cleverly advertised 
by being more widely reviewed before its ap- 
pearance than any American novel previously 
published. It was chosen, a month before its 
appearance, by the Book of the Month Club. 
It was the only one of that list so far unani- 
mously selected by all five of the judges. Its 
initial printing was 140,000 copies. 


The author had notified his friends among 
the clergy more than a year ago that he was 
going off to write a book about them and what 
he was going to give them. He certainly kept 
his promise. On completion of his task, he 
sent the manuscript to his publisher and sailed 
for Europe. Presumably this was in order to 
be out of the country when the storm of con- 
troversy should arise which he made no mis- 
take anticipating. "Whether as a gesture or 
as an aid to publicity, he took along a clergy- 
man as travelling companion. 


The book, which is of 430 pages, is dedi- 
cated “with profound admiration" to H. L. 
Menchen, Editor of the “Mercury Magazine." 
Another préfatory page announces: “Мо char- 
acter in this book is the portrait of any actual 
person." 'The author is Sinclair Lewis. 'The 
title is “Elmer Gantry.” 


Announcement, Advertisement. 


Scribner’s announcement, in their cata- 
logue of the month, reads thus: “Mr. Lewis 
has slashed into every aspect of the Church. 
He does not hesitate to chuckle over its fal- 
lacies and to step on any toes that look inter- 
esting. The book will cause as much discus- 
sion as ‘Main Street.’” It certainly will—and 


more. Speaking for myself, two days after my 
advance order for a copy was filled I had read 
it twice. I have since been interested and im- 
pressed by printed reviews and by oral dis- 
cussions. I am asked, as probably every cler- 
gyman is: “What do you think of it?" I think 
a lot of things. I am glad to try to answer, 
if I may do so in some detail, and if I may give 
reasons for my answer. 


An advertisement in the “Churchman” of 
last week asked these six questions: (1) Is the 
man Gantry possible? (2) Is Lewis’ attack 
on the Methodist and Baptist Churches justi- 
fied? (3) Are the portraits of deacons’ daugh- 
ters, ministers’ wives and choir singers, grossly 
exaggerated? (4) Is it possible that leaders 
of churches can be so ignorant and so uncul- 
tured as the churchmen in this book? (5) In 
Kansas City, a clergyman says that Elmer 
Gantry represents only “a few of the lesser 
vices” of the clergy. If this is a typical clergy- 
man’s opinion, laymen are asking: What are 
the major vices of the clergy? (6) Why do in- 
telligent church people countenance the go- 
getters, revivalists, self-advertisers and sensa- 
tionalists? Why, indeed? That is precisely 
what some of us want to know. 


Book’s Appearance Inevitable. 

To come to critical examination: I remark, 
in the first place, that the book’s appearance 
was inevitable. Every popular writer, espe- 
cially every novelist, has sooner or later suc- 
cumbed to the temptation to express himself 
on a religious theme. One would have to go 
back thirty years to recall Harold Frederic’s 
“Theron Ware.” George Elliott did the same 
thing in “Adam Bede.” Olive Shreiner did it 
in the “Story of an African Farm.” Hall 
Caine’s contribution was the “Christian”; 
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James Lane Allen's, the “Choir Invisible”; Н. 
G. Wells', *God the Invisible King" and Win- 
ston Churchill's the “Inside of the Cup." 


Few. other books have been so widely read 
as these so-called religious novels. One may 
attribute to their writers a wrong motive. He 
may feel that their attempts have been mis- 
takes. He may say that the shoemaker ought 
to stick to his last. But none of those things 
explain these books' inevitability. Each is the 
product, the precipitate, as it were, of the 
thinking of their time, upon the subject which 
in all times seems cause for most thinking— 
namely, Religion. 


Our National Mediocrity. 


In particular, Sinclair Lewis has been mak- 
ing, in other connections, and for a generation, 
a study of our national mediocrity. In that 
great sodden Middle West and Southwest 
dull-witted, superficial, under-educated, over- 
agitated, sub-intelligent, super-sentimental, 
loud-boasting and low-living multitude who 
comprise so large a proportion of our hundred 
and ten million population, religion—such as 
it is—holds pre-eminent place. And it has its 
own form of expression. It was reaction from 
this, contempt for it and disgust with it that 
has called forth this so bitter diatribe and 
satire. 


For the book, while brilliant, is bitter. Per- 
haps it will lose somewhat of its force because 
its author is so well known an opponent of 
and disbeliever in the very Church itself as an 
institution and the Christian religion per se. 
For this, among other reasons, it will do illim- 
itable harm. In spite of this, and for other 
reasons, it will do incalculable good. Which 
shall outweigh the other remains to be seen. 
It will be read, more widely read and more 
heatedly discussed than any book ever writ- 
ten, I believe, in America. It will do more 


harm than Tom Paine's "Age of Reason.” It 
will do more good than "Uncle Tom's Cabin." 
It will do these in about the same way: for it 
has, in combination, the two styles of both and 
it has all the strongest qualities of each. 


Fundamentalists and Evangelists. 


In this book, the author does for the funda- 
mentalists and professional evangelists what 
he did for the small town in “Мат Street," 
for the business man in “Babbitt” and for the 
medical profession in “Arrowsmith.” There 
is the same relentless piling up of detail, the 
same incredible and minute documentation. 
When we have finished reading, we know this 
Elmer Gantry even more thoroughly than we 
knew George Babbitt. He is just as vivid and 
alive, and ten times as revolting. The result 
will be another synonym. Main Street is no 
longer merely a book; it is a national institu- 
tion. A Babbitt is the busy business man 
whom we dislike because he is blatant and 
smug and superficial, An Arrowsmith is a 
certain kind of doctor who goes pensively by 
the house every day. To this gallery of Amer- 
icano we must now add Elmer Gantry as a de- 
scriptive adjective for loud-mouthed, vulgar, 
soul-saving, cash-register religious pomposity. 


Novel, Document, Tract. 


The question whether the book is great as 
a novel is really a negligible question. As a 
work of literary art, it is not great; but, as an 
accomplishment of the reporter’s art, it is 
great beyond compare. And it must be judged, 
apart from its worth as a novel, in two other 
ways; as sociological document, and as tract. 
It is all three. As novel, its strength lies in 
its superb ‘characterization. As document, 
Lewis has mastered the professional jargon of 
the minister as he mastered that of the doctor 
and the realtor. And it is a tract; a tract 
against hypocrisy and ignorance. 


Moreover, these are pictured, not as traits 
of an isolated few among the clergy, but as 
traits existing all but universally among them. 
We get the impression that pastors like the 
mild, tolerant, generous and genuinely rever- 
ent Andrew Pengilly are not the rule, but the 
rare exceptions. He is the only one of his 
kind in the book, and he is there only for a 
page or two. All fundamentalist ministers are 
pictured as either fools or knaves, or both. 
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But, apart from prejudice and bias, I repeat, 
the book is mightily effective as a tract. It is 
the most savage thing that Lewis has done. 
]t is not the best of his novels; but, because 
of its subject matter, it will raise more discus- 
sion than anything he has written. The super- 
ficial will speak of it deprecatingly. Village 
atheists will chuckle over it. Ministers will 
advertise it by denouncing it. For this rea- 
son I have been interested in classifying the 
reactions of at least three other coteries of peo- 
ple, all of whom misunderstand it. 


Three Classes of Readers. 


First, there are those who disapprove it 
mildly ; who say: “No, I couldn't read it. Isn't 
it too bad that such books should be written ?" 
This type of intellectual ostriches, hiding their 
heads in the sand, we have with us always. 
These are they who would not read Fielding's 
or Sterne’s “Tom Jones” or “Tristram 
Shandy”; who consider Balzac risque and 
Anatole France sacrilegious. They would not 
comprehend what you were talking about if 
you explained to them that Voltaire was the 
greatest single emancipator of the human rea- 
son. This book ought to have been written. 
And it ought to be read. Everyone who has at 
heart the interests of organized religion should 
peruse it. It is a true picture of a way of life 
that simply must be made unpopular. Perhaps 
the best way to do this is the author’s way of 
cartoon and lampoon. 


The second group comprises those whose 
risibilities alone are stirred. They seize on 
this depiction of one type of minister and 
point the finger of ridicule at all. They are 
always on the lookout for such opportunities. 
They want an excuse to jeer at religion and 
religionists. And they do not want to dis- 
criminate. Thou also art one of them, for thy 
speech betrayeth thee. The leading charac- 
ter portrayed may not be typical of a profes- 
sion; but, because he is so cleverly portrayed, 
a multitude of readers will believe he is. They 
will believe so because they want to.

There is a third group who turn upon the | 
book in anger. Leader of this group is Dr. 
john Roach Straton. His column and a half 
of comment, in the Literary Review of the 
*New York Evening Post," begins as fol- 
lows: "I am given two thousand words in 
which to comment on Sinclair Lewis' much- 
trumpeted book. It is too liberal an allow- 
ance. One word would be sufficient, namely— 
bunk! Or, I might add a hundred per cent. in- 
crease by using two words,—vanity and vul- 
garity.” And so forth and so following, he 
froths and fumes to his finale: “Мг. Lewis 
notoriously belongs the ring-lead- 
ers and bell-wethers of an ill-assorted malodor- 
ous flock." 


This is the familiar argumentum ad homi- 
nem of too many clerical controversialists. It 
is the ancient device of the thwarted in court: 
“No case. Abuse plaintiff's attorney." My 
dear sir, I know your ilk. I have suffered at 
your hands more times than I like to remem- 
ber. Everyone has who has ever raised his 
voice in favor of your pet aversions or ques- 
tioned in all courtesy, and seriously, any of 
your pecadillos. Your one weapon of defense 
is personal abuse. Your only method of argu- 
ment is calling hard names. You would hew 
Agag to pieces before the Lord, thinking you 
were doing God service and thinking you were 
sorry for Agag. But you are neither. You 
are simply ill-tempered and bad-mannered. 
You are chiefest, my dear sir, of that scurrilous 
cohort to whom Dr. Gantry might exclaim: 
“Tu quoque! You are likest to myself." 


Disgusting but Real. 


Speaking of which, just what was Gantry 
like? No such disgusting character has been 
drawn, nor with such diabolical similitude, in 
fiction in this country in this generation. He 
is as real a personage as either Irvin or Ty 
Cobb. He is as vital as Gene Tunney and as 
vile as Henry the Eighth. He is as far behind 
the times intellectually as William Jennings 
Bryan and as far ahead of them commercially 
as Henry Ford. He is only a creation of fic- 
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tion, but he seems as real as P. T. Barnum. 
He is as ignorant as Mrs. Malaprop, as big a 
liar as Baron Munchausen, as voluptuous as 
Don Juan, as selí-seeking as Captain Kidd, 
and as successful as the Count of Monte Cristo. 


Success Unpardonable. 


It is his success that makes him symbol of 
a type that ought to be accursed. He sets 
out as a snob-nosed little brat behind the sta- 
ble in a prairie country town in Kansas; he 
brings up, at the age of forty-five, as pastor of 
the leading Yorkville Church of New York 
City and executive secretary of the great Na- 
pap, the National Association for the Purifi- 
cation of Art and the Press, which hopes to 
be the great super-reform trust. “The story 
marches,” writes Carl Van Doren, “from the 
first sentence to the last paragraph, in which 
Gantry announces in prayer that ‘We shall yet 
make these United States а moral nation’.” 
Moral! By his standard? God save the mark! 


He is, without exception, the most despica- 
ble character in all fiction. He is vain and bla- 
tant and buttery; he is lazy and lascivious; he 
is a bully and a lecher; he is a sensationalist 
and an unscrupulous climber; he is an ignora- 
mus, a coward, a hypocrite, a bounder, an eccle- 
siastical cad. And yet this blackguard makes 
himself a power in Church affairs. That is the 
horrible truth. When you get to the centre of 
his personality, there is nothing but a voice. 
He never said anything, but said it at length 
and sonorously. He never had any more re- 
ligion than a low-grade bootlegger, nor any 
more logic than a mule. And yet, while unbe- 
lievable, it is the truth that, in the ministry, in 
certain quarters, this is what succeeds. 


Other Characters Important. 


The book abounds in other characters, of 
course, too numerous to mention one by one. 
Every cameo is drawn to scale and true to 
life. For instance, Eddie -Tislinger, “who, 


though he was a meager and rusty-haired 
youth with protruding teeth and an uneasy 
titter, had attained power in the class by al- 


ways being present at everything, and by the 
piety and impressive intimacy of his prayers 
in the Y. M. C. A.” And “Brother Karkis, 
who was no youthful student. He was forty- 
three, heavy-handed and big-footed. Born to 
the farm, he had been an ordained Baptist 
preacher for twenty years now, and up and 
down through the Dakotas, Nebraska and Ar- 
kansas, he had bellowed in up-creek settle- 
ments. His only formal education had been 
in country schools, and of all books save the 
Bible, revivalistic hymnals, a concordance 
handy for finding sermon-texts, and a manual 
of poultry keeping, he was soundly ignorant.” 


Touches of Description. 


There are some rare touches of description 
also, such as that at the very outset, of “the 
East-middle Kansas Conference, which con- 
sisted of ten denominational colleges, all of 
them with buildings and presidents and chapel 
services and yells and colors and a standard 
of scholarship equal to the second-best high 
schools.” There are tableaux too of meetings. 
For example, Gantry addresses the Rotary 
Club, “an assemblage of accountants, tailors, 
osteopaths, university presidents, carpet manu- 
facturers, advertising men, coal and ice deal- 
ers, piano salesmen, laundrymen, and like lead- 
ers of public thought, who met weekly to in- 
dulge in passionate rhapsodies about Service 
and Business Ethics.” i 


Best of all, however, are the scenes of assem- 
bly for strictly religious orgy : the night in the 
college chapel where, by mob psychology, 
“Hell Cat” was converted, a typical scene of 
all the horrors of undressing religion in public; 
the Sunday afternoon in Sharon’s Tabernacle 
where the advertised Message to Business 
Men by a Power in the Machinery World 
made such a knockout, subject “Increasing 
Sales with God and the Gideons”; and the An- 
nual Conference at Sparta with its wire-pulling 
and heart-burning over coveted appointments; 
the luncheon of the city’s clergy, called to- 
gether to co-operate as a Committee on Public 
Morals, where “the conversation was less 
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Church Periodical Editors, futile field agents 
of Movements and Causes, faking Faith Cur- 
ists, nauseating For-Men-Only Lecturers, and 
tabernacle-trooping, money-grasping mounte- 
bank revivalists. Every earnest, honest, repu- 
table, home-abiding and Church-loving pastor 
of a congregation of good people loathes these 
just as much as Lewis does. 


Three Major Points. 


Beyond all this, however, there are three 
points where the author probes far deeper than 
the book reviewer is likely to follow. The 
casual reader too will pass them by almost un- 
noticed. For Lewis lays down three challenges 
and raises three grave questions. First, is the 
Church at all, as an institution, worthy of con- 
tinuance? Secondly, is Christianity itself so 
unique and excellent a religion that it deserves 
present-day adherence? ‘Thirdly, is there any 
place in our modern social economy for Pro- 
fessional Good Men; that is, for the Ministry 
as a profession? 


Church, Christianity and Clergy. 


My answer to all three questions would be 
flatly Мо . . . If. If, first, even apart from 
the hero, the Church is to be overwhelmed by 
the preponderance of such people as are those 
herein described—and there is grave danger 
that it may be. If, secondly, Christianity is 
to get itself fallaciously interpreted by that 
great multitude who prate, and proudly, of 
verbal and plenary inspiration of the Bible— 
and the drift appears to be in that direction. 
If, thirdly, the only professional religionist 
who can get a hearing has to be an ignoramus 
—and alas! by the law of majorities, it is he 
who does seem to have the public ear at pres- 
ent. Witness the preponderance in numbers 
of those who comprise, in the West, the sun- 
dry denominations the author derides. Wit- 
ness the unholy horde of Holy Rollers, pug- 
nacious Premillenarianists and credulous camp 
followers of tents and tabernacles. 


I aver, boldly but frankly, that kind of 
church, that form of religion and that type of 


clergy are the curse of this country today. I 
would rather see this land without a church 
in all its borders, without a formal religion of 
any sort, and without a living man in the min- 
istry, than to see it taken into thrall entirely 
by this three-fold kind of sanctimonious fun- 
damentalist evangelism. For fifty years this 
sort of church, so far as it exists, this form of 
theology, wherever it is believed, and this kind 
of exhorter, whenever he exhorts, have been 
doing—are now doing—America more harm 
than good. I am grateful to Lewis for mak- 
ing this plain. But I must justify each of my 
own statements severally. 


Substitutionary Atonement. 


First, there has been, this long while past, 
the inculcation of the doctrine of a substitution- 
ary atonement. Somebody has done and will 
do something for us. The religious turn this 
takes is “Jesus paid it all; All to him I owe.” 
Into all our people’s thinking upon other mat- 
ters, this has percolated. We have become, as 
a people, willing in all times of crisis to “Let 
George do it." That came to the surface in a 
notable war-time slogan. On that slogan, lit- 
erally, one man was elected to the presidency. 
“He kept us out of war.” The whole world 
was in travail. How could we keep out of it? 
How could we save our own skin? That was 
the paramount question. We kept out for two 
years by hiding behind the apron of the British 
Navy. We have not been thought the better 
of for doing so by other nations of the world. 
Nor have we yet paid the price for it. That 
whole unworthy attitude grew out of this kind 
of religion. 


A Religion of Fear. 


Secondly, the popular presentment of this 
pseudo religion has been a religion of fear. 
Fear makes a people fearful. The form our 
people’s fear takes is timidity. Note here, 
please, a distinction. Timidity is not the same 
as cowardice. Cowardice consists in being 
afraid of the other fellow. Our people are not 
cowardly. Timidity consists in being afraid 
of themselves. They are that, just that, to a 
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ridiculous degree. They lack self-assurance. 
They are short of confidence—in themselves. 
They side-step important issues. They shrink 
from the discharge of national duties. Is it too 
much to attribute this to inhibition that has 
been begotten of a false form of religion? 
Their attitude is "I'm a stranger and a pil- 
grim." I’m a puny person. I deprecate my- 
self. I ignore a present for a future state and 
seek salvation—for what or whom? For my- 
self. As Pere Goriot says: "I can imagine the 
black look on the faces of that grovelling 
crowd, if Heaven were to play them such a 
joke as to omit the Day of Judgment." 


And Gross Sentimentality. 


Thirdly, we have become as a people grossly 
sentimental. Note here again, please, a dis- 
tinction. Sentiment is something noble. But 
sentimentality? That is something maudlin. 
What could more conduce to this than playing 
solely on emotions to achieve results religious? 
“The religion Mother used to make”: this has 
thwarted our people’s capacity to think: it is 
so much easier to feel. In consequence, they 
confuse issues constantly, mistaking mere be- 
liefs for facts. They do this in political life. 
They suffer from the practice in prevailing 
schemes of education. What hope is there, 
what outlook for the right of eminent domain 
for Truth when, in seven of our states, there 
are pending at this moment anti-evolution bills 
for legislation? Most of them, of course, will 
not pass. But is it not ominous that such a 
subject should be set to the arbitrament of 
votes? As well vote on the law of gravita- 
tion. 


Conclusion. 


How shall I come to a conclusion? I have 
often said I never am so glad that I am an 
Episcopalian as when I attend a funeral. There 
is laudable confinement to one ritual; there is 
some attempt at least at the repression of hys- 
teria, and there is silence where there other- 
wise would be speech, eulogy and exhortation. 
I am glad for other reasons, the more I reflect 


upon it, that I am a Churchman and am not 
Converted. I have never been so glad as now- 
a-days that I live in the East and not in the 
Middle West. I am glad I am a Modernist 
and not a Fundamentalist. I am glad I am a 
Religionist and not a Revivalist. I am glad I 
am an Innocent Bystander and not a Joiner. 
I rejoice in a Free Spirit and not a Slave Com- 
plex. In short, I am glad I am a Sinner and 
not a Saved Soul—if salvation is of Elmer 
Gantry. 


THE MODERN ORGAN. 


“The modern organ is the miracle of modern 
Music. Far from being the proverbial ‘Box 
of Whistles’ of Sir Christopher Wren’s time 
it has become a veritable symphonic orches- 
tra under the immediate control of an organist- 
director. Sensitive to his slightest intent or 
equally obedient to his masterful demands the 
modern organ becomes a true extension of 
the musician’s technique. 

“Furthermore it surpasses, in its mechanical 
performance, when used as a semi-automatic 
instrument, anything which the most skillful 
performer can accomplish. The most compli- 
cated passages may be rendered with consum- 
mate ease; leaving the artist free to enrich his 
color registrations hitherto only possible in a 
giant orchestra playing under a master direc- 
tor. 

“The modern organ is, in truth, an assem- 
blage of the best orchestral voices combined 
with those of most pleasing character from 
the organ. It contains color of infinite va- 
riety, as well as volume and power. On it may 
be rendered the thundering triumphs of Wag- 
ner or the dainty melodies of McDowell; a 
simple song on the strings or flute with harp 
accompaniment or a massive overture. 

“Its. response is instantaneous. Its voice 
clear and incisive. Since the coming of the 
electro-pneumatic action all mechanical limi- 
tations have been removed from the organ and 
great composers are marvelling at the musical 
effects possible."—Selected.

ARE PEOPLE WEARY OF DRIVES? 


"The professional money-raising companies 
insist that the more people give, the more they 
enjoy the habit. It is remarkable to what an 
extent the 'drive' has spread. А few years 
ago some of us were shocked at the idea of 
paying a company to raise money for a church 
cause. Today there is hardly a campaign of 
any extent which is not conducted by a profes- 
sional company, according to the standard 
technique. 


"But there seems to be a reaction against 
frequent drives. As the novelty wears off— 
after going every year through the same songs 
and excitement and worked-up enthusiasm, es- 
pecially after we have learned some of the ‘in- 
side dope,’ such facts as that the ‘initial gifts’ 
committee always has in hand a considerable 
sum, which they hold back until the campaign 
requires it, it is a little like learning that there 
is no Santa Claus, and half of the zest has gone 
out of the later drives. 


“But not wholly. There are some who will 
only consent to go to Heaven if they can con- 
duct drives there with nightly dinners and 
prizes for the best teams. And for that mat- 
ter, do not the Rotarians, the Kiwanians and 
the Lions meet weekly and affect the same 
hilarity in their songs and the same standard- 
ized formulas of intinrate comaraderie? 


“But now and then the dogmas of the ex- 
perts fail. Sometimes there is nothing that 
fails like success. I warn you that, if your 
campaign has come far short of its goal-——and 
even professionally conducted campaigns have 
been known to fail of complete success—not to 
listen too implicitly to the expert who insists 
that in all the bright lexicon of drives there is 
no such word as fail. For when the tumult 
and the shouting of the ‘victory dinner’ dies, 
and the parish or the community does not see 
the new building go up, it will be difficult to 
explain to them that the glorious cheering, 
singing and speechifying were merely tactful 
devices, and that they must all give a great 
deal more before anything can be done."—The 
Churchman.

The Parish House is open at all times. The Rec- 
tors Study, the Offices of the Clergy, Choirmaster, 
Parish Visitor, Secretary, Verger and all members of 
the Staff are here. Any or all of these can be seen or 
telephoned or written to at any time at the above 
address. This Church is not a retreat; it is a work- 
shop. Its tasks do not end with Sunday's services; 
its ministrations are for all those who desire them at 
any time. 


Communicants coming into the Parish, or leaving it, 
should comply with the canon relating to letters of 
transfer. Baptism will be administered at any time; 
but notice should be given in advance. Attention is 
called to the rubric before the office of the Visitation 
of the Sick, which reads: When any person is sick, 
notice shall be given thereof to the Minister of the 
Parish. On such notice being given, the Clergy are 
always ready and desirous to visit such and to ad- 
minister the Holy Communion. 


Practice as well as propriety necessitates the ar- 
rangements for all functions in Church in advance. 
Especially, the Clergy should always be consulted be- 
fore arrangements are made for marriages or funerals 
at which they are expected to officiate. They can be 
seen after any Church Service, by those who desire 
to consult them or at any hour of any day at the 
Parish House by anybody on any errand. 


Parishioners are asked to send prompt notice of 
changes of residence. This is particularly important. 
Every effort is made to keep mailing lists with accu- 
racy. ‘Those who wish to become members of the 
Parish are asked to send their names and addresses 
to the Clergy. Applications for pews or sittings should 
be made to the Verger, who can be seen ‘before or 
after any service at the Church.

Rector's Letter 


To the People of St. Luke and The Epiphany 


My Dear Friends: 

Naturally the most important subject to deal 
with in a letter at this autumn season is the 
work of the summer past at the Church Farm. 
The weeks succeeded one another through the cus- 
tomary three months with about the usual calen- 
dar. On as many as ten Saturdays there were 
overnight parties of boys and girls, in number 
from a dozen to three dozen. At the twelve 
Sunday afternoon Services in the orchard the 
numbers ranged from twenty-five upwards to 
two hundred and twenty-five, depending on the 
season and the weather and all sorts of circum- 
stances. The weather in particular was un- 
favorable at times; but we were especially 
fortunate on the three major holidays, Memo- 
rial Day, Fourth of July and Labor Day, with 
bigger and better picnics than last year. 


On the Sundays, there were three services of 
Holy Communion. There were three occasional 
baptisms and the routine of dates in the country 
was interspersed with four notable weddings 
of young couples in town. On alternate Wed- 
nesdays, there were picnics for the Mothers 
and, on Saturdays as well as at other times, 
Children were conducted in parties with car- 
fare provided. 


Diary of Dates. 


A few notable dates preceding these were 
the Surprise Party and Sale of the Hope Chest 
on May 23d. Many useful articles were con- 
tributed to the former, and the latter netted 
$100.00. On June 22d, the women held a festi- 


val of strawberries raised in the Farm garden, 
netting $50.00. The closing meeting of the 
Girls’ Club was outdoors on June 11th. Like- 
wise, at the end of the season, there were spe- 
cial gatherings. The concluding service was 
on the second Sunday in September. The full 
choir from the Church was in attendance and 
the congregation numbered more than 200. 
That left the third Sunday afternoon and eve- 
ning of September open for a meeting of coun- 
sel and advice with a dozen or more church 
workers around a supper table spread by Mrs. 
Treston on the lawn. The regular afternoon 
services in church were resumed the last Sun- 
day in September, and the Sunday School as 
well as the entire schedule at the Church on 
the first Sunday in October. 


Special Visiting Groups. 

Owing to a change of policy this year, we did 
not welcome many outside groups or parties; 
but we did have these few events and made 
the following concessions: June 18th, Virginia 
Robinson entertained a couple of dozen of her 
co-workers. On the same day, John Bahm 
and a committee of fellow-employees were 
hosts to 200 workers of the B. M. Co. The men 
of the Church Choir foregathered on June 25th 
to play their annual baseball game with the 
Boys’ Club. On June 23d, being glad to ac- 
commodate our neighbors, we permitted the 
use of our grounds by the local Sunday School 
of the Broomall Presbyterian Church for their 
picnic with 200 scholars. June 29th, Miss 
Cashel came with a dozen of her probationers 
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from the Pennsylvania Hospital. On Septem- 
ber 9th, there was the Matlack family reunion, 
100 participating. Оп September 12th, 100 
representatives of the Visiting Nurse Society 
held a carnival; while, several times through- 
out the summer, Mrs. Yarnall came with par- 
ties and picnics from Media. Between times 
and at all times, people came and went as indi- 
viduals sometimes, sometimes in minor groups. 
The swimming pool was popular; the straw- 
berry bed overflowed; the bees swarmed; the 
squirrels abounded ; the pigeons increased, not 
to mention the kittens. 


Work and Workers. 


The farmer made hay, cultivated corn, reaped 
oats, attended the garden and improved the 
lawn, made fence, cut fire wood, and otherwise 
at other times performed that kind of farm 
work which is never finished. Не was aided 
and abetted in particular by Billy, who was 
resident all summer; by Thomas, who took his 
duties so seriously that he will be welcome back 
another summer; by Harry and Charlie and, 
when all else failed, they all together called in 
Mr. Conner. Mrs. Schissler did the intermit- 
tent housekeeping. Miss Marnie and Miss 
Quinn did all the light work of house-cleaning, 
while the rest of us performed the more arduous 
labor of overseeing and directing. Miss Yer- 
kes, Mrs. Donley, Mrs. Koehler and as many 
others were as useful as ornamental. Miss 
Gesswein and Miss Buch lent incidental aid. 
Bob Little could be seen in the offing almost 
any time there was some special task. Miss 
Frost was never weary in welldoing and many 
others abounded in good works. Mrs. Barratt, 
Miss Smith and Mrs. Lennon were aides at the 
Mothers’ picnics. Mrs. Lots was invaluable in 
looking after the younger children. Mr. Bell 
was ubiquitous. During August, all credit is 
due to Miss Wurtele for her good management 
and to Dr. Yerkes for his pious appearance and 
devout activities on Sundays. 


Contributions and Contributors. 


The list of contributors of money appears in 
another column as well as the donors of gifts 


and utensils, their variety as wide as the range 
of our needs. Some special needs were met, ex- 
penses of repairs defrayed and the purchase was 
made of some things for permarfent use. For 
example, we had to spend upwards of $300.00 
on putting and keeping the tennis court in con- 
dition. There were necessary replacements of 
tennis and baseball and other equipment for 
games. We purchased about $100.00 worth of 
orchard furniture. This was especially for the 
older people and the children. We had to buy 
a complete set of chairs for use in the barn. We 
also obtained three dozen benches for additional 
seats in the orchard. The boys themselves 
bought and installed a new spring board for 
their swimming pool. Bedding for the bunga- 
low and dormitory was procured and many ar- 
ticles for household use were given by some 
perhaps not adequately ‘thanked merely by 
mention of their names elsewhere among the 
roster of contributors. It is true that much of 
the weather was bad. It is to be regretted that 
the rates of carfare have been raised. Some 
other things throughout this season in particu- 
lar may possibly have interfered with larger or 
increased attendance. But the property is now 
in fine condition and dates and duties, activities 
and occupations have become established. 


Rector’s Vacation. 

A number of persons have been good enough 
to express their pleasure over the Rector's va- 
cation, so that a brief report perhaps should be 
forthcoming. He is rather averse to this; first, 
because he neither deserved nor needed such an 
outing—few people do, and too many take 
them; but, secondly, because his pride is 
wounded in the fact that everybody was so 
glad to see him go away from here and ex- 
pressed regret when he came back, presumably 
because he had not stayed out of their way for 
longer period. I ask you! 


In brief, I spent two weeks on the ocean 
very enjoyably. It was a splendid voyage each 
way ; good boats, good company, good weather. 
I spent the three weeks ashore mainly in Eng- 
land, with a side trip to Ireland, where I never 
had been. I do not feel that I know enough or 
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saw enough either of people or of conditions to 
draw any sage conclusions. I did, however, 
come away a little saddened and disheartened 
by the state of things in England. The Eng- 
lish are, in my judgment, in a pitiful state fol- 
lowing the war. They have not yet recovered. 
And it is no wonder. What the outlook is, is 
anybody’s guess. It is an age-long tradition 
that the English always come back. Maybe the 
British Empire in the abstract has. But they 
have done it, or are doing it, at the expense of 
the British people. How large a price the Eng- 
lish will yet have to pay for England, and 
whether they can pay it, remains to be seen. 


Conditions so Contrary. 


I suspect that nobody from the outside has 
the requisite qualifications or the right point of 
view to pass judgment in the premises, because 
conditions there and here are so contrary. So 
many things that act conversely must be taken 
in account. I felt every time I met their traffic 
moving in our opposite direction, on the left 
side of the street, that I was meeting myself 
coming back. Perhaps indeed I was seeing 
them advancing where I thought they were re- 
treating. Maybe I instead was only an exam- 
ple of a race or nation that are retrograding 
when we think we are progressing. 


It is even difficult to speak a language where 
a sidewalk is a footwalk; where an elevator is 
a lift; where baggage is luggage; where gaso- 
line is petrol; where a telephone booth is a box, 
and where Hello is Are you there? Where a 
café is not a place to drink, but one to eat in; 
where a restaurant is not a place to eat in, but 
a place to be served soft drinks; where a lounge 
is not a piece of furniture, but a room to con- 
tain it; where a penny is two cents and four of 
our pennies is two pence; where a guinea is not 
a fowl, but the price of one cold. 


Confusion and Contrast. 


One is confused in a land where there are 
fewer laws to enforce than at home, and where 
far many more are enforced; where they owe 


the largest national war debt among all the na- 
tions and alone have stabilized their currency ; 
where there are the largest number of Ameri- 
can tourists and the smallest number of them 
are cheated; where the police actually regulate 
traffic and the traffic officer is the motorman's 
friend; where they use steam motors for our 
gasoline trucks and yet gasoline is dearer than 
at home; where they have the greatest pride in 
the English language and yet speak it with the 
worst accent; where they have the cheapest 
tailors in the world and are the worst-dressed 
men; where there are the finest clothes to buy 
and the fewest pretty girls to wear them ; where 
there are the strongest labor unions, yet whose 
members are doing the least labor; where the 
working class are paid the highest wages and 
professionals receive the smallest salaries. 


In the matter of money London is a place 
where they have the most complicated clumsy 
currency and yet where clerks are the. most 
clever and adept in making change; where the 
sales people say Thank you when they serve 
you and Please after you pay ; where the store 
attendants bid you Good-day when you enter 
and Good-morning when you leave; where they 
have posted signs No Tips in hotels to those 
who work and go on giving Doles to those who 
don't. True, while we inscribe our boards with 
Say It with a Smile, they do it with a smile. 
Upon the other hand, while they pride them- 
selves unfailingly on thejr good manners, they 
can be upon occasion unspeakably rude. All 
this talk of hands across the sea? І don't know. 
Shall there be a Union of the English-Speaking 
People? Maybe, when the English people 
learn to speak the English language and the 
United States begins to be united. Meanwhile, 
I am asked: What part of my journey did I en- 
joy most? The last hour, coming up the har- 
bor to the dock, returning home on Labor Day.

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A WORTHY MEMORIAL. 


(Excerpts from Important Document.) 

"This Indenture or Deed of Gift made the 
fifteenth day of October, A. D. 1927, by and be- 
tween Arthur V. Morton, of the City of Phila- 
delphia, hereinafter referred to as Donor . . . 
and the Rector, Church Wardens and Vestry- 
men of the Church of St. Luke and The Epiph- 
any, hereinafter referred to as Donee, Wit- 
nesseth that 


"Whereas Helen Kirkbride Morton, daughter 
of Dr. Thomas G. Morton and Annie К., his 
wife, late of the City of Philadelphia, departed 
this life on the twenty-eighth day of June, A. D. 
1927, having been for many years a member of 
the Church of St. Luke and The Epiphany and 
actively interested in the various forms of 
charitable and benevolent work conducted by 
the Church, and in particular the efforts made 
for the instruction, guidance and welfare of 
young women through classes and associations 
organized at or using the Parish House and the 
Church Farm ; and 


"Whereas, in the course of her benevolent 
and charitable activities, the said Helen Kirk- 
bride Morton did many acts of personal kind- 
ness and rendered assistance in many cases of 
sickness, want or distress ; and 


"Whereas, the Donor herein named desires 
that, in memory of the said Helen Kirkbride 
Morton, a fund may be established, the income 
from which may be used in furtherance of the 
benevolent and charitable work conducted by 
the Church, and in particular that women be- 
longing to the parish or associated with the va- 
rious classes, guilds or organizations meeting 
at the Parish House or the Church Farm, or 
brought to the attention of the Rector of the 
Church in the course of his Parochial minis- 
trations, may be assisted in case of sickness, 
want or distress, in the spirit of helpful sym- 
pathy displayed by the said Helen Kirkbride 
Morton throughout her life; 


“Now, know all men by these presents that 
the Donor hereinbefore named has this day as- 
signed, transferred, delivered and set over, 


: the sum of Five Thousand ($5,000) 
Dollars for the following uses and purposes: 


“To pay the net income arising from the said 
fund, after payment of any taxes or other proper 
costs and charges, to the then Rector of the 
Church of St. Luke and The Epiphany, at such 
stated intervals as may from time to time be 
determined by the Vestry of the said Church, 
to be expended and paid out by him for the 
alleviation of sickness, want or distress as 
nearly as may be in accordance with the pur- 
poses of the Donor as hereinbefore recited. 


“In Witness Whereof the said Donor has 
hereunto set his hand and seal the day and year 
first above written. Etc., etc.” 


Please Read On. 


The foregoing is printed here, not only on its 
own account, because of the gratifying news 
item it reports, but because it so well serves as 
an example and as precedent for other similar 
bequests that one wishes and hopes may be 
made by other donors, memorials to other mem- 
bers of the parish upon their decease by friends 
or relatives or families. Many details safe- 
guard this trust and specify both the manner 
of custody of principal and the ways of admin- 
istration of income. The whole is an ideal docu- 
ment. Are there not others who would like to 
employ it as a model in the making of bequests 
or the creation of memorials? 


The Rector would be glad to consult with 
any such and give them all particulars. He has 
knowledge already of several Last Wills and 
Testaments, with carbon copies now reposing 
in the office safe, that have similar codicils at- 
tached, in amounts from $1,000 upwards. This 
one makes the sixth of such trusts to this date 
in operation: viz., Sunday School Legacy, 
$1,000; St. Luke’s Home Pensions, $14,000; 
Anna Howell Lloyd Fund, $5,000; William 
Henry Barnes Fund, $10,000; Louise Skelton 
Harrison Fund, $10,000, and now this latest of 
$5,000, each one for its specified accomplish- 
ment.

Afternoon Congregation. 

Speaking of services, the one particularly at 
four o'clock on Sunday afternoons has for 
many years claimed the attention of a large 
number of transients and visitors and of per- 
sons only temporarily resident in this portion 
of the city. Because of this, the personnel 
must naturally change to a large extent from 
year to year because people move in and move 
out so frequently. For that reason new at- 
tempts must be made from time to time to have 
this known to a new clientele. While all these 
services are unusual in their excellence, yet 
even the most usual ones are worthy of any- 
body's attention. Along with those, however, 
there are special events coming on this season 
and among them announcement might well be 
made here of at least three in advance.

It would be an act of kind- 
ness to prospective attendants, as well as a real 
service rendered to the Church itself, if those 
who are familiar with these many events would 
make them more generally known to their 
friends.

Mothers and Babies. 


А novel feature is to be undertaken this au- 
tumn by Miss Frost and Miss Wurtele, which 
deserves the co-operation of many parents of 
small children. They are anxious to try this 
plan and I have urged them to go ahead, pro- 
vided the results justify it. But I have dis- 
couraged their putting themselves to such pains 
and denying themselves their own hour in 
church unless the parents of these babies really 
mean what they say. What we are disturbed 
about is that year after year we keep on bap- 
tizing so many babies who, given a half-dozen 
years, grow up to Infant Sunday School at- 
tendant age, but whose mothers plead distance 
to account for their absence. We used to be 
hopeful of assembling some of these parents 
for a Young Mothers’ Class on Sunday after- 
noons at the same hour the Infant Class was in 
session. But this has not produced results.

Nursery Class. 


The proposal now is for the aforesaid 
mothers themselves to come along to Church 
at four o'clock like any normal Christians and 
leave their children downstairs where these 
two servants of the Lord and habituées of the 
Temple will take care of them. They will do 
their best to teach them such things as al- 
leged Christians aged four to six ought to 
know and believe to their souls’ health. There 
are plenty of such budding candidates for Com 
firmation. We know that perfectly well and 
we know where they are. The only thing we 
do not know is how to get them here. The 
only people to bring them are their mothers. 
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А good way for these mothers to employ the 
hour from four to five o'clock is in saying their 
prayers in Church upstairs while the children 
are being cared for downstairs—perhaps in- 
deed to the temporary relief and equal satis- 
faction of both. 


PRUNING PARISH LISTS. 


“The pruning by the rector of parish lists is 
an excellent job for a portion of the summer's 
leisure; but it is not nearly so simple a matter 
as the ecclesiastical efficiency-expert would 
have us believe. Bruce Barton has recently 
blamed The Church Nobody Knows with more 
obvious truth than startling originality, for her 
failure to learn certain vital lessons from busi- 
mess, the first of which is honesty in the ap- 
praisal of tangible assets. Why does the Church 
leave upon her rolls so many names that are no 
more than names? 


“There are, we fear, some rectors who, either 
zSrough downright negligence or the sinful de- 
те to exaggerate the size of their parishes, wil- 
telly keep upon their lists names which should 
viously be removed. Let all such repent in 
ssrkcloth and ashes. But the average rector 
zxcerely desires to reduce his list of names to 
== approximation of the truth. He sometimes

“And his second thought is that he is not 
running any business which can be gauged by 
mere statistics. He is therefore unwilling to 
sunder any tie that binds people to the Church, 
even though it be extremely tenuous. He would 
keep on the list not only those who attend with 
regularity, give generously and work indefat- 
igably, but those who like to be called members 
of the Church because many years ago they 
grew up in the neighborhood, or because their 
children attend the Church School, or because 
once a year they make a contribution. In the 
firmament of a parish list one star differeth 
from another star in glory. 


“Mentally, however, he will divide the names 
into three classes. First, there are the back- 
bone of the parish, without whom it could not 
live. Secondly, there are those who always 
come for anything special. And, thirdly, there 
are those who come only to be married or 
buried. The rector will try, in general, to re- 
move the names of those in whom һе can ‘arouse 
no sort of interest in the parish. He will try to 
persuade those who regularly attend elsewhere 
to be transferred to their neighboring church. 
Indeed, he will arbitrarily transfer some such 
whether they agree or not. But he will not be 
too drastic. For he will remember that, while 
it would immensely simplify parish bookkeep- 
ing if all souls were jet black or spotless white, 
the fact is that they are various tints of gray.” 
—The Churchman. 


ASK ME ANOTHER. 


“How does a church get into debt? It is very 
simple—nothing easier. Given a group of 
members who make no pledge to the church, 
another group who wait till the very last to pay 
their pledges and then pay up only when per- 
sonally seen, and still another group whe 
pledge something and never pay it, and still 
others who pay considerable less to the church 
than they do for movies and chewing gum, and 
you have a church that can never stay out of 
debt.

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HELEN KIRKBRIDE MORTON. 


Only half a dozen times within his memory 
has the Rector interrupted the staid progress 
of the Prayer Book Liturgy to speak ex tem- 
pore at a Burial Service. Less often than that 
even has he set forth the words of obituary in 
these columns. But at the funeral in church 
on Friday, July 1st, at four o'clock, he spoke 
briefly as follows to the four hundred mourners 
assembled: 


Of custom in the Burial Service of the Epis- 
copal Church there is one excellence and one 
defect. The excellence is in the fact that ser- 
mons are not preached nor eulogies pronounced. 
All deceased persons are treated alike; they 
are left without comment to the tender mercies 
of their God. The defect is that, on rare oc- 
casions, such a silence would be inappropriate. 
This is one such an occasion. Today this cus- 
tom ought to be more honored in the breach 
than in the observance; for the circumstances, 
as you know, are quite unusual. 


Three features mark these obsequies. The 
first is the unusual number of persons in at- 
tendance. More people are present perhaps 
than have ever assembled at a funeral hereto- 
fore held in this church. The second is the pro- 
found depth of your sorrow, the reality of 
your sense of bereavement. And the third is 
reason for the other two: namely, the fact that 
no one else in twenty years has quite so well 
deserved nor has so richly earned both the 
foregoing two marks of distinction. In all the 
work that many years, among the groups that 
use the Parish House, both Town and Country, 
Church and Church Farm, Miss Morton was, 
well, she was just—Miss Morton. 


At this point perhaps I ought to stop for fear 
I say too much; but, if I did stop, would I say 
too little? To say enough to compass her acts 
of benevolence would take a year in telling; 
but worse, it would be an offense to her mem- 
ory: it would outrage her life's ingrained 
modesty. Better than any other human being, 
I suspect, I know whereof I speak to you in 


this connection. I know what she 'has done 
for multitudes in ways they do not even know 
themselves. I think I can best cover all there 
is to say in one amazing statement; namely, 
this: Among you, literally hundreds of indi- 
viduals, I venture there is not a single person 
to whom she has not at some time done some 
single individual act of kindness. Is there 


more of plaudit that poor human speech can 


pay? That is no small accomplishment. 


One other word I want to speak, and as 
though making an announcement. I know the 
dreadful shock and great surprise this sudden 
death was to so many. And I know the dis- 
appointment to some of you not to have had 
the accustomed opportunity to see again her 
so familiar features. It was her own wish, 
however, expressed in a testamentary writing, 
that her body should be brought here to the 
church for a night and a day preceding burial. 
That was the reason for the failure of anyone 
to find it reposing last night at her home. I 
wanted you to understand this and to know 
that it was her own wishes that were being 
carried out, the while her body lay in sanctuary 
here within the courts she frequented so faith- 
fully. 


Regarding your shock and surprise, I ought 
to say this further. It is true her death was 
sudden; but this very suddenness was a part of 
God's mercy. She passed without pain and, I 
believe, without the slightest premonition. 
Some of us, a few, knew of her failing health 
for six months past; some few more, only a 
few, for six weeks; still a lesser few knew only 
for six days that she had even gone to the hos- 
pital. This again was her own wish and only 
emphasized her reticence. 


Upon the conclusion of this service, the in- 
terment will be made privately in a family 
vault at Woodlands Cemetery, the chief adorn- 
ment of that crypt this unique, beautiful, enor- 
mous floral cross, a fitting tribute from the 
Girls’ Club. Speaking as from her to you and 
upon your behalf for her, God bless you all and 
may God rest her soul in peace. 


«THROUGH SOUTHERN CHINA." 
By Harry A. Franck. 


“Harry Franck, writer of many popular 
travel books, adds in this tome of more than 
300,000 words and 170 photographs a remark- 
able description of his experiences in China. 
The most persistent, courageous and energetic 
of well-known travel writers, with twenty 
years behind him of tramping all about the 
world, he takes his readers in this book along 
roads, paths and rivers, through the rice- 
growing provinces, from Shanghai to Hainan 
and from Honan to Szechuan, with devious 
wanderings here and there, covering in detail 
all the country tributary to Canton and 
Shanghai. He writes an extraordinary ob- 
jective narrative of the sights, people, topog- 
raphy, methods of transport and constant 
and astonishing troubles and distasteful in- 
cidents of a year of unequaled roving. 


*He visited all of the eighteen provinces of 
China, nine of them with his mother, wife and 
two little children, during two years of revolu- 
tion and warfare. He is splendily equipped 
with courage, confidence, stolidity and endur- 
ance, and also the experience of journeying in 
other as exasperating and as dangerous lands. 
Consequently four conclusions of the author 
are especially interesting: one upon the prob- 
able political future of China, one upon extra- 
ferritoriality, another upon American-edu- 
cated Chinese, and the fourth the status and 
accomplishment of missionaries. 


“About the missionary, of whom there are 
10,000 in China, Mr. Franck is most decided. 
He opines that they have a good time in 
China. They live in luxury far exceeding their 
western environment. Each convert costs, 
by missionary figures, $1500 a year. A fifth 
of these are the servants of the missionaries. 
Most of the others are youths who want to 
learn English and be supported. Christianity 
m China is aristocratic, expensively housed, 
compared to the homes of the average citizen. 
It is a clash of sects and has no relation to the 
tenets of Jesus or His life. The American 
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contributors to missions, the usual ones, are 
deceived as to results and conditions. They 
have an idea of their missionaries suffering 
hardships in heathen lands. The large givers 
know the facts and are satisfied. 


“Missionaries are perhaps the unwitting 
heralds of oil, chewing-gum, machinery and, 
alas, of airplanes, rifles and cigarettes. The 
western god brings his own appurtenances. 
Business is his backer, though he and the 
white merchant in China are fierce enemies. 


“The missionaries have small influence in 
China, nor are they respected, even though 
some are sincere. He admits that the mission- 
aries aid the country in a hundred ways. They 
teach sanitation, modern agriculture, nursing, 
physical cleanliness and right living from a 
western standpoint. Almost alone they have 
modern hospitals and buildings and grounds 


for teaching decencies unknown elsewhere in 
China. 


“Mr. Franck praises all these efforts; but he 
has little belief in their evangelization, and none 
at all in their supposed semi-martyrdoms. The 
book is devoid of the slightest romance. He be- 
lieves in cold facts. He is a realist without 
propaganda. The China he shows is what the 
common-sense American, had he Mr. Franck’s 
grit and strength, handiness and gift of tongues, 
would see in his tracks.”—The Literary Review. 


A GOOD IDEA. 


"Madeira, California. — Trinity Church has 
planned a series of Sunday night. meetings be- 
ginning in October at each of which a member 
of some profession is to discuss the question: 
What is the business in which you are engaged 
doing for the permanent good of the com- 
munity? The speakers include the Judge of the 
Superior Court, the State Superintendent of 
Schools, the county librarian, a newspaper pub- 
lisher, a motion picture theatre manager, an 
architect, a music director of the county 
schools, a county home demonstration agent, 


‘the county sheriff and the Bishop of the Dio- 


cese who will close the series.” 
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CHURCHES AND HERETICS. 


“Many opinions have recently been ex- 
pressed in print as to what those men should 
do who do not find themselves in complete ac- 
cord with the theology of their denominations. 
The number of such opinions is an index of 
very general interest in that problem. The pub- 
lished opinions, and presumably the senti- 
ments of the many thousands who do not make 
their views upon the question articulate, tend 
to arrange themselves about two poles. Re- 
duced to the simplest terms, there are just two 
things which heretics can do: either get out or 
stay in. 

*Really the matter is not quite so simple as 
that, for they may follow either of these 
courses with a variety of tempers, dispositions, 
and attitudes. But all other questions are sub- 
sidiary to the leading question as to whether 
a heretic, if he must be a heretic at all, should 
be inside or outside of that church in which 
he finds himself but in relation to which he is 
deemed a heretic. Two recent utterances on 
the subject may be taken as typical Dr. 
George H. Combs, in The Christian Evangelist, 
writes: | 

* “То my own way of thinking there is but 
one perfectly straightforward and honest 
procedure: the resignations from pulpits and 
withdrawals from these communions. For 
how in forthright sincerity can there be any 
other possible course? How can a man con- 

sistently remain as teacher or preacher in a 

church whose authorized and official creedal 

statements he does not accept? 


“In contrast with this is the opinion of Prof. 
Charles P. Fagnani, of Union Theological Sem- 
inary, who writes as follows in the Christian 


Work: 


“Tt is a sad commentary upon the mental 
processes of the average man that this in- 
sistence upon the severance by the offender 
of his connection with his church should 
be generally looked upon as the honorable 
and proper and only thing for him to do, 
even by those who may have sympathy with 
his views. 


"Now a little reflection ought to show 
that an honorable man, a loyal man, one 


who really cares for the church, instead of 
resigning and withdrawing and shirking re- 
sponsibility, is conscientiously bound to re- 
main in and to bring as many of his breth- 
ren as possible around to his way of think- 
ing. 

" *Yes, it is his bounden duty to stand his 
ground and proclaim the truth as he sees it. 
He must stanchly refuse to withdraw of his 
own accord, no matter how much averse he 
may personally feel to mere notoriety and

devoted most properly to assembling food and 
other things and to the packing and distribut- 
ing of Christmas baskets. Those in charge 
were assisted by a number of the girls, and two 
automobiles volunteered to tour the city to 
süch parts far and near as the task carried 
them. Previously an order was given to the 
dealer to distribute in half-ton quantities a lot 
of coal to families who were grateful recipients. 
This custom dates back over many years and 
was originally a feature in the work of the 
Dorcas Society. The membership of that so- 
ciety is no longer so distinctive as it was and 
the list is made up in different ways; but the 
same amount of coal is being distributed and 
even more than the same amount of relief 
being furnished. 


Monday, December 26th, being generally 
observed as the holiday because of Christmas 
falling on Sunday, will be a very quiet day 
about the parish house and no activities are 
planned for that time. Such surcease from 
excitement will be appropriate because of the 
work to be done in preparation for the most 
important three general assemblies to follow 
on succeeding afternoons and evenings, to wit: 


Important Date. 

On Wednesday afternoon, December 28th, 
from two to six o’clock, there will be the an- 
nual Children's Sunday School Party. Inci- 
dentally it will be for all the innocents of all 
ages, the only difference between these and 
those of Herod being that while his were two 
years old and under, this group comprises 
everybody two years old and upward. Judg- 
ing from past experience there will be a couple 
hundred all told—and they will all be hungry. 
There are edibles enough provided, however. 
These and an abundance of the conventional 
Christmas goodies will be on hand. At least 
they always have. 


Quite as Important. 

On Thursday evening, December 29th, un- 
der the auspices of the Girls’ Club, there will 
be a general Party for all of the Young People, 
young enough to enjoy it and old enough to 
behave, good-looking enough to qualify and 


well-behaved enough to accept this invitation. 
Better read this well for it may be the only 
invitation. If anybody does not receive by 
mail a definitely addressed notice, this is the 
notice. : 


This is not exactly the familiar former New 
Year’s Eve Party. We cannot observe New 
Year’s Eve this year on Saturday. The Party 
is not confined especially to any Club, nor to 
the Sunday School, nor to any other group, 
except that it is confined of course strictly to 
the members of the parish. Anybody who has 
ever been here before will understand. Any- 
body who does not understand will miss some- 
thing. But that will only serve them right. It 
will be their own fault if they do not know 
they are invited. 


Mothers’ Meeting Supper. 


Friday evening, December 30th, at seven 
o’clock, there will be the customary Supper 
for the combined membership of the Mothers’ 
Meeting and Women’s Bible Class. The 
caterer has already been engaged. The tur- 
keys are in captivity. The entertainment fea- 
tures are provided for. Everything is arranged 
except paying for it. Which means that any- 
body who reads may run; that is, run and read 
the statement in another column about the 
Christmas Bounty Fund. This is one of the 
many particulars which make up that general- 
ity ; one of the parts of which that is the whole. 


Special Music. 

The services both on Christmas Day and on 
New Year’s Day will be those everyone has 
come to expect. On both Sundays there will 
be of course the Holy Communion at eight 
o’clock and also at eleven o’clock. The after- 
noon of one day at four o’clock there will be 
the regular Christmas Carol Service and on 
the following Sunday the same kind of serv- 
ice at the same hour, the Repetition Carol 
Service, the same order but a different series 
of features. The music program printed in full 
on another page enumerates these all. The 
number of copies that have gone for distribu- 
tion through the mail should guarantee suffi- 
cient announcement.

The Rec- 
tors Study, the Offices of the Clergy, Choirmaster, 
Parish Visitor, Secretary, Verger and all members of 
the Staff are here. Any or all of these can be seen or 
telephoned or written to at any time at the above 
address. This Church is not a retreat; it is a work- 
shop. Its tasks do not end with Sunday's services; 
its ministrations are for all those who desire them at 
any time. 


Communicants coming.into the Parish, or leaving it, 
should comply with the canon relating to letters of 
transfer. Baptism will be administered at any time; 
but notice should be given in advance. Attention is 
called to the rubric before the office of the Visitation 
of the Sick, which reads: When any person is sick, 
notice shall be given thereof to the Minister of the 
Parish. On such notice being given, the Clergy are 
always ready and desirous to visit such and to ad- 
minister the Holy Communion. 


Practice as well as propriety necessitates the ar- 
rangements for all functions in Church in advance. 
Especially, the Clergy should always be consulted be- 
fore arrangements are made for marriages or funerals 
at which they are expected to officiate.

RULES FOR HOLY COMMUNION. 


1. When you come forward to receive Holy 
Communion be careful not to crowd other peo- 
ple. Try also to let members of families kneel 
side by side. It often means much to them. 
Remember that consideration for others is no- 
where so fitting as at the Lord's Table. 

2. When you come to the rail try to kneel 
as near as possible, so that your feet will not 
obstruct the way of those behind you. 

It is a most thoughtful custom to kneel in 
the proper place and thus not inconvenience 
those who follow. 

3. Receive the Elements into ungloved 
hands. The rubric directs that they are to be 
received into the hands of the people. It is 
well to place the palm of one hand on top of 
the other and receive the bread from the hand 
of the Priest in the upper hand. 

4. Be sure to take the Cup or Chalice into 
your hands. Grasp it firmly and guide it to 
yourlips. The hats of women who kneel often 
make it impossible for the celebrant to see 
their faces. Drink from the Chalice without 
turning it. 

5. Pray while you are kneeling at the rail. 
Strive fully to realize what the service means. 
Pray especially for greater love to God and for 
your neighbors. Be sure, too, to offer a prayer 
of thanksgiving at this time. 

6. When you return to your seat continue 
your prayers and thanksgivings. You should 
learn to use your Prayer Book to this end. 

7. Never leave the Church till the. Benedic- 
tion has been pronounced, unless absolutely 
compelled to do so. You would not leave the 
house of a friend before the meal was finished 
except for serious cause. The Lord's Supper 
is far more important. 

8. Be sure to come to Holy Communion reg- 
ularly, at least once a month, and also on 
Christmas Day and Easter Day. These days 
have long been recognized in the Church as 
great days of obligation. No religious habit 
can be of greater spiritual value than that of 
regular attendance at Holy Communion. As 
this service best expresses the idea of self- 
consecration to God it is bound to bring a 
peculiar blessing.

Set Aside All Thursday Evenings. 
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Rector's Letter 
To the People of St. Luke and The Epiphany 


My dear Friends: 

With the beginning of Lent, I want at the 
beginning of this letter to call your attention 
to the most novel feature of that Season's ob- 
servance this year in this parish. Some of you 
have heard me speak of the Continuation Com- 
mittee of the Bishops' Crusade. It is because 
of our joint interest in this undertaking that 
I am devoting so much space in the present 
Parish Helper to making it as widely known 
as possible. | 


This Preaching Mission of the Bishops’ 
Crusade is under the auspices of the Commit- 
tee referred to. Six different Bishops have 
been invited, and all have accepted the invi- 
tation, to preach on the Thursday Evenings in 
Lent, the choice of this church being merely 
incidental because of its central city location 
and because of its spacious size. 


Choice of Preachers. 


The Committee have been happy indeed in 
their choice of men because these particular 
Bishops are esteemed by those who know as 
among the very foremost preachers in the 
Episcopal Church. They foregather here, at 
this particular Season, from as many as six 
different states: From Delaware, Maryland, 
New York, Pennsylvania and as far distant as 
Minnesota and Kentucky. It is a notable gath- 
ering. 


On the following page, their names appear 
and the dates of their visit each. The service 
- withal will be about an hour in length, includ- 
ing the sermon. А double quartette of mem- 
bers of our choir will lead in singing of fa- 
miliar congregational hymns. . There will be 
perhaps the reading of one Scripture Lesson 
with Creed and Collects and the speaker will 
do the rest, inasmuch as the whole is intended 
to be distinctively a Preaching Mission. 


Eight O'clock Hour. 


Our plan is to have a printed program for 
the service on each evening. The young la- 
dies who are such efficient ushers on Sunday 
afternoons will distribute these and seat the 
congregation and—although this should not 
appeal to anyone except in the matter of sav- 
ing time—there will be no collection. Please 
give these services your early and your best 
attention. Please make your plans far 
enough in advance to reserve Thursday Even- 
ings in Lent. Either break or do not make 
other engagements so that we may all here 
gather at one time for these quite notable 
services. 


Confirmation Alumni. 


I need hardly say, in this connection, that 
the above schedule is a continuation of the 
Confirmation Alumni meetings of previous 
years and takes the place in the Church proper 
of the erstwhile meetings on that evening in 
the Parish House. The Sunday School, Girls’ 
Club, Mothers’ Meeting, the Young Men and 
Young Women who have been in the habit 
of coming, as for instance last year, will all 
be here. What is needed rather is to have 
the schedule known to older and to other peo- 
ple so that the entire parish may assemble. It 
is the first year that we have ever had this 
kind of service in Lent in the Church at night. 
That is all the more reason for laying so much 
emphasis upon it.

I hope I have not spoken at such length 
regarding the above matter in particular as to 
seem to disparage other normal things on 
other days.

Text: 

“When ye fast, be not, as the hypocrites, 
of a sad countenance: for they disfigure their 
faces, that they may appear unto men to fast." 
St. Matthew 6: 16-18. 


Preface. 


Christ does not use the term hypocrite in 
quite the sense which is ordinarily attached to 
it Не does not suggest, for instance, that 
there was dissimulation in the fasting of the 
Pharisees. Аз a matter of fact, there was no 
pretense. They did-not go about the streets 
looking hungry and then indulge their appe- 
tites in private. They did not satisfy the legal 
requirements by a pleasant and wholesome 
substitute of fish and vegetables in the place 
of eggs and meat. They really did fast, very 
frequently and rigorously. The trouble was 
they were not fasting, nor praying, nor giving 
aims from any profound and genuine spiritual 
motive. They were doing these things for 
effect. They were doing them to acquire pres- 
tige among the people. 


And that motive of display, that manner of 
doing things for effect, that habit of ostenta- 
ton in the practices of religion, is what our 
Lord is rebuking. He does so with phrases 
that have a hint of laughter in them, and

which are consequently far more telling than 
downright denunciation. Indeed one of the 
reasons why they hated Jesus with such 
deadly animosity was that he exposed them 
to the derision of the people, and so discred- 
ited their authority with the people. Persons 
who take themselves as seriously as the 
Pharisees did cannot bear to have their foibles 
exposed. 


Definition of Hypocrisy. 

But this gives us the background of fact in 
which to set these injunctions about fasting. 
Be not as the hypocrites meant this. The 
hypocrite is the man who does or says a right 
and proper thing with a wrong and improper, 
or with at least a defective, motive. He is the 
man who says what he says and does what 
he does in order to make a favorable impres- 
sion, in order to be seen of men. Taken in this 
sense, hypocrisy, instead of being an excep- 
tional thing, is one of the commonest faults 
in human nature. It is a fault against which 
every one of us needs to be constantly on 


guard. 


Exaggerated cases of it are easy enough 
to mark. There is the author who embellishes 
his essay with learned and quite unnecessary 
quotations in order to show the wideness of 
his reading. There is the social parvenu who 
lugs into his conversation references to the 
great people with whom he has just been din- 
ing. There is the man in any walk of life who 
parades his thrift, his industry, his generosity, 
his piety or his learning. These are exag- 
gerated cases. But the fault is found with 
many and very subtle gradations. То save 
his followers from this very snare, Jesus ad- 
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vised that strictly individual religious prac- 
tices, such as almsgiving, private prayer and 
fasting be performed as far as possible in se- 
cret. Especially in the case of fasting did he 
urge that the utmost care be taken to prevent 
this practice from degenerating into anything 
ostentatious. 


Sincerity and Serenity. 


The Christian fast, in other words, is to be 
so sincere and so serene that to outsiders it 
seems no fast at all. The Christian fast is 
to be a means to an end: always it is to be 
incidental to some higher purpose. Then the 
motive of ostentation completely disappears, 
because there is no longer room for it. The 
things given up seem so small in comparison 
with the things sought that the renunciation 
does not even appear in the light of a sacri- 
fice. 


The man who abstains from wasting time 
over cheap periodicals in order to devote the 
time to serious and constructive reading is 
fasting; but it is an unconscious fast. The 
father who goes without a new overcoat in 
order that he may have a little more money 
laid up against the expenses of his son's tui- 
tion is fasting; but it is an unconscious fast. 
The Christian who takes time in his busy life 
for periods of solitude and reflection, he too 
is fasting; but it is an unconscious fast. He 
abstains in order that he may enjoy something 
higher and better. And it is this positiveness 
of purpose which saves him from the subtle 
taint of hypocrisy, from doing things for effect. 


Measure of Abstinence. 


We will be engaged in keeping Lent, and 
this is the heart of its meaning. Lent requires 
of us such a measure of abstinence as is more 
especially suited to extraordinary acts and ex- 
ercises of devotion. We are called upon to 
forego for a time certain pleasures and recrea- 
tions in which we ordinarily indulge. Is it 
because they are harmful in themselves? Not 


at all. If they were, we should be called upon 
to give them up entirely instead of for a lim- 
ited period. 


What is the objection to them? - Why are 
they to be renounced? The sole objection to 
them is that they are crowding out better 
things. They take time, and time is precious. 
Time is the coin of opportunity with which 
we purchase what will enrich life. Lent re- 
minds us of the sacredness of time. Lent helps 
us shoulder aside all these crowding and im- 
pertinent interruptions—useless employments, 
trifling engagements. And in the very act of 
thrusting aside the familiar tenants of our 
time we see new tenants hastening to occupy 
it, and to give it greater worth. 


Faculty of Selection. 


From the beginning to the end, life involves 
choice. It is a constant and unremittent ex- 
ercise of the faculty of selection. No matter 
what we do, there is always an alternative, an- 
other thing which we could do if we so desire. 
Every day in the year and every waking hour 
of the day calls upon us to choose between 
two or more courses which are open to us, 
and the choice of one generally excludes the 
other. We cannot at the same time read a 
biography and a dime novel. We cannot 
squander opportunities, and yet redeem them. 
And what is true of intellectual culture is just 
as true of spiritual culture. 


This is a world of law and order. We do 
not gather figs of thistles. We reap what we 
sow and, if we are to reap spirituality, we 
have to sow the seeds of spirituality in prayer, 
in study and in meditation upon sacred things. 
But the trouble is there stands in the way that 
great obstacle to all progress, moral inertia. 
It takes effort to go along this path. It re- 
quires an amount of moral earnestness which 
few are willing to devote to the task. The 
value of Lent is that it turns our attention to 
these things. It gives us the opportunity to 
live for a while by rule, to set definite times

CHRISTMAS NOTES. 


While matters are still fresh in mind, I have 
gted down some memoranda with regard to 
Christmas, although the report may seem un- 
seasonable upon its belated appearance. In 
капу ways, it was the most satisfactory cele- 
Gration we have ever had. Coming on Sunday, 
Shere were larger numbers at the morning 
service than for five years past.

It would only consume 
space to itemize weekly amounts by dates. It will be 
understood that money described as sent to the Dioc- 
esan Treasurer includes offerings at services both 
morning and afternoon.

The Parish House is open at all times. The Rec- 
tor's Study, the Offices of the Clergy, Choirmaster, 
Parish Visitor, Secretary, Verger and all members of 
the Staff are here. Any or all of these can be seen or 
telephoned or written to at any time at the above 
address. This Church is not a retreat; it is a work- 
shop. Its tasks do not end with Sunday's services; 
its ministrations are for all those who desire them at 
any time. 


Communicants coming into the Parish, or leaving it, 
should comply with the canon relating to letters of 
transfer. Baptism will be administered at any time; 
but notice should be given in advance. Attention is 
called to the rubric before the office of the Visitation 
of the Sick, which reads: When any person is sick, 
notice shall be given thereof to the Minister of the 
Parish. On such notice being given, the Clergy are 
always ready and desirous to visit such and to ad- 
minister the Holy Communion. 


Practice as well as propriety necessitates the ar- 
rangements for all functions in Church in advance.

RULES FOR HOLY COMMUNION. 


1. When you come forward to receive Holy 
Communion be careful not to crowd other peo- 
ple. Try also to let members of families kneel 
side by side. It often means much to them. 
Remember that consideration for others is no- 
where so fitting as at the Lord's Table. 


2. When you come to the rail try to kneel 
as near as possible, so that your feet will not 
obstruct the way of those behind you. 


It is a most thoughtful custom to kneel in 
the proper place and thus not inconvenience 
those who follow. 


3. Receive the Elements into ungloved 
hands. The rubric directs that they are to be 
received into the hands of the people. It is 
well to place the palm of one hand on top of 
the other and receive the bread from the hand 
of the Priest in the upper hand. 


4. Be sure to take the Cup or Chalice into 
your hands. Grasp it firmly and guide it to 
yourlips. The hats of women who kneel often 
make it impossible for the celebrant to see 
their faces. Drink from the Chalice without 
turning it. 


5. Pray while you are kneeling at the rail. 
Strive fully to realize what the service means. 
Pray especially for greater love to God and for 
your neighbors. Be sure, too, to offer a prayer 
of thanksgiving at this time. 


6. When you return to your seat continue 
your prayers and thanksgivings. You should 
learn to use your Prayer Book to this end. 


7. Never leave the Church till the Benedic- 
tion has been pronounced, unless absolutely 
compelled to do so. You would not leave the 
house of a friend before the meal was finished 
except for serious cause. The Lord's Supper 
is far more important. 


8. Be sure to come to Holy Communion reg- 
ularly, at least once a month, and also on 
Christmas Day and Easter Day. These days 
have long been recognized in the Church as 
great days of obligation. Мо religious habit 
can be of greater spiritual value than that oí 
regular attendance at Holy Communion. As 
this service best expresses the idea of self- 
consecration to God it is bound to bring a 
peculiar blessing.

I made this summer's short vacation jour- 
ney abroad with a purpose. I had not been on 
the continent in Europe since the year before 
the war. That summer, nineteen-thirteen, it 
so happened I was all over both France and 
Germany. Much water has flowed under the 
bridge since then. I was anxious to see how 
much and in what direction. I wanted to make 
a study of contrasts between this two-fold por- 
tion of that post-war Europe at present and 
America as we at home know it today. We 
have heard so frequently that the whole world 
has changed. It has. The pace of living has 
been quickened; customs have become more 
uniform; things all over the world are being 
standardized. Still there are marked diver- 
'gencies. 


France and Germany 


Secondly, [ was curious to see the France 
of today compared with France of fifteen years 
ago. I saw it. I was not pleased with their 
alleged progress. They are not fond of Amer- 
icans. But that is not surprising. One always 
comes to dislike the people to whom one owes 
money. Everybody will fall out with their 
creditors sooner than they will with their 
debtors. 


Thirdly, I had even a stronger desire to 
see how Germany had changed, and whether 
for better or worse. My observation is that 
Germany is vastly improved. Which maybe is 
answer in brief to a fourth enquiry; namely, 
Just how do France today and Germany today 
compare or contrast with each other. Who 


won the war? And which has profited most 
by these ten years of peace? 


BRIEF VISIT TO EUROPE 


Excerpts from Address at Church Farm 
Closing Sunday

New Impressions 


Arrived in Paris! This metropolis is пите 
than ever the City of Fifth Avenues. I ћате 
never seen it so рау, so busy, nor apparently = 
prosperous.

housed, well-fed and well-dressed. The city is 
certainly full of people. And the people are 
spending much money. Like the man's com- 
plaint that he could not see the forest for trees 
however it is difficult to see Parisians for the 
throng of tourists. They are from all quar- 
ters of the earth. But, at Cook's, at Morgans' 
and at the American Express Office, along the 
Boulevard des Italiens in the Place da la Con- 
corde, the Place Vendome, the Champs Elysees 
and the Avenue de l'Opera, thronging Mt. Par- 
nasse and swarming like flies on the Eiffel 
Tower, especially sitting on rows and rows of 
chairs in front of the Cafe de la Paix, do 
Americans congregate. , | 


Changes and Improvements 


One is impressed with recent improvements 
in Paris. For example, the excellence of their 
underground railway. It is better than any- 
thing we have at home—and was built by 
American engineers. The police force also is 
Bdmirable—likewise being organized, or re- 
organized, by an American. All public serv- 
ants are alert and efficient, presumably ex- 
mrmy men. The traffic squad excels one stand- 
ard of requirements. Тһе best thing about 
из regulation is that there seems not to be 
amy such thing. Vehicular traffic moves rapidly 
end smoothly and in all directions, without 
xmarrelsome controversy and with less than 
mwerage profanity.

Paris to Berlin 


I left Paris in a bad humor, but with a good 
conscience, and started to Berlin. Speaking of 
contrasts, nothing could have been more sharp 
than the very days of the week made this one. 
I left one city on a Saturday night; I arrived 
in the other on a Sunday morning. The one 
had the verve, the piquancy, the crowds and 
the vivacity of Broadway on a Saturday 


night; the other was as empty to the eye, as 


tightly closed and as abandoned as Broad 
Street on any Sunday in mid August. I had 
left the one place in dry hot weather; I ar- 
rived in the other on a rainy day. The boule- 
vards of Paris were as crowded as the New 
York Subway: the streets of Berlin were as 
empty as a Philadelphia church in August. 


Courteous Treatment 


Only one short year ago or two I had a feel- 
ing of fear in considering a visit to Germany. I 
felt that, if one only spoke the language, one 
might be safe. As a matter of fact, I put it 
off full ten years longer than would have been 
necessary upon any such account. I was never 
more kindly received nor more courteously 
treated in my life. Even when I purposely 
misrepresented myself as an Englishman, I 
met with cordiality. But I was speaking of 
contrasts. The French look prosperous and 
of course are not. The Germans look poor; 
but, because of their thrift and industry, they 
are working their way back rapidly to pros- 
perity. The contrast between France and Ger- 
many is epitomized at present in the difference 
between the scintillating Arc de Triomphe and 
the dust-covered Brandenburger Тог. But, 
even though France won the war, Germany is 
winning the peace. 


More Subtle Change 


Berlin has changed so that I would not have 
known it. Yet I found it hard to sense just 
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how. In physical aspect of course it is struc- 
turally unchanged, but the populace are wholly 
metamorphosed. When I was there last, it was 
at the height of its pride and power and pros- 
perity: today the people know: Sweet are uses 
of adversity. Still runs the spacious boule- 
vard, Unter den Linden; but the Royal Palace 
flanking it is boarded up and empty. Still runs 
the Friederich Strasse traversing it; but there 
is not the former air of haughtiness. No longer 
is the mere pedestrian in danger of arrest for 
jostling a Prussian officer on any pavement; 
there is not a soul in sight in uniform. Still 
spread the acres of the vast Tiergarten ; but the 
Kroll and other restaurants therein no longer 
throb with music, formerly played by army 
bands and subsidized orchestras. Still stand 
along the Sieges Allee those thirty-two Mars- 
like accoutered statues of the Kaiser's fore- 
bears; but they have a shamed look on their 
faces. This city is still the Magnificent; but it 
is no longer military. 


The kingdom has become a republic as thor- 
oughly as suddenly. Private houses are turned 
into stores. New uses are made of most old 
public buildings. Names are changed, for 
example, from King’s Square to Republic 
Square. Palaces of royalty are now schools 
and hospitals, libraries and museums. АП pub- 


lic places and municipal buildings are sadly 


in need of renovation. The whole city needs a 
new coat of paint. The point is there has been 
no money for civic improvement or public care- 
taking for these ten years past; there has been 
little enough for private necessity. But there 
will be a recrudescence. The people are work- 
ing. They are thrifty. They are optimistic. 
Germany is coming back fast. But they are 
a new kind of people, poor but proud, impenu- 
rious but independent. Military features are 
falling into decadence. Ichabod is written over 
all; their glory is departed. 


Prosperity in Poverty 


In all Germany I saw not a beggar on the 
street. There are few evidences of idleness, 


fewer still of impudence and absolutely none 
of rancor. There is neither sharp practice in 
business dealings nor rudeness of behavior to- 
ward Americans, as there is the former in 
France and the latter in England. At the few 
large hotels and fashionable restaurants, tour- 
ists are spending money; but nobody else is 
anywhere else. They haven't got it.. But they 
make the best of what they have. Their thrift 
has long ago become proverbial and now stands 
them in good stead. Тће way these people 
were deluded by the High Command and 
Junker Party was a shame. But their eyes аге 
wide open now and they will not be closed 
again. The pride that once was so evident in 
a small ruling class is now emerging in the 
proletariat. They are poorer; but they have, 
for the first time in their lives, initiative and a9 
opportunity. 


They have their opportunity ; and they are 
improving it. In their industry and effort, (һеҙ 
are setting others an example. They are ma 
ing a maximum effort and indulging in пове 
of our nonsense over a minimum wage. Wage 
with them are earnings. They earn what 
сап at any job they can get. They put = 
shame many of our captious workmen in the 
if they cannot secure just the line of етр 
ment they were accustomed to, they will tz 
anything that offers. Hence, there is lit 
unemployment. Given the same willinggs 
for adaptation, there would be less compigs 
of it here. They are all working, they 3 
working all day and they are working ете 
day. They have none of our peccadillos of: 
eight-hour day, a five-day week, Saturdag* 
idleness and too recurrent holidays. 


A Striking Distinction 


Apart from similar loss of human 
both countries in the late war, the distim-3 
between France and Germany was some? 
like this: in the former, the destruction 
property ; in the latter, it was of money. 
areas of France were physically destroys- 
money was supplied from the outside. Is 
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many, there was no razing of property ; but they 
were compelled to use up all their money, and 
had no outside assistance. In the former, that 
damage has been repaired ; in the latter, money 
50 depreciated that it went out of existence. 
The result is, in France the lower classes suf- 
fered most; in Germany, the upper. French 
villages that have been reconstructed out of 
reparations are better off than they were be- 
fore; while German people, who were well off 
once, are now bankrupt. All value in the old- 
time mark simply evaporated. A new one was 
created on a new gold basis. The franc went 
low; but it came back appreciably and is now 
stabilized, although only at four cents. The 
mesult is Germany is nationally solvent, but a 
multitude of individual Germans are insolvent. 
Individual French citizens are fortunate, but 
the state is in а bad way. Germany's credit 
is the best in Europe today. The way France 
is acting about her debts, she deserves that hers 
should be the worst. 


The Battle Fields 


I spent about the same length of time in 
Paris and in Berlin. I realize that the one 
тара! is not France nor the other Germany, 
апу more than New York is America. But 
trom the former I explored the battlefields; 
rom the latter I toured the Rhine country. 
1 stopped transiently in Alsace-Lorraine and 
soamed a week all over Belgium. At Verdun, 
1 saw where the French held the Fort. Around 
Yores, I traversed ground made forever holy 
by the valor of the British. At Vimy Ridge 
aod Messines Ridge, I heard tales of and saw 
zomuments to the Australians and Canadians, 
по did what simply can't be done. In Belleau 
ood, I met the spirits lingering still of the 
Wasimes. At Chateau Thierry, I visualized the 
Gebting by our own Pennsylvania boys, of the 
ТИВ Regiment, of the 28th (Keystone) Di- 
sion. While, at St. Mihiel Salient and in the 
Srgonne Forest, I learned what General 
Pesshing accomplished when he finally ob- 
еа what from the first he had insisted оп, 
zw privilege of using all United States troops 


as one American Army and allowing them to 
fight it out in their own way. This they did. 
And admittedly they made short work of it. 
America did not win the war; but America 
ended the war. Nobody but a jingo will con- 
tend the former; no one but a tyro will dis- 
pute the latter statement. 


Church and Religion 


What did I see of church life and what is 
the outlook for religion? On these two points 
I am illy qualified to speak. This is partly 
because I lacked sources of information; partly 
because I had small opportunity for experience. 
I did not go to church at all, in any such sense 
as we think of that practice at home. While I 
was away six weeks, I was only on shore two 
Sundays, because of the date of the slow boat's 
sailing from both shores on Saturday. Of those 
two Sundays, I spent one en route in Ger- 
many; the other I spent in France on tour 
across the war zone, far away from any place 
of worship. 


In the matter of the desecration in war time 
of churches and cathedrals, there is something 
we were illy informed upon in those days of 
propaganda. Their destruction was not for 
the reason commonly attributed. The Hun, 
savage as he was, did not bombard churches 
because they were churches, but because in 
firing on small villages, each with its tall struc- 
ture, the spire or tower was the point most 
visible. Artillerymen picked these out from 
far away to get their range. Regarding delay 
in rebuilding, that also has to be interpreted. 
In the average rebuilt town in northern France, 
all buildings have been reconstructed—except 
the cathedrals. One cynic remarked: “1 sup- 
pose they think God can wait." But that is 
not the explanation. Other places were pri- 
vately owned. They have been individually re- 
built, out of reparation money. Churches on 
the other hand were community buildings. 
They will have to be rebuilt, if and when, by 
subscription. The people as yet аге too poor 
for that. 
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Conception of Worship 


Again, in so far as I did enter churches and 
cathedrals, although only on week days, I was 
conscious of the fact that on Sundays as well 
their idea of the Church serving its mission is 
not ours. Success is not accounted in terms 
of a congregation. Sundays are not so im- 
portant as are certain Saints’ days and seasons 
and festivals. Priests are at work among their 
people piecémeal: weddings, funerals, confes- 
sions, christenings—these are continuous and 
do not wait upon the calendar. Even moral 
progress among the people goes on in certain 
ways apart from ritual. It goes on indeed in 
spite of many things that we have long been 
apprehensive over. For example, a common 
fallacy here is our point of view about the Con- 
tinental Sunday. We used to hear the horror 
expressed that their secular observance would 
rob workers of their day of respite. Upon the 
contrary, centers of work and places of busi- 
ness are more tightly closed on Sunday than at 
home. Even where the day is a holiday, it is 
frequently a day of religious observance in 
assembling of huge conclaves in the open air. 


Most churches on the Continent, of course, 
are Roman Catholic. One item of the Catholic 
faith I have always been a strong believer in. 
I refer to prayers for the dead. Also I like 
the churches there because of their age, be- 
cause of the length of time that in them prayer 
has long been wont to be said. There seems 
to be a cumulative value in petitions that 
have been offered in one place for centuries. 
And so, in sundry places, I made my single 
petition for certain of our number, best known 
and remembered at the Church Farm, who have 
been the choice vessels of God's grace and the 
lights of the world in their several stations, 


Souls of the Righteous 


I thought upon the number and the per- 
sonnel of those whose passing has left us the 
poorer, since the last time I was thereabouts. 


At Chateau Thierry, I dwelt on the memory of 
him who was the first boy from this parish to 
enlist for war and the first to be reported 
killed. In the old shell-scarred Cathedral there, 
I said a prayer for the repose of the soul of 
George Slook. In Paris, I remembered the 
faithfulness of one who missed me so much 
when I was there before and, while in Notre 
Dame, I offered like petition for the repose of 
the soul of Mr. Montgomery. In the Dom in 
Berlin, while the organ played, I said two pray- 
ers, and equally fervent, for the repose of 
the souls of Dr. Zulick and Harry Saylor. 


At Frankfurt-on-the-Main, the nearest that I 
travelled to her girlhood home, I said a prayer 
for the repose of the soul of Mrs. Ziegler. In 
St. Genevieve in Paris, "patron saint" as you 
know, I said a prayer for the repose in great 
peace of the soul of Miss Morton. In the Made- 
leine, I happened to be present while they sang 
a mass. There, while the music rose, I said a 
prayer for the repose in joy and peace of the 
soul of Miss Buch. Мог, in the Pantheon, 
which means as you know “all,” did I forget 
to offer one conjoint petition for all those still 
at work at home. While, last of all, in more 
places than all the others, I offered such poor 
supplications as I could for one, your Rector 
himself—who needs them more than all the 
others put together. 


APARTMENT HOUSE ROSTER.

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A Preacher's Apologia 
An Appeal for а “College of Hearers" 


The following matter, abbreviated from its 
original appearance in "The Churchman," is 
the major portion of a sermon recently preached 
by a well-known minister of the Episcopal 
Church. It is printed because it is believed 
that it voices the feelings of many clergy. 1 
wish I might have written it myself—D. М. S. 


“Take heed, therefore, how ye hear.”—Luke 
8. 18. 


Someone has recently given the sum of $250,- 
000 for the erection of a College of Preachers in 
connection with the Washington Cathedral, and 
$50,000 a year for its maintenance. The pur- 
pose of the college is to take men who are al- 
ready in the ministry and give them intensive 
training in the art of preaching. The idea is 
admirable. | 


Now, what we further need is for someone 


to establish and endow a College of Hearers. . 


Jesus laid quite as much, if not more, stress 
upon hearing as He did upon preaching. Nine 
times He is quoted as saying, "He that hath 
ears to hear, let him hear." ‘Take heed what 
ye hear," but also "Take heed, therefore, how 
ye hear." If the seed, which He says is "the 
word of God" is only fruitful in three out of 
four cases, the exhortation, “Take heed how 
ye hear," becomes significantly vital. 


What I have to say to you this morning is 
born of real perplexity. I have been preaching 
for thirty-five years, and in the whole of that 
time I have never felt so uncertain of my 
ground, so puzzled as to how to preach and 
what to preach about, as I do at this moment. 
And so there are certain things I want to say 
to you who are hearers of the word. For, in 
the long run, a preacher is either made or 
marred by his congregation. They either hold 
up his hands or they break down his morale. 


In the first place, please remember that to 
preach at all 15 a very delicate and difficult 


task—perhaps the most difficult which can be 
laid on any man. It is not merely that he is 


` expected to preach once or twice every Sunday 


—I myself have preached just over one thou- 
sand sermons to this congregation; it is not 
merely that he is expected to be fresh and inter- 
esting. Preaching is necessarily difficult be- 
cause of its subject matter. It is no light task 
to try and reproduce the teaching of Him Who 
spake as man never yet spake; it is an infinitely 
heavier task to seek wisely and sanely to ap- 
ply that teaching to the social, moral and com- 
mercial complexities of modern life. There is 
a real sense in which the preacher must soar 
above the things of time and sense. He is deal- 
ing with the eternities and every time he goes 
into the pulpit, he is entering the holy of holies. 


These difficulties are immensely enhanced by 
the make-up of the average congregation. A 
congregation consists of many and varied 
groups of people. Some are highly educated: 
others have had little education. Some are per- 
fectly content to subject their thinking to ex- 
ternal authority, whether that authority be the - 
Church, or the Scriptures. Others must pass 
through the pang and travail of thinking for 
themselves. Some are up-to-date in their read- 
ing. They have an intelligent idea of the trem? 
of modern Christian thought; others do net 
read at all. They are living in a world œ 
thought twenty, thirty years back. 


Some are unalterably conservative; ое 
are venturesome. Some are content to live = 
settled habitations; others must explore um- 
known lands. To some, faith is easy and sim- 
ple; to others it is difficult and complex. Of 
viously, it is impossible for any one sermon = 
appeal to these varying types. АП that the 
preacher can even hope to do is to give ez 
his portion of meat in due season. That mea 
that on many Sundays you will come to chuma 
and the sermon will make no appeal to you. Be 
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patient. Some other hungry soul is being fed. 
What is one man's meat is another man's poi- 
son. 


There is a good deal of criticism about the 
length of sermons. Our forbears bore with 
Spartan patience sermons one hour long, and 
twice a Sunday at that. Today we may con- 
cede twenty minutes to the preacher. Сеп- 
erally speaking, the shorter the sermons, the 
more we like them. Неге I challenge your 
sober thought. If a sermon is just a para- 
phrase of words or events of Scripture; if it 
is a mere exhortation to be good that you may 
be happy, then it can be delivered with profit 
even in fewer minutes than that. But, after 
all, what is a sermon? What should it be? 


The preacher bows to a tyrannical but often 
unprofitable custom of taking a text. His task 
is to develop, illustrate and apply the basic 
truth hidden in the text. The subject is a 
serious one. ЈЕ may affect the issues of life 
and death. Can you really and justly expect 
any man to develop a serious subject in a few 
minutes? In that time, he may skim lightly 
over the surface and leave the depths un- 
plumbed; he may indulge in pious platitudes, 
but that is just talking; it is not preaching. 
Unless you come to real grips, your preach- 
ing is in vain, and ye are yet in your sins. 


Moreover, a sermon is not a mere exhortation.. 


It is, or it should be, an instruction. You give 
your university professor an hour a day two 
or three days a week to instruct your sons in 
science or languages, and yet you get impa- 
tient and restless when the instruction one day 
a week in the things of the Spirit exceeds 
twenty minutes. The implication is obvious. 


Let us probe deeper. There are mutterings 
of discontent against some preaching because 
it is modern. A good many people are dis- 
turbed because they think that present-day 
preachers are departing from the old paths. 
Such people clamor for the latest results of 
scientific research, but they resent it in ser- 
mons. If, by this, you mean that many preach- 


ers are discarding much of the old religious 
phraseology, you are right. It is the task of 
the preacher not only to read the signs of the 
times, but also to speak in the language of the 
times. To be understood of the people we 
must speak in the language of the people. 


Our phraseology may sound new and 
strange, but our loyalties to the Gospel of the 
grace of God are as strong as the rock-ribbed 
mountains. It seems to be the fashion to de- 
clare that there are preachers who are waver- 
ing in this loyalty. I recently heard a bishop 
indulge in such an implication, I can speak of 
our Church alone, but of that with a large inti- 
macy. lam constantly associating with Liber- 
als; individually and in conference groups. 
These and kindred matters are discussed with 
the utmost freedom in the group of fellowship. 
But I declare to you that I do not discover any 
lack of loyalty to Jesus. 


What we are trying to do is to rediscover 
Jesus for the present generation. His face has 
been veiled by the accretions of the traditions of 
the centuries. We are reverently trying to lift 
the veils that the men of our day may gaze with 
open face on His glory and beauty and may 
come back to the childlike simplicity of the 
things He taught. We are not belittling the 
Creeds, or theology or dogma; much less the 
Church. But we are saying that He is greater 
than them all, and that only as we are converted 
and become as little children, can we enter the | 
Kingdom of God. Truth never changes, but 
changes in the expression of truth are inevi- 
table. The preaching of today differs from that 
of yesterday; the preaching of tomorrow will 
differ from today's. But, in it all, and through 
it all, He is the same, yesterday, today and for- 
ever. 


I want to appeal especially to the older mem- 
bers of this congregation. You do not have to 
tell me that you prefer the path beaten by the 
feet of the saints through the centuries. I 
know it. I ask those of you who have ceased 
to be troubled with doubts and questionings of 
life and death and sin; who are no longer trou- 
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bled by the shadowed hints which confuse 
others, to be patient and forbearing with those 
of us who have to guide those who have to 
conquer doubt in order that they may gather 
strength to fight the good fight of faith and 
lay hold on eternal life. 
the haven where you would be; they are still 
on the high seas battling with the angry 
waves. You are safely sheltered in the fold; 
they are wandering up and down the by-ways 
if perchance they may find the strait and nar- 
row gate that leadeth unto life. Won't yon 
please remember that at some time or other 
every preacher must look into the faces of the 
more mature members of his congregation, and 
humbly say, “Other sheep I have which аге 
not of this fold. Them also must I 
bring." And not a few of them are your own 
children and grandchildren. 


Many thousands of the flower of young 
American life have recently entered our col- 
leges and universities. Not a few of them 
from homes and parishes where they have been 
taught nothing but what we are pleased to call 
"old-fashioned religion" — I mean religion 
taught in the older way—a literal creation of 
the world in seven days; a Bible, every word 
- of which is inspired and therefore infallible. In 
college they come into sharp contact with 
modern thought and new discoveries in the 
broad field of knowledge. That contact sets 
up a conflict; conflict between their religious 
beliefs and their newly acquired knowledge. 
Some are hopelessly broken on the wheel. 
Others are plunged into despair and lose their 
faith in eternal realities, going out to fight their 
way through the world without faith, without 
hope, without God. Who is responsible? 


I have tried to analyze what I have 
preached to you. I have set before you the 
knowledge of God as the chief end of man; that 
such knowledge comes only through Jesus 
Christ ; that the royal road to the knowledge ot 
the teaching of Jesus is the love we bear for 
Him and our will to do His will. You do not 
have to remind me how faultingly this mes- 


You have reached 


sage has been delivered. I know that, as you 
never can know. The treasure is in an earthen 
vessel. But, as for the content of my message, 
I have nothing either to recant or regret.

had on any Sunday, about three hundred and 
fifty being present, while the Rector devoted 
the time allctted for an address to making 
report of his visit to Europe. 


Any other reference to that subject may per- 
haps be omitted, save to call attention to the 
printed matter on a few other pages, which is 
supplementary in large part to the story told 
at the Church Farm. Five weeks may not 
seem very much time to devote to such an 
outing nor does it give opportunity while 
ashore on the other side to make such observa- 
tion as can merit drawing conclusions or ex- 
pressing opinions; but both these he submits 
for such value as they have. 


I do hope now that the schedule is once 
again established of all services in church and 
with the resumption of all customary forms 
of work about the Parish House we will as- 
semble right quickly and begin another season 
of church life in earnest. There is every reason 
to look forward hopefully and confidently to- 
ward much accomplishment. It only depends 
on the people's early return and their joint en- 
deavor. Trusting that all the objectives we set 
for ourselves may be reached in the forthcom- 
ing season, I am,

Roughly 
speaking there are 116,000,000 persons in the 
United States and there are more sects than in 
any other civilized country. Some of these 
defy classification but they are enumerated no 
matter how small.”—-New York Tribune.

The Parish House is open at all times. The Rec- 
tor’s Study, the Offices of the Clergy, Choirmaster, 
Parish Visitor, Secretary, Verger and all members of 
the Staff are here. Any or all of these can be seen or 
telephoned or written to at any time at the above 
address. This Church is not a retreat; it is a. work- 
shop. Its tasks do not end with Sunday’s services; 
its ministrations are for all those who desire them at 
any time. 


Communicants coming into the Parish, or leaving it, 
should comply with the canon relating to letters of 
transfer. Baptism will be administered at any time; 
but notice should be given in advance. Attention is 
called to the rubric before the office of the Visitation 
of the Sick, which reads: When any person is sick, 
notice shall be given thereof to the Minister of the 
Parish.’ On such notice being given, the Clergy are | 
always ready and desirous to visit such and to ad- 
minister the Holy Communion. 


Practice as well as propriety necessitates the ar- 
rangements for all functions in Church in advance. 
Especially, the Clergy should always be consulted be- 
fore arrangements are made for marriages or funerals 
at which they are expected to officiate. They can be 
seen after any Church Service, by those who desire 
to consult them or at any hour of any day at the 
Parish House by anybody on any errand. 


Parishioners are asked to send prompt notice of 
changes of residence. This is particularly important. 
Every effort is made to keep mailing lists with accu- 
racy. Those who wish to become members of the 
Parish are asked to send their names and addresses 
to the Clergy. Applications for pews or sittings should 
be made to the Verger, who can be seen before or 
after any service at the Church.

RULES FOR HOLY COMMUNION. 


1. When you come forward to receive Holy 
Communion be careful not to crowd other peo- 
ple. Try also to let members of families kneel 
side by side. It often means much to them. 
Remember that consideration for others is no- 
where so fitting as at the Lord's Table. % 


2. When you come to the rail try to kneel 
as near as possible, so that your feet will not 
obstruct the way of those behind you. 


It is a most thoughtful custom to kneel in 
the proper place and thus not inconvenience 
those who follow. 


3. Receive the Elements into ungloved 
hands. The rubric directs that they are to be 
received into the hands of the people. It is 
well to place the palm of one hand on top of 
the other and receive the bread from the hand 
of the Priest in the upper hand. 


4. Be sure to take the Cup or Chalice into 
your hands. Grasp it firmly and guide it to 
your lips. The hats of women who kneel often 
make it impossible far the celebrant to ‘see 
their faces. Drink from the Chalice without 
turning it. 


5. Pray while you are kneeling at.the rail. 
Strive fully to realize what the service means. 
Pray especially for greater love to God and for 
your neighbors. Be sure, too, to offer a prayer 
of thanksgiving at this time. 


6. When you return to your seat continue 
your prayers and thanksgivings. You should 
learn to use your Prayer Book to this end. 


7. Never leave the Church till the Benedic- 
tion has been pronounced, unless absolutely 
compelled to do so. You would not leave the 
house of a friend before the meal was finished 
except for serious cause. The Lord's Supper 
is far more important. 


8. Be sure to come to Holy Communion reg- 
ularly, at least once a month, and also on 
Christmas Day and Easter Day. These days 
have long been recognized in the Church as 
great days of obligation. Мо religious habit 
can be of greater spiritual value than that of 
regular attendance at Holy Communion. As 
this service best expresses the idea of self- 
consecration to God it is bound to bring a 
peculiar blessing.

My dear Friends: 


I am writing this letter on АП Saints' Day 
and we are calling this issue of the Parish 
Helper a November one, although it may be too 
late coming back from the printer to serve all 
the Sundays of that month. 


In any case, I take this opportunity to an- 
ounce in advance the service in Church on 
Thanksgiving Day. It will be the usual form 
of service at the customary hour and I bespeak 
for it a congregation. There is always danger 
that observance of this National Holiday, from 
the point of view of the purpose appointed, 
shall become farcical. 


For my own part, 1 am ready and willing to 
read with pious attention a proclamation from 
the President of the United States, the Governor 
of this State and all others in authority, bidding 
me to say my prayers upon a certain day ; but 
I am not very enthusiastic over the idea of a 
hundred and ten millions of our national popu- 
lation taking a holiday from work for that pur- 
pose and then spending it entirely watching 
somebody else play football. 


I have played football myself. And, though 
it may be hard to believe, I have also said my 
prayers upon occasion. But I do not ever re- 
member doing both things at the same time. 
Nor have I ever observed anybody else indulg- 
ing in that two-fold occupation at once. I sup- 
pose, as always, most people will take their 
choice. I express the hope that many of you 
will choose to put the day to the appointed pur- 
pose—at least during the hour beginning at 
етеп o'clock. 


Four Special Services. 


During this month of November we have 
planned four special services for Sunday after- 
zoons at four o'clock. Each ought to claim 
wide attention and enlist the interest of large 
comgregations. They are announced on a page 
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Rector’s Letter 


To the People of St. Luke and The Epiphany 


which comprises the Musical Program for the 
month. That on November 4th has been es- 
teemed for many years one of the most impor- 
tant services of the season, commemorative of 
АП Saints’ Day. There will be suitable An- 
thews, Hymns, Collects, Lessons and a Memo- 
rial Address. 


On the second Sunday afternoon in Novem- 
ber, a committee in charge have asked that we 
allow the use of this Church for the Annual 
Service of the Bishop White Prayer Book So- 
ciety. We are glad to do this and the Rev. Dr. 
George C. Foley, delegate from this Diocese to 
the recent meeting of the General Convention, 
where the subject of Prayer Book Revision was 
much to the fore, has accepted our invitation to 
be present and make the address. He is well 
qualified to tell us what steps have been taken 
in the several triennial conventions past and to 
sum up the results of that entire task of revi- 
sion which is fortunately now complete. 


More Important Still. 


On the third Sunday afternoon in November; 
the choir will render a special program of 
Schubert's music as a part of the nation-wide 
observance of this composer's death. The hun- 
dredth anniversary of that event is being 
widely observed and contributions to the occa- 
sion are being made in various ways through- 
out the city as indeed throughout the country. 
This service promises to be one of unusual 
interest and the full chorus choir will be supple- 
mented by instrumental features, both as pre- 
lude and as interlude. 


On Sunday afternoon, November 25th, the 
Choral Art Society of Philadelphia will take the 
place in the chancel of our regular choir and 
render a service similar to that of last year. 
Judging from previous experience, a multitude 
of their friends will be present. 'This famous 
chorus of sixty voices is under the direction of 
Dr. H. Alexander Matthews, our Choirmaster. 
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Election of Bishop Coadjutor 


There is a subject in which you are more or 
less interested and regarding which it is deserv- 
ing that you should have information. I refer 
to the complicated, and up to this point futile 
attempt, continuing over the current six 
months or more, on the part of the Diocese to 
elect a Bishop Coadjutor. 


I say more or less interested. And I realize 
that, in many cases, this means less rather than 
more ; because, to a very large extent, the mem- 
bers of this parish confine their attention and 
rightly to the affairs of their own parish and 
neither try to run the Diocese nor are they 
interfered with by those who do. 


I have also said that you deserve informa- 
tion ; but this is rather difficult to convey. The 
best thing might be to tell you the truth, the 
whole truth and nothing but the truth. "This 
however would be a long story, and at points 
very dull. Nor would it be alone a dilatory 
task; it would be embarrassing to a great many 
people other than ourselves. 


Effect on the Diocese. 


In the first place, to those who are interested 
in the Diocese per se, it is naturally difficult to 
understand how two men in succession could 
turn down this proffered election. I suppose it 
in synonymous with beaux, who feel confident 
of their own charms, being refused twice in 
succession by ladies to whom they proffer their 
hand in matrimony. 


One who has never been either a diocese or 
a beau probably cannot take this with due seri- 
ousness. For my own part, I do not care in the 
least about this particular point. [ do not feel 
that this makes the slightest difference, pro- 
vided in the end the right man can be elected 
and induced to accept. If by any chance past 
railure is the penalty of false pride on the part 
of Pennsylvania, the more thoroughly the les- 
son is learned of humility the better. 


The reasons which catised, first Dr. Sherrill 
and secondly Bishop Cross, to decline were di- 
verse and none of them will of necessity apply 
in the case of a third election. The date for 
that third attempt is set for December 18th, at 
a Special Convention. This date, only one busy 
week before Christmas, seems to some of us 
unfortunate because it may be difficult to as- 
semble as many delegates as formerly or to 
command their time and attention long enough 
to vote deliberately; but it is hoped that pa- 
tience will prevail. 


A Polite Suggestion. 


One thing would clear the air and make for 
a new setting of the scene. It would at least 
open the way for a right and satisfactory solu- 
tion of a now vexatious problem. That would 
be all and sundry of those whose names have 
been put in nomination at either or both the 
previous conventions—only to be ignomin- 
iously defeated—to refuse to have their names 
on a ballot again at all. 


Of these, in the two conventions put to- 
gether, there were seventeen, to be accurate, 
cluttering up in all nine ballots. Their votes 
ranged from one to two or three, to thirty odd 
and fifty odd. But more than two hundred 
votes are to be cast and counted each time and 
consequently more than one hundred are neces- 
sary to a choice, even by a bare majority. And 
this is in the clerical order alone. The whole 
thing is duplicated over again in the lay vote. 
Surely there have been enough nominations of 
the favorite son variety. Surely there has been 
enough voting of the complimentary sort. To 
go on with this indefinitely is to make ourselves 
ridiculous. I repeat, these should refuse to 


· have their names considered at all. 


This may be too much to hope; but it is not 
too much to say that a very large portion of the 
more deeply interested and responsible element 
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= the electorate do devoutly hope this very 
Бар. These previous candidates’ intimate 
Tends would render them the very greatest 
ressona] service if they would advise them so 
= act; in other words, not allow апу of them to 
>= until after another election to decline but 
Tecline in advance even to have their names 
smesented. (The only exception that possibly 
wmght to be made is Dean Robbins, of the 
С -Њедга! in New York.) 


Тће Reason for This. 


And for a perfectly sensible reason, which is 
“=. Not one of these gentlemen can by апу 
possibility be elected by such concurrent assent 
== to make it conceivable that he could accept. 
Even if, as a result of some carefully worked 
=at canvass for votes in advance, one of these 
were elected, at the end of many ballots, by 
sme bare majority, no mere customary resolu- 
on to make such an election unanimous could 
be anything but a farce. 


I very much doubt even whether such a reso- 
Зыбоп this time, under those circumstances, 
sould pass. In that event, there would have 
=> be another declination. I do not mean that 
this was the case in either of the two preceding 
elections; but it would be the case in this one. 
The result would be a very real and very sad 
zeflection on the Diocese. There has been а 
certain amount of humor in the situation up to 
this point; but there would begin to be tragedy. 


And there is another reason for suggesting 
what I have above. It is a very pertinent al- 
though a subtle one. It inheres in the very 
word, and the connotation thereof “candidate.” 
Any one who seeks this office, by that very act 
goes the extreme limit in disqualifying himself 
for the office. Anybody who induces or allows 
his friends to make on his behalf what either 
his friends or his enemies might call a “сат- 
pmign" can hardly be said to regard as highly 
== he should the monitions of the Holy Ghost 
im appointing a so-called Shepherd of the Flock 
or later become to the faithful a Father in God. 


An Admirable Letter. 


It is a pleasure to have in my hands—and 
you may consider it a privilege to read in print 
—a most admirable statement, drawn up by a 
group of gentlemen prior to the last election, 
outlining what the qualifications ought to be of 
one whom the Diocese as a whole, both by their 
lay and clerical votes, should seek and hope to 
find to fill this office. It is doubtless because 
none of the aforesaid defeated candidates filled 
these requirements, in the judgment of those 
who did the voting, that none of them were 
elected. It would therefore seem to be the part 
of courtesy as well as the way of wisdom for 
any and all of these to withdraw before that 
judgment is passed again. Following is the 
reprint I refer to: 


“Т. The interests of the Diocese must be held 
paramount to any or all other interests. Party 
interests should be ignored. The Bishop Coad- 
jutor, when elected, must represent the delib- 
erate and whole-hearted choice of all shades of 
opinion in the Diocese. If the interests of the 
Diocese are to be served, he must not be in any 
sense a party man. 


“II. The election of the Bishop Coadjutor 
should be an intelligent one. He should aot be 
known merely by name, or vaguely by reputa- 
tion. He should be well known to those who 
elect him. His weaknesses as well as his excel- 
lences should be clearly recognized, honestly 
faced, and fairly evaluated. An election in 
which the majority of delegates vote for a man 
who is comparatively unknown cannot be re- 
garded as an intelligent election. Such a choice 
would in all probability result in serious dam- 
age to the interests of the Diocese. 


“ТИ. The Bishop Coadjutor should be a man 
who, when elected, has already attained to an 
outstanding position in the Church by reason 
of: (1) Long experience as a parish priest. 
(2) Ability as a preacher and interpreter of re- 
ligion. (He should be, above everything else, 
a great spiritual leader.) (3) Sympathetic un- 
derstanding of legitimate differences of opinion

between various groups of clergymen. 


Comprehensive knowledge of Diocesan prob- 


lems. (5) Extensive contacts with all sorts and 
conditions of men. 


“IV. In electing a Bishop Coadjutor, we 
should be careful to secure, above everything 
else, a man whose leadership would be strongly 
and constructively spiritual. He must be able 
(1) To promote a corporate consciousness 
within the Diocese by welding together all 
groups, especially the clergy; (2) To represent 
the Church before the community with dignity 
and power. 


“Our chief emphasis should be upon the qual- 
ities which make for spiritual leadership, rather 
than those which make for administrative effi- 
ciency—the latter can always be supplied in 
large measure, to the advantage of a Diocese, 
by clergy and laity. But the spiritual leader- 
ship of a Diocese must, of necessity, be supplied 
by the Bishops. 


“V. We ought to keep in mind that the 
Bishop Coadjutor must be able, whenever the 
necessity arises, to assume at once the heavy 
responsibilities attached to the office of Bishop 
of the Diocese and to discharge them compe- 
tently, not being handicapped at such a critical 
moment by immaturity either in years or ex- 
perience.” | 


Recommendation Becomes Indictment. 


That of course is a large order. It will take 
a large man to fill it. Who or where ће is I do 
not know. But one thing seems reasonable to 
conclude; namely, that, in the judgment of the 
delegates, over a period of six months past, 
expressed in two conventions, he is not among 
those candidates already defeated. I say it is а 
large specification. The Archbishop of Canter- 
bury and myself are the only two people I can 
think of who could meet all those requirements. 
Perhaps we will have to be satisfied with some 
of them. Inasmuch as both that modest prel- 
ate and myself are satisfied with our present 
jobs, we both decline in advance. If all others 
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possessed of the same degree of humility will 
do the same, perhaps we can elect a Bishop.

PRAYER CONCLUDING SERMON. . 


In a book by the Rev. George Mathewson, 
D. D., LL. D., formerly Minister of the Par- 
ish of St. Bernard's, Edenburg, entitled "Rests 
by the River—Devotional Meditations," there 
is the following prayer. 


"Spirit Divine, we ask from Thee that 
most precious of gifts, a sanguine mind. It is 
not so much any special hope that we ask, as 
hope abounding, hope pervasive. We ask, 
not so much the spring of the year, as the elas- 
tic spring of the heart. The spring of the year 
must fade; but the spring of the heart can 
abide forever. May it abide with us, not alone 
in our soaring, not alone in our singing. 
Especially may it abide with us, when the 
glass is low, when there is no ground for its 
existence in anything outside! When fast falls 
the eventide; when the darkness deepens, 
when other helpers fail and comforts flee— 
may hope abide О Lord! There are times 
when men can account for our hope only by 
saying, *He has a sanguine temperament, We 
bless Thee for such times. They prove that 
joy is our native element; they tell us that we 
were born to sing. Ever keep that singing in 
our soul. However old the flesh, let our hearts 
be young. However weak our hands, let our 
hearts be strong. However bent the form, let 
our hearts be light. However cold the day, 
let our hearts be warm. However dim the sky, 
let our hearts be as the morning. However 
adverse the outlook, may we have hope—as 
an anchor to the soul, both sure and steadfast, 
because it entereth into that within the veil."

Preface. 


There is widespread apprehension concern- 
ЗЕ the influence for better or for worse of Dio- 
zesan centralization upon the Parish. It may 
5e that there are officials, agencies and factors 
which, through increasingly closer co-ordina- 
Son, are creating autocracies in dioceses that 
tench upon the autonomy of the Parish and 
therefore their composite organization is harm- 
БЫ rather than helpful. Certain reasonable 
imferences based upon facts point to this conclu- 
son. In the diocese, this problem of centraliza- 
tion must be solved. I make bold to state that 
the very recent tendency to multiply machinery 
2nd centralize control of it, is based upon false 


premises. 


(a. We are imitating in the church the 
pestless urge characteristic of our American 
Eovernmental, industrial and economic life. 
The large scale commercial instinct is upper- 
most among our church leaders; but they give 
по evidence of comparable business efficiency, 
and the Church does not demand this experi- 
mental exploitation which has commercialized 
eur ecclesiastical fabric. Our church is cum: 
bered with machinery that does not function 
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Futility and Fallacy of Centralization

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successfully, and Юг which there is small 
excuse for existence. 


(b.) Officials are added unto officials, salaries 
and more salaries are demanded, parishes are 
denuded of rectors for secretariates and large 
sums of money are squeezed from both liberal 
and discouraged parishes for organizations and 
experiments which render but feeble returns 
upon the investment. Increasing autocratic 
powers are being acquired by the executives of. 
dioceses, together with extensive privileges of 
appointment and a growing control of the dio- 
cesan purse. This centralization has fostered 
waste, inefficiency, depression and passive re- 
sistance. Some of the factors which have pro- 


_ duced this condition within our church are the 


following. 


Several Factors. 


(a.) Ignorance of the Protestant Episcopal 
conception of a diocese. Ours is an essentially 
American Church, not a diluted replica of a for- 
eign ecclesiastical organization. It represents 
a distinct departure from European conceptions 
of ecclesiastical government and order. Before 
the Protestant Episcopal Church became a na- 
tional church in the United States, the remnants 


: of the Church of England in the respective col- 


onies developed their own conception of gov- 
ernment born of the political and religious 
exigencies of the time. _ 


(b.) The founders would not accept as over- 
seers of the colonial units of the church, 
Bishops reproducing the English type. That 


Episcopate was monarchical, autocratic and 
wedded to the theory of apostolic succession. 
They therefore discarded these underlying the- 
ories and created dioceses after the American 
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~ 
ideal of State governments, with independent 
rights, privileges and provision for local, dis- 
tricted autonomies. With these ideals they 
proceeded to federate their respective units. 


1. The Diocese. 


(а) The newly accepted theory was that 
Bishops derive their authority from the people. 
The laity, vested with equal rights, co-operate 
with the clergy in Episcopal elections. There- 
fore, the Bishop’s commission is from the peo- 
ple. As a constitutional officer, one of his 
bounden duties is to carry out the will of those 
whom he represents and who form, through 
parochial connection, the church in a diocese. 
A firm conviction prevailed that the church 
exists for the benefit of the people and not the 
people for the benefit of the church. 


(b.) These principles underlying the estab- 
lishment of dioceses in the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church in the United States completely 
destroyed the fictitious autocratic character of 
the episcopate and threw into discard the odd 
tradition that the episcopate is a heaven-sent 
institution and that a church does not exist 
where there is no Bishop. The American con- 
cept of a limited state resulted in the ideal of 
a free church in a free nation, the present ideal 
of religious freedom. This conception of our 
church challenges the centralization tendencies 
so much in evidence in our dioceses today. 


2. The Parish. 


(a.) The parish is the ultimate unit of the 
church, not the diocese. Without strong parishes 
the diocese soon becomes a negligible quantity. 
The parish represents the normal life of the 
church. It is the spiritual home of the family, 
its ministries cover the gamut of human experi- 
ence, it teaches, gently leads and safeguards the 
young, it encourages the years of fruitful en- 
deavor, and comforts with a victorious faith the 
sunset hours of life. From the offerings of 
devoted parishioners comes the support of dioc- 
esan and church-wide activities. Upon the 
parish and its representatives is placed the 
responsibility, by constitution and canon law, 


of sharing in the direction of the affairs of the 
diocese. 


(b.) The representatives of each parish in 
diocesan convention reflect the will of-the par- 
ish, upon them also falls the responsibility of 
helping elect by ballot the constitutional head 
of the diocese, its various officers and commit- 
tees of administration. Infringements upon 
the rights, privileges and integrity of the parish 
is a blow at the very heart of the church’s life. 
The Bishop and the diocesan staff of officers 
and committee men, forming the administrative 
group, are the agents of the parishes; the fed- 
eration of parishes is the diocese; the authority 
of the diocese rests in this federation, and only 
there, except as from time to time it officially 
delegates to others specific powers. There is a 
profound ignorance of this status of the parish 
among many of the clergy and laity. Some 
bishops and clergy find it convenient to ignore 
this constitutional fact. It makes centraliza- 
tion easier to do so. 


. 8. The Episcopate. 


(a.) Among clergy and laity one hears se- 
vere criticisms of our Bishops because many of 
them are so ardently seeking more political 
power and delight to indulge in unconstitu- . 
tional enterprises. There is a dangerous bauble 
for ecclesiastics of limited intelligence and un- 
bounded ambition to cuddle to their hearts. 
Historians call it prelacy. We are witnessing 


a revival of prelatical presumptions in our own 


episcopate. There are many written records in 
diocesan journals giving indisputable proof of 
the restlessness of Bishops under normal canon- 
ical restraint. In evidence are many gradual 
covert amendments passing over into Episcopal 
hands increasing centralized powers. 


(b.) Normally the Bishop is a chief execu- 
tive; but the Standing Committee and archdea- 
conal districts with local autonomy for clergy 
and laity provide the administrative and repre- 
sentative side of diocesan life, a delicately bal- 
anced governmental arrangement, carrying out 
the Protestant Episcopal idea. Under the pres- 


= of centralization the Standing Committee 
%:- become a rather glorified rubber stamp. 
=== in many dioceses archdeaconries are wiped 

= and a hand-picked-only-responsible-to-the-

Power of Mission. 


ja.) Finance Committees in some dioceses 
== appointed by the, Bishop with the ex-officio 
rowiso which reminds us of a certain quaint 
эу of the way in which the overseers or 
"-easurers of the Church of the first two cen- 
"ies, because of the power of the purse, finally 
Тете Bishops. In a number of dioceses the 
Pebops have absolute control of appointment 
2» mission stations and assisted parishes and 
Бе power to remove at will the incumbent 
жоюш he appoints. This sort of dictatorship is, 
7 тепіпге to assert, not only un-American, and 
semtrary to the genius of this Church, but also 
Xestructive of the morale of those clergy whom 
ztumstances force to bear this yoke of eccle- 
zxstical feudalism. 


Љ.) This latter pathetic circumstance is one 
= the fruits of centralization. It destroys the 
eriency of local district or archdeaconal gov- 
epament. It eliminates the exercise of local 
Stelligence in the administration of mission 
tions naturally associated with certain 
oups of parishes. Неге is a case of taxation 
without representation. The parishes are taxed 
== support these missions, but they have по 
zepresentation in the choice of the incumbents 
ei the same. Through this form of centraliza- 
zm the Bishop can thwart the will of the parish 
тт group of parishes and the will of the dio- 
тезе as well. The harm to the parish is two- 
told. First, it is taxed and at the same time 
denied its constitutional rights of participation 
та directing the work for which it pays. Sec- 
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ondly, personal interest is lost because the in- 
tegrity of the group association is destroyed. 


_(c.) Further, it hands over to the Bishop a 
political agency with which he can challenge 
the will of the parishes and even defeat them 
in diocesan convention; he may also exercise a 
control of the diocese for partisan and selfish 
ends. This is a dangerous reversal of our nor- 
mal governmental procedure. It destroys the 
sympathy and co-operative spirit which should 
exist between the executive and administrative 
elements in diocesan life. 


Where the centralization idea is deeply 
seated in the Episcopal mind strange things 
happen. We recall one Bishop who asserted 
the right to examine clergy called to parishes 
in his diocese. If they did not agree with his 
particular type of theology he blandly informed 
them that they would not be acceptable to him. 
This was a strange invasion of personal and 
parochial rights. 


5. The Cathedral. 


(a.) The American cathedral is an anomaly, 
an extravagance, and one of the choicest fruits 
of centralization. There is no popular demand 
among church people for cathedrals. The in- 
terest in them is the result of organization 
propaganda, the object being to bolster up the 
pretentious and grandiose dignity of the self- 
assertive simple agencies of the dioceses. Can a 
cathedral be a diocesan church? It is purely 
and simply in last analysis the Bishop's Church, 
and a convenient instrument in his hand for 
the exploitation of arbitrary Episcopal author- 
ity from which favors can be handed out as 
from the rich man’s table and very comfortable 
and well-paid positions given to obedient 
agents of the hierarch. 


(b.) The purple and fine linen elements and 
the parade of riches, not all to the glory of God, 
of the Cathedral centre afford pathetic contrasts 
to the picture of privation and self-sacrificing 
devotion of the lowly mission station minister 
or the rector «f a struggling parisb. They

make envy and bitterness less of a sin and al- 


most a virtue. Here the Bishop reigns supreme · 


with super-rectorial rights, hoping against hope 
that the diocese must bring all its activities to 
the foot of his cathedra. 


(c) It is his church, the greatest of them all 
and just because he happens to be a Bishop. 
All parishes must do obeisance, and all must be 
taxed in some way to create this highly en- 
dowed competitive institution. Cathedral build- 
ing is the most fatuous blunder of which the 
Protestant Episcopal -Church in the United 
States is guilty. Cathedrals have weakened in 
many ways the integrity of parish life. They 
have given to Bishops a stamp of worldliness 
that has removed them farther than they know 
from the confidence and affection of their clergy 
and people. Cathedrals have added much to 
the vanity, the sumptuousness, pomp and cir- 
cumstance of the Church; but they have taken 
away from the Church much that was dignified, 
restrained and spiritually effective. 


6. The Financial Problem. 


(a.) With the growth of centralization, the 


demand for money has increased in an amazing 
manner. Quotas have been placed, and assess- 
ments levied in staggering proportions, and 
largely because the machinery of centralization 
is more costly than a diffused responsibility. 
Centralization seems to neglect carefully con- 


. sidered and specific needs or commensurate 


results. Centralization has a way of existing 
rather for itself. Centralized diocesan govern- 
ments seem more interested in securing money 
than in stimulating the spiritual energies of the 
parish. And money-getting to support central- 
ization is rapidly becoming the standard of 
parochial success. In some places this speed- 
ing up process is so severe that financial agents 
are employed to drum the parishes and even 
divide the vestry against the rector if diocesan 
authorities convince themselves that the parish 
fails to measure up to their demands. Many 
parishes are staggering under this by-product 
of centralization, their rectors and vestries are 


discouraged, salaries in many cases are at the 
starvation mark, repairs cannot be made, debts 
accumulate while those at the center of central- 
ization draw unearned salaries and function in 
the midst of personal and official surroundings 
of more than less luxurious proportions. 


(b.) This squeezing process will go on until 
the passive resistance of parishes stops it, if 
only to preserve themselves from bankruptcy. 
From the financial standpoint centralization 
has done much harm to parish life, and particu- 
larly by giving the impression that one of its 
principal aims is to commercialize the parish 
for the benefit of the diocese. It has forced the 
clergy into migratory habits, seeking parishes 
that are financially strohg as an insurance 
against the blacklist of unprofitable servants 
and as an insurance of themselves and family 
against embarrassment and financial disaster. 
It has forced some vestries to call rectors wha 
are money-getters, or who have private in- 
comes, or who have married wealth, rather than 
call men qualified to preach the Gospel of good 
news and exercise the cure of souls. We sub- 
mit that this situation is disastrous to the spir- 
itual welfare of the parish. . 


Conclusion. 


I am convinced that in the present our dioc- 
esan centralization agencies are extravagam$ | 
luxuries, ineffective in their activities, contrary 
to the genius of our Church, and that they harm 
rather than help the parishes which are the nor- 
mal foundation factors within the diocese. It 
is time for decentralization. Following the ex- 
ample of our American commercial and indus 
trial institutions, which seem to have furnished 
the pattern followed in the creation of diocesasj 
centralization, all parts and factors which ѓай 
to produce commensurate results should be dis- 
carded. 


(a.) The Protestant Episcopal Church will 
render valuable service to its present membess$

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A BAPTIST TRIBUTE. 


Occasionally ministers of  non-Episcopal 
Churches, wittingly or unwittingly, pay real 
tributes to come of the time-honored observ- 
ances of the Episcopal Church, albeit they are 
of an unduly blunt and frank nature. Of such 
a type is the following, written by the Rev. 
Archibald Johnson, in the weekly organ of the 
North Carolina Baptist Orphanage at Thomas- 
ville, N. C. Under the caption, Beauty Is No 
Disgrace, he says: 


“The traditional Baptist hatred of ritualism 
is well founded, but virtue carried to excess 
becomes a vice. The revolt against formalism 
is quite capable of sweeping us into the sin 
of irreverence. It is not right to degrade 
religious worship into something resembling a 
meeting of the Rotary Club. The spirit of good 
fellowship is admirable in its place, but it is not 
the same thing as the spirit of religious fellow- 
ship. 


“The House of God ought not to be the abode 
of gloom, on the one hand, nor of unrestrained 
gayety on the other. Occasionally we hear a 
preacher accused of attempting to mimic the 
Episcopalians and perhaps there are some who 
are guilty of going too far in that direction, but 
there is one thing about the Episcopalians that 
most of us might do well to imitate, and that 
is their resolute insistence that the service in 
the church must be dignified. 


“You never find an Episcopalian in a sack 
coat speaking a string of race-track slang and 
calling ita sermon. You never hear an Episco- 
palian choir singing vapid, silly words to a rag- 
time tune and calling it a hymn. You do find 
Episcopal churches have the merit of a digni- 
fied and beautiful service. Good taste never 
quenched the religious spirit. It тау be 
quenched by the introduction of the gaudy 
show that some of the ritualistic churches use, 
but that is bad taste. The congregation of any 
denomination that uses every effort to make its 
service beautiful, dignified and reverential is 
more apt to gain than to lose spirituality."—

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COPY CHRISTMAS BOUNTY LETTER. 


My dear Friends: 


I am sending out this year the envelopes 
enclosed more widely than at any previous 
Christmas Season. To be accurate, 423 are 
being mailed today. Experience has taught 
that as many as ninety per cent. of these en- 
velopes will be used. 


I am mailing both letters and envelopes so 
widely for two reasons: first, because the same 
practice at Easter met with such general ap- 
proval; secondly, because we are coming year 
by year to need special contributions both 
at Easter and Christmas from more and dif- 
ferent people, owing to the death recurrently 
of certain notable contributors. 


Announcements in Church. 


I have spoken in church, on one or two Sun- 
days recently, about this whole matter. But it 
is difficult—indeed it is impossible—to make 
such announcement either plain or impressive 
when relatively so many of our people are 
away for so long and so small a proportion 
of our whole congregation are ever assembled 
in any one place at any one time. 


The special needs for money in a parish 
such as this, for strictly Christmas Season pur- 
poses, are many and various. I could not tell 
you all of them if I tried. And you can un- 
derstand why I do not try; such matters are 
‘too intimate. You know all about the prob- 
lem personally, even in your own, i. e., in one 
family? Well, I am the father (profes- 
sionally), just these few weeks, of a very large 
family. 


Incidentally, I know this is rather an unfor- 
tunate time, of a rather unfortunate year, to 
talk to anybody about money. You know what 
I mean. I know how a great many people 
feel. 
Allah be praised! For two years past, I have 
been making myself unpopular by telling half 


Personally, I do not feel that way— - 


the world that the other half had gone crazy. 
I hope the same is true of you. Selah! 


Apart from all this, (I have rambled, I beg 
pardon) there is the fact that only at Christ- 
mas and Easter is there opportunity in this 
parish to devote money to, or reserve money 
for, our own parochial uses. All offerings in 
church, both Sunday mornings and afternoons, 
at all other times—except Communion Alms— 
are sent to the Diocesan Treasurer at the 
Church House, there to be allocated, some to 
Diocesan and some to Extra-diocesan objects 
of the General Church. 


Request for $9,500. 


In this manner, the Church-at-large asks 
this parish in particular to assemble, the year 
throughout, about nine and a half thousand 
dollars. This past year, our total to date of 
all collections so assembled and so trans- 
mitted to that Diocesan Treasurer is about 
three and a half thousand. The first of those 
figures is too large. They who ask it defeat 
their own end by apportioning too much. Their 
basis of percentage is unsound; their so-called 
quota is unjust. The second figure however 
is too small. Routine offerings at services in 
this church ought to be, and well might be, 
bigger and better. 4 


Since they have not been, during this year 
in particular, some or many of you may want 
to take this opportunity, before the year's rec- 
ords are closed, to supplement past inadequate 
giving through collections at those services 
when you were absentees by sending me some 
one lump sum with which to increase the 
aforesaid inadequate total. 


I leave this second matter—as of course I 
must—to your own choice. The first part of 
the letter, that which refers to the Christmas 
Bounty Fund, I know you will respond to 
generously. The reason why I know this is 
that you always have.

The Church Farm. 


During the summer, naturally, the matter 
that claimed most attention was the work at 
the Church Farm. In the absence of the Rec- 
tor. on a brief vacation trip to Europe for five 
weeks, Rev. Dr. Yerkes had charge. Later, 
m the absence of Miss Wurtele, who had а 
well-deserved vacation of six weeks in Eu-

rope, the latter half of the summer, Mrs. Bar- 
ratt substituted for her with marked success. 
The weather was unusually propitious over. 
the various week-ends and many good times 
were had by all present. In fact, the work 
in every way went forward better than in 
previous years. The number of people, includ- 
ing the Parties of Children, Outings of the 
Mothers! Meeting, Saturday Outings of the 
young people and Sunday services for all ages, 
was larger than last season. 


Many workers ought to be individually 
thanked; but if one began this there would 
be no stopping place without invidious dis- 
tinctions. Everybody did their part with 
faithfulness. Temper and disposition were 
fine. Catherine and Harvey presided over the 
house and barn; Miss Marnie did a great deal 
of hard work; -Miss Frost was ubiquitous;

If anybody tells me what 
they want done, I will try to help them do it 
—upon three conditions: First, what is it? 
Secondly, is it worth doing? But thirdly, is 
it possible to do it in a given set of circum- 
stances? In this parish, such a canvass, is a 
practical, physical, geographical impossibil- 
ity. As to whether it would be an advisability 
—read this article. D. M. S.) 


The Article Quoted. 


“We are swiftly approaching that season of 
the year given over by the Church almost ex- 
clusively to financial campaigning. Budgets 
are fixed—parochial budgets, diocesan bud- 
gets, general church budgets. The parish or- 
ganization is completed; general chairman, 
publicity committee, steering committee, spe- 
cial gifts committee, all are named. All are 
set to go. 


“From general church headquarters and 
diocesan offices, comes the news: We are pre- 
pared to serve you in any way possible in this 
great enterprise, especially by way of flying 
squadrons, motion pictures and lantern slides. 
Some parishes and some dioceses go a step 
beyond all this and hire experts to come in 
and set up their campaigns as they do for 
community funds and hospital drives. 


“From the importance attached to the busi- 
ness of the Every Member Canvass, one would 
suppose that God Almighty must have given 
Moses specific direction concerning it when he 
entered the Presence through the cloud on 


Mothers’ Meeting Supper in Parish House, Thursday Evening, December 26th. 
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Sinai. It was probably the secret about the 
Every Member Canvass whikh transfigured 
the face of the Christ while Peter and James 
and John gazed upon Him in awed wonder. 


“Frankly, I am sick and tired of the whole 
business. Why must the success of my min- 
istry hang upan the results of the Every Mem- 
ber Canvass which has been crudely thrust in 
upon the poesy of Advent to sicken the soul 
of every clergyman of the church and wring 
from every intelligent layman the wonder 
what it is all about! 


Matter of Loyalty. 


"Why must the loyalty of my parish be de- 
termined by its success in meeting an alleged 
quota to the diocese? Why must the standing 
of my bishop and diocese be rated in terms of 
their ability to meet the quota to the general 
church? Well, of course, business is business. 
But there never was, more stupid nonsense in- 
jected into the life of the Church than this 
hurrah-boys-let's-go-and-get-it attitude. 


“To raise money for the church by the use 
of high-pressure methods inevitably reacts to 
harm the spiritual life of the church. This is 
especially apparent in the hiring of profes- 
sional money-raisers. Such method is an ad- 
mission that the spiritual forces of the church 
are weak and at low ebb. It is frankly saying 
to the people, both within and outside the 
church, that we have to use a force-pump in 
order to obtain the moneys with which to 
finance the most magnificent work in the 
world. 


Tax Collecting Machine. 


“It is giving foundation in fact to the slan- 
der that All the church exists for or is inter- 
ested in is to get all the money from her peo- 
ple that pressure can obtain. It is making a 
tax-collecting machine out of the organization 
which rightfully is the channel of spiritual 
power. Parish meetings and diocesan conven- 
tions have come to be gatherings called mainly 
for the purpose of wrangling about budgets 
and quotas. 


"An increase in the money-income of the 
church, founded in any other ground than that 
of the informed and awakened spiritual desire 
of the people of the church, can be but short- 
lived, and the reaction against such inflation 
is certain and deadly in its final effect. This 
criticism will strike home to anyone not car- 
ried away by momentary enthusiasm for or- 
ganization or by fear of the brand of failure 
in loyalty. I am satisfied that the ever-increas- 
difficulty in raising parish budgets—experi- 
enced since the inauguration of the 1919 
Nation-Wide Campaign—is complete evidence 
of the truth of it. 


Mechanics of Organization. 


"We have steadily increased the efficiency 
of our mechanics of organization, and we have 
steadily lost ground in the moral and spiritual 
enterprise of the church's life. Here is heresy. 
The financial income of the dioceses and par- 
ishes will constantly remain in direct propor- 
tion to the spiritual desire and enthusiasm 
roused in the people by the bishops and clergy. 
No machinery of organization can be made an 
effective substitute; and this in spite of tem- 
porary and sporadic increases due to high- 
pressure tactics. 


“The bishops are not wholly to blame for 
this situation. They are caught in the same 
gears which are grinding the hearts out of the 
parish priests. If they are not thoroughly 
sick of it, their souls are of a stuff quite un- 
suited to the delicate business of growing 
wings. This is not written by a lazy parson 
in charge of a delinquent parish. Nor is it 
written by one in a feud either with his bishop 
or with his parish. It is merely by one who 
believes that his primary business is life is the 
cure of souls-—not the funding of budgets. Не 
has the old-fashioned notion that preaching 
and pastoral care should be the channels of 
his energy; not noonday luncheons and meet- 
ings of finance committees. 


“When he sees the world of men in a mad 
scramble for wealth and power and the com- 


Children's Sunday School festival Friday P. M. December 27th. 
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fort and ease which these are supposed to 
bring; and when he realizes that the by-prod- 
ucts of this scramble are political dishonesty 
and chicanery, a desperate inter-class war, 
race hatred, international estrangement, and 
an individual disregard for all law except that 
which happens to meet the individual fancy 
of the moment, it somehow seems to him that 
bishops and clergy of the church are wasting 
that éntire portion of their time and energy 
which they spend fussing with budgets and 
financial campaigns. 


Work or Worry. 


"When the Church puts the financing of 
her programs first, or when she develops such 
a program that she feels called upon to put 
the financing of it first and thereby forces her 
bishops and her clergy to spend the major 
portion of their time and energy in work and 
worry over campaigns for money, she has pat- 
ently overreached either the capacity of her 
people or their willingness. 


“When bishops and clergy are willing to let 
their pet projects languish until they have ac- 
tually educated their people to see them to be 
the best methods of accomplishing the purpose 
of the Christ and His church, then in that day 
will the church begin to regain its moral and 
spiritual vigor. 'The conscience of the people 
will do what the Every Member Canvass to 
fund budgets cannot compel. 


Bishops, Clergy, Laity. 

“The church has sown the wind of cam- 
paigns and now faces the whirlwind of doubt 
and disbelief and a growing sense of futility. 
When it is thought that money alone can save 
the church, her people, and civilization, money 
has become God. Such a god, diligently wor- 
shiped, may make pious Churchmen, but it 
does not make Christians. If the church— 
bishops, clergy and laity—were to drop this 
whole business of financial campaigns, we 
might discover God to be the living reality of 
the Universe and Christ to be both the soul 
of God and the conscience of mankind.” 
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CHURCH FARM LOCATION.

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CHANGES IN THE NEW PRAYER BOOK 


By Е. CLowzs CHORLEY 
Historiographer of the Episcopal Church. 


The Churchman, N. Y., Nov. 30, 1929. 
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Advent Sunday this year witnesses the for- 
mal beginning of the use of the new Standard 
Prayer Book. On and after that day it be- 
comes the authorized book of worship in the 
Protestant Episcopal Church. It is an event of 
more than passing moment, not only to us, but 
also to all Christian churches; for the Book 
of Common Prayer is a common heritage of 
the English-speaking peoples. 


New Book Superior. 


The old book has become endeared to many 
by thirty-seven years of use. But regret at 
its passing will be momentary. The new 
Prayer Book is superior to the old. There are 


certain changes of phraseology. There might . 


have been more. One could wish that the 
rommission had eliminated or softened such 
mnfortunate phrases as “the dreadful day of 
judgment"; the "bitter pains of eternal death," 
and that it had wiped out such an obsolete 
theological conception as is implied in the 
phrase “propitiation for our sins.” But when 


gether with the conservatism of the rank and 
Sle of our people, the work has been amaz- 
iagly well done and its outstanding merits will 
grow upon us as we use it in the service. 


The work of the commission was twofold: 
теуісіоп and enrichment. The purpose of both 
was the same. Both revision and enrichment 
will adapt it to present conditions, a living 
Book of worship for a living people as in- 
tended: devotions couched in a language un- 
Serstood of the people in this twentieth cen- 
тату, and at the same time not—as the old 
Beek did in many instances—doing violence 
=з their religious ideas and ideals. | 
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Work of Revision. 


1. Under the head of revision it may be 
pointed out that there is much greater flexi- 
bility in the use of the offices of morning and 
evening prayer. We are no longer tied down 
to the old Psalter for the day. By and large 
the appointed lessons too are shorter and tend 
more to edification. In evening prayer, one 
lesson may be read. The Litany is both short- 
ened and enriched. The Ten Commandments 
may be modified by the omission of the old- 
time reasons for their observance. 


In the Communion Office, the Lord’s Prayer 
now comes after the prayer of consecration 
and immediately before the prayer of humble 
access. Morning and evening prayer may end 
after the third collect or prayers from any 
part of the book may be added at that point, 
When this permission is exercised there will 
be a greater variety of devotional use. The new 
Benedictus Es may be substituted for the Te 
Deum. The Te Deum itself is divided into 
several parts. So also is the Benedicite. 


Some Notable Omissions. 


There are some notable omissions in the 
yarious offices. The fourfold repetition “mis- 
erable sinners” goes out of the opening sen- 
tence of the Litany, and also the description 
of ourselves as “vile earth” together with the 
phrase “Meekly repent us of our vileness” in 
the Penitential Office. The classification of 
the Jews with “Turks, infidels and heretics” in 
the Good Friday Collect is eliminated; also 
“conceived and born in sin”; “delivered from 
thy wrath” and “crucify the old man” in the 
Baptism Office, and we shall no longer pray 
that “the old Adam” may be cast out of inno- 
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cent little children who are being received 
into Christ's church. 


"Obey" gces out of the marriage service, 
the vows of the man and the woman being 
put on an equality. Impecunious bridegrooms 
will not be required to say “with all my 
worldly good I thee endow," and Isaac and 
Rebecca are not to be held up as shining ex- 
amples of matrimonial felicity. А prayer is 
also added for the blessing of the ring. 

The old-time Catechism is placed in digni- 
fied seclusion at the end of the Book, in com- 
pany with the Thirty-nine Articles of Religion, 
and its place in the book proper is taken by 
the admirable Office of Instruction, cast in the 
form of a service and embracing many matters 
of import not included in the former Cate- 
chism. 


Visitation of Sick. 


The Office for the Visitation of the Sick has 
happily been revised and the revision has been 
largely shaped by a recognition of the new 
psychology. .The old was gloomy in the ex- 
treme; the new is designed to inspire hope 
and courage. The idea that sickness was sent 
by God as a punishment for wrong done, which 
was the dominant note of the old office, has 
completely disappeared. No longer can any 
minister of this church stand by the bedside 
of the sick person and say the brutal words, 
“wherefore, whatever your sickness be, know 
you certainly that it is God's visitation," nor 
can he any longer suggest that the sickness 
may be "sent unto you to correct and amend 
in you whatsoever doth offend the eyes of 
your heavenly Father." Gone, too, is the harsh 
prohibition of the use of the Burial Office in 
the case of unbaptized adults, any who die ex- 
communicate, or who have laid violent hands 
upon themselves. 


Task of Enrichment. 


2. Valuable as is the revision of the Book, 
its enrichment is the most encouraging fea- 
ture. One can only indicate this in part. In 


a word, it may be said that almost every phase 
of life finds recognition—the individual; the 


family ; children; public education; the admin- 
istration of justice; legislative bodies; the 
military and naval services; dailv labor; stew- 
ardship of wealth; the church; the country, 
and all poor, homeless and neglected folk. 


There is a large recognition of national life, 
in the shape of a new prayer for the President; 
one for the country and a new suffrage for the 
President in the Litany ; also a new prayer for 
Memorial Day, commemorating those who 
have laid down their lives for love of country. 
It is also interesting to note that a collect, 
epistle and gospel have been provided for use 
on Independence Day, or the Fourth of July. 
Prayers ar eprovided for those in mental dark- 
ness; for social justice; for the families of the 
land; for those about to be confirmed and for 
the increase of the ministry. 


Detailed Additions. 


Provision is also made in the shape of epis- 
tles, gospels and collects for the dedication 
of a church; a saint's day ; rogation and ember 
days; likewise for a marriage and for the bur- 
ial of the dead. Prayers for the departed are 
inserted in the Burial office, where their use is 
permissive, and a clause has been inserted in 
the Prayer for Christ's Church Militant, “ђе- 
seeching thee to grant them continual growth 
in thy love and service.” Here the use is man- 
datory. There is also a very beautiful and sim- 
ple Office for the Burial of a Child. 


Reference has already been made to the 
revolutionary changes in the Office for the 
Visitation of the Sick. Here the enrichment is 
very marked. The dominant note is hope. 
Five new Psalms are added. There is a prayer 
for recovery and a thanksgiving for the begin- 
ning of a recovery; a new prayer for healing 
and a prayer for the despondent. А new rubric 
provides that “When any sick person shall in 
humble faith desire the ministry of healing 
through anointing or laying on of hands" the 
minister may use the forms of prayer found in 
the office. | 


Collects, Epistles, Gospels. 


The collects, epistles and gospels are both 
revised and enriched. There are new collects 
for the days of Holy Week and Monday and 
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Tuesday іп Whitsun-Week. In the Com- 
Бишоп Office, the proper prefaces for Whit- 
Senday and Trinity Sunday have been re- 
wed in the interests of simplicity, and new 
prefaces have been added for the Epiphany, 
AH Saints’ Day and one each for the Feasts 
БЕ the Annunciation, Transfiguration and the 
Purification. The wearisome recital of the 
sealing of the twelve tribes in the epistle for 
All Saints’ Day has been omitted. 


The Psalter. 


Some important changes have been effected 
= those parts of the Book known as the Psal- 
ter and the Ordinal. There is a new trans- 
ton of the Psalter and it is permissive to 
emit the imprecatory psalms. The change in 
the ordinal is simple, but significant. Instead 
of the ordainant being compelled to “unfeign- 
edly believe all the canonical Scriptures of the 
Old and New Testaments,” he is now to ex- 
press his persuasion “that the Holy Scriptures 
contain all doctrine required as necessary for 
eternal salvation through faith in Jesus 
Christ.” 


For Private Devotion. 


Finally, let it be noted with thankfulness 
that the new book is not only a book for use 
m public worship, but also one for family, 
personal and private devotions. The family 
prayers in the old book were unsuitable for the 
present day. They were much too ponderous. 
We have now a brief, simple and perfectly nat- 
шта! form of family worship consisting of the 
Lord's Prayer, a. prayer and the benediction. 
Following the family prayers there are quite 


= number of short prayers for private and рег- · 


somal use. Among them are prayers for those 
who are to undergo an operation; for the ab- 
sent; for those we love; for quiet confidence 
and a prayer for the spirit of prayer. 


These are only illustrations. When by use 
we become familar with the new book, both 
its beauty and its practical utility will grow 
upon us. It is a real treasury of devotion. The 
commission has drawn upon the prayers of 
the ages hallowed by long usage; likewise it 
has found valuable devotional material in very 
modern times. 


WORK, PLAY, PRAYER. 


“What, we want to know is: Just how much 
time do people need for play? 


We demanded an eight-hour working day 
that we might have more time for play. And 
we have it. 


We demanded daylight saving time that we 
might have more time to play. And we have 
it. 

We demanded longer vacations that we 
might have more time to play. And we have 
them. 


We demanded more holidays in the year 
that we might have more time to play. And we 
have them. 


We demanded Saturday half-holidays that 
we might have more time to play. And we 
have them. 


We demanded one day a week off from work 
in summer that we might have more time to 
play. And we have it. 


We demand that we have every night in 
the week for pleasure, theatre going, parties, 
banquets and lodges. And we take them, even 
to three o’clock in the morning. 


Now we demand that Sunday be used only 
for pleasure. We cut out church attendance 
and the worship of God, that we may have 
more time to play. 


In short, work, meditation and worship are 
thrown in the discard and play is the vogue. 
True, all work and no play makes Jack a dull 
boy ; but what does no work and all play make 
Jack? We think the answer is: An economic, 
industrial, social and spiritual nit-wit.”

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| Rector's Letter 
] To the People of St. Luke and The Epiphany 


My dear Friends: 


Типе passes so rapidly that Christmas 
seems hardly to be over until we are in the 
midst of making plans for Lent. That season 
comes this year a week or two earlier than 
last, Ash Wednesday being February 18th. 
Prior to that date, I am anxious to have this 
copy of the Parish Helper ready for distribu- 
tion in order to make a number of announce- 
ments. On another page appear reprints of 
the several cards with Schedules of Services, 
Sundays and Weekdays. I hope that page 
will be perused, as well as that the cards them- 
selves will be kept at hand for reference. 


Weekday Schedule. 


There are one or two changes from pre- 
vious years to which I call your attention. 
Chief among these perhaps is that of Monday 
in the weekday schedule. It has seemed well 
this year to forego the meetings at five o'clock 
and give more attention to the eight o'clock 
hour that evening. This is for two reasons: 
First is because the Girls' Club, meeting at 
that hour, desire to give attention to some 
form of Lenten service; and secondly, because 
beginning with last year, the Thursday Night 
Preaching Mission made impossible the carry- 
ing on of our erstwhile Confirmation Alumni 
Meetings. The previous attendance of that 
group in the Parish House would seem to jus- 
tify asking them to join this year with the 
Girls’ Club on Monday Evenings. 


Date of Confirmation. 


With regard to Confirmation, the date ap- 
-pointed is the usual one, the four o'clock serv- 
ice on the Fifth Sunday in Lent, namely March 
17th. It will not be possible this year, and 
perhaps it is not necessary, to have one estab- 
lished class for instruction of all candidates at 
one time. It is better to do this individually, 
and we are already beginning to enroll per- 
sons who all put together when the time comes 
will comprise the class. I hope that any per- 
sons whom I do not already know of will 
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make known their wish or intention regard- 
ing this matter. 


Sunday Afternoons. 


In the schedule of Four O'clock Sunday 
Afternoon Services, there is one to which I 
call your especial attention, namely, that on 
Sunday afternoon, March 10th, when the 
young men comprising the several Musical 
Societies of the University of Pennsylvania, 
under the tutelage of Dr. Matthews, who is 
their Director as well as our Choirmaster, will 
take the place of the regular choir in the chan- 
cel. This has become an annual event and one 
of great importance. For the past two years 
their popularity has caused the church to be 
filled and any one who has not attended these 
services previously will be missing a rare op- 
portunity if they are not present this year. 


Preaching Mission. 


And now we come to the most important 
matter of all. I mean the Preaching Mission 
to be carried on throughout the six Thursday 
nights of Lent, in this centrally located church, 
under the auspices of the Diocesan Commit- 
tee on Evangelism. The members of that 
committee are Rev. Charles E. Eder, Rev. J. 
K. Shryock, Mr. George Randall and Mrs. 
Charles H. Arndt. 


Last year we began this under the guise of 
the Bishops' Crusade. As you will remember 
we had six visiting bishops from as many as 
six different states. The attendance was large, 
ranging on different evenings from six hun- 
dred to eleven hundred people. The services 
were enjoyable and the congregations enthusi- 
astic. This year the same arrangements will 
prevail, but we have set out to secure even 
more notable preachers. 


Schedule of Preachers. 


It has fallen to my lot to arrange this sched- 
ule and the task has not been easy. It has re- 
quired correspondence and telegraph and tele- 
phone communication with as many as a 
dozen different preachers before securing the 
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present admirable schedule. Indeed that 
schedule itself is tentative as yet at one or two 
points; but it is sufficiently established for 
announcement. Among those invited have 
been Dr. Melish of Brooklyn, Dr. Sherrill of 
Boston, Dr. Hobson of Worcester, Dean Rob- 
bins of New York, etc., together with those 
who have already accepted. If you will look 
over the list as it appears in print on another 
page, you will realize how fortunate we are 
and what success we have already met with. 
Please make note of these dates far enough 
in advance to set Thursday evenings apart and 
reserve the time for this hour each week in 
Lent.

I 
have cut and condensed it for the purpose at 
hand; but I have tried to retain in full its out- 
line. I trust also there are sufficient illustra- 
tions still embodied to illuminate its argument.

Preface: 

Another Ash Wednesday opens for us an- 
other Lent. If we are to sweep aside our or- 
dinary occupations and thoughts in any real 
way, it is that we may look in upon our own 
lives and souls, which our ordinary thoughts 
and occupations hide from us at other times, 
and see them as they really are. And when 
a man thus sees himself, he always sees sin. 
That is what gives Lent its sad and penitent 
color. We must understand sin before we 
can understand ourselves; as we must under- 
stand salt before we can understand the sea; 
as we must know what fire is before we can 
comprehend the sun. So it is that Lent be- 
comes the season of seriousness and repent- 
ance. 


Introduction: 
On this first day of Lent, then, when I must 
speak of sin, I have thought how I might do

this best. It has seemed to me that, if we 
could perfectly understand any one sin that 
ever was committed, trace it completely from 
its beginning to its end, we could hardly help 
seeing what sin itself is. I must take it for 
granted that you all know in general the story 
of St. Peter and his denial of the Lord. As- 
suming that, I shall speak about four points 
in the man's history which mark respectively 
the beginning of his chance to do his sin, the 
warning of his danger, the actual doing of it, 
and the removal of it by forgiveness. 


The First Scene. 


l. The first scene takes us away back to 
the beginning of Christ's public work. It was 
the bright, fresh morning of the Gospel story. 
It was morning, too, upon the shining Lake 
of Gennesaret. The hills were bright around 
the lake. The lake itself within the hills was 
bright and leaping in the sunshine. Еуегу- 
thing was full of life and youth. "And Jesus, 
walking by the Sea of Galilee, saw two breth- 
ren, Simon called Peter, and Andrew his 
brother, casting a net into the sea: for they 
were fishers. And He saith unto them, Follow 
Me, and I will make you fishers of men. And 
they straightway left their nets, and followed 
Him." | 


As he turns and follows Jesus, does Simon 
not go burdened with new dangers which he 
did not have before? For the very privilege 
of faithfulness always carries with it the peril 
of unfaithfulness. These two things together 
both half realized but both real, are in the 
face of Peter, making him sober and quiet in 
all his enthusiastic joy, as with his brother 
he leaves his nets and goes where the wonder- 
ful Stranger leads. 
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Danger in Privilege. 


And so it is with every call, with every 
brivilege. There is where sin is born; there 
is the first opening of the chance of sin. Does 
such a truth as this, when it is understood and 
deeply felt, make men reject the privileges 
which bring such dangers with them? Does 
it make all conscientious and sin-fearing men 
seek a meager and restricted life, giving up 
much chance of goodness because of the 
chance of being bad that must come with it? 
Happily it is not so. 


We talk about the dangerous privileges that 
may be given to men in life. But really it is 
life itself which is the dangerous privilege. 
The chance to sin is wrapped up in the very 
fact that we are men. We could not have 
the lofty hopes of heaven without having, too, 
the haunting fear of hell. You may disown 
this or that special call that comes to you, and 
so seem to have escaped the danger of the 
special sins that were awaiting you down these 
special paths; but still your human life re- 
mains. Still, while you live, you must be good 
or bad. 


The Second Stage. 


2. I pass on to the next stage in the history 
of the sin of Peter. Тће scene is altered, yet 
the same; still the Lake of Gennesaret, where 
the disciple had answered to the Master's call. 
Only now, there is not the bright morning and 
the solid shore, but the dark night and the 
howling tempest out on the middle of the lake. 
'The shore out of sight, and through the dark- 
ness the figure of Jesus 15 seen walking on the 
water toward the frightened boat. 


Then Peter, when he knows that it is Jesus, 
starts to go to Him across the water. “But 
when he saw the wind boisterous, he was 
afraid; and beginning to sink, he cried, say- 
ing, Lord, save me, I perish. Think of the 
man the moment afterward, when Jesus has 
taken him by the hand and held him up, and 
gently rebuked him for his faithlessness, and 


brought him into the boat again. The wind 
has ceased and all is calm. See him sitting in 
silence and thoughtfulness. What has come 
to him? The answer is, he has had warning 
of his weakness. 


Warning of Weakness. 


Such warnings come in the lives of all of 
us who have any thoughtfulness. The warn- 
ing may be only half recognized; but when 
the sin of our life comes, who of us has not 
felt, strangely mingled with its strangeness, 
a certain dreadful familiarity, such as one 
might feel when a man whom he had never 
seen, but of whom he dreamed last night, and 
whose face he remembered from the dream, 
stepped in the living flesh across his threshold? 


That really was what Peter did when he of- 
fered the undemanded trust in Jesus of the 
walk upon the water. The man fails in his 
self-appointed task. The extra strain upon 
his moral power is too great for him. He goes 
back to his assigned duty, his expected work. 
But he has touched the point of weakness. 
His strength no longer seems to him infinite, 
Thenceforth, through his safest doing of his 
daily tasks, must run the knowledge that there 
is a point where conscience will be too weak 
and resolution will break down. 


These and a multitude of others like them 
are the times when the unborn sin stirs in 
the womb of the chance where it is hidden. 
There are such warnings of coming sins that 
every one of us has received: sins yet un- 
done; sins which, it may be, are to make our 
whole life dark some day, whose threatening 
we can read, if we are only wise enough, in 
something that has come to us already. Once 
you have drawn back from duty because it 
looked hard. It was only for a moment. The 
next instant you were on your feet again, and 
did the duty bravely. But it gave you a 
glimpse of the dreadful days of self-indulgent 
idleness and uselessness and moral degenera- 
tion that might come. 
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The Third Step. 


8. But we must hasten on. And the next 
step brings us to what these first two stages 
have been foretelling. Again the scene is 
changed. But Peter and Jesus are still there, 
the sinner and his Lord. Аз they have been 
in both the other scenes, so they are here. It 
is the high priest's palace. And as Peter stood 
there, a man "confidently affirmed, saying, Of 
a truth this fellow also was with Him; for ће 
is a Galilean. And Peter said, Man, I know 
not what thou sayest. And the Lord turned, 
and looked upon Peter. And Peter went out, 
and wept bitterly.” The deed is done. The 
sin is committed. | 

The Lord turns and looks upon Peter! That 
look recalls the past, and all the preparation 
of the sin which is back there gathers up 
around the present to assure him that it is 
really done. The voice of the Lord has called 
him across the waters of the lake. The hand 
of the Lord has caught him when he was just 
going to sink. Now the eye of the Lord sends 
all that past into his soul and bears him wit- 
ness with its piercing sorrow that the dread- 
ful development is finished ; that the sin which 
has been seeking birth so long is born at last. 


Two Strong Influences. 


These two influences, I think, were in the 
look that Jesus cast on Peter. It recalled the 
past, so that the man became aware how far 
back the roots of this sin ran. And it was 
full of present pain, so that he knew what a 
terrible and cruel thing it was that he had just 
done. These two things every sinner needs to 
know about the sin he has committed. All its 
long preparation must give it solemnity. The 
sacredness, the awfulness of life are in the two 
together. The soberness of life is kept by the 
fact that no cause in the world is sudden. The 
intensity of life is kept by the fact that every 
consequence is sudden. 

All this grows clear to the sinner as he sits 
with the fresh misery of his sin upon him. It 
grows clear to Peter as he turns and goes out 
from the high priest’s hall. In one quick mo- 


ment, everything is altered. The great dark 
walls are there, the group about the fire, the 
servants passing to and fro, the inner chamber 
with the eager accusers and their prisoner and 
the high priest. All these are there as they 
were a minute back; but everything is altered. 
The poor man’s heart is broken. His past is 
all powerless. The present moment is tremb- 
ling on the border of despair; for he has~done 
his sin. 


The Fourth Scene. 


Only one more scene remains to complete 
the history. This time we are taken back 
again from the great city to the quiet lake to 
find it. Jesus has been crucified, dead, and 
buried, and has risen from the dead, and now 
once more he stands on the same bank of the 
lake where He stood three years ago. Peter 
again, just as on that never-forgotten morning, 
is off on the water in his boat. Jesus calls to 
him again and tells him where the fish are to 
be caught. Peter is dazed and bewildered. 
But the moment that John, with his quicker in- 
sight, tells him that the stranger is their Lord 
he is in the water. And the next instant he 
is at the feet of Jesus. And by and by Jesus 
is telling him, with words in which, if there is 
any reproach, it makes the welcome only more 
sweet and gracious, of the work he is to do 
for Him. 


The moment that he had repented, he knew 
that Jesus had forgiven. And he came, not 
with passionate prayers, as if he had to wring 
forgiveness from reluctant hands, but with the 
overflowing joy of gratitude, and with a heart 
leaping with desire to manifest its love. There 
is the true end of sin. The true sign of forgive- 
ness is not some mysterious signal waved from 
the sky; not some obscure emotion hunted out 
in your heart; not some stray text culled out 
of your Bible; certainly not some word of 
mortal priest telling you that your satisfaction 
is complete. The soul, full of responsive love 
to Christ, and ready, longing, hungry to serve 
Him, is its own sign of forgiveness. 


Sorrow for Sin. 


But must there not be sorrow for sin? Can 
you picture this loving, waiting soul rejoicing 
m the memory of its wickedness, gloating upon 
its old unholy joy? Must there not be resolu- 
tion of amendment? Surely there must; but do 
you want it in cold, hard words, or leaping in 
passionate desire of a new life from the eager 
eyes? Surely it is not sorrow for sin, for the 
sake of the sorrowfulness, that Jesus ever wants. 
He is no such cruel inquisitor as that. He 
wants sorrow for sin only that it may bring 
escape from sin; and when the sorrow for sin 
which wept in the street outside the high 
priest’s palace turns its other side and is joy 
in renewed devotion such as burst out con- 
fidingly by the lakeside, I am sure no Christ 
that we believe in can do anything but welcome

his sorrow for his treason only show itself in 
his desire for loyal work, then that poor sinner's 
sin is dead and gone.

They say in England that as the wind blows 
on Ash Wednesday so it will blow the whole 
of Lent.

making us see how the chance of it is bound up 
in our very manhood, how the warning of it 
sounds through all our life, how the doing of 
it is something on whose brink we are always 
walking, and how the forgiveness of it is ready 
in the merciful hands!

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might be with us so thoroughly today that 
these coming weeks might be filled to the brim 
with seriousness and thoughtfulness and fear 
and hope!

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"GOING TO FLORIDA"

My Dear Friends: 


I have just returned from a journey to Flor- 
ida. It was my third in all but my first in 
twenty years. Thus I am qualified perhaps 
to set down some impressions, chiefly in the 
way of contrasts between then and now. I 
was not on pleasure bent, but in discharge of 
a duty professional. I travelled only over a 
limited area and stayed only briefly ; but I saw 
variety. 


I was not adown the east, the so-called 
Gold-Coast; neither did I reach a point far- 
ther than Tampa on the Gulf. From there it 
is, as from Miami, that advertised sailing ex- 
cursions to Cuba, with Havana's Race Course 
and Casino, its Hai Alai and Bacardi, make 
Columbia a Jam on the Ocean. 


I was only in the middle, but that is after 
all the major, portion of the state. This is 
the region of the most permanent population, 
the widest variety of towns with permanent 
settlement, and the most varied types of tour- 
ists. Here also is the most striking evidence 
of the past decade’s growth, the world’s- 
famous land boom—and its deflation. 


The Journey. 


On the de luxe daily train, on either one of 
three excellent railroads—and their rejuvena- 
tion in the past dozen years puts them among 
the best in the world—one wakes up in less 
than twenty-four hours from New York at 
Jacksonville. Thence we rode westward at 
more leisure. 


We enjoyed a summer temperature; the 
thermometer’s low point of that. winter day 
being higher than Philadelphia's high of the 


same. Fur coats gave way to summer weiglits. 
Outside, sand dunes replaced the snow drifts 
left behind so recently. Palmettos had suc- 
ceeded Georgia's pines. The foliage, such as 
it is, glowed in real sunshine. We were in the 
Climate Belt. 


But, from the same car windows, one sees 
little else to fascinate. In those two hundred 
miles, we did not pass an acre I would want 
to buy. And yet all outdoors seemingly was 
staked for sale. Nowhere else are pictures 
one has seen of places advertised so unrelated 
to reality. Perhaps this is the meaning, in 
photography, of the camera's taking a "nega- 
tive”. 


From Car Windows. 


There are broad square miles of flat, low, 
level, drab monotonous and marshy landscape. 
In the foreground for details are half-growm 
pines, half live and half dead, barren land and 
swamp land. Fern-strewn valleys carpet 
rights of way and Spanish moss hangs dark- 
ening the vistas of imaginary town sites where 
no town is. 


Interspersing these, there are as many new- 
staked farms as there already are abandoned 
farms for sale. The advertisement slogan 18: 
“Ten acres and happiness.” The hurricame 
and the collapsed financial boom together have 
left only the former; the latter was as evanes- 
cent as a dopester’s dream, 


The Citrus Region. 


We approach the pecan country and the 
citrus region; the word citrus being a generic 
term for grapefruit, oranges and tangerines. 
Apart from this, and all surrounding Orange 


County, which is a region of wealth and a 
zcene of prosperity, there are literally millions 
sf acres of utterly valueless land but with 
fhousands of miles of the best auto roads in 
the world. One is reminded of the nurse's 
perplexity over a scrawny new born infant: 
"Will it ever grow up to its features?" 


And yet Florida is by no means wholly a 
state of mind. It is truly a colossal state 
among the forty-eight now of the Union. It 
is not only ponderous but pendant on the map. 
It is the neck of a bottle into which there flows 
an increasing percentage of our hundred and 
ten million population, seeking summer de- 
lights during mid-winter months. 


Florida on the Map. 


The current World Almanac gives this state 
an area of 58,666 square miles, a property val- 
uation of $2,440,491,000, а population of 1,411,- 
000 and there must be half a dozen million 
tourists annually. Its future is assured. The 
only question will be When? 


In spots, on the surface and around the 
edges, settlement exists; but if any one is 
tempted to buy land unseen, from this dis- 
tance, let them follow the advice of years ago 
in "Punch" to those about to be married: 
"Don't." There are some of the most beau- 
tiful locations on earth; some of the most 
sumptuous homes in the world and some of 
the largest-acreage estates in America. There 
is its dry climate, its warm winter weather, 
its beautiful atmosphere and its special kind 
of moral tone—for whoever wants these, if or 
when. I don't. 


Points of Excellence. 


~ 


Florida has the best railroads and most nu- 
merous hotels, more fresh-water lakes and a 
larger proportion of coast line, most churches 
of more sects and better baseball training 
grounds, more active chambers of commerce 
and bigger and better real estate boosters, 
more brick-paved streets and larger tax-exempt 
bond issues than any place probably in the 
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world. Any one may have the former if they 
take the latter. But they cannot have their 
cake and eat it. 


Next after such excellent railways to trans- 
port the tourist thither, and the balmy climate 
welcoming him upon arrival, the most impres- 
sive thing is the modernness and the excel- 
lence of the state-constructed highways. And 
yet, along these, are the cheapest mediocre 
roadside market produce stands, refreshment 
pavilions, pitiful, poorly patronized tea rooms 
and omnipresent souvenir stores. "There are 
as many automobiles as there are few private 
garages; for all parking seems to be done in 
the open air. Vacant plots have outdoor park- 
ing spaces advertised at “Ten cents a day, or 
better rates by the week." "There are literally 
acres of second-hand cars for sale, of those 
who evidently tried the trip one way, regretted 
its tedium and—never again. 


Subdivision Belt. 


Still more important, we are in the Sub- 
division Belt. Streets are cut through and town- 
lots staked for sale in swamp and wilderness 
and forest. Not only are there acres but miles, 
aye, hundreds of square miles staked out in 
plots of uniform size, with little white posts 
that look like nothing else so much as tomb 
stones. Burial grounds they are indeed of 
hopes of over-sanguine and naive investors 
who, from advertising literature, have bought 
with good cash what they could not resell for 
Confederate money. 


With regard to the population, this whole 
district is distinctly northern. The fact is that 
not until after the Civil War was the portion 
of Florida south of St. Augustine ever inhab- 
ited at all, except by the native Seminoles. It 
was largely wilderness, including the Ever- 
glades. From that time on, in the same way 
that the farthest western portion of the United 
States was settled by far eastern people, so 
this southernmost extremity was peopled al- 
most entirely from the north. The proof of 
this is in the fact that you hear almost no south- 
ern accent and that there is only a sparse negro 
population. 
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Towns and Town Sites. 


The towns, even where they exist, are in- 
habited by formerly city-bred people. There 
are brick paved streets and concrete sidewalks 
with ten times the undeveloped land for sale 
in lots aligning them. Every place is spoken 
of as having a great future. І suppose it has; 
for it certainly has no past. Everything is be- 
gun and nothing finished. 


And the architecture! Here is a conglomer- 
ate of imitation from all nations and all eras. 
Spanish, Moorish, Bizantine, Mexican-Adobe, 
Neo-Patio, Pseudo-Feudal, Late Quaker Meet- 
ing House and Early Nebraska False Front 
commingle with sometime New York Chinese 
Laundry and San Francisco Piggly-Wiggly— 
all in one area the size of a Central Kansas 
country town. 


Confusion Confounded. 


Streets are lined with cafeterias, chain stores, 
and drug stores, auto repair places and gas- 
filling stations, movie palaces and band stands. 
There are innumerable flashlight traffic signs, 
which nobody ever obeys. 'The populace are 
so glad to welcome visiting tourists that any 
kind of license, or no license, satisfies. There 
are tags in evidence from every state. The 
only thing exceeding in number the traffic 
signs are the No Parking signs. 


Most bungalows are as small as the real es- 
tate offices are large. The over-building of 
the boom days is notorious. One palatial pri- 
vate residence we passed, amid a grove of 
poinsettias and palm trees, on a main city 
boulevard, has been converted into a morti- 
cian’s place with a brightly illuminated sign: 
“Funeral Home.” Which same is a parable. 


Native Population. 


Regarding the natives, there is an element 
of pathos in the fact that so many clerks and 
shopkeepers are invalid young people here on 
account of their health. There is abundant 
courtesy on all hands and unfailing good tem- 
per. One is conscious of a pitiful attempt to 
please and to make customers. There is the 
appearance everywhere of much money; but it 
is mostly other people’s money. 


“Going to Florida for the Winter” has be- 
come such a classic phrase among us that it is 
absorbing to inquire who they are that go. 
They are of several and distinct classes. One 
realizes this by making a study of the person- 
nel of passengers on one of those through ves- 
tibule trains. There are of course a few, but 
after all a very few, of fortune’s favored and 
fashion’s elite. Quite equalling them in num- 
ber are the servants, ladies’ maids, babies’ 
nurses, valets, and the waiters ard musicians 
for the private homes of wealth and huge ho- 
tels and caravansaries. 


Types of Tourists. 


There are some, a few, though very few, 
young scions of leisure, of both sexes, wearing 
sport clothes and bearing kits of golf clubs, 
tennis racquets, bathing suits, etc. But ten 
fold more than these are the millions who ar- 
rive in automobiles from all quarters of the 
country, middle-class tourists from the middle 
west, apparently come to spend their winters 
in shirt sleeves pitching horse shoes. Added 
to these are the only ones who have any legiti- 
mate errand; namely, the aged in search of 
well-earned rest and the sick on account of 
impaired health. ` 


. On the whole, this great influx of winter 
tourists is explained by our national penchant 
for travel, our modern mania for migration. 
The impression one gets is of idle business 
and busy idleness. These people all are work- 
ing hard at resting, using up their money in 
devising ways to spend it. They are obsessed 
with ideas of recreation, exercise, fresh air and 
all such nonsense which is not a reason but 
only an excuse for “Where are you going this 
winter?” 


As Mr. Lincoln is said to have written a 
recommendation for a book agent: “For any 
one who likes this kind of a book, this is just 
the kind of a book for him to buy,” so I would 
say of this place in particular. It has almost 
every feature of the alleged life of leisure which 
I personally detest. The only wholly happy 
tourists I observed were honeymooning 


couples. But then what would you expect? 
In a land where mistletoe grows native on the 
trees and orange blossoms are indigenous.

It is 
true that this plan is not one for our 
parish in particular but is Diocesan in 
scope. At the same time, we must set a 
good example.

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LETTER TO HOTEL AND APARTMENT HOUSE RESIDENTS. 


My dear Friends: 


This letter is addressed to you in order to 
speak the Church's appeal for an observance 
of Lent on your part; at least to the extent 
of making Lent, somewhat more than other 
seasons, a time of going to church. 


Lent, as of course every one knows, is of 
six weeks’ observance in length; but what 
some do not know is the date of its beginning 
and of its end. 


The beginning of course is Ash Wednesday. 
That date this year is February 13th.- Easter 
comes this year on Sunday, March 31st. Pre- 
ceding that there are other familiar names, 
as-of Palm Sunday, March 24th; Passion Sun- 
day, March 17th; Mid-Lent, March 10th, etc. 


Invitation to Services. 


On any or all Sundays, you are especially 
invited to our services, either or both fore- 
noons and afternoons. The former is Morn- 
ing Prayer and Sermon at 11 A. M.; the lat- 
ter is Shortened Evening Prayer and Address 
at 4 P. M., with special Musical Features. 


Regarding these latter, a schedule appears 
in print elsewhere. This schedule embraces 
some things unusual. Especially perhaps that 
one will appeal which we are planning for the 
Fourth Sunday in Lent, March 10th. Our 
Choirmaster is at the same time Director of 
Music at the University of Pennsylvania. On 
that afternoon, fifty of his young men, student- 
members of the various Musical Societies, will 
take the place in the chancel of our Choir. 


Neighbors and Friends. 
in phrasing this letter, I am trying to keep 
clearly in mind a special coterie of readers. 
It is addressed to our neighbors and friends 


who may be resident only for a short season 
of the year in hotels and apartment houses 
hereabouts. Being absent from your home 
churches, or indeed not always accustomed to 
attend with regularity any church, will you 
not welcome such an opportunity during the 
Lenten Season to say your prayers along with 
us? 


Three Special Things. 


First, I call your attention to the normal 
Services on Sunday Mornings. There is al- 
ways a place for you and a welcome, even 
theugh in this parish we do not make a fuss 
over strangers, stand at the church door to 
greet them as though they were rare and teach 
them how to use a prayer book as though 
they were pagans. We will take your church 
going for granted. 


Secondly, to the somewhat unique Sunday 
Afternoon Services. For these, programs are 
printed and ushers serve an invaluable pur- 
pose. These programs are all carefully pre- 
pared and the choir do their part consistently 
and constantly to make them the best of their 
kind anywhere I know. You will never come 
to this four o’clock hour and regret the time 
involved or distance traveled. 


Thirdly, there is a series of Six Thursday 
Evenings at Eight o’clock, the Preaching Mis- 
sion instituted last year under the guise of 
the Bishops’ Crusade. I have spoken of this 
at some length on another page. Please read 
the statement that appears there and consider 
this as an exceptional opportunity to worship 
with an unusually large congregation and en- 
joy some quite wortliwhile preaching.

CHURCH AND STATE. 


“The government is moving further and fur- 
ther away from the people all the time. There 
is a growing incompatibility of temper between 
the powers that be and the powers that put 
them there. The old doctrine of federal officials 
as servants of the people is rapidly passing. 
The bureaucrats have become autocrats, and 
seem to forget that they are the creatures of 
their creators, the people; servants of sover- 
eign citizens, and not powers ruling from 
above. 


“This discontent with the government, as if 
it were an entity, of and by itself, is ominous. 
It undermines the very principles of demo- 
cratic government, of, by, and for the people. 
Even the legislators, feeding at the public 
crib, are feeling their oats. Hence that ever- 
increasing crop of laws whereby Congress 
seeks to supervise everything. 


“It is no surprising thing that the same ten- 
dency is seen in the church. Secular and re- 
ligious politics have always been like Siamese 
twins: as one grew so did the other. Hence 
the growth of the sentiment for centralization 
and supervision in the body religious just as in 
the body politic. 


“All this has been well summarized in this. 


statement of fact: the United States and the 
Protestant Episcopal Church were organized 
largely by the same hands and in the same 
year, 1789, the Bishops being constitutional 
officers and the Dioceses integral unities and 
not the creation of Bishops. But now central- 
ization goes merrily on. 


“There is a tendency towards autocratic 
methods; and towards scanty responsibility to 
the electorate of the church. The organiza- 
tion of Presiding Bishop and. Council in its 
departmental systems. is appointive 4 ind not 
responsible to the pgople of the church, not 
having derived authority therefrom in accord- 
ance with the spirit of the Constitution. If 
the state is becoming autocratic, is that any 
reason why the church should follow suit?"—

Му dear Friends: 


Midway in Lent, 1 am trying to prepare 
this copy of the Parish Helper in order that 
it may report our progress as the weeks have 
gone by up to date, and forecast to such ex- 
tent as may be possible the Holy Week and 
Easter Services. 


'The schedule, both of Sunday and Weekday 
Services, is familiar by this time. In many 
wavs they are the traditional events on the 
established days and at the customary hours. 
Things so far have gone very well indeed. 


The Children's Wednesday afternoon serv- 
ices are more largely attended than hereto- 
fore. At the Monday night meetings of the 
young people, under the auspices of the Girls' 
Club, the attendance began with a hundred 
and has ranged rapidly upwards. The Sun- 
day morning congregations have not as yet, 
it is true, overcrowded the church; but maybe 
more of you will be impelled to confess your 
sins before the time elapses. 


University Boys' Service. 

The Sunday afternoon services are well at- 
tended, as usual. Especially we look forward 
to as large a concourse as last year for the 
annual visit of the boys from the University of 
Pennsylvania. These members of Dr. Mat- 
thews' Musical Societies are coming on March 
tenth, at four o'clock, to take the place of 
our regular Choir. Тће Thursday Evening 
Preaching Mission is a real success. The serv- 
ices are hearty, the congregations are larger 
-&han last year and the preaching (see schedule) 
is the best that I have known at any similar 
series in any city. 


So much for that. Looking forward, Con- 
firmation will be on Sunday, March 17th, at 
£P M. It may be that it is too early to make 
чш announcement of and it may be unneces- 


sary to refer to the now familiar features of 
Easter. In Holy Week, the hours will be the 
same as other weeks—except that, in addition, 
there will be service in the Church on Monday 
afternoon and on Tuesday afternoon each at 
five o’clock, as well as the Children’s service on 
Wednesday at five o’clock, the Corporate Com- 
munion on Maundy Thursday evening at eight 
o'clock, the Good Friday service at eleven 
o’clock and the Easter Even service at five 
o'clock. 


With regard to the Easter music, programs 
will be prepared in advance. The Easter Carol 
service at four o'clock will be sure to claim its 
usual overflowing attendance. Envelopes will 
be mailed in advance for the Easter Offering 
and cards for contributions to the Chancel 
Flowers. The annual Vestry Election will fol- 
low on Monday afternoon at four o’clock to 
select four members for the forthcoming three 
years. 

Confirmation. 


I want to say something at more length 
than I had opportunity to print last month 
about the subject of Confirmation, in order that 
several things peculiar to this year may be 
thoroughly understood. 


First, the date of the Bishop’s visit this 
year, as for many years past, will be the Fifth 
Sunday in Lent; that is to say, March seven- 
teenth, at the four o'clock service. The Bishop 
of the Diocese and whatever other Bishop has 
happened to be assisting him at different times 
have alternated. This year the visitant will be 
Bishop Garland himself. 


Our classes have ranged, through passing 
years, very widely in numbers; sometimes 
twenty, thirty, forty, fifty, once a hundred, 
depending upon many things. Sometimes, for 
example, it proves that we have rounded up 
everybody so completely one year and pre- 
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sented so large a class that it takes another 


season or two for a group of corresponding . 


numbers to accumulate. 


At the beginning of Lent this year as always, 
the number is indefinite. New candidates offer 
themselves week by week as the time goes on. 
At the present writing, there are possibly two 
dozen certainties and a number of others whom 
we think about and speak to as possibilities. 
What I am trying to emphasize especially is 
that the time is not too late—it is never too 
late—for those, more especially adults, who аге 
thinking of this, but whom we do not know. 


Thursday Evenings. ` 


Another peculiarity this year as last is that, 
whereas we used to devote Thursday night to 
more or less formal confirmation instruction in 
the Parish House, düring these two years that 
hour has been preempted by the Thursday 
Evening Preaching Mission in the Church. 
This is so much more important that this year 
we can deal with candidates only more or less 
individually. We have, on Monday evenings, 
a class of the younger people, members of the 
Sunday School, etc., who are most normally in 
need of some special preparation. In the case 
of adults, I always consider that their best 
confirmation preparation is coming to church. 
Esnecially is this true of those—and they are 
always a large proportion—adults, who have 
been brought up in other churches. We as- 
sume that they have each their own religious 
background and previous education and take 
it for granted that their decision to become 
Episcopalians is a matter of conviction.

In fine, this column 15 intended merely to 
make plain the date, to urge voluntary action 
on the part of anybody, to insist upon their 
letting the Rector know in advance and re- 
ceiving such private counsel, information and 
" advice as one is capable of giving, apart from 
and in addition to the younger members who 
already are being instructed. In the opposite 
coiumn are set forth in quotation certain words 
of wisdom by another which seem to go far 
toward all the enlightenment needed.

CONFIRMATION? 


^Whén we now and then try to imagine our 
selves outside the Episcopal Church and re 
garding her from a detached, impartial рош 
of view, we are never quite sure whether #8 
congratulate her on the remarkable ease with 
which she can insulate certain outworn stami- 
ards from her usual thought and practice, ст 
to condemn her modern-minded members for 
submitting to these flagrant contradictioms. 


“Теё it be understood at once that we greatiy 
value some beautiful service. The giving of 
the right hand of fellowship is a purely paro- 
chial matter but lacks the impressiveness of 
confirmation. We can think of no service of 
admission into the Christian Church which 15 
equal to our own. And we admire its lack of 
anything approaching magic. 


“What shall be done about that considerable 
group in every parish, attracted to the Episco- 
pal Church because it is the chief church o: 
the village, because the children attend the 
church school, or because they find it the most 
catholic and Christian; devout members of 
other denominations, some of whom put t= 
shame our own people by their regularity of 
church attendance, their spirituality, their 
generosity and their activity in all good 
works? | 


“They cannot quite understand why we spurn 
their letters from their former churches. They 
feel that in joining the church they received 
precisely the spiritual gifts which are given to 
our own children in confirmation. То repeat 
that ceremony would have little meaning, and 
would both repudiate their earlier experience 
and make it a mere legalistic form. 


"What should rectors do in these cases? 
We recently met one who thinks that any but 
a spineless priest would refuse them the Holy 
Communion! Many give them no peace till 
they submit to confirmation, warning them 
that without it they can never be regular mem- 
bers in good standing. Most sensible rectors 
quietly admit them to the Holy Communion, 
whether or not they dare report them as com- 
municants. One rector has recently frankly 


announced his liberal principle and practice to 
the public. In this parish we insist upon their 
being confirmed as a mode of procedure and 
in so far as we can urge this upon them make 
it a matter of privilege as well as obligation." 
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MISS DOBBINS. 


During the past month the parish in its 
corporate capacity has suffered loss, as their 
friends and families individually have under- 
gone bereavement, in the death of two of our 
mest valued members. 


First, on January 27th there died, and on 
January 80th was buried, in the family mau- 
soleum at Mt. Holly, New Jersey, Miss Mary 
A. Dobbins, who through all the years that I 
have known her had been a pewholder, a faith- 
ful attendant and a warm personal friend of the 
Rector. 4 


She was not originally an Episcopalian; but 
came of Quaker ancestry and her sterling char- 
acter and boundless benefactions made her 
worth known and her work appreciated during 
her life by innumerable institutions in the city 
and elsewhere. She was fortunately possessed 
of a large estate and, having a warm heart, she 
had always an open hand toward every worthy 
undertaking. 


In particular, it was she who years ago, 
when earliest we began to do our summer fresh 
air work, first at a seashore home, then at 
Springfield and more recently at the Church 
Farm at Broomall, used every year at Easter 
to send me a substantial contribution which in- 
deed was the back log of that fund. 


I had frequently spoken to her about capital- 
izing this income in some form so that, when 
her hand was stilled, her annual gift might be 
perpetual. At the time of her death, I did not 
know whether this had been done. I confess I 
went through a period of uneasiness to know 
just what would happen if this had not been 
done. God be praised and her memory revered 
in the fact that, in due course, there came to 
me this excerpt from the 


“Will. of Mary A. Dobbins, who died 
January 27, 1929, Probated January 31, 1929, 
and letters testimony granted: XXIV-8. I 
give, devise and bequeath to the Pennsylvania 
Company for Insurances on Lives and Granting 
Annuities the sum of Twenty-five thousand 
($25,000) Dollars in trust nevertheless to keep 
the same invested in good securities, not being 
limited to legal securities; to collect the in- 
come thereof and to pay the net income to the 
Rector, Church Wardens and Vestrymen of the 
Church of St. Luke and The Epiphany, 13th 
Street below Spruce Street, Philadelphia, Pa., 
the fund to be known as the ‘Edward T. Dob- 
bins Fund.” D. M. S.

Secondly, on February 12th, there died and 
on February 14th was buried in the family plot 
in Old St. David's Church Yard, Radnor, Pa., 
Mr. Charles Custis Harrison, educator and 
philanthropist, long time Provost of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, more recently Presi- 
dent of the University Museum, proponent of 
the Washington Memorial at Valley Forge and 
interested in other monumental things too 
numerous to mention. Не was member of a 
niost distinguished Philadelphia family, and 
through the course of his whole life, to the 
ripe age of eighty-five, always one of the most 
distinguished members of any circle. 


Baptized and confirmed in his early youth 
in this parish, he had come to be its oldest 


living member. For more than fifty years he 


had been a member of its Vestry. And until 
unfortunately incapacitated by ill health a year 
ago, he had been for years its Rector's Warden. 
His counsel in all our deliberations was eagerly 
sought and highly valued. Our loss as Rector 
and Vestry in this regard is quite irreparable. 


He was sagacious beyond his peers, but 
never domineering or opinionated. Indeed, to 
get his advice, we always had to ask for it. He 
preferred ever to listen far more than to talk. 
His mind leaned to decisions rather than dis- 
cussions. He was one of those most instru- 
mental, thirty years ago. in the wise consolida- 
tiun of the then separate parishes, Old St. 
Luke's and Old Epiphany. Amid the changing 
personnel of twenty-eight members of the Ves- 
try. in the twenty-five years I have known it, 
he was last but one of those composing it. 


It would be as fulsome as it would be futile 
for one so humble as his Rector to attempt to 
appraise his worth in ways that everybody 
knows without the telling. The proof of this 
is in the fact that, as the crowning touch of 
his career, he was, in 19925, chosen to receive 
the Philadelphia Award, singling him out as 
the. most distinguished citizen of that year 
and carrying with it the familiar gift of $10,000. 
Needless to say, he promptly distributed this 
to various charities and benefactions. Other 
people knew that he was a great man. I pos- 
sibly happen to know, better than anybody else 
outside the circle of his family, that he was a 
good man. How good, it would melt me to 
tears—and I do not weep easily—to try to say. 
May he rest in peace and may light perpetual 
shine upon his soul! D. M. 3. 
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Letter Regarding Apportionments. 


June 28, 1918. 


Rt. Rev. 
Bishop of Pennsylvania, 
Phiiadelphia, Pa., 


My dear Sir: 


J beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of May 28th addressed to me as Accounting 
Warden, referring to the apportionment so- 
called, upon the parish of St. Luke and The 
Epiphany, of money for Diocesan Missionary 
work. Jnasmuch as, in the capacity of such 
Accounting Warden, I handle only the funds 
of the parish (the Rector having charge of all 
the congregation's offerings) I have thought 
proper to place your letter before the Vestry, 
by whom I have been instructed to reply as 
follows: 


Legally Constituted Body. 


As individuals, the members of the Vestry 
fuily appreciate your desire that all aid pos- 
sible be secured for the various charitable and 
missionary objects of the Diocese. They do 
not, however, as a legally constituted body, feel 
that they may consistently devote any part of 
the income of the parish to these objects. Such 
moneys would have to be collected from the 
Congregation by the Rector. 


In this parish, various missionary activities 
and institutions and societies are designated as 
Special Objects for Offerings on all the Sun- 
days throughout the season. As a mere detail, 
every dollar of such collections is given to 
зотле form of good works; none in fifteen years 
has ever been used for church-expenses—not 
a single dollar. 


Apportionments in General. 


The Vestry realize that your letter bears only 
upon one of the said several forms of Appor- 
tionment, that for Diocesan Missions. But 
they feel that their judgment might with pro- 
priety be expressed upon the whole subject 
of Appcrtionments, inasmuch as the amounts 
arrived at on the several lines are by the same 
method of estimate. 


Income, Expenses, Offerings. 


The Vestry has always, pursuant to canon 
law and general custom, concerned itself with 
the administration of the temporalities of the 
pacish, law and custom placing upon the Rector 
the task of spiritual ministration; of which 
ministration one part is the attempt to secure 
from the people “Alms” (although only, of 
course, technically so-called) including volun- 
tary offerings for all charitable and missionary 
objects. 


The Vestry is unable, therefore, to recog- 
nize as an obligation upon it such a resolution 
as that in pursuance of which a Warden is 
asked to forward a sum of money for the con- 
solidated charitable and missionary work of 
the Diocese. 


Contributions by Congregation. 


The Vestry are sincerely desirous of up- 
hoiding the Rector in his every effort to secure 
from the Congregation the largest possible con- 
tributions. In view of the personnel of the 
congregation, they deem that these gifts have 
been generous. To be specific, the amount of 
money thus contributed, during the past year, 
and all given for the poor, for benevolent min- 
istrations and for parish-house activities among 
beneficiaries not parishioners, for Diocesan in- 
stitutions and for Domestic and Foreign Mis- 
sions, all together, was a little over $20,000.00. 

In this parish, the bulk of church-expenses 
are met from income on endowment, which in- 
come is not capable of diversion to purposes 
other than for the support of the parish. 


Method of Apportionment. 


The Vestry believe that the method of Ap- 
portionment in vogue is unwise and unwar- 
ranted. It involves the fixing of a sum for ex- 
penditure irrespective of any expression of 
willingness or ability of congregations to meet 
such expenditure as a whole; and the appor- 
tionment of the parts upon individual parishes 
on a basis which has insufficient foundation in 
the circumstances relative to the particular 
parish against which a sum is so apportioned. 


Excessive and Impracticable. 


The views of the Vestry, as above expressed, 
=e entirely independent of the consideration 
+ they regard the total sum asked of this 
serticular congregation for certain objects as 
excessive and impracticable, in that, as dis- 
cicsed by the printed tabulation that lies be- 
ме them, entitled “Diocese of Pennsylvania, 
Parochial Shares in the Apportionments, 1918," 
“Ее Vestry observe that the sum of three items 
zione set opposite the name of this parish totals 
zpproximately $10,000.00 which is, in fact, 
zearly fifty per cent. of the total contributions 
mode during the past year for all objects to- 
gether, and it is understood to have been pro- 
posed that the next year shall show a further 
increase. 


Constructive Endeavor. 

The Vestry has instructed me to write you 
3t this length in order that its position may be 
made quite clear. The members are all thor- 
pughly alive to the necessities of the Mission- 
агу Work of the Church and, as individual 
members of the congregation, will give their 
best assistance to the Rector in his efforts 
toward its loyal support; but they do respect- 
fuily suggest that some other plan be adopted 
in attempting to obtain what are essentially 
voluntary contributions.

Unfruitful Endeavor. 


As might have been feared, nothing ever 
came of this endeavor. This letter was writ- 
ten ten years ago. It grew out of sage deliber- 
ation at one regular and three special Vestry 
Meetings. The letter was drafted by Mr. Owen 
T. Roberts, than whom nobody could have been 
more competent. It was signed and sent by 
Mi. Arthur W. Sewall, then Accounting 
Warden, than whom no other could have been 
more interested. I desire, please, to make 
some comment and to narrate subsequent, es- 


pecially recent, procedure and developments. 
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Comments on Letter. 


In view of the fact that the foregoing letter 
bears date of ten years ago; in view of the fact, 
however, that it definitely established at that 
time the principles, policies and practices of 
our Vestry and further because all of the above 
prevail to this day, I ask you now to turn back 
and reread the letter beginning page 10 with 
your mind on three points. 


First, in this parish, possibly because of 
exceptional conditions here, a distinction is 
sharply drawn and of necessity between two 
kinds of moneys. All items of Income which 
go toward. Expenses are handled entirely by 
the Vestry, through the Accounting Warden. 
That Income is from two sources only: pew 
rents and interest on investments. Оп the 
other hand, all money is handled by the Rector 
which must needs come to him alone in the 
form of Contributions and Collections. "The 
bookkeeping in both cases is professionally 
done and an annual audit, by a certified Public 
Accountant, is printed once a year. It just so 
happens that these certificates of audit both ap- 
pear in this March issue on page 16. 


Vestry's Part in Matter. 


Secondly, the members of the Vestry are quite 
right in considering themselves individually, 
in so far as the second kind of money is con- 
cerned, merely as Christian gentlemen and 
Communicants, responsible in the same way as 
others, no more and no less, except in so far 
as their individual financial ability should 
make their Contributions higher than the av- 
erage, or lower—if there is such a thing as an 
average giver, esteemed in this manner. 


Thirdly, they estimate the figures suggested 
annually to this parish, as а. Quota or Appor- 
tionment, to be excessive and impracticable; 
although this is less important than their feel- 
ing that the method of apportionment in vogue 
is unwise and unwarranted. They are thinking 
in this latter connection of two facts; first, 
that such a figure for Contributions expected 
is based upon so-called Church Expenses and 
secondly that it is levied by a sliding scale. 
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Changes Since Occurring. 


Since the original framing of that letter, it 
is true several changes have been made in 
Diocesan procedure. These changes might, 
with regard to their merits, be considered one 


` by one. At about that time, which was the 


approximate time of setting up the Executive 
Council, etc., and the laying of emphasis upon 
Contributions and Collections, for work out- 
side the Parish as within, the proportions to be 
determined by them, I gave in to that sug- 
gestion. Although feeling that it would not 
work well in our parish, I gave up our system 
of Designated Offerings for Special Objects 
on different Sundays throughout the major 


· season of the year and, pooling as it were all 


our offerings, began sending totals monthly 
to one central treasury at the Church House. 


Increased Diocesan Expenses. 


The setting up of that Diocesan machinery, 
its subsequent as well as present operation, has 
become very costly. I express no opinion here, 
because I have never been asked for any ad- 
vice; but others have worked out tabulations 
that are rather startling. They began with 
the Convention Journal of thirty years ago. 
The approximate amount of money for, shall 
we call them Conventual Expenses of the Dio- 
cese was—what would you say? Ask them. 
For this year, by adding up a table of figures 
in print that lies before me, the Episcopal Fund, 
the Convention Fund and the Sustentation 
Fund total $52,203.19. 


Nobody will question the fact that, in the 
passage of those years, it costs more money 
to do anything; still that does not answer the 
question: Just what are you doing? And the 
question whether it should cost in 1928 as 
many times more to do it than it did in 1898 
can be answered only in terms of results ac- 
complished. What are these results? Some 
of us wonder whether they are sufficiently ap- 
parent to justify such an increase in expendi- 
tures. Especially is this upon our minds in 
view of the fact that this high point has al- 
ready been reached before we contemplate the 
election of a second Bishop. That election will 


add approximately $15,000.00 more. 


Things in Addition. 


All this money as paid by Accounting War- 
dens is apart from annual premiums íor the 
Church Pension Fund, since established. Nor 
does it take account of the Divinity School 
Campaign, begun a few years ago, not yet 
completed. Neither yet does it include the 
Three Million Dollar Campaign, launched te 
run through a period of five years, for the ex- 
tension of building to Institutions of the Dic- 
cese. It is utterly neglectful of the extent to 
which people are solicited for the Welfare Fed- 
eration’s annual three or four million dollar 
Drive, one plea for which to Church people i= 
that so many Institutions distinctly Episoo- 
palian are now included in its schedule of allot- 
ments. I believe eleven is the number. 


Bearing Upon Coadjutor. 


And lastly, we have now the phantasm of 
an umpty million dollar Cathedral in the offing. 
Of course, as St. Paul would say: I speak as = 
fool; but is it germane to ask whether financial 
things locally are not becoming a bit top 
heavy? I do not know; but I sometimes won- 
der whether this may have anything to do with 
the number of declinations we have had of good 
men elected Bishop Coadjutor. It is barely 
possible that not all men may be equally wil- 
ing to become just that kind of Atlas. Ther 
look at the kind of job they are asked evem- 
tually to inherit. Apparently they do not 
relish the undertaking. 


Assessment and Apportionment. 


In this parish, the Accounting Warden ћ== 
always paid our technical Assessment, a> 
though it has steadily increased. Last year 
his checks for this.totalled $1,571.61. Т 
was in addition to the annual premiums o= 
Church Pension Fund, $675.00. These moneys 
I say, are paid by the Accounting Warden, be- 
cause out of Income he administers.’ Asses= 
ment is properly a definite percentage, base= 
upon annual Expenses, the same percentage 
applying to all churches. When, however, you 
come to the so-called Quota or Apportionmes= 
a sliding scale is adopted somewhat after the 
fashion you are quite familiar with in te 
“brackets” of Income Tax. The result is that,

Size of Apportionment. 


The figure arrived at by this sliding scale 
thod of calculation means that, as Rector 
== this parish, I am asked, for the coming year, 
т the same printed document before me, for 
2571.91, for work outside the Parish, maybe 
"зї for Mission Work in the Diocese, the other 
Sali for work of the General Church outside the 
Плосезе. The only question that nobody ever 
asks, at least is not willing to answer, is the

- Èxpected this money shall come from? Basing 
this calculation upon the item in the annual 
Diocesan Report of this parish, Church Ех- 
penses, it is true that figure is large; the total 
employed for that basis this year,being $29,- 
144.30. But is it expected by anyone that $9,- 
500 of our $29,000 shall be taken out of Income 
on any of our Endowment or.Trust Funds? 


Question of Law. 


We operate under a Charter from the State 
of Pennsylvania. Our Endowment and Trust 
Deeds are recorded at the City Hall. Endow- 
ment exists for the maintenance of this parish, 
in this locality of this city. It has, written into 
the very document itself, the following phrase: 
“This income shall be used for the following 
uses and purposes and for no other, to wit :"— 
and goes on to recite what these are. The in- 
come of eight other, smaller to be sure, Trust 
funds is all equally specified for carefully de- 
fined purposes. We could no more give this 
to the Board of Missions than we could under- 
take to run with it a Baby Farm. No dollar of 
any such Income could be diverted, by any 
Vestry, without being guilty of malfeasance 
and properly being sent to jail. Even the Pre- 
siding Bishop and Council, why scarcely the 
Pope himself, would wish that upon us. 


Contributions and Collections. 


It follows that. the only way for such an 
amount of money as $9,500.00 to be paid would 
be for the Rector to do it from the people's 
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Contributions and Collections. Аз a matter 
of fact, those two things put together for the 
last year were about $14,000. It is also a fact 
that, referring again to the printed tables be- 
fore me, for last year, the proportion of that 
thirteen odd thousand dollars sent to the 
Church House for allocation there, in the 
judgment of whatever Financial Committee 
passes upon the matter, was $4,986.80. "Those 
are merely two statements of fact. What they 
mean, of course, is this: with the exception of 
Communion Alms on the first Sunday morning 
of the month, all the collections, at all our serv- 
ices, both week days and Sundays, both morn- 
ing and afternoon, were at the end of each 
month totalled and sent in thus. It was these 
alone that made up that second amount. I can- 
not change the figures. Nor do the people seem 
inclined to change them upward. The point is, 
there remain pressing necessities for such 
things, within the Parish, as the Christmas 
Bounty Fund, the Summer Church Farm 
Work, and such portion of the Easter Offering 
as is not otherwise designated, called the Rec- 
tor's Discretionary Fund. This last 15 requi- 
site to carry him, the уеаг- throughout, for all 
parochial charities and benevolences. Money for 
these comes in the form of Contributions and 
Subscriptions. 


Requests and Replies. 


Each year, some Quota such as the above 
$9,500.00 is sent to me. I am asked to accept 
it as such and pledge myself that the parish 
will give it. Failing that, I am asked to make 
some conjecture in advance what my people 
will give in the year to come. I have never 
been able to give an affirmative reply to the 
first question. The only reply I could ever 
make to the second would be that nobody other 
than God in Heaven could tell, for twelve 
months in advance, what anybody will do. 
The only person who could even guess would 
be the Rector; and he isn't given to guessing. 
The last persons on earth to say would be the 
Vestry; for they know nothing about it. It 
has seemed to me therefore that the only sane 
answer to make is this: I will send you every- 
thing the people give, in all offerings, at all 
services, the year throughout. 
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Now, please, at no point in this perfectly 
serious discourse have I meant to be argumen- 
tative; but I have felt the necessity of trying 
to my utmost to be plain. Perhaps I may re- 
mind some reader of the old fellow at the coun- 
try grocery store, sitting with his peers around 
the stove, and having some remark of his ques- 
tioned. Said he: “Listen! I ain't arguin' 
with you; I’m jist tellin’ you." That has been 
my intention, however far I may seem to have 
failed. 


Most Important Point. 


But there remains this most important point. 
It is true that, in the sum-total of our Collec- 
tions, as taken in the conventional way at rou- 
tine services, we are giving too little. If any 
body, or many bodies, in this parish, think so, 
there is the simplest kind of corrective. Let 
them give more. The matter is plain; the 
method is simplicity itself. All Offerings are 
for Church House allocation. How much 
those offerings, all put together for a year, 
could be, or should total, I do not know. What 
I do know is that I am so persistently nagged 
and harrassed from the outside about this mat- 
ter that, at the January Vestry Meeting, I laid 
the whole subject once again before The 
Vestry, and complained that I was tired of it. 


] did this, not because I consider these gen- 
tlemen of the Vestry any more responsible, 
nor any less so, than other communicants: but 
merely to ask their counsel and advice. We 
went over the whole subject briefly at two 
regular, but very thoroughly at one special, 
Vestry Meeting. We spent two hours with a 
chart and blackboard. They are not exactly 
ignorant. They can talk the English language. 
And they know the multiplication table. Тћеу 
know all about this matter. They could give 
a whole lot of committees food for thought. 
They have in no sense instructed me; but they 
have advised me, in view of the changing per- 
sonnel of the congregation, to make from time 
to time, and especially at this time, a repeated 
definite attempt to restate this whole problem. 
This is in order that we may keep our system 
plainly before the Congregation. 


Letter Being Sent. 


In the second place, they suggested that I 
send a letter at this time to all members of the 
parish. In doing this, they especially stressed 
the importance of sending it to everybody, 
high and low, rich and poor, old and young, 
alike. The best way I can think of making 
that statement is in print in the Parish Helper. 
Also I have decided that the best time to send 
such a letter is in connection with the Easter 
Offering. For this offering I have annually 
sent out a limited number of envelopes. 


In the third place, they suggest that I empha- 
size, in that letter, the privilege that every- 
body surely already understands they have, of 
designating contributions. If or in so far as 
anybody wishes to give more money for those 
objects outside our own Parish, as for example, 
Diocesan Missions, Domestic Missions, For- 
eign Missions, etc., they have only to indicate 
this. If you will be at pains to read that let- 
ter in the light of all that has been said above, 
things will certainly all be plain to you when 
you receive the letters and envelopes referred 
to and which you may expect in due course.

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CAUSES ОЕ COUGHS. 


Causes of Coughs. 


A news story recently appearing in the 
Public Ledger is worth reproducing here in 
part: also something elsewhere appearing later 
as addenda that pertains especially to coughing 
zs a public nuisance. "There are head lines 
Buch as these: Scores of Abnormal Body Con- 
ditions may be Cause of the Trouble. Phila- 
felphia Doctor speaks. Careful Treatment 
Urged. Extent of the Nuisance, in Theatres, 
at the Opera, especially in Churches. 


A Physician’s Opinion. 

“Coughs, although usually associated with 
sritations of the throat may also be symp- 
toms of a score of other abnormal conditions, 
according to Dr. Nathan Blumberg, author of 
3 bulletin from the Philadelphia County Medi- 
cal Society. In the bulletin, entitled Coughs, 
their Significance and Treatment, the writer 
urges the importance of consulting a physician 
to determine the cause of the particular kind. 


"А cough may be a danger signal of trouble 
in the eyes, ears, nose, throat, mouth, teeth, 
neck, chest or abdomen, according to Dr. Blum- 
berg, who suggests that a thorough examina- 
tion of these organs should be made. Among 
the unusual causes of a cough listed by this 
leading physician are wax, eczema or a foreign 
body in the ear, a deflected septum, a sinus in- 
flammation, diseased tonsils, cancer or en- 
larged glands. An enlargement of the aorta 
causes зућа 15 known as a pressure cough. 


Diagnoses and Cures. 


"Conditions in the chest that may cause 
conghs are tuberculosis, heart diseases, par- 
ticularly of the type in which the heart becomes 
enlarged: bronchitis, pneumonia, enlarged 
glands and sarcoma of the chest. There is 
no such thing as a stomach cough, declares 
Dr. Blumberg. This condition usually occurs 
as a result of inflammation of some other as- 
sociated organ. Inflammation of the liver, 
spleen and kidneys, as well as other intestinal 
disorders are causes of coughs which may be 
located in the abdomen. All these things ought 
to be taken seriously. Advice should be sought, 
diagnoses made, and where possible, cures ef- 
fected." 


The Habit Cough. 


Here the news interview as such ends; but a 
news-writer in another connection goes fur- 
ther thus: "There still remains the worst of 
all, the habit cough. This has no cause and 
consequently no cure. It is not a cough strictly 
speaking at all: it is only an offensive practice 
on the part of inconsiderate people who in- 
dulge, the while they are admitted to the com- 
pany of those more polite and considerate, a 
habit that is inexcusable because vulgar. These 
ncisome, thoughtless folk deserve no sym- 
pathy, because they have no malady; but the 
innocent bystanders, deserve much sympathy. 


A Reporter’s Conclusion. 


“The writer, being a reporter, has endured 
this, to the trial of his soul. Actors do their 
best in spite of it. Moving picture machines 
alone ge on unconscious of it. Orchestra con- 
ductors pause at times and reprimand it. 
Preachers suffer under it with Christian pa- 
tience. But is there good reason why they 
should? What we pagans wonder is that those 
who read Church Services do not pause at 
times and throw hymn books at these people 
who ought not to be at large. Nobody minds 
a real cough. Everybody sympathizes with 
any one who really has a cold. But these of- 
ferders are only noisemakers. And the noise 
they make is as loud as if they stood up in 
meeting and spoke at the top of their voice. 


Unholy Impious Interludes. 


“These clergy aforesaid might permissibly 
protest that they should be allowed, in reading 
the Litany, to proceed in peace and piety. 
They might well ask why, in the most pian- 
issimo parts of the Choir’s rendition, auditors 
should hawk and yawp at every quiet moment, 
and whoop and hollow at every recurrence, in 
the Benediction, of the very name of God. It 
does seem, even to a mere news scrivener, a 
bit sacrilegious. It seems that at most the 
alleged worshippers referred to might strive 
not to obey that impulse to yell, at worst might 
choose more opportune. times or, failing either, 
might at least take the trouble to cover their 


unshamed faces.”

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COPY CHRISTMAS BOUNTY LETTER. 


My dear Friends: 


I am sending out this year the envelopes 
enclosed more widely than at any previous 
Christmas Season. To be accurate, 423 are 
being mailed today. Experience has taught 
that as many as ninety per cent. of these en- 
velopes will be used. 


I am mailing both letters and envelopes so 
widely for two reasons: first, because the same 
practice at Easter met with such general ap- 
proval; secondly, because we are coming year 
by year to need special contributions both 
at Easter and Christmas from more and dif- 
ferent people, owing to the death recurrently 
of certain notable contributors. 


Announcements in Church. 


I have spoken in church, on one or two Sun- 
days recently, about this whole matter. But it 
is difficult—indeed it is impossible—to make 
such announcement either plain or impressive 
when relatively so many of our people are 
away for so long and so small a proportion 
of our whole congregation are ever assembled 
in any one place at any one time. 


The special needs for money in a parish 
such as this, for strictly Christmas Season pur- 
poses, are many and various. I could not tell 
you all of them if I tried. And you can un- 
derstand why I do not try; such matters are 
‘too intimate. You know all about the prob- 
lem personally, even in your own, i. e., in one 
family? Well, I am the father (profes- 
sionally), just these few weeks, of a very large 
family. 


Incidentally, I know this is rather an unfor- 
tunate time, of a rather unfortunate year, to 
talk to anybody about money. You know what 
I mean. I know how a great many people 
feel. 
Allah be praised! For two years past, I have 
been making myself unpopular by telling half 


Personally, I do not feel that way— - 


the world that the other half had gone crazy. 
I hope the same is true of you. Selah! 


Apart from all this, (I have rambled, I beg 
pardon) there is the fact that only at Christ- 
mas and Easter is there opportunity in this 
parish to devote money to, or reserve money 
for, our own parochial uses. All offerings in 
church, both Sunday mornings and afternoons, 
at all other times—except Communion Alms— 
are sent to the Diocesan Treasurer at the 
Church House, there to be allocated, some to 
Diocesan and some to Extra-diocesan objects 
of the General Church. 


Request for $9,500. 


In this manner, the Church-at-large asks 
this parish in particular to assemble, the year 
throughout, about nine and a half thousand 
dollars. This past year, our total to date of 
all collections so assembled and so trans- 
mitted to that Diocesan Treasurer is about 
three and a half thousand. The first of those 
figures is too large. They who ask it defeat 
their own end by apportioning too much. Their 
basis of percentage is unsound; their so-called 
quota is unjust. The second figure however 
is too small. Routine offerings at services in 
this church ought to be, and well might be, 
bigger and better. 4 


Since they have not been, during this year 
in particular, some or many of you may want 
to take this opportunity, before the year's rec- 
ords are closed, to supplement past inadequate 
giving through collections at those services 
when you were absentees by sending me some 
one lump sum with which to increase the 
aforesaid inadequate total. 


I leave this second matter—as of course I 
must—to your own choice. The first part of 
the letter, that which refers to the Christmas 
Bounty Fund, I know you will respond to 
generously. The reason why I know this is 
that you always have.

I have for you some 
welcome surprises. 


The Church Farm. 


During the summer, naturally, the matter 
that claimed most attention was the work at 
the Church Farm. In the absence of the Rec- 
tor. on a brief vacation trip to Europe for five 
weeks, Rev. Dr. Yerkes had charge. Later, 
m the absence of Miss Wurtele, who had а 
well-deserved vacation of six weeks in Eu-

rope, the latter half of the summer, Mrs. Bar- 
ratt substituted for her with marked success. 
The weather was unusually propitious over. 
the various week-ends and many good times 
were had by all present. In fact, the work 
in every way went forward better than in 
previous years. The number of people, includ- 
ing the Parties of Children, Outings of the 
Mothers! Meeting, Saturday Outings of the 
young people and Sunday services for all ages, 
was larger than last season. 


Many workers ought to be individually 
thanked; but if one began this there would 
be no stopping place without invidious dis- 
tinctions. Everybody did their part with 
faithfulness. Temper and disposition were 
fine. Catherine and Harvey presided over the 
house and barn; Miss Marnie did a great deal 
of hard work; -Miss Frost was ubiquitous;

The article follows appropri- 
ately the two-column letter, of October 12th, 
in the same magazine, by a layman, Hough- 
ton Phelps, in answer to the strictures of a 
certain Professor Addison, on September 14th, 
upon Dr. Cummin’s editorial in the “Chroni- 
cle” of earlier date, reported in the “Church- 
man” and provocative of the discussion. 


All together these are segments of that long 
worm which proverbially has no turning. Or 
is that proverb correct? It is not. But look 
out for those humble invertebrata. I suppose 
it is not nice to be a worm. It is less nice to 
be called one. It is worse to be considered one 
unwarrantably. It is worst of all to be prayed 
over as though one were one. 


Every-Member-Canvass. 


I sing of what I know. Worms, even inco- 
herent, have their uses. Re-read Darwin’s 
early treatise. That brief essay was his mag- 
num opus. In the matter under survey, it is 
time some worms should at least wriggle. 
Maybe then more of them would get up their 
courage and turn. Please read the article that 
follows. I have cut it only sparsely and I have 
changed almost nothing but the punctuation 
and quotation marks. 


The technical phrase, Every-Member-Can- 
vass, readers of this magazine are not familiar 
with, Allah be praised! Nor shall they be. I 
have never asked the members of this parish 
to debouch in this way. Who was it numbered 
the children of Israel? And what happened 
to him? Something bad, if I remember. And 
was it stathmoi or parasangs that somebody 
marched into a desert? It is so long since I

antiquated methods. Are they suddenly re- 
vived as new methods of doing things? Maybe. 
But doing what? If anybody tells me what 
they want done, I will try to help them do it 
—upon three conditions: First, what is it? 
Secondly, is it worth doing? But thirdly, is 
it possible to do it in a given set of circum- 
stances? In this parish, such a canvass, is a 
practical, physical, geographical impossibil- 
ity. As to whether it would be an advisability 
—read this article. D. M. S.) 


The Article Quoted. 


“We are swiftly approaching that season of 
the year given over by the Church almost ex- 
clusively to financial campaigning. Budgets 
are fixed—parochial budgets, diocesan bud- 
gets, general church budgets. The parish or- 
ganization is completed; general chairman, 
publicity committee, steering committee, spe- 
cial gifts committee, all are named. All are 
set to go. 


“From general church headquarters and 
diocesan offices, comes the news: We are pre- 
pared to serve you in any way possible in this 
great enterprise, especially by way of flying 
squadrons, motion pictures and lantern slides. 
Some parishes and some dioceses go a step 
beyond all this and hire experts to come in 
and set up their campaigns as they do for 
community funds and hospital drives. 


“From the importance attached to the busi- 
ness of the Every Member Canvass, one would 
suppose that God Almighty must have given 
Moses specific direction concerning it when he 
entered the Presence through the cloud on 


Mothers’ Meeting Supper in Parish House, Thursday Evening, December 26th. 
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Sinai. It was probably the secret about the 
Every Member Canvass whikh transfigured 
the face of the Christ while Peter and James 
and John gazed upon Him in awed wonder. 


“Frankly, I am sick and tired of the whole 
business. Why must the success of my min- 
istry hang upan the results of the Every Mem- 
ber Canvass which has been crudely thrust in 
upon the poesy of Advent to sicken the soul 
of every clergyman of the church and wring 
from every intelligent layman the wonder 
what it is all about! 


Matter of Loyalty. 


"Why must the loyalty of my parish be de- 
termined by its success in meeting an alleged 
quota to the diocese? Why must the standing 
of my bishop and diocese be rated in terms of 
their ability to meet the quota to the general 
church? Well, of course, business is business. 
But there never was, more stupid nonsense in- 
jected into the life of the Church than this 
hurrah-boys-let's-go-and-get-it attitude. 


“To raise money for the church by the use 
of high-pressure methods inevitably reacts to 
harm the spiritual life of the church. This is 
especially apparent in the hiring of profes- 
sional money-raisers. Such method is an ad- 
mission that the spiritual forces of the church 
are weak and at low ebb. It is frankly saying 
to the people, both within and outside the 
church, that we have to use a force-pump in 
order to obtain the moneys with which to 
finance the most magnificent work in the 
world. 


Tax Collecting Machine. 


“It is giving foundation in fact to the slan- 
der that All the church exists for or is inter- 
ested in is to get all the money from her peo- 
ple that pressure can obtain. It is making a 
tax-collecting machine out of the organization 
which rightfully is the channel of spiritual 
power. Parish meetings and diocesan conven- 
tions have come to be gatherings called mainly 
for the purpose of wrangling about budgets 
and quotas. 


"An increase in the money-income of the 
church, founded in any other ground than that 
of the informed and awakened spiritual desire 
of the people of the church, can be but short- 
lived, and the reaction against such inflation 
is certain and deadly in its final effect. This 
criticism will strike home to anyone not car- 
ried away by momentary enthusiasm for or- 
ganization or by fear of the brand of failure 
in loyalty. I am satisfied that the ever-increas- 
difficulty in raising parish budgets—experi- 
enced since the inauguration of the 1919 
Nation-Wide Campaign—is complete evidence 
of the truth of it. 


Mechanics of Organization. 


"We have steadily increased the efficiency 
of our mechanics of organization, and we have 
steadily lost ground in the moral and spiritual 
enterprise of the church's life. Here is heresy. 
The financial income of the dioceses and par- 
ishes will constantly remain in direct propor- 
tion to the spiritual desire and enthusiasm 
roused in the people by the bishops and clergy. 
No machinery of organization can be made an 
effective substitute; and this in spite of tem- 
porary and sporadic increases due to high- 
pressure tactics. 


“The bishops are not wholly to blame for 
this situation. They are caught in the same 
gears which are grinding the hearts out of the 
parish priests. If they are not thoroughly 
sick of it, their souls are of a stuff quite un- 
suited to the delicate business of growing 
wings. This is not written by a lazy parson 
in charge of a delinquent parish. Nor is it 
written by one in a feud either with his bishop 
or with his parish. It is merely by one who 
believes that his primary business is life is the 
cure of souls-—not the funding of budgets. Не 
has the old-fashioned notion that preaching 
and pastoral care should be the channels of 
his energy; not noonday luncheons and meet- 
ings of finance committees. 


“When he sees the world of men in a mad 
scramble for wealth and power and the com- 


Children's Sunday School festival Friday P. M. December 27th. 
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fort and ease which these are supposed to 
bring; and when he realizes that the by-prod- 
ucts of this scramble are political dishonesty 
and chicanery, a desperate inter-class war, 
race hatred, international estrangement, and 
an individual disregard for all law except that 
which happens to meet the individual fancy 
of the moment, it somehow seems to him that 
bishops and clergy of the church are wasting 
that éntire portion of their time and energy 
which they spend fussing with budgets and 
financial campaigns. 


Work or Worry. 


"When the Church puts the financing of 
her programs first, or when she develops such 
a program that she feels called upon to put 
the financing of it first and thereby forces her 
bishops and her clergy to spend the major 
portion of their time and energy in work and 
worry over campaigns for money, she has pat- 
ently overreached either the capacity of her 
people or their willingness. 


“When bishops and clergy are willing to let 
their pet projects languish until they have ac- 
tually educated their people to see them to be 
the best methods of accomplishing the purpose 
of the Christ and His church, then in that day 
will the church begin to regain its moral and 
spiritual vigor. 'The conscience of the people 
will do what the Every Member Canvass to 
fund budgets cannot compel. 


Bishops, Clergy, Laity. 

“The church has sown the wind of cam- 
paigns and now faces the whirlwind of doubt 
and disbelief and a growing sense of futility. 
When it is thought that money alone can save 
the church, her people, and civilization, money 
has become God. Such a god, diligently wor- 
shiped, may make pious Churchmen, but it 
does not make Christians. If the church— 
bishops, clergy and laity—were to drop this 
whole business of financial campaigns, we 
might discover God to be the living reality of 
the Universe and Christ to be both the soul 
of God and the conscience of mankind.” 
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CHURCH FARM LOCATION.

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CHANGES IN THE NEW PRAYER BOOK 


By Е. CLowzs CHORLEY 
Historiographer of the Episcopal Church. 


The Churchman, N. Y., Nov. 30, 1929. 
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Advent Sunday this year witnesses the for- 
mal beginning of the use of the new Standard 
Prayer Book. On and after that day it be- 
comes the authorized book of worship in the 
Protestant Episcopal Church. It is an event of 
more than passing moment, not only to us, but 
also to all Christian churches; for the Book 
of Common Prayer is a common heritage of 
the English-speaking peoples. 


New Book Superior. 


The old book has become endeared to many 
by thirty-seven years of use. But regret at 
its passing will be momentary. The new 
Prayer Book is superior to the old. There are 


certain changes of phraseology. There might . 


have been more. One could wish that the 
rommission had eliminated or softened such 
mnfortunate phrases as “the dreadful day of 
judgment"; the "bitter pains of eternal death," 
and that it had wiped out such an obsolete 
theological conception as is implied in the 
phrase “propitiation for our sins.” But when 


gether with the conservatism of the rank and 
Sle of our people, the work has been amaz- 
iagly well done and its outstanding merits will 
grow upon us as we use it in the service. 


The work of the commission was twofold: 
теуісіоп and enrichment. The purpose of both 
was the same. Both revision and enrichment 
will adapt it to present conditions, a living 
Book of worship for a living people as in- 
tended: devotions couched in a language un- 
Serstood of the people in this twentieth cen- 
тату, and at the same time not—as the old 
Beek did in many instances—doing violence 
=з their religious ideas and ideals. | 
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the magnitude of the task is considered, to- · 
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Work of Revision. 


1. Under the head of revision it may be 
pointed out that there is much greater flexi- 
bility in the use of the offices of morning and 
evening prayer. We are no longer tied down 
to the old Psalter for the day. By and large 
the appointed lessons too are shorter and tend 
more to edification. In evening prayer, one 
lesson may be read. The Litany is both short- 
ened and enriched. The Ten Commandments 
may be modified by the omission of the old- 
time reasons for their observance. 


In the Communion Office, the Lord’s Prayer 
now comes after the prayer of consecration 
and immediately before the prayer of humble 
access. Morning and evening prayer may end 
after the third collect or prayers from any 
part of the book may be added at that point, 
When this permission is exercised there will 
be a greater variety of devotional use. The new 
Benedictus Es may be substituted for the Te 
Deum. The Te Deum itself is divided into 
several parts. So also is the Benedicite. 


Some Notable Omissions. 


There are some notable omissions in the 
yarious offices. The fourfold repetition “mis- 
erable sinners” goes out of the opening sen- 
tence of the Litany, and also the description 
of ourselves as “vile earth” together with the 
phrase “Meekly repent us of our vileness” in 
the Penitential Office. The classification of 
the Jews with “Turks, infidels and heretics” in 
the Good Friday Collect is eliminated; also 
“conceived and born in sin”; “delivered from 
thy wrath” and “crucify the old man” in the 
Baptism Office, and we shall no longer pray 
that “the old Adam” may be cast out of inno- 
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cent little children who are being received 
into Christ's church. 


"Obey" gces out of the marriage service, 
the vows of the man and the woman being 
put on an equality. Impecunious bridegrooms 
will not be required to say “with all my 
worldly good I thee endow," and Isaac and 
Rebecca are not to be held up as shining ex- 
amples of matrimonial felicity. А prayer is 
also added for the blessing of the ring. 

The old-time Catechism is placed in digni- 
fied seclusion at the end of the Book, in com- 
pany with the Thirty-nine Articles of Religion, 
and its place in the book proper is taken by 
the admirable Office of Instruction, cast in the 
form of a service and embracing many matters 
of import not included in the former Cate- 
chism. 


Visitation of Sick. 


The Office for the Visitation of the Sick has 
happily been revised and the revision has been 
largely shaped by a recognition of the new 
psychology. .The old was gloomy in the ex- 
treme; the new is designed to inspire hope 
and courage. The idea that sickness was sent 
by God as a punishment for wrong done, which 
was the dominant note of the old office, has 
completely disappeared. No longer can any 
minister of this church stand by the bedside 
of the sick person and say the brutal words, 
“wherefore, whatever your sickness be, know 
you certainly that it is God's visitation," nor 
can he any longer suggest that the sickness 
may be "sent unto you to correct and amend 
in you whatsoever doth offend the eyes of 
your heavenly Father." Gone, too, is the harsh 
prohibition of the use of the Burial Office in 
the case of unbaptized adults, any who die ex- 
communicate, or who have laid violent hands 
upon themselves. 


Task of Enrichment. 


2. Valuable as is the revision of the Book, 
its enrichment is the most encouraging fea- 
ture. One can only indicate this in part. In 


a word, it may be said that almost every phase 
of life finds recognition—the individual; the 


family ; children; public education; the admin- 
istration of justice; legislative bodies; the 
military and naval services; dailv labor; stew- 
ardship of wealth; the church; the country, 
and all poor, homeless and neglected folk. 


There is a large recognition of national life, 
in the shape of a new prayer for the President; 
one for the country and a new suffrage for the 
President in the Litany ; also a new prayer for 
Memorial Day, commemorating those who 
have laid down their lives for love of country. 
It is also interesting to note that a collect, 
epistle and gospel have been provided for use 
on Independence Day, or the Fourth of July. 
Prayers ar eprovided for those in mental dark- 
ness; for social justice; for the families of the 
land; for those about to be confirmed and for 
the increase of the ministry. 


Detailed Additions. 


Provision is also made in the shape of epis- 
tles, gospels and collects for the dedication 
of a church; a saint's day ; rogation and ember 
days; likewise for a marriage and for the bur- 
ial of the dead. Prayers for the departed are 
inserted in the Burial office, where their use is 
permissive, and a clause has been inserted in 
the Prayer for Christ's Church Militant, “ђе- 
seeching thee to grant them continual growth 
in thy love and service.” Here the use is man- 
datory. There is also a very beautiful and sim- 
ple Office for the Burial of a Child. 


Reference has already been made to the 
revolutionary changes in the Office for the 
Visitation of the Sick. Here the enrichment is 
very marked. The dominant note is hope. 
Five new Psalms are added. There is a prayer 
for recovery and a thanksgiving for the begin- 
ning of a recovery; a new prayer for healing 
and a prayer for the despondent. А new rubric 
provides that “When any sick person shall in 
humble faith desire the ministry of healing 
through anointing or laying on of hands" the 
minister may use the forms of prayer found in 
the office. | 


Collects, Epistles, Gospels. 


The collects, epistles and gospels are both 
revised and enriched. There are new collects 
for the days of Holy Week and Monday and 
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Tuesday іп Whitsun-Week. In the Com- 
Бишоп Office, the proper prefaces for Whit- 
Senday and Trinity Sunday have been re- 
wed in the interests of simplicity, and new 
prefaces have been added for the Epiphany, 
AH Saints’ Day and one each for the Feasts 
БЕ the Annunciation, Transfiguration and the 
Purification. The wearisome recital of the 
sealing of the twelve tribes in the epistle for 
All Saints’ Day has been omitted. 


The Psalter. 


Some important changes have been effected 
= those parts of the Book known as the Psal- 
ter and the Ordinal. There is a new trans- 
ton of the Psalter and it is permissive to 
emit the imprecatory psalms. The change in 
the ordinal is simple, but significant. Instead 
of the ordainant being compelled to “unfeign- 
edly believe all the canonical Scriptures of the 
Old and New Testaments,” he is now to ex- 
press his persuasion “that the Holy Scriptures 
contain all doctrine required as necessary for 
eternal salvation through faith in Jesus 
Christ.” 


For Private Devotion. 


Finally, let it be noted with thankfulness 
that the new book is not only a book for use 
m public worship, but also one for family, 
personal and private devotions. The family 
prayers in the old book were unsuitable for the 
present day. They were much too ponderous. 
We have now a brief, simple and perfectly nat- 
шта! form of family worship consisting of the 
Lord's Prayer, a. prayer and the benediction. 
Following the family prayers there are quite 


= number of short prayers for private and рег- · 


somal use. Among them are prayers for those 
who are to undergo an operation; for the ab- 
sent; for those we love; for quiet confidence 
and a prayer for the spirit of prayer. 


These are only illustrations. When by use 
we become familar with the new book, both 
its beauty and its practical utility will grow 
upon us. It is a real treasury of devotion. The 
commission has drawn upon the prayers of 
the ages hallowed by long usage; likewise it 
has found valuable devotional material in very 
modern times. 


WORK, PLAY, PRAYER. 


“What, we want to know is: Just how much 
time do people need for play? 


We demanded an eight-hour working day 
that we might have more time for play. And 
we have it. 


We demanded daylight saving time that we 
might have more time to play. And we have 
it. 

We demanded longer vacations that we 
might have more time to play. And we have 
them. 


We demanded more holidays in the year 
that we might have more time to play. And we 
have them. 


We demanded Saturday half-holidays that 
we might have more time to play. And we 
have them. 


We demanded one day a week off from work 
in summer that we might have more time to 
play. And we have it. 


We demand that we have every night in 
the week for pleasure, theatre going, parties, 
banquets and lodges. And we take them, even 
to three o’clock in the morning. 


Now we demand that Sunday be used only 
for pleasure. We cut out church attendance 
and the worship of God, that we may have 
more time to play. 


In short, work, meditation and worship are 
thrown in the discard and play is the vogue. 
True, all work and no play makes Jack a dull 
boy ; but what does no work and all play make 
Jack? We think the answer is: An economic, 
industrial, social and spiritual nit-wit.”

| To the People of St. Luke and The Epiphany |

My dear Friends: 


The first thing of which I wish to write, be- 
cause it is of most importance, is the Lenten 
Preaching Mission, on Six Thursday Nights, in 
the Church of St. Luke and The Epiphany at 
8 o'clock. We began this undertaking two 
years ago, under the guise of the Bishops' Cru- 
sade. That movement passed, like so many 
others, in the Church in general. The next 
year however the same thing was continued 
under the auspices of our own Diocesan Com- 
mittee on Evangelism. Both years the congre- 
gations were impressive, from the point of 
numbers. Attendance ranged from five hun- 
dred to a thousand people, depending on 
weather conditions and the personality of the 
preacher. 


Diocesan Preaching Mission 


This year I anticipate that the now estab- 
lished enterprise will go forward even more 
successfully than heretofore. The list of visit- 
ing preachers who have accepted our invitation 
is certainly impressive, as you will read below. 
The committee above mentioned has been aug- 
mented this year, the following being its per- 
sonnel: Rev. John K. Shryock, Ph.D., Chair- 
man; Rev. Floyd W. Tomkins, D.D.; Rev. 
Lewellyn N. Caley, D.D.; Rev. Charles E. 
Eder; Mr. George H. Randall; Mr. Leon C. 
Palmer, B.D., and Mrs. Charles H. Arndt. 
Bishop Taitt is expected to be present the first 
evening and participate in the opening. 


Thursday Evening, March 6th. 


The preacher wil be Rev. Bernard Iddings 
Bell, D.D., S. T.D,, President of St. Stephen’s 
College, Annandale, New York. Dr. Bell's 
name has recently become well known because 
of leading articles in the Atlantic Monthly. 
More particularly, because of his authorship of 


a book entitled “Beyond Agnosticism,” pub- 
lished by Harper & Bro., N. Y. and London, and 
enjoying a wide circulation both in this country 
and in England. Others of his books are 
“Right and Wrong After the War"; “Common 
Sense in Education"; etc. Не has been college 
preacher at Princeton, Yale, Williams, Welles- 
ley, Vassar, Harvard, Amherst, Cornell and 
Columbia. Surely he will find an enthusiastic 
reception here. 


Thursday Evening, March 13th. 


This year, as last, Rev. Canon Allan Pearson 
Shatford, M.A., D.C.L., O.B.E., Rector of the 
Church of St. James the Apostle, Montreal, 
Canada, will come to us on this one evening of 
his week's visit to Philadelphia, where he will 
preach daily in the Garrick Theatre Noon-Day 
Services of the Brotherhood of Saint Andrew. 
He was so impressive last year, in the presenta- 
tion of his theme, that the congregation unani- 
mously voted on the spot and at the time to 
urge his return. We are fortunate indeed to 
have him. Не also is author of, for example,

It is an act of 
courtesy indeed on his part, and it is a signal) 
honor to us, that he is willing upon this date to 
do what he possibly has not done since his ele- 
vation to the Metropolitan Episcopate; that is, 
make a special visit this far from home to ren- 
der this one evening's service.

The Rev. Samuel Smith Drury, D.D., Rector 
of St. Paul's School, Concord, New Hampshire, 
is willing to make that long journey to spend 
this one evening with us. He certainly needs 
no introduction either to Episcopal clergy or 
laity. This is in vew of the fact that last year 
he was, at a fifth convention, elected to the 
office here of Bishop Coadjutor; albeit certain 
personal and pardonable motives caused him 
to decline. We feel the more highly honored, 
in view of that declination, to have his accept- 
ance of our invitation this year for a place on 
our schedule. He is well known both as edu- 
cator and administrator, a forceful writer and 
an eloquent speaker, a lover of youth and a 
hater of shàms. Do not fail to hear him. 


Thursday Evening, April 10th. 


'The Rt. Rev. Charles Edward Woodcock, 
LL.D., Bishop of Kentucky, will close the 
series, Не has done this each of the two years 
foregoing. His popularity for so many Lenten 


seasons at the Garrick Theatre has heretofore 
guaranteed the largest congregation of all on 
his evening. This year it appears he will have 


to look to his laurels. This is in view of the 


eminence and ability of those who precede him 
on five Thursday evenings. However that may 
be, he is a personal friend of all of us and well 
known by this time practically to everybody in 
the Diocese. He needs no further comment, 
eulogy or introduction. It is hoped that, on 
every one of these nights, the church may be 
filled to capacity. And it will be, if only we 
can succeed in getting the project sufficiently 
announced and widely enough known. All of 
those who read this can do their part.

| Annual Confirmation Service. | 


We seldom know, when we make announce- 
ment at the beginning of Lent, regarding 
classes for confirmation, who or how many per- 
sons will appear. We know that certain chil- 
dren of the parish have arrived at so-called 
years of discretion. This is at, say the age of 


fourteen or thereabouts. We also know that 


some grown men and women, recently come to 
the church, or occasional attendants at services, 
have never been confirmed. But we never 
know how many of these will appear at the 
time or times set for so-called confirmation in- 
struction. 


"ТЕ is not necessary to attend a class in order 
to be confirmed. Especially is this true in the 
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case of adults. Every year some adult says 
that he or she would like to be confirmed, but 
that they do not want to attend some class or 
learn some catechism. Such attendance is not 
necessary. This is said, even though it might 
be helpful to make any one more intelligent in 
regard to the meaning of confirmation. In the 
case of children, the best confirmation instruc- 
tion is the continuation of their attendance in 
the Sunday School. Confirmation is not a fin- 
ishing course for them, nor a substitute for such 
a school. | 


Children and Adults. 


Тће instruction for adults aims to set before 
those who seek it an intelligent presentation of 
the religion of Christ. It gives an opportunity 
for every one to ask questions, to set forth the 
unfamiliarities or objections in the form of wor- 
ship of the Episcopal Church and to straighten 
. out some of the difficulties in their thinking 
about the meaning and purpose of the aforesaid 
Christian Life. 


Confirmation is, in fine, the act of enlistment 
in the active service of Christ. Both adults 
and children know pretty well whether or not 
they want so to enlist. 
as do soldiers, after enlistment, or as members 
of a dancing class after they enroll, Sunday by 
Sunday, year by year, the duties, responsibili- 
ties and privileges of this Christian fellowship. 
Also they will learn best, simply by coming to 
church, the details of worship peculiar to the 
liturgy of the Episcopal Church. There is no 
such thing, in this connection, any more than in 
the above, as instruction through a correspond- 
ence school. The only way to learn to swim is 
to get into the water. 


Personnel of the Class. 


Тће Rector is anxious to know, as soon as 
possible, the names of all those who are think- 
ing of confirmation this year. The date is the 
Fifth Sunday in Lent. That date has been tra- 
ditional here for forty years. This year it is 
April 6th, at the Four O'clock Service. Bishop 
Taitt will be the visitant. For children, a class 


They will learn best, 


will meet on Monday evenings, with Miss 
Wurtele, in the Parish House. Will not апу or 
many others please speak to their Sunday 
School teachers or speak to or write to or tele- 
phone the Rector. He will make any engage- 
ment or see them and talk with them at any 
time or place they may desire. 


Four O'clock Sunday Afternoons. 


I promised above to speak of this series in 
detail. Mr. Matthews, the Choirmaster, is lay- 
ing plans and making special preparation. It 
only remains for those who read this to make 
the facts as widely known as possible. Тће 
order and the features of these events will be 
notable. It is expected of course that the con- 
gregations will be, as always, made up largely 
of people other than our own distinctive mem- 
bers of the parish. We already have a mailing 
list of as many as six or eight hundred names 
and addresses of persons who have expressed 


‘their willingness and desire to receive notices 


of special things like these. If they will give 
others this message, many of them will come. 
It is incumbent upon them in their turn to 
make known the following facts—to others and 
still others. 


Sunday Afternoon, March 9th. 


The Penitential Office will be chanted by the 
Rev. John W. Norris, with choral responses by 
the full choir. The anthem will be Gounod's 
"Gallia." 'There will be the customary instru- 
mental features and congregational singing. 
There will be an address by the Rector, which 
same is true of all the other dates except the 
date of Confirmation. 


sunday Afternoon, March 16th. 


The musical portion of the service on this 
day will comprise selections from the Roman 
Catholic Liturgy. Some manuscripts of these 
musical numbers have been very hard to come 
upon. But, beginning with selections from 


Palestrina's compositions, there will be the im- 
pressive “Attende Domine” and other portions 
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of the Mass. Much of this music has never 
before been rendered in a Protestant Church in 
this city. 


Sunday Afternoon, March 23d. 


This will be, in large measure, a repetition 
by request ðf a program rendered two or three 
years ago, entirely of Hebrew music. Some 
portions are translated into English and ar- 
ranged by Max: Bruch and other modern com- 
posers. One anthem will be chanted in the 
Hebrew language, by the Cantor of one of Phil- 
adelphia's best known synagogues. 


Sunday Afternoon, April 6th. 


This is the customary date of Confirmation, 
the Fifth Sunday in Lent, as it has been in this 
parish for forty years. 'The choir will render 
their customary part in the service, including 
the traditional "Veni Creator Spiritus.” Coad- 
jutor Bishop Taitt will be the visitant and 
preach the sermon. Other information regard- 
ing confirmation itself and the ways of prepara- 
tion therefor has already been written above. 


Sunday Afternoon, April 13th. 


. . On this, Palm Sunday, the choir will render 

a musical “Cycle” of the Life of Christ. It is 
a novel composition, the joint authors of which 
are the choirmaster himself, H. Alexander 
Matthews, and his brother, J. Sebastian 
Matthews. The purpose is to depict, in a series 
of anthems, incidents in the Life of Christ from 
Nativity to Resurrection. 


Service of Lights. | 


I have wanted at some point, and perhaps 
this is the best, to report an incident already 
past which was so greatly enjoyed by a large 
congregation; namely, the Service of Lights 
which we had in the Epiphany Season. In par- 
ticular, tribute should be paid to the excellent 
work of the eight young lady ushers and a cor- 
responding number of young men who not only 
ushered and seated the congregation so ећ- 
ciently but who being vested took their place 
in the procession of the choir carrying candles 
which were the only illumination of the church. 


'The éntire service was conducted in this im- 
pressive silence and dim lighting with only the 
chancel illuminated. Now that we have done 
this for the past two years, it would seem to 
have become a tradition. Many express the 
hope that we will repeat it in years to come. 


| The Christmas Season. | | 


I know it is late, but I trust it is not too late, 
to write a few words in retrospect regarding 
Christmas. There were the many services and 
manifold activities, both in the church and par- 
ish house. I think we are safe in saying that 
the church itself was more beautifully deco- 
rated than usual, thanks to the long experience 
of Mr. Ryan and the aid of a dozen boys who 
did the work. Likewise, there was more largess 
distributed and more gifts were exchanged than 
commonly. More baskets, flowers, fruit, coal 
and other things were given out. And, аза 
mere detail, there were more people in church, 
although not so many more that we can boast 
about it; there were maybe only half as many 
as should have been. He who runs may read. 
Or maybe he who reads will run. In either 
case, nobody will get much excited about it. 
This is their own fault, and their own loss. 


Christmas Bounty Fund. 


In this connection, I think a few words 
should be said; because certain things were 
most gratifying. At the usual time, and with- 
out making any fuss about it, we sent a letter 
and a subscription envelope apiece to as many 
as four hundred families and individuals. Re- 
turns came back from as many as three hundred 
sixty-seven of these, in addition to such offer- 
ings as may have been made in church at the 
hours of service. This certainly is enough to 
make any parish proud of itself. I mean the 
willingness of so large a number of persons to 
do their part, without regard to amounts in- 
volved. 


Sources of Contributions. 


The truth is these latter ranged all the way 
from a check for two hundred dollars to an en- 
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velope containing a silver twenty-five-cent 
piece. The total amount and the analysis of 
the same, in its designated parts, appears in 
the column headed Parish Record. Вит per- 
haps this summary in the form of a narrative 
is justified. I know that a great many people 
have aversion to statistics. They pretend that 
they cannot add up a column of figures twice 
and get the same result two times ; but they can 
read simple school book English. There were 
ten envelopes especially inscribed “Diocesan 
Treasurer.” Their amount was $285, toward 
the General Church Quota. $1060 came under 
the inscription Christmas Bounty Fund proper. 
There was $698 for the Rector’s Discretionary 
Fund; $500 for the Church Farm; $200 Ex- 
penses of printing the Parish Helper; etc. 


Many Special Designations. 


Among the items included above, at various 
points, were such designations as these: “In 
Memory of Elizabeth S. Ford. To be used at the 
discretion of the Rector"; “In Memory of Baby 
Teddy and the Graham Family”; “In Memory 
of Mrs. Cherry”; “In Memory of Mrs. Dawson.

"Christmas Greens" ; “For Christmas Wreath in 
Chancel”; “For Flowers"; “For the poor chil- 
dren you may wish to help at Christmas”; “To 
help with the Children’s party” ; “Sunday School 
Fund”; “Food and coal for the poor and 
needy”; "Mothers' Meeting Supper"; “Young 
People’s Party, In the name of Anne Rush 
Lewis”; “For the poor’; “Donation”: “A 
Divinity Student”; “Fund for Benefit of the 
Poor"; “For any poor person of St. Luke’s Par- 
ish"; “For some baby in need”; “For the lone- 
liest person you know”; “For special uses”; 
“At your discretion”; “Your own judgment”; 
“Your own discretion”; “Use where you think 
best”; "As Dr. Steele wishes”; “As you like”; 
“As you think best”; “For whatever purpose 


you desire"; “Rector’s discretion"; “Rector’s 
Fund, to be used as he wishes" ; “Anything you 
choose"; “То be used as you think best"; 
"Whatever is most needed" ; “Кестог 5 choice” ; 
“To the Church"; “То the Lord”; “Whatever 
Dr. Steele thinks best." What would YOU do 
with these? Would you send them to the 
Church House? I would not. I did not. I 


expended them as they were designated. 


Monday Evening Girls’ Club. 


The Girls’ Club have been holding an espe- 
cially interesting series of meetings on Monday 
nights this winter, under somewhat altered 
form and with new activities. Mrs. Barratt 
has lent her assistance and enthusiasm. Along 
with Miss Wurtele and others, they have 
planned many new and interesting features. 
Especially the girls themselves have enjoyed 
the task of providing their own supper. They 
assemble around six o'clock on their way home 
from work and in advance make plans for each 
evening. Their method has been to make cer- 
tain of their own number hostesses for succes- 
sive suppers.

A Novel Venture. 


A couple of weeks ago we prepared a booklet, 
about twice the size of a Parish Helper, to 
take the place of a February issue. It has 
proven to be exceedingly popular. I would like 
to make plain one or two things about it. We 
printed and circulated, by mail to all the fam- 
ilies in the parish and through the medium of 
our various mailing lists, about two thousand 
copies. І have since had requests for so many 
duplicates and from so many quarters that we 
have today given the printer an order for a 
thousand moré.

These tran- 
scripts from the Parish Helper of fifteen years 
ago are reprinted for circulation among fam- 


ilies of the Parish generally. The booklet is 
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being sent also by mail to a great many other 
people on our various mailing lists. 


Prefatory Note. 


This little booklet owes its origin to several 
different things. First, much of the printed 
matter appeared fifteen years ago in the Parish 
Helper, in a half dozen different issues. Recur- 
rently, a new generation of young people grow 
up. More than that, the changing personnel 
of a congregation such as this required infor- 
mation anew. Secondly, the boys of Mrs. 
Klopp’s Sunday School Class have become so 
interested in this that they desire a reprint of 
all the subject matter for a wider circulation. 
Their names are: William Brehmeyer, William 
Gaul, Thomas Moorehead, John Redman, John 
Rossi, Frederick Stolzer, William Thacker and 
John Zurbach. The booklet is being mailed 
today to a great many people. The hope is that 
it may become a source of information and a 
book of reference to members of the Sunday 
School, to Confirmation Alumni, to Visitors at 
Afternoon Services, who are not all equally 
familiar with the Episcopal Church, and espe- 
cially to persons looking forward toward Con- 
firmation. 


Additional Copies. 


Upon distribution of these, by mail and in the 
vestibule and otherwise, inquiries and requests 
began to come in, asking where some fifty and 
some hundred copies could be had, even by pur- 
chase. These came from other parishes, Sun- 
day schools and elsewhere. We have therefore 
placed today with the printer an order for an- 
other thousand copies. If any of you who read 
this would like one or two or half a dozen, for 
your own use or for distribution among your 
friends, they can be had without charge from 
the Verger in the vestibule after any service. 
There are many other things that I would like 
to go on saying; but space is limited. Perhaps 
these are enough announcements for anybody 
to read attentively, in one month’s issue of this 
magazine.

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Last Wear’s Easter Sermon 


Rev. David M. Steele, D. D. 


Text: Job 14:14, “If a man die, shall he live again?” 


Preface. 


I do not know how far my judgment may 
concur with yours; but I have always consid- 
ered, as the greatest three books in the world, 
The Epistles of St. Paul, Shakespeare’s Hamlet, 


and the Book of Job. In them, more search- 
ingly than anywhere else, there is an attempt 
to touch more widely the whole range of life 
and search most deeply into the problem of 
death. Is there any satisfactory answer among 
them to one old question? Let me begin mid- 
way, go back to the beginning and come 
forward to an end or a conclusion. 


Text. 


My text? It is this: "If a man die shall he 
live again?" For centuries, men have sought 
the answer to that question without finding it. 
The only argument as such I have respect for 
is the one so often cited from Hamlet: 


"It must be so,—Plato, thou reasonest well! 

Else whence this pleasing hope, this fond 
desire, 

This longing after immortality 2 

Or whence this secret dread and inward 
horror 

Of falling into naught? Why shrinks the 
soul i | 

Back on herself, and startles at destruction? 

"Iis the divinity that stirs within us; 

"Tis heaven itself that points out an hereafter 

And intimates eternity to man. 

Eternity ! thou pleasing, dreadful thought !” 


Argument. 


So much, I say, for argument, standing mid- 
way. Let us go back now to that far-off begin- 


ning. There was once, in the land of Uz, a man 
whose name was Job: He was a great man and 
a good. Yet he was oppressed with pains and 
doubts and fears. His words are hot with the 
fever of suffering and come straight from a 
human heart. More than that, his voice is the 
voice of humanity, rising up against its doom 
and fighting its way toward hope and peace. 
After long process of introspection, he comes, 
in the travail of his soul, to that final, fateful 
great soliloquy of all the ages: If a man die 
shall he live again? The only answer he can 
frame is: All the days of my appointed time 
will I wait. That is: I do not know: I will 
wait and see. 


It goes without saying that this is not an 
ordinary question. When it is asked in the 
presence of any man, he grows attentive. 
Whenever he stands in the actual presence of 
death, he becomes serious. If the dead one be 
his friend, he grows all the more eagerly curi- 
ous. Every time he turns from following an- 
other to the grave, he flings this question out 
toward the heights of somewhere and, echoed 
from the hills of nowhere, comes the mocking 
answer: Wait and see. 


Analysis of Question. 


Let me analyze the question. First, “If a 
man die.” But that is not a question. That 
much at least is a certainty. Other events may 
happen; this one will happen. “Mors omnibus 
communis.” Death is common to all. Man is 
mortal. A man will die. 


In continuing narrative, Job puts the matter 
this way: “There is hope—of a tree; if it be 
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cut down, that it will sprout again, and the 
tender branch thereof will not cease. Though 
the root thereof wax old in the earth, and the 
stock thereof die in the ground; yet, through 
the scent of water, it will bud and bring forth 
boughs like a plant. But a man giveth up the 
ghost, and where is he? 


Worth of Analogy. 


It is upon the first part of this analogy that 
we base an answer most frequently. This anal- 
ogy from plant life seems to be conclusive. 
Easter bulbs and Easter lilies; chicks from 
eggs and butterflies from caterpillars. These 
are pretty symbols, but they have no substance. 
Here is not proof at all, but only illustration. 
These all are illustrations of a fact. But first, 
we must seek the fact which they presume to 
illustrate. 


Again there is something here we overlook— 
that is, the realm of animal life, which lies be- 
tween a plant and a man. The same reasoning 
which in part leads there to hope, here leads to 
its opposite. Between the revived life of the 
plant and the hope for life of the human, lies 
the eternal demise of the beast. The question 
we are striving to answer then rests on a basis 
of its own. Analogy is of no use. The ques- 
tion must be considered by itself. If a man die! 


Beginning the Answer. 


What now of the answer? Naturally, we 
turn first to that book from which the question 
is taken, i. e, the Old Testament. But the 
answer is not there. Regret it as we may, the 
fact is that there is no doctrine of the soul's 
continuance, worthy of the name, in the Old 
Testament. I said in mine heart concerning 
the estate of the sons of men that they are as 
beasts. As the one dieth so dieth the other. 
All are of the dust. They all have one breath. 
And, when they die, they all go unto one place. 


There are many Old Testament passages 
into which the doctrine of immortality has been 
read: but wrongly. This statement is no noveh 
pronouncement of a New Theology. It is a 


point on which all ancient Hebrew scholars, 
and indeed all modern Jewish scholars, are 
agreed. The general belief, among Old Testa- 
ment Jews, as to the destiny of the soul, was 
that it continued—in a sense—but that its state 
was quite unconscious, at least only partly con- 
scious and then unhappily conscious. This con- 
ception of that kind of state cannot be dignified 
by us, with the name we use for Immortality. 


Place of Science. 


Again there are those who turn with confi- 


‘dence to Science. They seek out the astron- 


omer, the biologist, the physicist, the chemist, 
even the psychologist and the psycho-analyst, 
and expect proof from them. But the answer 
is not there. No one knows this so well as the 
foremost scientific men themselves. Their as- 
sertion is that, in the field of research, there is 
no answer either way. One of their most emi- 
nent representatives puts the matter thus. 
There is absolutely no scientific ground for pos- 
itive statement either way. If a future life is 
to be at all, it must be a spiritual life; and the 
things of the spirit can be only spiritually dis- 
cerned. | 


These fields of research being ruled out one 
by one, is there any other? I think there is. 
In wandering into these three or four fields re- 
mote, have we not passed by one nearer at 
hand? The problem is not one of argument, or 
conjecture or analogy merely. It is a question 
of fact. If a man die, can he live again? The 
answer is simple. It is this. A man has done 
it. The manner, the method,—even the matter 
of a resurrected body—are utterly of no impor- 
tance. The important fact is: He is risen. He 
is risen indeed, and hath appeared . . . Unto 
Simon? Yea. Verily. And unto hosts no man 
can number ever since. 


Matter of Fact. 


The simplicity of that fact lies in this. There 
came once among men one who lived the life 
ofa man. He died and they buried him. They 


"were so certain that he was dead that they 


rolled a stone to the door of his sepulchre and 
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went their weary ways. Two of them set out, 
upon their lawful occasions, to Emmaus.  Jo- 
seph departed quickly to Aramathea. Simon, 
glad to escape the Roman law's compulsion, 
must fairly have hastened back home to 
Cyrene. Peter was so thoroughly convinced it 
was all over that he said: I'm going fishing. 
And they all said: We will go with thee. 


That was last Friday afternoon, at three 


o’clock. So have we felt ourselves waiting ever 
since. But, this morning, to our amazement as 
to their surprise, across the bourne of time and 
place there comes one loud, exulting cry: I 
was dead and behold I am alive—for evermore. 
And then, in softer accent, as though whispered 
low to those who could hear and apprehend: 
Because I live, ye shall live also. 


Conditional Immortality? 


But now who are the “Үе”? Is the personal. 


pronoun plural.to the point of being universal? 
Are all men, therefore, immortal? If not, why 
. not? By asking this, І do not mean to raise 
the old question of Conditional Immortality, in 
its objectionable sense. The question now is 
not a question of whether all will live or any. 
It is a question of whether any will live or none. 


The answer to that question, when put thus, 
is in a definition of the word "Immortal": 
“Mors,” death, with the negative prefix “Im,” 
meaning not ; that is, not ceasing to live. Jesus 
Christ did not cease to live, because he had 
within himself the power of an endless life. If 
any other man since has that same power, he 
too will withstand what some one has well 
called the shock of dissolution. 


Pleasing or Dreadful? 


Hamlet? Eternity! Thou pleasing, dreadful 
thought! A dreadful thought it is indeed, if it 
is only in the realm of thought. If men search 
only for an answer in that field, they will not 
find it. They do not find it in Old Testament 
holy writ. They do not find it in the field of 
physical science. They will not find it in the 
realm of spiritualism. They find it only in a 
fact of record. They find it basic in Christian- 
ity. It is this that has translated immortality 


from a guess, a dream, a longing, into a possi- 
bility, which may by them be made a certainty. 
There can be, under certain conditions, transfer 
from the earthly house of this tabernacle of 


‘another house not made with hands—upon con- 


dition: When the wicked man turneth away 
from his wickedness and doeth that which is 
lawful and right, he shall save his soul alive. 


Saints of the Earth. 


I said to some of you a few days since, upon 
an anniversary, that in twenty-five years I had 
read the burial service 1045 times. Not all of 
these persons I knew, to be sure. But some of 
them I did. Some of them may have been 
worthless, even worse, in the sight of man. 
Over that judgment, I fling the mantle of the 
mercy of God. But some of them were the 
saints of the earth. Shall they be less so in the 
courts of Heaven? I know righteousness when 
I see it. I know that the souls of the righteous 
are іп the hand of God. And I know that there 
shall nothing hurtful touch them. I have com- 
mitted their frail bodies to the ground and 
chanted: Earth to earth and dust to dust; but 
are their souls deceased? And are their spirits 
far away? 


“T tell you they are not dead. 

They live and breathe with you; 
They walk now here at your side, 
They tell you things are true. 

Why dream of buried sod, 
When you can feel their breath, 
When flower and soul and God 
Know that there is no death! 


“T tell you they have not died, 
Their hands clasp yours and mine; 
They are now glorified, 
They have become divine. 
They live! they know! they see! 
They shout with every breath : 
АП real life is eternal life! 
I tell you that they are not dead." 


Argument or Persuasion. 


Now, ту dears, I am not trying here to Е 
argumentative. Iam trying only to be perse 
sive. I beseech you, in Christ's stead, be pe 
reconciled to God. I know how many of v 
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feel about this matter. Some are indifferent. 
Some are incredulous. Some, crushed in grief, 
are at times indignant. I know how many there 
are who do not believe because such news seems 
to be too good to be true. I can only speak 
for myself. But, for my part, I look for the 
resurrection, of the dead and the life of the 
world to come. My one desire is to make you 
believe—upon a right foundation. І believe 
that this life is one and that all life is contin- 
uous. If one is alive now, that is something 
begun. And no work begun shall ever pause 
for death. 


The question in which I am interested then 
is not the possibility of living again. That is 
established. It is not the question, of living 
again at all. It is a question of being alive now. 
There is, for me, a place in the number of the 
redeemed—if I will claim it. There is for me a 
mansion in the heaven of peace—if I will oc- 
cupy it. There is a crown for me in the hall 
of glory—if I will wear it. Whether I fill that 
place, and dwell in that mansion, and wear that 
crown, depends—by the Grace of the living 
God—upon me. 


MEETS | 
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Conclusion. 


But I have no illusion on this subject. When 
the roll of the immortals shall be called and the 
saints rise up to answer; when the great host 
is gathered in the City of God, with tattered 
flags and banners glorious in their blood- 
stained folds; when the celestial knighthood is 
assembled at the round table of the king with 
armor dented and swords worn in the conflict ; 
when crowns are given for courage and patient 
endurance and deathless loyalty, my name will 
be absent from that roll, my crown will hang 
above an empty chair, and my place will be 
given to another—unless I begin here and now 
to live that life which is the life immortal.

In this parish, our practice is to arrange 
different things for special groups, rather 
than the routine of one kind only of daily 
service for a limited group. 

Of weekdays services thus arranged, all 
are important. It is hoped that this ar- 
rangement will make its appeal to the 
largest composite number of people; dif- 
ferent services, different groups. 

Do not put off the observance of Lent 
until the season is far advanced. Begin 
at the beginning. Make up your mind 
what you desire to do. Then come with 
consistent regularity. 

The novel feature this year is, of 
course, that of Thursday Evenings. It is 
true that this plan is not one for our parish 
in particular but is Diocesan in scope.

My dear Friends: 


We are preparing this special issue of the 
“Parish Helper" for appearance prior to Eas- 
ter. That means our intention is to have it 
ready and circulated perhaps over the period 
of Palm Sunday and Holy Week. In this way 
it ought to make announcement of a number 
of things in such a way that it will not be 
necessary to consume either your time or your 
patience making these from the chancel on 
Sundays. 


Lenten Observance. 


The whole of Lent this year has gone along 
quietly and effectively. I think it has been 
more so than usual in both particulars. We 
have long ago settled down to our own method 
of Lenten Observance. The meetings and 
classes now are different from the old-fash- 
ioned routine of a deadly daily service. For 
example, the Monday evenings with the Young 
People in the Parish House have been a de- 
light: the attendance has approximated a hun- 
dred each'week. The Wednesday afternoons 
for the children have been more interesting 
and the attendance larger even than last year. 
The Confirmation Class has been interesting in 
its personnel and of creditable numbers, about 
thirty. On the six Thursday nights of the 
Preaching Mission, we have had the largest 
.congregations and the best preaching of any of 
the three years that we have done this. Now it 
remains to give really serious attention to Holy 
Week, во that everything may come to its suit- 
able climax on Easter. 


Easter Offering. 


There is only one thing I think of that ought 
to be said about the Easter Offering. Indeed, 
I have long ago tried to stop saying anything 
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LETTER. 


about it. Everybody understands thoroughly 
and all have been so generous in their response 
to the envelopes sent out for the purpose that 
nothing in the way of exhortation is necessary. 
I do, however, want to emphasize the privilege 
that everybody has of designating anything 
they so desire, to any Special Object, apart 
from or in addition to the Rector’s Discretion- 
ary Fund. 


You know what I mean, if you will re- 
member the letters in this connection sent 
along with envelopes last Easter. These ex- 
pressed the hope that certain moneys would be 
designated for Missions. All of this would be 
assembled and sent, as though they were parts 
of normal Sunday’s Offerings to the Diocesan 
Treasurer at the Church House. 


Funds for Church Farm. 


Secondly, this is a good time to remember 
in particular gifts that you may intend to make 
to the fund for the summer’s work at the 
Church Farm. As far as this is done just now, 


as a part of anyone’s Easter duty, it will ob- 


viate the necessity of later appeals and solici- 
tation for that work. And money for this, as 
you know, will be needed. I do not like to 
make two bites of one cherry and send a later 
appeal for the Church Farm at a later season. 
Remember also that certain substantial contrib- 
utors to this Fund have recently died, and it 
will take many new ones to fill their place. 


Easter Flowers. 


Lastly, of course, there is the special fund 
needed as always for the Easter Chancel Deco- 
ration. In my own judgment, this is one of 
the most worthy expenditures. we ever make. 
In anticipation of the usual attendance at all 
services throughout Easter Day, of say two 


— 
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thousand or more people, it should be remem- 
bered that this work of beautifying our own 
chancel is not only a labor of love but that it 
provides a spectacle of beauty and a service 
of inspiration to a multitude other than our- 
selves. I have no fear that the money will not 
be forthcoming. It always has been. And the 
contributors themselves are those who have 
always found most enjoyment in the task. 


Easter Forenoon and Afternoon. 


Speaking of Easter Services, they will of 


course be the conventional ones: Holy Com- 
munion with full choir in attendance at 8:00 
A. M.; Morning Prayer, Holy Communion and 
Sermon at 11:00 A. M.; Annual Easter Carol 
Service at 4:00 P. M. For this last, the choir- 
master has submitted in advance this list of de- 
tails of the musical numbers.

Preface: 


This sermon was originally preached last 
Christmas season; but there are reasons why 
it is quite as appropriate to Easter. I am print- 
ing it because of several requests. For the 
outline in general, І am indebted to a composi- 
tion by The Rev. Francis J. McConnell, D. D., 
illustrious Bishop of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. I have changed the structure at cer- 
tain points; but I have tried to adhere to the 
argument. Тће elaboration of points and in- 
troduction of illustrations are my own. 


Introduction: 


Wheresoever my gospel shall be preached, 
the story of the breaking of this flask of oint- 
ment shall be told, said Jesus. And it has been. 
There can be no doubt about the fulfillment 
of that prediction. The scene was a long way 
off; the time was a long while ago, and the 
circumstances were very dissimilar to anything 
today. Yet here we are, in a land that nine- 
teen hundred years ago was a dreary wilder- 
ness, in a continent then undreamed of, reading 
the story today, the story of this woman's offer- 
ing. The breaking of that box of ointment is 
worthy of being told to the last of earth's in- 
habitants. This is because it tells, in acted 
parable, the whole Christian Gospel. It immor- 
talizes the kind of gift which gives the unique 
charm to Christmas—and to Easter.

The Gift Inevitable. 


The incident is worthy of perpetual remem- 
brance, because it symbolizes the pressure of 
love, even divine love, for outward manifesta- 
tion. It seemed to the disciples a wildly foolish 
thing that this woman should make such an ex- 
travagant offering. They did not understand 
the inevitableness with which love seeks an 
outlet. We have, in the incident, a clue to the 
understanding of the love of God, in the gift 
of His only-begotten Son. We understand how 
throbbing human love cannot be pent up with- 
out explosion. Such love must either break out 
into expression, or the heart itself will break. 
So this woman's gratitude burst out into ex- 
travagant expression. It did this through the 
shattered box and the escaping ointment. Thus 
we understand the love of God for men. There 
is a veritable pressure of love, I say, for out- 
ward manifestation. Thus the most costly gift 
which God can make, even the gift of an only- 
begotten Son, becomes inevitable. 


Riches In Poverty. 


Again, the Master saw in this act a sugges- 
tion of the leap toward poverty which so ex- 
pressed His own life. All the slow hoardings 
of the years gone at a stroke! For this, the 
woman had labored; for this, the caravan had 
toiled across the desert; for this, the toiler in 
far India had wrought—that the precious oint- 
ment might be wasted at one stroke! All this 
is true. But this is the very point of the story. 
If the gospel means anything, it means that 
for our sakes He became poor. He descended 
into the deep sadness of humanity's lot. He 
looked in upon man's life through human ex- 
perience. He put Himself sympathetically into 
all human suffering. He threw Himself so 
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completely into human life that He made hu- 
man suffering His own. He did this with a 
certainty and a completeness which are the 
marvel of the ages. He leaped into the poverty 
of human condition, exhausting Himself in the 
pouring forth of life which maketh rich and yet 
addeth no sorrow. 


Symbol of Gospel. 


In the third place, there is rich meaning in 
the thought of a perfume going forth into the 
air as a symbol of the gospel message. We are 
so taken up with the common aspects of the 
work of Christ that we do not always see its 
more subtle and finer characteristics. The gos- 
pel, shall we say, is a box of ointment? It is of 
great price? But the odor of it goes forth upon 
the cold air of a hard world. Тће fragrance 
may have a sort of evanescence; it may be 
only at rare moments in the life of any individ- 
ual that the fine perfume is detected; but those 
fugitive moments are precious above all others. 
The man of dull sensitiveness knows nothing 
about these rarer incidents of the godly life. 
They are not for him; rather, he is not for 
them. The fragrance is around him; but he 
knows not of its existence. For him, however, 
whose sense of religious values is at all keen, 
the odor of the precious ointment intoxicates 
and thrills the mind with its stimulating геуе- 
lation of eternal glories. 


Difference in Memories. 


It is like the difference between the early 
memories of different people. For example, 
there is Whittier's “Odors blown, From unseen 
meadows newly mown.” To one, the frag- 
rance from a field of new-mown meadow means 
only hay. To another, the very odor carries 
him back to memories of boyhood days. Just 
as the fragrance that comes through an open 
car-window will annihilate the years and carry 
the memory back to earlier happier days, so 
may the odor of this ointment, from the broken 
box and the finer spiritual fragrance which it 
suggested and typified, have carried back the 


mind of Jesus to a former existence? For the 
instant, the glories of an existence which He 
had before the worlds were may have burst 
upon His view. I do not want to press this 
simile: I know that it is a crude illustration. 
Nevertheless, shut in upon earth’s dusty road- 
way, may not He have caught gleams of the 
summer fields of glory back beyond the fringe 
of human life. 


And so, to us also, the escaping fragrance of 
an exalted act of self-sacrifice, foolish and even 
absurd as it may seem from the standpoint of 
low common sense, transitory and evanescent 
as it may be, brings maybe at times real reve- 
lations of eternal glory. The memory of such 
joys is to us of more value than many books 
of argument. It is of more importance than 
many days of merely routine good works. It is 
when we get to the conception of the high fine- 
ness of some past self-sacrifice for its own sake 
that we are prepared to understand the Mas- 
ter's commendation of this apparently imprac- 
tical and reckless pouring forth of costly oint- 
ment. 


Trusting the Affections. 


The incident shows also the immense, though 
unconscious, wisdom of love. It is clear, from 
the comment of. Jesus, that the woman did just 
the appropriate thing. She hath wrought a 
good work. She was not conscious herself of 
the wisdom of her deed. But she did wisely, 
in trusting her affections. She hath come be- 
forehand to anoint My body for the burial. 
This does not mean that she had such a purpose 
consciously in mind. She simply gave herself 
up to the expression of her feeling. And the 
event proved that she could not have acted 
more wisely. if she had planned to do it delib- 
erately. At least, Jesus gave her credit for 
the result. He spoke as if she had clearly fore- 
seen His death and had come to prepare His 
body for the approach of its awful experience. 
She trusted to what we would call a blind im- 
pulse—and she received credit for a clear pur- 
pose. 
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Love versus Alms. 


Now here is a most vital point. The Master 
put this expression of interest in and affection 
for Himself above the giving of alms. That is 
doubtless a great surprise to the practical man. 
And yet the lesson is of utmost value. There 
are, even today, some who are more truly to us 
the representatives of Christ than are the so- 
called poor. It is glorious to be a supporter 
of philanthropies; but this is not so glorious 
as to show love for the home companion or for 
our children or our intimate friends. The poor 
we shall have always; but these we shall not 
have always. The man who has visited the sick 
and given bread and water to the hungry need 


not think that he has thereby honored Christ, | 


if he has let year after year go by without mani- 
festation of the slightest interest in and love 
toward those who stand intimately before him, 
they who should be the nearest recipients of his 
affection. It is just as wise, from the higher 
standpoint, to allow an outburst of feeling for 
these as to give to the poor. Especially is this 
true of some who seem not to need anything. 
For example, who in the household remembers 
father at Christmas? Why? He has so much 
already? He does not need the gifts of chil- 
dren; they need and expect his. Yet who is 
never touched by а child's little gift-—if 
prompted by large affection? 


Dependent on Appreciation. 


It may be that we have not thought of Christ 
as specially dependent upon appreciation. We 
have failed. to. see that the higher up men go 
the more dependent they are upon the apprecia- 
tion of their fellows. The strongest men are 
not those who go forth to work, not caring 
what men think; they are those who go forth 
caring everything what men think. They need 
approval and encouragement. There was noth- 
ing which this woman could give to Jesus, in 
material form, which would have been in itself 
of direct benefit to Him. He was not in need 
of riches. If she had handed over the three 
hundred pence, in cash, as we say, He would 
hardly have known what to do with it. There 


was nothing she could communicate to Him, 
in the way of wisdom, which would be of great 
help to him. He needed not that any should 
tell Him how to preach the deep things of eter- 
nal life or proclaim the lowlier duties of the 
common task. There was nothing whatever 
this woman could give which would have large 
value—apart from the very spirit which the 
gift itself might manifest. 


Value of Motive. 


In the case of the Christ, the manifestation 
of this spirit was worth a great deal more than 
the three hundred pence; that is, $3,000, which 
the ointment cost. Finer and more pervasive 
than the fleeting odor which filled the room was 
the profound satisfaction which must have 
stolen into his very heart. Appreciation was 
all that men could give him; but that apprecia- 
tion was everything. Appreciation is all thaf 
men could give to God; but that apprecia- 
tion must be everything to God. This 
must be so, if we take at all seriously the 
teaching that we are the sons of God. For 
God is, in a sense, dependent upon the appre- 
ciation of His children, just as an earthly father 
is dependent upon affection more than anything 
else. This does not mean that the work of the 
universe could not go on if we did not show 
our appreciation; nor does it mean that God 
will be any the wiser by any gift of wisdom we 
can bring; but it does mean that, since the 
very center of God’s life is feeling, that life will 
be richer if we make a heart’s return to Him. 
By the same token, the higher up men go to- 
ward God, the fuller becomes their life of feel- 
ing. The stronger become in them the ties 
which set in sympathetic love toward human- 
ity. And the more real is the dependence of 
their hearts upon the return of love from their 
fellow men. `` 


Conclusion: 


Thinking backward during Holy Week, back- 
ward toward the Incarnation, notice this: it 
was with the thought of His approaching death 
before Him that Jesus accepted this offering. 
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The offering must have made the bearing of the 
cross a little easier. There was this power in 
the perishing fragrance of that alabaster box. 
There was power enough therein to re-enforce 
His soul and carry Him through Gethsemane. 
There was power enough to strengthen Him 
against the shock of Calvary. This is often the 
sting of sacrificial death; namely, that nobody 
cares. Nobody seems to remember the protest 
against sin, or for the contact with deadly evil, 
or the previous pouring forth of one's own love. 
The sustaining reflection with Jesus was that 
somebody on earth did care and did appreciate. 
Do you get this point? It is the one of most 
importance. Are there deeds of kindness you 
have done to others, or similar deeds that others 
have done to you? If so, you have anointed 
their poor bodies for their burial: they have 
^nointed your sad spirits for the days of your 
depression. 


Life and Death. 


Christmas and Easter; birth and death: 
death for new birth; birth for the purpose of 
burial. А hard-headed thinker will tell us 
that the Incarnation is as impossible as water 
running up-hill; but his reasoning goes down 
before the attractive spell of a love which 
played upon a Father’s heart, like the forces of 
the moon upon the sea. In spite of the philoso- 
pher’s objections, this fills human life with the 
very inrushing of the spirit of God himself. 
The cross stands ever at the center of the uni- 
verse. The cross-bearers are they who fill up 
that which was lacking in the suffering of 
Christ—and of God. 

Happy are they who go to their own sorrow 
sustained by the fragrance of some former flask 
of alabaster. Those faint odor-waves would 
not have been thought strong, from the stand- 
point of the world’s practical idea of force; but 
they were powerful enough to lift the soul of 
Jesus above the submerging flood of scrrow 
and to buoy up His strength to final victory. 
It is even so with us. -And it is ever so. At 


some hour of supreme crisis, one pulsating 
wave of past affection may outweigh the mas- 
sive forces which sway the suns. And so this 
text has ever new and ever richer meaning, 
Verily I say unto you, Wheresoever this gos- 
pel. shall be preached, throughout the whole 
world, there shall also this, that this woman 
has done, be told for a memorial of her.

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RULES FOR HOLY COMMUNION. 


1. When you come forward to receive Holy 
Communion be careful not to crowd other peo- 
ple. Try also to let members of families kneel 
Side by side. It often means much to them. 
Remember that consideration for others is no- 
where so fitting as at the Lord's Table. 


2. When you come to the rail try to kneel 
as near as possible, so that your feet will not 
obstruct the way of those behind you. 


It is a most thoughtful custom to kneel in 
the proper place and thus not inconvenience 
those who follow. 


3. Receive the Elements into ungloved 
hands. Тће rubric directs that they аге to be 
received into the hands of the people. It is 
well to place the palm of one hand on top of 
the other and receive the bread from the hand 
of the Priest in the upper hand. 


4. Be sure to take the Cup or Chalice into 
your hands. Grasp it firmly and guide it to 
your lips. The hats of women who kneel often 
make it impossible for the celebrant to see 
their faces. Drink from the Chalice without 
turning it. 


5. Pray while you are kneeling at the rail. 
Strive fully to realize what the service means. 
Pray especially for greater love to God and for 
your neighbors. Be sure, too, to offer a prayer 
of thanksgiving at this time. 


6. When you return to your seat continue 
your prayers and thanksgivings. You should 
learn to use your Prayer Book to this end. 


7. Never leave the Church till the Benedic- 
tion has been pronounced, unless absolutely 
compelled to do so. You would not leave the 
house of a friend before the meal was finished 
except for serious cause. The Lord's Supper 
is far more important. 


8. Be sure to come to Holy Communion reg- 
ularly, at least once a month, and also on 
Christmas Day and Easter Day. These days 
have long been recognized in the Church as 
great days of obligation. Мо religious habit 
can be of greater spiritual value than that of 
regular attendance at Holy Communion. Аз 
this service best expresses the idea. of self- 
consecration to God it is bound to bring a 
peculiar blessing.

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THE CONTINENTAL SUNDAY. 


“То our notice has recently come a pamphlet 
issued by the ‘Lord’s Day Observance Society’ 
of London, That the British ‘are in danger of 
losing the Day of Rest which God has given,’ 
the reader is asked to remember that 40,000 
shops are open on Sunday, 19 Sunday news- 
papers of over thirteen million circulation are 
published, over 86,000 public -houses and 
Diinking Clubs are open, that eighty-five per 
cent. of the population habitually neglect pub- 
lic worship on Sundays and one out of eight 
works, through Sunday employments. 


It is pointed out, that if our British Sunday 
disappears home life will largely disappear, 
and saddest of all the Day which 
commemorates our Saviour’s greatest Triumph, 
will be trampled under foot. 


Much as some, and apparently the Lord’s 
Day Observance Society, may object to the 
Continental Sunday, this society seems to over- 
look the fact that all these shops would not 
be open, all these newspapers would not cir- 
culate, and eighty-five per cent. of London's 
population would not neglect Sunday worship 
if it were not the desire of this number of 
people to act thus. 


For some reason, the Lord's Day Observance 
Society seems to think that the Sabbath can be 
kept holy and people can be made to go to 
church by compulsion. It fancies that legis- 
lation, which has prevented Sunday concerts 
and Sunday pleasure buses and even Sunday 
games is thereby going to create a desire for 
a so-called British Sunday. 


On the other hand, much is to be said for 
the Continental Sunday. In the case of the 
workingman, it frequently gives him a chance 
for healthy recreation which is denied him dur- 
ing the week by his stipulated hours of labor. 
It takes him out-of-doors usually and, when it 
does not, the question arises whether dancing 
or moving picture shows are any more anti- 
Sunday in spirit than staying at home reading

a book or even strolling in the by-ways. The 
latter are engaged in for pleasure quite as are 
dancing and attendance at moving picture 
houses. 


It is all in the point of view. It so happens 
that the Lord's Day Observance Society does 
not enjoy the same kind of Sunday that so 
many Britishers seem to enjoy. So' it would . 
legislate the rest of society to observe Sunday 
in the way the Lord's Day Observance So- 
ciety likes.

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LOVE IN ITS ISSUES. 


Love is the chief of the Christian graces. It 
is the keystone of the arch which gives beauty 
and symmetry and permanency to the others. 
It is the crowning glory of the Christian char- 
acter, the essential element of Christian per- 
fectness, the highest exhibition of Christian 
excellence. It is opposed to envy, to jealousy, 
to pride, to haughtiness, to injustice, to evil 
thoughts, to wrong desires, to unkind and un- 
generous words, to sharp and offensive acts. It 
thinks no evil. 

Love wishes no harm. It does not wrong. 
It is not given to falsehood, to fault-finding, to 
suspicion. It is not apt to mark the infirmities 
of others; to dwell with pleasure upon their 
weaknesses, foibles, and sins to give currency 
to statements which will be damaging to the 
good name or peace of its neighbors. It is not 
concerned to stir up strife, to intermeddle with 
other people's affairs, to disseminate inju- 
rious rumors to promote dissension, to alienate 
friendship, or to create trouble. 

Love is neither hasty nor vindictive; lustful 
nor grasping; litigious nor severe; but is kind, 
gentle, and peaceable; considerate of the good 
of others, forbearing of their faults, forgiving 
their injuries, casting the mantle of charity 
over their infirmities ; it promotes their welfare, 
and does them all the good which it is in its 
power to render. Love heals divisions, softens 
asperities, removes alienations, promotes friend- 
ships, binds human hearts together in sweet 
and pleasant union, cherishes amiability and 
gentleness of temper, puts far away unholy 
feelings, and brings Christians to associate to- 
gether as members of a common brotherhood, 
as a holy band, living and laboring for the glory 
of God. 


EASTER. 


It was said of the early Christians by the cul- 
tured Pliny that these deluded men and women 
actually believed that they were immortal. Be- 
cause of this delusion they faced the lions with 
courage, prayed for their enemies, lived lives 
of purity and honesty, and went to their death 
with a song on their lips. Pliny wanted to 
know how a Roman governor was to deal with 
creatures who were without fear of death, and 


for whom threats of death, therefore, meant 
nothing. 

The fear of death is universal among men, 
especially when they are young; nature rebels 
at the thought of extinction and annihilation. 
Even when old age comes on, though rest is 
greatly longed for, men hope that after they 
have rested awhile and lain down for an aeon 
or two the Master of all good workmen shall 
set them to work anew. 

There are those today who speak of this as a 
wish fulfilment; by which they mean that be- 
cause they want it, therefore, they believe they 
will have it. If they do not want it, and, there- 
fore, do not believe in it, that too. by the same 
line of reasoning, is a wish fulfilment. 5o we 
are told that all our so-called reasoning, both 
that which makes for faith and that which 
makes against faith, is nothing but wishing. 
This reduces all our mental life to absurdity. 
And absurdity bids us go backward, start once 
more with new premises. 

The true premise of religious thinking is the 
moral worth and spiritual capacity of man. 
When we see men live lives too big for earth, 
we have more faith that they shall not end in 
death than we shall ever get from reasoned 
proof. When the early Christians saw Christ, 
and came to know the glory of his life and char- 
acter, they came to believe that such a life 
could not die, that death had no dominion over 
him. It was not the Easter fact that accounted 
for the Easter faith; rather, it was the Easter 
faith that interpreted and explained the Easter 
fact. |

I remember a story told once of an Indian 
Chief who, never having been off his native 
reservation, was brought to the National Cap- 
ital for a lifetime’s event ; namely, a visit to the 
Great White Father’s City.

These latter have been legion. They have а!- 
ready showered on us such kindness as we shall 
never be able to repay. They insist on sending 
wedding presents. At the moment, this is at 
its height. We both hope it will soon be over; 
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for we literally are embarrassed. Led by the 
Vestry, who conjointly poured upon us such a 
gift of silver as to burden our board, followed 
by the Sunday School and other organizations 


who have supplemented this, and aided and . 


abetted by the Choir, more than a hundred indi- 
viduals have simply overwhelmed us. They 
have so exhausted our joint vocabulary that we 
cannot longer think of any new ways to say 
Thank you. Please stop. Please have a heart. 
Yet that exhortation seems not to be fitting; 
for that is precisely what everyone seems to 
have nothing else but. Now, to pass on to 
other matters; now to go to work. 


Church Farm. 


Work at the Church Farm went forward 
most satisfactorily. Attendance on the main 
holiday Picnics, as on both the Saturdays and 
Sundays of the dozen or more weeks of the sea- 
son, was larger than the average of last sum- 
mer. During the Rector’s vacation of five 
weeks, Dr. Yerkes took his place. During the 
month of August, up to mid-September, 
throughout the period of Miss Wurtele’s ab- 
sence, Mrs. Barratt was on duty and wrought 
indefatigably. Miss Marnie should be espe- 
cially thanked for much hard work done prior 
to the Season’s opening.

Newell and Leona, together with 
all the boys and girls who took part in render- 
ing the outdoor cantata, “My Spanish Sweet- 
heart” at the first picnic, did themselves credit. 
Miss Frost also had laboriously trained the 
children ‘of the Intermediate Department for 
their play, “Rainbow’s End.” Mrs, Fox and 
her committee prepared refreshments for the 
Reception on May 30th. The members of the 
Mothers’ Meeting had their Strawberry Festi- 
val in the Parish House prior to that season. 
. So also did Mr. Bell and Miss Frost their party 
for their children on April 25th. Bob Little and 
Mr. Gaul were indispensable as cooks and ca- 
terers for the Saturday and Sunday suppers and 
dinners. Harvey and Catherine were in resi- 
dence as caretaker and housekeeper. If I have 
failed to mention anybody else, it is the fault of 


my memory and not lack of anyone's appreci- 
ation of their worth. On another page appears 
a column of the names of some contributors of 
money and detailed report of gifts of articles 
and special favors rendered by as many indi- 
viduals. 


Special Farm Needs. 

By the way, speaking in this connection of 
special gifts, there are two or three things 
somebody might be moved to make. They аге 
things that we have need for badly. This is as 
good a time to send them as any other. First, 
we have to take from the Parish House to the 
Farm this summer the only upright piano we 
have. It is too bad to have to move it home. 
Which means that we need another to take its 
place here for the winter. I feel sure that 
somebody has one they would be glad to 
give us. , 


Secondly, we need a bicycle or two. Of 
course, this seems very old-fashioned. Most 
people would feel more like asking for an auto- 
mobile. Perhaps we would even have more 
chance of getting it. But, is there not a good 
bicycle stored away somewhere about some- 
body's house? If so, please send it along. 


In the third place, we have no radio. I dis- 
like the noisome things myself; but in that I 
seem to be outvoted by fifty percent of Amer- 
ica's hundred million population. То be in 
fashion, if for no other reason, we ought to 
have one. If anyone is tired of theirs, please 
let them raise their hand. Unless it is a really 
good one, however, let them put both hands be- 
hind their back. 


Change of Address. 


I do wish that more of our regular parish- 
ioners could be induced to notify us at the 
Parish House of changes of address. On a 
Communicant List of a thousand people, it is 
probably safe to say that as many as one hun 
dred move at some time during a year. It is 


too bad to lose people merely by losing track ot 
their addresses. We do not lose that many, of 
course; but we are constantly encountering 
loss. At this autumn season especially, when 
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groups and classes are being reorganized, when 
all forms of work are beginning and when the 
sending out of notices is necessary, it js very 
discouraging to find so many things coming 
back to us undelivered by the postman. A very 
trifling little attention to this matter, on the 
part of any one who moves from place to place, 
would solve the difficulty. If or when you have 
a new address, please do be good enough to 
jot it down on a postcard, address to us and 
drop it in the mail box. Address The Parish 
House, 330 South 13th Street. 


Sunday Collections. 


At the cost of tiresome repetition, I want to 
attempt to explain once more something that 
never seems to get itself understood. Maybe 
some clergymen talk in church too much about 
money; maybe I, in turn, talk too little. 
Maybe therefore it is my fault if people do not 
mnderstand and continually keep asking me: 
What becomes of the money contributed in 
Offerings at Sunday Services? The answer 
over and over again is this: All moneys so 
contributed in this parish are assembled at the 
end of each month and sent to the Treasurer 
at the Church House, there to be divided, ac- 
cording to the methods of those appointed to 
do so, among certain institutions of the Diocese 
and certain forms of Missionary Work both at 
home and abroad. All of these—except 


Communion Alms. 


That phrase means the offering at the 11 
zelock service alone on the first Sunday only 
5f each month. A great many people feel that 
ibo many agencies and organizations ask too 
mach money from the people of this parish for 
work outside its own limits. That possibly is 
true. Sometime I feel, however, that the sum- 
total of these once-a-month offerings for Com- 
munion Alms—which, notice, is the only 
money retained by the Rector to be adminis- 
fered from among all offerings—is too small. 
Do you wonder, when I cite the following 
somewhat ludicrous statement of fact. The 
sum-total of those first Sunday morning offer- 
mgs for the current six months has been 
$247.69. Now, don’t laugh. 


Two hundred and forty dollars is exactly one- 
half of one cent per service per Sunday per 


-communicant for one-half of one year. I know 


the six months, May first to October first, in- 
clusive, is not a normal half year. You know 
the reasons as well as I. You know how the 
summer congregations diminish until they al- 
most wholly disappear ;-but any one who stops 
to think a moment knows that items of char- 
itable and benevolent administration neither 
diminish nor cease. I am not trying to be 
funny; but, really, on the basis of these facts, 
it is a little difficult to be serious. 


Distinction and Difference. 


I merely make these statements over and 
over again in order that everybody may under- 
stand what Offerings in Church are taken for; 
how they differ from such other moneys as are 
paid in the form of Pew Rents; how they stand 
apart from Special Contributions for special 
purposes: to wit, the Christmas Bounty Fund, 
the Eastern Offering, special contributions for 
Work at the Church Farm, etc. These all have 
their place and are generously provided. The 
real truth, however, is that our people’s offer- 
ings, through the normal channel of contribu- 
tions at Sunday Services, do fall down tremen- 
dously and, in the matter of Communion Alms, 
they total up amusingly. Shall anything be 
done about it?

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THE PEST ОЕ CONFERENCES. 


“In talking over ecclesiastical procedures re- 
cently with a well-informed and active rector 
we were impressed by the phrase he used, ‘Pest 
Conferences. After a not-too-complimentary 


reference to long clerical and rectorial vaca- 
tions when many churches might just as well 


close their doors because of the absence of all 
interested and interesting administrations and 
the great areas of vacant pews, passage was 
made to the next subject—that is the post- 
vacation dissipations of clerical energy. 


“As soon as the average city rector and the 
bishops return from several months’ vacation 
in foreign or distant parts, where a much 
needed rest has been obtained—ecclesiastical 
machinery immediately begins to grind out ap- 
pointments of all sorts of innocuous meetings . 
which fatigue more than they inspire. They 
take the clergy away from their work, and they 
pie the plans of revival from the summer paro- 
chial lethargy. 


“The month of October, which should be one 
of the most constructive months of the year in 
every parish is frittered away, and the clergy 
are kept skipping the rope in attending gather- 
ings where professional exhorters bathe patient 
listeners with the dry heat of mediocre thought 
and their pet arm-chair theories which are of 
scant practical value. The listeners suffer, par- 
ish work suffers, congregations suffer—all suf- 
fer except the promoters whose business it is to 
beat the drum of imagined self-importance or 
behind the barrage of well-intentioned medi- 
ocrity conceal their motives which often mean 
the building.up of ecclesiastical morale for their 
own pet projects."—The Chronicle.

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Sermon 


Preached Sunday, October 19, 1930 
St. Luke and The Epiphany 


(Note: The major portion of this sermon 
material is derived from a volume published 
sometime since—The Fleming H. Revell Com- 
pany—by Rev. Hugh Black, D. D. I have used 
many of his illustrations and have followed in 
the main his argument and outline. Because so 
much of it is his and so little mine, I have no 
hesitation in pronouncing it a good sermon.

Text: 

" And this word signifieth 
the removing of those things that are 
shaken, as of things that are made, 
that those things which cannot be 
shaken may remain." Hebrews 12:27. 


Preface. 

In our age, many things have known the 
searching, chastening power of сћапре—апа 
religion more completely than anything else. 
There has been a disintegrating process, and 
in it many things have been shaken. Certain 
of the formularies by which the Church has 
expressed her faith and some of the items of 
ancient belief are discredited today among all 
educated men and women. It is natural that, 
in calculating loss and gain, we should be af- 
fected chiefly by the sense of loss. Amid all the 
wreckage, will the foundations themselves hold 
fast? In the changes and shakings, in the loss 
of valuable opinions and of old suppositions, is 
anything sacred left that is secure? 


Introduction. 

In considering last Sunday the subject of 
faith, I think we saw that, in a vital sense, our 
faith is something other than our opinion, 
whether about the origin of the world or about 
any other subject, however serious and impor- 


tant. These we can take up or let go, without 
much result one way or the other. Our real 
faith means this: we throw the weight of our , 
life on one of two great alternatives. 


We may live assuming that God and the soul 
and life-eternal are only words without reality, 
or we may consider all three the most veritable 
realities. Each is the decision we make in an 
age-old problem. Each is an act of faith. And 
that faith affects conduct. It may do this un- 
consciously. We may not know that we have 
made any choice. We may think that we have 
not taken any decision. But there is judgment, 
nevertheless. And it is we who have judged 
ourselves. 


1. Two Similar Eras. 


The author of the Epistle to the Hebrews 
dealt with an historical situation which, in 
many remarkable ways, resembles the present. 
For Jews who had become Christians, there 
was the same crisis. It seemed like the crash 
of an older world. They too had to abandon the 
letter of their sacred scripture. They too had 
lost the comfort of their ancient ritual. They 
too had to give up an ecclesiastical hope sanc- 
tioned alike by religion and patriotism. 


If they went on to follow the fortunes of the 
new faith, they would feel themselves outcasts. 
Тћеу seemed to lose so much that many were 
tempted to hold back. The writer of this Epis- 
tle, written distinctly to Hebrews, sets himself 
to show that they only lost the shadow to gain 
the substance; that they lost the type to рат 
the reality ; that they lost the transitory to gain 
the eternal. Не tells them that things that are 
shaken are removed only in order that unshak- 
able things may remain.

Idea of Authority. 


Among the many things today that have been 
shaken, the chief, I suspect, is the whole idea 
of authority. Weak and sluggish human na- 
ture has always longed for infallibilitv of some 
sort on which to rest: an infallible church, an 
infallible creed, an infallible book. When these 
fail—as fail they do—it seems a calamity. To 
many, it means the wreck of faith. May it 
not be, however, that the authority of Bible or 
Creed or.Church had created a danger, by in- 
terposing something between the soul and God, 
thus endangering true personal religion? Faith 
should spell courage in the face of the crum- 
bling of external authority. We discover, first, 
that not so much as we feared is lost. And, 
secondly, we discover that certain things have 
been shaken in order that unshakable things 
may remain. That is the method and that is 
the price. 


9. Source of Confusion. 


Is not the situation something like this? 
When we speak of religion, we do not distin- 
guish clearly the sense in which we use the 
word. We mix up things which are really sep- 
arate. There are four distinct things. Rather, 
one subject appears in four separate depart- 
ments. There is, first, that which alone is 
religion in the true sense; namely, the spiritual 
experience which links man to the world of 
higher realities. We sometimes try to empha- 
size this sense of the word by calling it personal 
religion, or evangelical religion. As a matter 
of fact, the heart of all religion is an experience. 
It is an attitude which the soul takes toward 
God, a relation in which the life stands to God. 
Acts of worship, such as prayer and praise and 
preaching, all presuppose a fellowship with the 
eternal. Religion, I say, is an experience. 


Theology. 


But immediately this experience claims some 
kind of statement. It cannot be left as mere 
vague feeling. The mind will always want to 
understand and interpret any experience. This 


some people think it is not necessary to have 
any theology at all It is true that the religious 
life does not depend on intellectual understand- 
ing ; but, in every sphere, when we get facts, we 
naturally .seek for a theory to explain them. 
We cannot do without theology, of some sort; 
but in itself theology is not religion. 


Ethics. 


In the third place, religion works itself out 
in life. Thus it produces a code of conduct or a 
system of practical ethics. The Church has to 
teach the implications of Christian faith in 
actual living. It has to set up a standard of 
morality. There are virtues which it encour- 
ages; duties which it imposes; evils which it 
denounces. Religion seeks to enforce a per- 
sonal morality, with the marks of what it would 
call a good man. But, since man also lives in 
society, the morality has to have also some 
social bearing. So religion teaches an ideal of 
conduct to others and points to a better state 
of society. In past centuries, the Church has 
successfully raised the standard both of per- 
sonal and of social morality. It has enthroned 
certain things as good and branded others as 
evil. This is Christian ethics. 


Church. 


Lastly, religion embodies itself in institu- 
tions. Chief among these is the institutiom 
which we call the Church; the social group of 
those who use practical ways of achieving their 
common purpose and expressing their common 
faith. All life must clothe itself in institutions. 
Many of the practical problems we have are 
due to confusión between these two. The life 
creates the institution. But later the institution 
may terrorize over the life, as the body some- 
times claims the soul. А Church of some kind 
there must be, if there is to be religion; but the 
two are not identical. 


3. Especially in Christianity. 


A great deal of our trouble, when we speak 
even of Christianity, is that we do поі distin- 


is the place of theology. A great deal of our .guish in our minds which of these four aspects 
trouble 18 due to the natural confusion between 
religion and theology. So much is this so that 


of it we mean. It is primarily religion; but it 
is also a way of thinking or theology, and = 


way of living or ethics, and a set of institutions 
commonly summed up in the word Church. 
Criticism may be directed at each of these 
different aspects. It may ask whether the ex- 
perience of religion is real. Granted that, it 
may ask whether the way of thinking of the 
experience is intelligent and true. Thirdly, it 
may ask whether the way of living is the best, 
i e, whether the ethics is the highest. Or, 
finally, it may ask if the institution is fitted to 
serve best the purposes of religion. The mis- 
take is in confusing these different things. It 
is not to the disparagement of religion that 
objection can be raised against any of these 
four ways in which religion expresses, clothes 
and organizes itself. 


Bible. 


Among things that are shaken, we have lost, 
first, a false view of the Bible. Biblical criti- 
cism has analyzed the various books of the 
Bible. It has altered previous views of dates 
and authorship. It has deprived words of the 
ancient infallible authority with which they had 
been invested. But this has only given the 
Bible a new authority. The scriptures have 
lost nothing of their significance as records of 
the development of religion. They have been 
robbed of none of their value as expressions of 
the spiritual life. The Bible is still the classic 
literature of religion. It is the history of faith. 
It is the record oí the great experiences of the 
soul of man. Our reverence for the Bible is 
only deepened when we bring to it all the 
equipment of modern scholarship. 


Theology. 

And we have lost a kind of theology. But 
while theology of some sort is necessary, no 
particular theology is sacred. One great good 
from the disintegrating process of our time is 
that we are done with the idea of finality. We 
see that, in every age, the theory of religious 
life presents itself differently. This is largely 
brought about through the influence of other 
contemporary thought of the world as a whole. 
It follows therefore that a creed may break down 
and have to be changed, without religion itself 
being affected. Indeed, when religion is iden- 
tified with intellectual acceptance of a creed, it 
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15 well that the storm should come and shake, 
not only earth but heaven also, in order that 
those things which cannot be shaken may re- 
main. 


Ethics. 


Similarly, strange as it may seem, there is 
room for criticism of ordinary Christian ethics. 
The Christian way of living of any particular 
time is no more sacred than the way of thinking 
in a particular time. If it were, the standard 
of personal morality would not have been 
raised in the Christian centuries. Yet it has 
been raised. That very progress connotes 
change. It still remains the task of the Church 
to create men fit to be members of the King- 
dom of Heaven. But it is also true that a big- 
ger task is before us, i. e., to create a state of 
society worthy for a Christian man to live in. 
In the matter of wealth and poverty, for exam- 
ple, it is no longer enough to preach content- 
ment to the poor and charity to the rich. The 
conscience of the wealthy is sufficiently exer- 


cised to make them look on philanthropy as a 


duty; but the new ethical standards are not 
content with this. The Church in the past has 
asked men to consider how they spent money 
It is now asking them rather how they earn it 
That is a shaking of old Christian ethics. 


Creed. 


Fourth, there is room likewise for criticism 
of the institutions created by Christianity. 
Here also the way out is forward, not back- 
ward. If we tie up the spirit with the letter, 
the life with the institution, we risk the loss of 
the essential with the accidental. As, in every 
sphere of human affairs, the life creates the 
institution, it is in turn menaced by it. The 
free political life of Revolutionary times in 
America created the Constitution; but the Con- 
stitution may become a fetish that hampers 
freedom. The free religious life of the first 
Christian centuries created the Creed. The 
danger is that creeds. may become so hard and 
immobile as to crush the freedom of the spirit. 
The religious life of the Reformation issued in 
Confessions. These now threaten the life that 
gave them birth. We have to assert, again and 
again, the freedom even of religious life to cre- 
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ate anew its instruments and to revise its or- 
ganization. 


4. Present and Future. 

As the result of all, we come to this comfort- 
ing conclusion. When we refuse to tie up re- 
ligion with its recurrent particular forms, we 
realize that the two do not stand and fall to- 
gether. Тће form is temporary and transitory ; 
the spirit is eternal. Even when the one is 
shaken, the other remains. It remains because 
it cannot be shaken. Religion remains, because 
man remains—his achievements, his history, 
his experience, and, above all, his needs. And 
God remains, whose desire has been toward 
men ; who has led men up to spiritual commun- 
ion and who has met and satisfied their deep- 
est needs. When the storm has shaken and 
shattered the past forms in which we trusted, 
we are not left naked and impoverished. When 
we look closer, we discover that the real values 
remain. Bible and Creed and Church are in no 
sense taken from us; they are rather enriched 
for us. 


The Future. 

In the future, arising out of the present, there 
will not be so much difference in the important 
matters as some have feared. The facts will 
only be differently stated. "This is because we 
approach them differently. The older theology 
began with a presupposition about God. It de- 
clared His nature and attributes and character. 
From that, it proceeded to a doctrine of man 
and a doctrine of sin. Then it stated its doc- 
trine of salvation. The trouble was it at- 
tempted too much. It attempted to reduce the 
whole of life to a series of logical propositions. 
And everybody knows that life is not logical. 


The Facts. 

Today we begin rather the other way about. 
We begin with the facts. For there are facts 
which can be observed and investigated. We 
take man, with his religious history and his 
spiritual experience. We rhake a presupposition 
about him. This presupposition is that man is 
by nature such that he seeks and can find com- 
munion with God ; that he bends to an author- 


ity above him and moves to an impulse within 
him. Man in some sense is made in the image 
of God. The whole history of religion declares 
that man was born for the love of God and, as 
St. Augustine said so long ago, his soul 15 rest- 
less till it rests in him. 


Conclusion. 

The difference is largely one of approach. 
Modern religion is not so ambitious as was 
ancient religion. It does not presume to pro- 
nounce on God's attributes, nor to give a theory 
of the universe, to explain how it began and 
how it shall end. But the facts of man's life 
and spiritual history get their place, and that 
place does not differ essentially from the older 
views. | 


For, of the things that cannot be shaken, 
there remains the Kingdom of God as the reli- 
gious ideal of the race. ТЕ carries with it the 
ideal of service, even to the height of sacrifice. 
This has gripped the conscience of the world 
today as never before. But it can only live if 
it is fed by the sense of eternal values. Those 
who live and die for the Kingdom of God still 
have the pledge and the promise that man is 
more than the child of time. То those who 
have this kind of faith in God, there still comes 
the peace of God, which passeth all under- 
standing.

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IN MEMORIAM. 


At the funeral services in the Church, on 
Thursday afternoon, April 17th, 1930, at three 
o'clock, of Dr. Horace Howard Furness, Jr., 
conducted by the Rector of the Parish, with 
musical rendition of hymns, chants and an- 
thems by the full chorus choir, in the presence 
of an unusually large assembly of notable and 
even nationally known persons, Dr. Steele 
spoke briefly as follows: 


Those who are familiar with the ritual of 
burial in the Episcopal Church will know that 
the Prayer Book makes no provision for ad- 
dress or pronouncement of eulogy. Оп this 
quite exceptional occasion, however, that is a 
rule more honored in the breach than the ob- 
servance. 


The deceased, in this case, was a man so 
eminent and his departing from life was so 
tragic, sad and unexpected, that our thoughts 
are cast as much into confusion as our hearts 
are moved to sympathy for friends and rela- 
tives and our own heads bowed low in personal 
bereavement. 


For there are those here present, members 
of far wider circles than his family alone, who 
feel his loss and mourn his passing. Member 
of a distinguished family; son of an illustrious 
father; scion, in that father’s stead, in -his 
chosen field of scholarly research, his loss to 
many is irreparable. 


Of this parish in particular, he has been a 
devoted communicant and, in recent years, an 
active member of its vestry. Не has long been 
one of the Rector's most intimate and valued 
counsellors. In this city, he has been a mem- 
ber, as you know, of many learned guilds and 
scholarly societies. In addition, his interest 
was always as keen as his hand was open, in 
far-reaching works of benefaction. 


Last of all—perhaps of least importance to 
you but of fondest memory to him who speaks 
these feeble words—he was my personal friend. 
I knew him best perhaps in ways you knew 
him least. You know that he was a great man ; 
I know that he was a good man. 


I know to what extent he was kindly affec- 
tioned to others with brotherly love; always in 
honor preferring another; not slothíul in busi- 
ness; fervent in spirit; serving the Lord; re- 
joicing in hope; patient in tribulation; contin- 
uing instant in prayer; given to hospitality; 
distributing to the necessity of saints. 


Horace Howard Furness, Doctor of Letters, 
University of Pennsylvania, Member of the 
National Institute of Arts and Letters, of the 
American Art Society, of the Franklin Institute, 
of the Art Alliance and the Shakespeare So- 
ciety; Fellow of the American Academy of 
Arts and Sciences; President of the Philadel- 
phia 'Theatre Association; President of the 
Philadelphia Branch of the English Speaking 
Union; Vice-President of the Board of Mana- 
gers of the Edwin Forrest.

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Family Traditions. 


An awareness of belonging to a family, a 
family with certain standards of behavior and 
traditions, is a powerful factor in the develop- 
ment of a sturdy, independent character. It is 
one of the priceless heritages which Christian 
parents can give to their children. Perhaps no 
single factor is more influential in the develop- 
ment of this than the intimate family gather- 
ings which mark the observance of special re- 
curring occasions—birthdays, anniversaries, 
and festivals. Of these, Christmas undoubtedly 
offers the best opportunity to develop its own 
customs. 


Two Questions. 


What does Christmas mean? What does 
it signify to the children of our Church, the chil- 
dren in our own homes? We may, with some 
searching of heart, attempt the answer to these 
two questions. If we succeed, perhaps we can 
the more readily answer the practical question: 
How shall we observe Christmas in a Christian 
home? 


What does Christmas signify to our children? 
Of course it means to them what it seems to 
mean to the grown-ups and to children they 
know. Perhaps they misinterpret their pa- 
rents, teachers, and friends; but in this mat- 
ter, as in many others, children have no guide 
save the deeds and words of their elders as 
observed directly and as reflected in other chil- 
dren. 


Familiar Usage. 


Just what do children see done and hear said 
at Christmas? They often see a hurried and 
laborious preparation of gifts for many people,

HOW SHALL A CHRISTIAN FAMILY 
CELEBRATE CHRISTMAS?

some of whom are but distantly connected with 
their own families. They may hear kindly and 
constructive planning of these gifts in a spirit 
of love and sharing. Or they may hear un- 
pleasant and ill-advised remarks which accom- 
pany plans for gifts grudgingly given from a 
sense of duty or rivalry. They assume that 
they will be recipients of a large and generous 
selection themselves. They may even assume 
the duty of stating what they would like, or ex- 
pect to receive. 


Youngest Children. 

Very young children may hear about Santa 
Claus who is, perhaps, generous in proportion 
to the recent virtue of each child. They may 
visit Santa Claus or one of his representa- 
tives in an appropriate setting in a toyshop and 
receive a gift on account. If they are old 
enough, they may have an experience at school 
in preparation for Christmas. ‘The Bible story 
of the birth of Christ, a tree, often prepared and 
enjoyed by the school children and then given 
by them to some needy family, gift-giving to 
such a family or among themselves, all may be 
part of this school experience. 


But when Christmas Eve arrives, they may 
find their elders so exhausted from the many 
preparations that they are unable to get 
through the actual celebration without a dis- 
play of nerves and temper. Perhaps there is 
a family observance of Christmas Eve itself; 
but with such practices and ideas spread before 
them, children can have but a confused impres- 
sion of what Christmas really signifies. It is a 
difficult guess as to which secures the most 1m- 
portant place in the mind of the child: Santa 
Claus and his mysteries, much feasting and 
merriment, or the birthday of our Lord. 


6 THE PARISH HELPER 


Our First Question. 


In order to clear up the confusion, we must 
answer our first question: What does Christ- 
mas mean? If we seek its origin, it is the cele- 
bration of the birth of Christ. "Throughout its 
history, except in the days of the English Puri- 
tans, it has been observed with joy and glad- 
ness, in grateful remembrance of God's Great- 
est Gift, the Child who made mankind under- 
stand God. Always it has been celebrated with 
ceremony and special emphasis in the Church 
services, being one of the two major festivals 
of the Christian year. Gifts, feasts, and kindly 
saints are subordinate to this primary idea of 
joy and gratitude in the coming of the Christ 
Child. 


АП other features have meaning only as they 
contribute to this larger meaning, and only as 
they do are they justified in the Christian's 
Christmastide. Let us see that non-essentials 
which interfere with this and which consume 
energy without contributing to the main pur- 
pose are omitted. Let us emphasize those ob- 
servances which heighten and intensify the real 
meaning of Christmas. Let us strive to build 
a closer bond within the family and between 
the family and the church. 


A Christian Home. 


In a practical way, then, how shall we ob- 
serve Christmas in a Christian home? There 
are various customs associated with the day 
which may be adapted to individual circum- 
stances, in order that the main feature of the 
season may be the joyful remembrance of the 
birth of Christ. Children are most keenly inter- 
ested in those things in the preparation of 
which they share. "Therefore let us provide 
ways in which the children can help. With this 
in mind a re-thinking of traditional events will 
suggest many customs which, with little 
change, will contribute to the desired result. 


Children should have the pleasure of know- 
ing at least some of the stories connected with 
the Christmas tree in its beginnings. The story 
of St. Winfred, often called Boniface, who 
hewed down a giant oak sacred to the god Thor, 


and urged the people to remember instead the 
evergreen fir tree as a symbol of the living 
Christ, is one. An interesting tale of much later 
date is told of Martin Luther. He is reported 
to have been attempting to explain to his wife 
and children the beauty of a snow-covered 
forest under the glittering stars. Being unable 
to describe what he meant he rushed out into 
the garden and cut off a little fir tree which 
he brought into the house and covered with 
lighted candles. This happened on Christmas 
Eve, and ever since has been remembered in 
Germany. 


Home Decorations. 

The same principle is true of decorations in 
the home: wreaths for doors or windows, and 
holly and mistletoe. These ornaments are 
more meaningful if the significance of the ma- 
terials used is known. The earliest decoration 
associated with this winter festival was mistle- 
toe. It was used by the pagan Druids. They 
regarded it as the gift of the gods to ward off 
evil. So people cut the mistletoe and hung it 
over the entrances to their homes. In Christian 
times its use was continued as a beautiful and 
ancient ornament. 


Christians also adopted the use of laurel, 
which to the ancient Romans meant peace, joy 
and victory. In early Christian usage, the 
laurel was placed in windows to indicate that 
Christ had entered there. Holly has been used 
because it has a number of interesting features: 
the holly blossom is a white flower, represent- 
ing the purity of Jesus; the holly berry is red, 
like drops of blood; the prickle of the holly is 
sharp as a thorn; the bark of the holly is bitter 
like gall. The holly wreath is thought to rep- 
resent the crown of thorns which Jesus wore on 
the Cross; the red berries symbolize the drops 
of blood. 


Significance of Lights. 


The many lights used at Christmas also have 
their ancient significance. Likewise the open 
fire with its Yule-log may have its place in this 
day as of old. The lights represent primarily 
the joy and gladness of the occasion. Innu- 
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merable candles have been used in every pos- 
sible place as an expression of the happiness 
of the day. Possibly the origin of this custom 
is found in the fact that Christmas is celebrated 
approximately at the winter solstice, when the 
sun turns northward again. This date was al- 
ways celebrated in pagan times as the birth- 
day of the sun. Lights were then used as the 
symbol of the day. This was carried over into 
the Christian celebration, when Christ's birth- 
day superseded that of the sun. The Yule-log 
was a huge log, usually of oak, the mightiest 
tree of the forest. It was cut in preparation 
for Christmas and brought into the great hall 
of the old houses on Christmas Eve. А bit 
from the Yule-log from the previous year had 
to be saved to kindle the new one, whose 
warmth and light added greatly to the gladness 
of the day. This feature of the celebration was 
attended by much ceremony and song. 


Joyful Preparation. 


For many days before Christmas these prep- 
arations will be going on. For little children, 
plenty of time may be used to carry out various 
simple plans. Children who have seen a creché 
in the church are quite likely to want one at 
home. Perhaps the family may want to have 
it as one of the tangible evidences of the mean- 
ing of Christmas. Figures of Mary and Joseph, 
the shepherds, wisemen and angels, as well as 
of the animals, may be bought or made and set 
up in a stable-like background. Children will 
easily learn to care for it and to treat it with 
reverence and interest. Lastly, the singing of 
Christmas carols will be part of the preparation 
for any proper celebration. Children who are 
older will hear them many times on the radio; 
but there is great advantage in singing them 
for oneselt. 


Each family will want its own traditional 
family remembrance of the Holy Day; each 
may find its own way of remembering. But 
there should be a traditional time set apart for 
the singing of carols, re-reading the story of the 
first Christmas, either from the second chapter 
of St. Luke's Gospel or from some book like 


"When Jesus Was Born,” by W. Russell 
Bowie, D.D. It is also the time for special 
looking at pictures of nativity scenes or for 
pertinent questions or conversation which the 
children may bring up. 


In old England, the custom was that Christ- 
mas itself was devoted to a religious com- 
memoration of the birth of Christ, while 
Twelfth Night, or the Feast of the Epiphany, 
was the occasion for much merrymaking. Some 
Church schools have recently adopted this divi- 
sion of the celebration and it is a possible sug- 
gestion for home use. In this connection it is 
worth remembering that in Russia, Porto Rico, 
and many Latin countries, there is no gift-giv- 
ing on Christmas, but on the Feast of the 
Epiphany instead. The gifts are supposedly 
left by the Three Kings on their way to find 
Jesus, 


Santa Claus. 


In the development of children’s ideas about 
Christmas, Santa Claus may be either an asset 
or a liability. There is little question that the 
myth now popular in the United States found 
its origin in the old observances, in northern 
Europe, of St. Nicholas’s Day, which comes on 
December 6. The legend of St. Nicholas, or 
San Nicolaas, seems to have been brought to 
America by the Dutch settlers in New York. 
Quite likely the corruption of the name to 
Santa Claus was made either here or in England 
in those early days. This saint, who was 
Bishop of Myra and died in the year 343, was 
famed for his kindness and his love of children 
and his desire to make them happy. In some 
places gifts were given to children in his mem- 
ory on his day. 


Santa Claus would be more worthwhile today 
if some of these old stories of St. Nicholas were 
told to our children. They would understand 
why many people represent in this personal 
form the spirit of kindliness and good cheer. 
They would like to play St. Nicholas them- 
selves and bring joy and happiness to others 
somewhat in the way they see grown-ups doing 
in toy-shops and on street corners. Parents 
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then would not be inclined to use Santa Claus 
as a moral power, threatening his failure to 
appear where children misbehave. 


Christmas Gifts. 


The custom connected with our modern 
Christmas observance which often occupies the 
most attention, time, and energy is that of giv- 
ing Christmas gifts. Much formality and many 
beautiful and interesting practices have been 
connected with gift-giving, but more question- 
able elements also have found their way in. 
It is well to consider this custom and to find 
a wise and thoroughly Christian basis for a 
practice which may contain so much beauty 
or so much unhappiness and strain. Often we 
think of our gifts as imitations of the great 
gift God gave in His Son. If they are, then 
they must always be given in a spirit of love 
and out of a desire to share the joy we have. 


Little children rarely need to be taught to 
give to those they love; it is a spontaneous im- 
pulse and needs only guidance. Let the adult 
tendency to gifts of convenience, or so-called 
obligation, be cleansed of its unChristian flavor 
and subordinated to the children's test of love 
and need. Let us plan gifts carefully, and well 
in advance, so that the children may share in 
the preparation, and have them ready with time 
to spare at the end for other things which help 
to make the Christmas spirit vivid. And, out of 
the fulness of love and joy which springs up at 
Christmastime, let us be sure that the children 
share their joy with some who they know will 
otherwise lack Christmas happiness. 


Unique Custom. 

A beautiful custom practiced in Scandina- 
vian countries and in France is that of providing 
a Christmas feast for the birds who remain 
in the cold climate through the winter. On the 
day before Christmas, young people there are 
busy tying bunches of oats and corn on the 
trees, the fences, the tops of houses and barns, 
and on high poles which they erect. In some 
places a Christmas tree laden with goodies for 
the birds is put out. Even the scattering of 


bread crumbs would help the child to enter into 
this spirit of sharing Christmas joy as widely 
as possible. 


Church Services. 


Families undoubtedly will want to share in, 
and make use of, Church and community events 
at Christmas. Even the smaller children enjoy 
the Church-school pageant, and especially 
school children should not miss that event. 
They will hear the carols and see many things 
they have been thinking about. Older children 
should go to the Church services with their 
parents. The days after Christmas are a good 
time to continue this more faithfully than ever 
and thus to establish and confirm the habit. 
With these many possibilities to choose from, 
each family may select those traditional Christ- 
mas customs which contribute toward the fam- 
ily ideal of a truly Christian Christmas. Sep- 
arately or together, they should build up a true 
impression of joy at the coming of Christ, in 
which each member of the family may share, 
and the Church may profit by the united fam- 
ily's participation.

“One day we sing our joyful praises to the 
newborn king. Just a week later a new calen- 
dar goes on the wall and we cross another 
milestone of time. It is not for nothing that 
life makes this provision. What could be better 
than that, after we have experienced the joys 
of Christmas, we should have an opportunity to 
put into effect the ideals of that day? Christ- 
mas is the day of joy; the New Year that fol- 
lows is the opportunity to give joy to the world. 


“It would ђе a great thing for each of us per- 
sonally, if we would try and carry the Christ- 
mas Spirit throughout the year. If we would 
rise each morning feeling that it is Christ's 
day and let every greeting be as joyous as that 
of Christmas, our own lives would be full, and 
others would share that blessing. It would be 
a great thing for our church if we could make 
the whole year Christ's year. Happy, joyous 
throngs press to our church in this glorious 
season. We covet the same joyousness and at- 
tendance for the twelve months ahead. Will 
you help to make this Christ's year." 


SEEING HIS STAR. 


"The star might have risen and been pro- 
pelled across the sky of a continent; but, if 
there has been no one eager to see the signs of 
His coming, it would have accomplished noth- 
ing. Celestial voices singing over the hills of 
Galilee would have availed nothing, unless 
there had been shepherd hearts attuned to the 
song they sang. Christmas was made possible 
to us by the personal experience of men and 
women who had prepared themselves to see 
and to hear. 


“The revelation came both to the wise men 
and to the shepherds, as a personal obligation 
and experience. ‘We have seen His star in 
the east,’ said the Wise men. ‘Let us go now 
and see this thing which has come to pass,’ said 
the Shepherds. Eager to see and ready to do, 
these are the foundation stones of personal ex- 
L?rience. Are there enough of their followers 


and imitators to make it worth while, this year 
of grace, for that star again to appear?” 


THE CHRIST OF CHRISTMAS. 


“What is the central glory of Christ's life? 
What was his lot? He was born in Bethlehem, 
in a stable, He was laid in a manger, because 
there was no room for him in the inn. Не 
grew to manhood, in little Nazareth. This was 
a village in the northern part of Palestine. 
Palestine was a despised province of the Roman 
Empire. His outlook was confined to fields 
and flowers, to birds on the wing and the hen 
and her brood in the village streets. He spent 
his days in lowly duties. He drew water for 
his mother at the well, since named after her. 
He worked at the trade of a carpenter, with 
Joseph his father. His lot was limited. His 
childhood was forlorn. He was unrecognized, 
uncomprehended, for thirty years of his early 
existence. 


“The only impressive things that he saw 
were two: the sun, sweeping from east to 
west, and the great sky, as it unfolded its splen- 
dor to him at night. When he came to his pub- 
lic ministry, he had not where to lay his head. 
The first Preacher of the Gospel was poor and 
homeless. His disciples were ignorant men 
who persistently misunderstood him. His times 
were ignorant; his age was ignorant. Was 
there ever captivity more profound or more 
tragic? Death as a criminal came to close the 
drama of his career! Yet, through it all, he 
shot the vision of life's worth because of God's 
presence with men. From that career, down 
through the captivity of the ages, has come 
this same vision of life's majesty and glory." 


GOING TO BETHLEHEM. 


“There is an old line of sacred vein that has 
been humming through my soul these Christ- 
mas days which runs: 'Yea, of Zion it shall 
be said, This man . . was born in her. Birth- 
places are always enticing. Each year marks 
a growing pilgrimage to the marble enshrined 
cabin of rudely hewn logs where Lincoln was 
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born. А constant stream of humanity flows 
hushedly through the little upper room that 
first horizoned the зош-рјегсте eyes о! 
Shakespeare. The heart-beat of Scotland may 
still be distinctly heard beneath the thatched- 
roofed lean-to in Ayr. And so, of every birth- 
place, it may be said that it has something 
of magnetic power. It is all due, doubtless, to 
the deep-seated feeling that in each such place 
God has been freshly near with a new vision 
of life’s sublime possibilities. Always to walk 
where God has walked is solemnizing. 


Thou, Bethlehem! 


“That is why Christmas so appeals. It con- 
nects God with a place. ‘And thou Bethlehem, 
land of Judah, art in no wise least among the 
princes of Judah: ‘or out of these shall come 
forth a Governor, who shall be shepherd of my 
people Israel? Through nineteen hundred 
years, magi and peasant, crusader and king, 
friar and tourist, have gone in ever-increasing 
pilgrimage to that stable place of cradle. ‘It 
isn’t far to Bethlehem’; once that was literally 
true for me. And, for all the world, these 
passing weeks it is spiritually even more true. 
Yet, in its reality, it is gripping beyond words. 


Personal Visit. 


“As we travelled over those all-too-short five 
happy miles, between Jerusalem on her 
haughty plateau and Bethlehem to the south- 
west, sunning on the golden summit of his- 
tory, we followed (using the words of another) 
the Way of Mothers. For surely this high road 
of pilgrimage is the Via Materosa; none is 
freighted more with memories of motherhood. 
Long before Mary came this way, with her 
precious gift for the world, Rachel in similar 
condition finished her long last weary miles; 
for the traditional site of her tomb is under the 
shabby Mosque close by the pilgrim road to 
Bethlehem. Memories of the unnamed mother 


“той birth. 


of David flocked angelically above our heads, 
the obscure mother of all those rugged sons 
of Jesse, weaver of veils for the sanctuary. 
Ruth too was with us, as we looked across the 
Dead Sea mists to the hills of Moab, from 
which she could see lofty Bethlehem even be- 
fore she came there to the friendly fields of 
Boaz. 


Coveted Distinction. 


“The excellent macadam road between Je- 
rusalem and Bethlehem makes Arab chauffcurs 
of fatalistic creed in their high power Ameri- 
can cars reluctant to halt even at the Well of 
the Magi, the stone-mouthed spring just about 
a mile from the village. But here we paused, 
out of deference to the pretty legend that the 
first pilgrims, confused by Herod’s treachery, 
lost their guiding star but found it again, re- 
flected in the well while giving their thirsty 
camels drink. Two or three quarrelsome shep- 
herds of black goats were disputing their prior- 
ity rights at the well when we arrived. With 
tones of the heated argument still in our ears 
we were in the Mecca ere we knew it. 


Church of Nativity. 


“The village itself is entrancing. But, like 
all other pilgrims, we found our chief interest 
in the mass of native limestone buildings at 
the eastern end of the long grey ridge on which 
the city is built. Here, probably since the dawn 
of memory, an inn has stood; and here today 
the Church of the Nativity stands, built by Con- 
stantine’s orders. Гаг down beneath its high 
altar, in the rocky little grotto of the Nativity, 
with its fifteen silver ever-burning lamps and 
its silver star, is the supposed site of the won- 
Here we saw men and women, 
young and old, of every faith and of no iaith 
at all, grow hushed with the mystery of all in- 
carnation. Never have I so felt the hush of 
worship upon a company anywhere.”

Then come with 
consistent regularity. 


The novel feature this year is, of 
course, that of Thursday Evenings. It is 
true that this plan is not one for our parish 
in particular but is Diocesan іп scope. 
At the same time, we must set a good 
example. 


Set Aside All Thursday Evenings. 
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| Rectors Letter | 
j To the People of St. Luke and The Epiphany | 
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My dear Friends: 


The first thing of which I wish to write, be- 
cause it is of most importance, is the Lenten 
Preaching Mission, on Six Thursday Nights, 
at 8 o'clock. We began this undertaking three 
years ago, under the guise of the Bishops' Cru- 
sade. That movement passed, like so many 
others, in the Church in general. 'The next 
two years however the same thing was con- 
tinued under the auspices of our own Diocesan 
Committee on Evangelism. Both years the 
congregations were impressive, from the point 
ofnumbers. Attendance ranged from five hun- 
dred to a thousand people, depending on the 
date in the season, on weather conditions and 
the personality of the preacher. This year I 
anticipate that the now established enterprise 
will go forward even more successfully than 
heretofore. The list of visiting preachers who 
have accepted our invitation is certainly im- 
pressive, as you will read below. 


Thursday Evening, February 19th. 


We are fortunate in having secured the ac- 
ceptance of Rt. Rev. James E. Freeman, D. D., 
Bishop of Washington, to inaugurate the series. 
Bishop Freeman’s name was associated from 
the beginning with the original Bishops’ Cru- 
sade. We have tried each of the past three 
years to have him as one of our speakers, but 
only this season have succeeded. He is widely 
known, not only throughout the General 
Church but especially in Washington, on ac- 
count of his laudable efforts to build the Na- 
tional Cathedral there on Mt. St. Alban’s, and 
because of the special work carried on at that 
center in the so-called College of Preachers. 
During the Lambeth Conference, he was the 
one representative of the American Episcopate 
who preached in London to an international 
radio audience. He will be among friends in 
coming to Philadelphia. 


Thursday Evening, February 26th. 


Rev. J. Howard Melish, D. D., Rector of 
Holy Trinity Church, Brooklyn, New York, 
will be in Philadelphia that week as Noon-day 
Lenten Preacher at St. Stephen’s Church. We 
are able thus, and only thus, to secure ‘him for 
the Thursday of the same week in the evening. 
He also has been invited several previous years, 
but only now finds it possible to accept and 
that because of this coincidence of dates. He 
is widely known throughout the Church be- 
cause of his interest in special lines of Social 
Welfare and Moral Reform and is a preacher 
of power and persuasion. Many of those who 
attend the Noon-day Services when he is here 
will doubtless be glad of this opportunity to 
show encouragement and approval by their 
presence. 


Thursday Evening, March 5th. 


The preacher will be Rev. Bernard Iddings 
Bell, D. D., S. T. D., President of St. Stephen’s 
College, Annandale, New York. Dr. Bell’s 
name has recently become well known because 
of leading articles in the “Atlantic Monthly.” 
More particularly, because of his authorship of 
a book entitled “Beyond Agnosticism,” pub- 
lished by Harper & Bro., N. Y. and London, 
and enjoying a wide circulation both in this. 
country and in England. Others of his books 
are “Right and Wrong After the War”; “Com- 
mon Sense in Education”; etc. He has been 
college preacher at Princeton, Yale, Williams, 
Wellesley, Vassar, Harvard, Amherst, Cornell 
and Columbia. Surely he will find an enthus- 
iastic reception here. 


Thursday Evening, March 12th. 

We come, on this evening, to The Rt. Rev. 
William T. Manning, D. D., Bishop of New 
York. All that has been said in the three para- 
graphs preceding might be applied to his name. 
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Everybody knows his exceptional talents, 
which have led him to his present eminent 
position. It is an act of courtesy indeed on 
his part, and it is a signal honor to us, that he 
is willing upon this date to do what he- pos- 
sibly has not done since his elevation to the 
Metropolitan: Episcopate; that is, make a spe- 
cial visit this far from home to render this one 
evening's service. We welcome him the more 
because of what some of us have felt to be un- 
warranted controversy waged around him in 
certain late unpleasant episodes. 


Thursday Evening, March 18th. 


Rev. Frederic S. Fleming, D. D., is Vicar 
of the Chapel of the Intercession, Trinity Par- 
ish, New York. His congregation there has 
the unique distinction of being probably the 
largest in its number of communicants of any 
Episcopal Church in the metropolis. He has 
been successor, for less than a year, of Rev. 
Milo H. Gates, D. D., now Dean of the Cathe- 
dral of St. John the Divine. Dr. Fleming has 
been invited purposely, because he represents 
so definitely an extreme type of churchman- 
ship. It is the purpose in this program to secure 
representatives of as many types as may be. It 
will be remembered that, a year or two ago, he 
was the choice in this Diocese of the extreme 
High Churchmen, namely the Catholic Club, 
when it was sought to elect a Bishop Coad- 
jutor. He is an outstanding figure and an 
eloquent preacher. 


Thursday Evening, March 26th. 


The Rt. Rev. Charles Edward Woodcock, 
LL. D., Bishop of Kentucky, will close the se- 
ries. He has done this each of three years fore- 
going. His popularity for so many Lenten 
seasons at the Garrick Theatre has heretofore 
guaranteed the largest congregation of all on 
his evening. This year will be his twenty-fifth 
consecutive visit to Philadelphia. He is a per- 
sonal friend of all of us and well known by 
this time practically to everybody in the Dio- 
cese. Не needs no further comment, eulogy or 
introduction. It is hoped that, on every one 
of these nights, the church may be filled to ca- 
pacity. And it will be, if only we-can succeed 
in getting the project sufficiently announced 
and widely enough known. АП of those who 
read this сап do their part. 


Other Features, Lenten Schedule. 


On another page of the Parish Helper there 
is a reprint in facsimile of cards prepared for 
distribution. They announce, for example, the 
Monday evenings with the Young People in 
the Parish House; the Party-Services for Chil- 
dren on Wednesday afternoons; the weekly 
celebration, on Fridays, of the Holy Commun- 
ion and the Four o'clock Sunday Afternoon 
Services in Church. Each one of these last will 
be distinctive. ey are announced in detail 
elsewhere. 


Lenten Monday Evenings. 


On Monday evening, February 9th, a group 
of the young women and girls for so long a 
time interested in the Monday Night Meetings 
at the Parish House, assembled to make plans 
for a Pre-Lenten Party for all the young 
people, boys and girls together, on the follow- 
ing Monday night, that 15, February 16th. 
This in turn will lead up to the beginning of 
the Confirmation-Alumni Service-Meetings on 
the six successive Monday nights in Lent. 


Supper is prepared by and for the girls on 
those evenings, from half-past six onward. so 
that anyone who wishes may come as far as the 
Parish House on their way from work, to avoid 
the long journey home, and yet be present for 


the hour from eight to nine o'clock. For a | 


number of years past, these times have been 
delightful and it is hoped that even more mem- 
bers of the Alumni Association, etc., will be 
present to participate in the little service and 
enjoy whatever may be in store in the way of 
studies, information, experiment, instruction. 


For some time, year after year, we have 
attempted to introduce novel features. Just 
what they are going to be this year it is not 
possible to announce in advance, but every- 
body will learn from week to week. Mrs. 
Treston and Mrs. Betson will have charge of 
the supper arrangements. The only important 
point in this connection is that all those who 
intend to be present should make it known in 
advance on each Monday night regarding the 
following Monday. This is the best oppor- 
tunity we have throughout the year of reas- 
sembling everybody in the same way that they 
have been accustomed to at the Church Farm.

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| Annual Confirmation Service. | 


We seldom know, when we make announce- 
ment at the beginning of Lent, regarding 
classes for confirmation, who or how many 
persons will appear. We know that certain 
children of the parish have arrived at so-called 
years of discretion: this is at, say the age of 
fourteen or thereabouts. We also know that 
some grown men and women, recently come to 
the church, or occasional attendants at serv- 
ices, have never been confirmed. But we never 
know how many of these will appear at the 
time or times set for so-called confirmation in- 
struction. 


Confirmation Class. 


It is not necessary to attend a class in order 
to be confirmed. Especially is this true in the 
case of adults. Every year some adult says 
that he or she would like to be confirmed, but 
that they do not want to attend some class or 
learn some catechism. Such attendance is not 
necessary. This is said, even though it might 
be helpful to make any one more intelligent in 
regard to the meaning of confirmation. In the 
case of children, the best confirmation instruc- 
tion is the continuation of their attendance in 
the Sunday School. Confirmation is not a fin- 
ishing course for them, nor a substitute for 
such a school. 


Children and Adults. 


The instruction for adults aims to set before 
those who seek it an intelligent presentation of 
the religion of Christ. It gives an opportunity 
for every one to ask questions, to set forth the 
unfamiliarities or objections in the form of 
worship of the Episcopal Church and to 
straighten out some of the difficulties in their 
thinking about the meaning and purpose of the 
aforesaid Christian Life. 


Confirmation is, in fine, the act of enlistment 
in the active service of Christ. Both adults 
and children know pretty well whether or not 
they want so to enlist. They will learn best, 
as do soldiers, after enlistment, or as members 
of a dancing class after they enroll, Sunday by 
Sunday, year by year, the duties, responsibili- 


ties and privileges of this Christian fellowship. 
Also they will learn best, simply by coming to 
church, the details of worship peculiar to the 
liturgy of the Episcopal Church. There is no 
such thing, in this connection, any more than 
in the above, as instruction through a corre- 
spondence school. 'The only way to learn to 
swim is to get into the water. 


Personnel of the Class. 


The Rector is anxious to know, as soon as 
possible, the names of all those who are think- 
ing of confirmation this year. The date is the 
Fifth Sunday in Lent. That date has been tra- 
ditional here for forty years. -This year it is 
April 6th, at the Four O'clock Service. Bishop 
Taitt will be the visitant. For children, a class 
will meet on Monday evenings, with Miss 
Wurtele, in the Parish House. Will not any 
or many others please speak to their Sunday 
School teachers or speak to or write to or tele- 
phone the Rector. He will make any engage- 
ment or see them and talk with them at any 
time or place they may desire.

Sunday Afternoon, February 22d. 


The choral part of this service will be ЕЩ 
gical music of the Russian Church, зж заа

by Gretchaninof, one of the present day 
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posers who is to appear in Philadelphia in 
March in a recital of his own instrumental and 
vocal compositions, under the auspices of the 
Philadelphia Forum. The words will be sung 
in Russian which would be an unusual ассот- 
plishment for any group and one that our Choir 
alone would seem competent to undertake. 


Sunday Afternoon, March 1st. 


On this day there will follow appropriately, 
and by contrast, selected liturgical music of the 
Anglican Church. The numbers will include 
the “Credo” and the “Sanctus” of the St. Ce- 
celia Mass by the French Composer, Charles 
Gounod. These excerpts from that Mass аге 
perhaps more popular and better known than 
any other settings in the whole realm of Eng- 
lish Church Music. They find place in our 
Choir's repertoire annually and preferably and 
appropriately in Lent. Nowhere else are they 
rendered so well. 


Sunday Afternoon, March 8th. 


On this day Mrs. Dorothy Johnstone Base- 
ler, Harpist, will make her annual visit of a 
Lenten Sunday. The program will consist of 
Instrumental Numbers by harp and organ, to- 
gether with solos in both the Prelude and Post- 
, ludium. The anthem, which lends itself espe- 
cially to harp accompaniment, “О Lord Most 
Holy,” Cesar Franck, will be rendered by the 
full chorus choir together with one or two other 
anthems of the same import. 


Sunday Afternoon, March 15th. 


Excerpts from the “St. Matthew Passion,” 
including some of the familiar chorales will be 
rendered. This service will be of timely inter- 
est, because the work in its entirety is to be 
rendered just that week by the Philadelphia Or- 
chestra and a large chorus. An ever growing 
interest in the music of Bach seems to justify 
the long time estimate of him as the greatest 
of all composers of sacred music. 


Sunday Afternoon, March 29th. 


The first act of Parsifal, the famous “Sacred 
Festival Music Drama,” will be sung by the 
Choir with organ accompaniment. This in- 
cludes the “March of the Holy Grail” and some 


of the most beautiful music of the whole work 
is contained in this part of the drama. Such 
a service has been rendered in this church sev- 
eral times previously ; but not for several years 
past. Its rendition at this time is owing to 
many requests for its repetition. 


~ Service of Lights. 


I have wanted at some point, and perhaps 
this is the best, to report an incident already 
past which was so greatly enjoyed by a large 
congregation; namely, the Service of Lights 
which we had in the Epiphany Season. In par- 
ticular, tribute should be paid to the excellent 
work of the eight young lady ushers and a cor- 
responding number of young men who not only 
ushered and seated the congregation so effi- 
ciently but who being vested took their place 
in the procession of the choir carrying candles 
which were the only illumination of the church. 
The entire service was conducted in this im- 
pressive silence and dim lighting with only the 
chancel illuminated. Мом that we have done 
this for the past two years, it would seem to 
have become a tradition. 


Visiting Preachers. 


On Sunday, February 8th, the Rector was 
compelled to be absent, owing to an engage- 
ment made several months ago, preaching to 
the students and faculty of St. Stephen's Col- 
lege, Annandale, New York. Rev. Royden K. 
Yerkes, D.D., was good enough to take his 
place at home.

] know it is late, but I trust it is not too late, 
to write a few words in retrospect regarding 
Christmas. There were the many services and 
manifold activities, both in the church and par- 
ish house. I think we are safe ih saying that 
the church itself was more beautifully deco- 
rated than usual, thanks to long experience and 
the aid of a dozen boys who did the work. Like- 
wise, there was more largess distributed and 
more gifts were exchanged than commonly. 
More baskets, flowers, fruit, coal and other 
things were given out. 


Christmas Bounty Fund. 


In this connection, I think a few words 
should be said; because certain things were 
most gratifying. At the usual time, and with- 
out making any fuss about it, we sent a letter 
and a subscription envelope apiece to as many 
as four hundred families and individuals. Re- 
turns came back from as many as three hun- 
dred and forty-five of these, in addition to 
such offerings as may have been made in 
church at the hours of service. This certainly 
is enough to make any parish proud of itself. 
I mean the willingness of so large a number of 
persons to do their part; without regard to 
amounts involved. 


Sources of Contributions. 


The truth is these latter ranged all the way 
from a check for two hundred dollars to an en- 
velope containing a silver twenty-five-cent 
piece. The total amount and the analysis of 
the same, in its designated parts, appears in 
the column headed Parish Record. But per- 
haps this summary in the form of a narrative 
is justified. I know that a great many people 
kave aversion to statistics. They pretend that 
they cannot add up a column of figures twice 
and get the same result two times; but they 
can read that simple school book English.

Text: 
“Stand in awe, and sin not; com- 
mune with thine own heart and be 
still.” Psalm 4:4. 


Preface. 

I have recently been reading a book by one, 
George Stevens, D. D., entitled The Develop- 
ment of a Christian Soul, from which some of 
the points of this sermon are gathered. Espe- 
cially interesting is the chapter, Concentra- 
tion of the Soul on God. The though} involves 
two things: viz., the Object on which we con- 
centrate attention, and the mental act of con- 
centrating on the Object. In religion, the Ob- 
ject is God, or some Aspect of His life and 
work. Our present purpose, however, is with 
the mental act of fixing attention on Him— 
its difficulties, methods and results. 


Introduction. 


In beginning what I have to say, ] am at a 
loss whether first to state at length the sub- 
stance of my discourse and follow with a list 
- of illustrations; or to marshal these latter 
first, to introduce an argument. Whichever 
way one chooses, this is the point I wish to 
make. Attention is waning at present, as in 
contrast to the past, attention to the facts and 
forces of religion. On all hands, it is lamented 
that more people do not go to church. Wherein 
lies the fault? Whose failure is it? 


Is it because religion and the church are not 
worthy of more vital thought and interest? Or 
is it because so many people have become so 
shallow that they underestimate the value of 
the things of God? Are they so busy with aí- 
fairs of lesser worth that they fail to give these 
their deserved attention? Here would be the

place for illustration. One might cite long lists 
of silly explanations and excuses. There is no 
accounting for tastes. The whole matter is 
one of choice. I want therefore, please, to speak 
of four things and in progressive order: atten- 
tion, concentration, meditation, contemplation. 


Wastefulness. 


The thing that most impresses one who 
looks about him is the grievous waste that 
marks the whole church as an institution and 
the utter trifling with the ordinances of religion. 
There is waste of money; there is waste of 
time. Taking the Christian Church the world 
throughout, its property values, its endow- 
ments and emoluments, it is the hugest finan- 
cial embodiment in existence. Yet it is util- 
ized, to speak broadly, only one day out of 
seven and, upon the average, only a limited 
number of hours of that day. In the matter 
of time, one day out of seven, that is to say one- 
seventh of all the time there is, is set apart 
theoretically for religious uses; yet that time is 
utilized, for its appointed purpose, only frac- 
tionally at best, in its number of hours; and 
those hours are utilized, to their best advan- 
tage, by how pitifully small a proportion of 
people. 


Worst of all, the thing that grieves one who 
takes his religion seriously and to whom it 
seems that an act of worship ought to be en- 
gaged in as actively, as attentively, as ab- 
sorbedly and with as marked exclusion of all 
other matters as a football game, a prize-fight 
or a moving-picture performance, the thing 
that grieves him, I say, is to see the listless- 
ness, the limited attention to the matter in 
hand, the lack of concentration, the infrequency 
of meditation worthy of the name and the al- 
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most utter absence of anything approaching 
contemplation, in the practice of the average 
congregation. So many people in the house of 
God have no conception of being in the pres- 
ence of God. Here come we then to the first 
of our four words, 


1. Attention. 


There are two ways in which the attention 
is arrested and fixed. The object to which we 
attend may be presented, or it may present it- 
self, so strongly and so vividly that the mind 
is at once turned from everything else and car- 
ried to that object. It cannot help attending. 
An alarm of fire, a very loud noise, a cry in 
the night-time, or an interesting story will do 
it. A paragraph in a newspaper may be able 
to fill the mind and hold our thought. An act 
of heroic daring will arouse our admiration. A 
disaster to others will disturb us with serious 
alarm. In cases of this kind, we have taken no 
deliberate part ourselves. The deed was done; 
the tale was told: our attention was involun- 
tary. Some writers, some speakers, have this 
gift of arresting and holding the mind; those 
who read their works or listen to their words 
cannot help attending. This is one way in 
which attention is arrested and fixed. That 
way is easy. It is familiar. It is common to 
all. 


On the other hand, attention may arise in 
this way. We know that we ought to give our 
mind to some subject or task or duty. It may 
not be attractive in itself. But it ought to be 
done, and we will to do it. We deliberately 
turn to it, and away from what is more clam- 
orous. It is plain that there are two sides to 
this second act in turn: the side on which we 
exclude from our mind all other objects which 
attract us and the side on which we set our 
mind on the one object of our choice. In ordi- 
nary speech, we use these interchangeably. 
However, they are not the same. We cannot 
turn the mind away from what is attractive and 
fix it upon nothing. Indeed, we cannot turn 
it at all unless we turn it to something. It is 
futile to ask a man to cease thinking of what 


fascinates him and holds his attention, witheat 
putting before him something else to think = 
A merely negative command in this regard = 
really no command at all.

To occupy that place and pre-empt that 
time with other matters and still expect the 
benefits that would accrue from their proper 
use is as inconsistent as to expect to have one's 
cake and eat it too. There is stern necessity 
that, to the affairs of God, time must be given 
—and in a proper place. 


3. Meditation. 

There are two spiritual exercises which are 
dealt with in all works of devotion. One is 
called meditation. It consists in the applica- 
tion of the whole mind to, say some passage of 
scripture, some doctrine or grace, some saintly 
life or some point of religious history. We 
might say that meditation is a method of read- 
ing without printed words before us. Now, as 
all readers know, reading may be a very lazy 
act of the mind, involving no serious attention 
at all, or attention only by fits and starts. On 
the other hand, we can read with a definite 
purpose, our whole mind alive and bent on the 
understanding and mastering of a given sub- 
ject. This studying, and reflecting, and apply- 
ing constitute meditation. 


In meditation, for example on a given pass- 
age or pronouncement, we try to realize as 
clearly as we can the circumstances of the 
writer, or the speaker or the person he de- 
scribes. With knowledge we have already ac- 
quired, we figure to ourselves the place or the 
object or the person. We live through the 
narrative, in our imagination. We enter into 
the feelings of the people who appear in it. In 
this way, we are trying to produce an impres- 
sion upon our minds such as we should have 
received had we been present and witnessed 
what then took place. There is no mental 
strain in this exercise, and no waste of time. 
During the moments when we are thus en- 
gaged, when our spirit is busy with itself, 
prayer comes naturally. We аге humbled; we 
are thankful for the mercy of God; we reach 
out to a better life; we receive courage; we 
make resolutions and commit ourselves in sim- 
plicity to His care and guidance. The purpose 
of such meditation is threefold: the purifying 


of our conscience, the moving of our hearts, and 
the directing of our wills toward God. 


4. Contemplation. 


There is another attitude one distinctly ad- 
vanced, which the soul may take in its ap- 
proach to God, that of contemplation. Con- 
templation differs from meditation in this, that 
it enters into what may be called a closer rela- 
tion to God. It is the attitude of the soul to 
God as He is in Himself. One writer describes 
the difference in this way: “Meditation is de- 
tachment from the things of the world in order 
to attend to the things of God; contemplation 
is detachment from the things of God in order 
to attend to God.” Waiting upon God, with 
attention, resignation and self-surrender, this 
is the note of contemplation. Such is-the high- 
est point of concentration; it is the concentra- 
tion of the whole being in quiet, silent atten- 
tion, in listening for any indication of His will, 
together with any reproof or eKhortation from 
Him to our conscience. When we come thus 
into His Presence; when we thus adore Him 
with silent reverence, we find ourselves the 
more ready to obey His voice. 


It will be seen from this that the difference 
between meditation and contemplation is not 
one of contrast, but one of degree. Meditation, 
in any sincere heart, rises from time to time 
into contemplation. Contemplation has its 
roots in meditation. Contemplation lives and 
moves in the sense of the indwelling presence 
of God. It aims at seeing Him. Contempla- 
tion is the same kind of sight as the attitude 
of the poet’s soul to nature. The difference is 
in the object, which makes the difference vast 
indeed. Just as God transcends His works, so 
doés the effect of the contemplation of God on 
the soul transcend that of the contemplation 
of nature. It deepens and purifies the whole 
spiritual being; it drives back, or rather it an- 
nihilates temptation; it detects faults. which 
were before unknown and unsuspected. 


Requirement. 


For this four-fold exercise of the spirit, quiet 
is necessary. Said Richard Cecil, “Solitude is 
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my great ordinance." It would seem that Our 
Lord Himself required this. If He did, who 
can dispense with it? But there is another 
point. Тће ripest thinking of the finest minds 
can be achieved only in the hours of solitude. 
This is for the reason that such thinking 
springs, not from the understanding or the di- 
rect activities of the mind, but from the welling 
up of the mind's whole experience. In our 
best moments, we are neither acquiring knowl- 
edge nor purposely exercising our minds upon 
problems; we are rather listening to what our 
deeper, wiser self is telling us. The flashes of 
inspiration that come to men, the sudden in- 
sight into deep things which have long baffled 
them, the leap of the soul into light or fine ac- 
tion, are the results of brooding thought. They 
may even come in times of sadness, or of 
silent wonder at the thwartings of one's life 
іп God's Providence. 


Living as we do in a time of the most in- 
tense activity, when it would appear to be 
almost a crime to spend time in reflection, we 
must remind ourselves that some one's reflec- 
tion lies at the source of all activity that is 
worth the while. "Therefore, the more active 
a generation is, the more needful it is to draw 
from the deepest wells. The religious life of 
such a time as this demands that it be nour- 
ished and fed, not on the chance thinking of 
a crowded day, but on the strongest and most 
massive truths of God. Out of such silent con- 
templation of God arise the courage and the 
strength that we sorely need. 


Conclusion. 


Caroline Stephen, writing on this subject in 
a book called "Light Arising," has a passage 
that presents all we have said in summary. 
Says she, “The inward silence and stillness for 
the sake of which we value and practice out- 
ward silence, is a very different thing from 
vacuity. It is rather a putting behind of hur- 
rying outward thoughts, and an entering into 
the region of central calm. And let us re- 
member that it is a condition to be resolutely 
sought for; it is not a merely passive state 
into which we may lapse by accident. In seek- 


ing to be still, the first step of necessity is 5- 
exclude all disturbance and commotion irom 
without. But this is not all: there are мате 
disturbances and commotions to be subdued. 
This must be done with a strong hand. There 
15 a natural impulse to fly from the presemce 
of God to a multitude of distractions. This we 
must resolutely control, if we would taste the 
blessedness of conscious nearness to Him. 


“І believe that the way to achieve this ге 
olute self-control is through а deliberate == 
of attention to our own highest conceptions 2” 
the nature and will of Him with whom we have 
to do. It may be that, to achieve it, requires = 
struggle of the will. It is a struggle, not only 
for steady attention, but for submissio=

through, before we can be gathered into а 
peace of God which awaits the humble hear: 
and the contrite soul. Words may help, and 
silence may help; but the one thing needful = 
that the heart should turn to its Maker as the 
needle turns to the pole.” For this, four things 
аге necessary: attention, concentration, теб 
tatfn and contemplation. Thou must stand 
in awe and sin not. Thou must take time == 
commune with thine own heart. While dome 
so, thou must be still. Being still in this wam. 
thou shalt know that I am God.

RULES FOR HOLY COMMUNION. 


1, When you come forward to receive Holy 
Communion be careful not to crowd other peo- 
ple. Try also to let members of families kneel 
side by side. It often means much to them. 
Remember that consideration for others is no- 
where so fitting as at the Lord’s Table. 

2. When you come to the rail try to kneel 
as near as possible, so that your feet will not 
obstruct the way of those behind you. 

It is a most thoughtful custom to kneel in 
the proper place and thus not inconvenience 
those who follow. 

3. Receive the Elements into ungloved 
hands. The rubric directs that they are to be 
received into the hands of the people. It is 
well to place the palm of one hand on top of 
the other and receive the bread from the hand 
of the Priest in the upper hand. 

4. Be sure to take the Cup or Chalice into 
your hands. Grasp it firmly and guide it to 
your lips. The hats of women who kneel often 
make it e 3 for the celebrant to see 
their faces. Drink from the Chalice without 
turning it. 

5. Pray while you are kneeling at the rail. 
Strive fully to realize what the service means. 
Pray especially for greater love to God and 
for your neighbors. Be sure, too, to offer a 
prayer of thanksgiving at this time. 

6. When you return to your seat continue 
your prayers and thanksgiving. You should 
learn to use your Prayer Book to this end. 

7. Never leave the Church till the Benedic- 
tion has been pronounced, unless absolutely 
compelled to do so. You would not leave the 
house of a friend before the meal was finished 
except for serious cause. The Lord's Supper 
is far more important. 

8. Be sure to come to Holy Communion reg- 
ularly, at least once a month, and also on 
Christmas Day and Easter Day. These days 
have long been recognized in the Church as 
great days of obligation. Мо religious habit 
can be of greater spiritual value than that of 
regular attendance at Holy Communion. As 
this service best expresses the idea of self- 
consecration to God, it is bound to bring a 
peculiar blessing.

АП hope to be invited back another day, another 
year, when the sun is shining and the bees are 
swarming. For there are days like that. Maybe 
there will be one next summer. In the mean- 
time, let us get the winter over. Then we will 
see what we will see. 


The Summer. 

During the summer things have gone along 
as usual; perhaps even more so, if one refers to 
the early scattering of congregations and dimin- 
ishing attendance at church services through 
summer months. I used to talk about this a 
great deal; but I have come to take it more 
philosophically and to face the inevitable ab- 
sence of so many who are bound to be away 
from the city for so long a season. The Angel 
Gabriel himself as preacher could not keep 
these people in thts church in the hot months of 
a Philadelphia summer, 


Church Open. 


What I do find it necessary to repeat over 
and over again is that the church is always 
open, however. There is no suspension of Sun- 
day morning service, even through the month 
of August. Itis our custom to allow the mem- 
bers of the Choir that full month's vacation. 
But one service, of Holy Communion, was held 
each Sunday in August at eleven o'clock and 
the regular form of service has been resumed, 
with both Rector and Choir in attendance, on 
the first Sunday in September. We are in- 
` debted to the Rev. Charles L. Fulforth for his 
good offices in August and to Rev. William S. 


Thomas, Jr., Rector of All Saints Church, Alli- - 
quippa, Pa., who supplied in the Rector's ab- 
sence during the month of July. 


Vacation in Europe. 

Speaking of that absence, it may be in place 
to report that the Rector and Mrs. Steele went, 
about the first of July, on a brief vacation jour- 
ney abroad. We spent a month on shore, visit- 
ing France, Spain, Italy and Switzerland. We 
returned on August tenth, in order to look after 
the work at the Church Farm, where we have 
been living these several weeks since. I might 
go into learned detail and print a series of ob- 
servations made upon conditions abroad and 
contrast present-day life there and at home. 
But somewhat of this I tried to do at length 
on the closing Sunday at the Farm, September 
13th. I will not weary those present at that 
time by repetition here. 


Fresh Air Farm. 


Speaking now of the Church Farm, it is. grai- 
ifying to report that all the work there has been 
carried on throughout the summer most suc- 
cessfully. I remember a Catholic priest who 
was on board our steamer coming home. I 
asked him where he had becn. Не replied that 
he scarcely remembered and that it did not 
make much difference. Не said he had gone 
on his outing for a special reason. He was in 
charge of a parish in a distant community and 
had not been away from his people on vacation 
for a number of years. Finally the Bishop sent 
for him. Said he: "I want you to go away and 
stay away for quite a while.” “But,” replied 
the priest, “1 am not overworked. I do not 
need a rest." "No," said the Bishop, “I did not 
say you did ; but the people do." 


In my case, I fancy that may have bees 
equally true. Certainly, the people, as repre 
sented by the various workers, performed them 
several duties at the Farm with diligence аз 
marked success. In the order of time, Ми 
Marnie was ably assisted by Mrs. Gercke, Мг“ 
Schissler and Miss Beatrice Craig in the early 
summer, hdlisecleaning and equipping the pisce 
with everything it needed. Activities begun 
with the Decoration Day Picnic. Harvey 29€ 
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Catharine have been in residence as usual and 
have abundantly fed the live stock at the stable 
and the inmates of the house. Dr. Yerkes had 
charge of Sunday Services. Mrs. Treston was 
present every Saturday night and Sunday to 
chaperone parties. Miss Wurtele and Miss 
Frost conducted the Mothers’ Meeting picnics 
and Children's parties, while Bob Little and 
Mr. Gaul superintended the culinary depart- 
ment in the outdoor kitchen. If I have omitted 
anybody else, it is not because of lack of appre- 
ciation but because, being so many, they were 
too numerous to mention individually. The 
weather, while terribly hot in midsummer, as 
everyone knows, was propitious so far as al- 
lowing fair Sundays of thirteen weeks, save 
one. The three major picnics were more 
largely attended than ever before. The Wednes- 
day picnics, Saturday groups and other parties 
were of a higher average than last season. 


$400 Deficit. 

There is one remaining thing, however. And 
perhaps this is the best point at which to speak 
of it. We are closing the summer short of 
money. To be accurate, there is about a four 
hundred dollar deficit. I may have opportu- 
nity to speak of this in church. But I fear too 
much time will elapse before I can claim your 
attention in this manner. Therefore, will not 
some of you who read this please ponder the 
fact right earnestly. à 


I have sent out no special letters or requests 
or appeals all summer. About the usual num- 
ber of persons have sent contributions of their 
own volition. If any one has not already done 
this, I could wish they might right soon. Even 
if you have, perhaps you can supplement to 
some extent what you have done earlier. We 
are literally out of money, both in the Rector’s 
Discretionary Fund and the Farm Fund. All 
the money this summer's work has cost has 
been expended carefully and everything has 
been managed judiciously. Which is the rea- 
son I am the more bold to ask the congregation 
jointly to make up this deficit referred to and 
replenish the Rector's Discretionary Fund as 
well. 


Come to Church. 


And now the time has come once more to ask 
right earnestly about your coming to church. 
With next Sunday, the first week of October, 
our full schedule will be resumed. We have put 
off reopening both the morning Sunday School 
and the Four O'clock Afternoon Service until 
after this week of changing Daylight Saving 
time. But now we are ready with 
8:00 A.M. Holy Communion. 

10:00 A. M. Sunday School. 

11:00 A. M. Holy Communion and Sermon. 
4:00 P. M. Resumption of Aíternoon Service. 


Parish Calling. 


The following is an abridged statement from 
the Parish News of Holy Trinity Church, 
Brooklyn, N. Y. It is confessedly an experi- 
ment. The same experiment might possibly be 
tried with profit in this parish. Тће Rector 
would be glad of suggestions and advice. He 
would be glad and willing to try it—or any- 
thing else—that would produce the desired re- 
sult. 


"Life in the modern city has outmoded many 
time-honored customs of the church. One of 
them is parish calling. Experience shows that 
four out of five people are out nowadays when 
the minister calls, with the result that, valuable 
as it is for him to have personal contacts with 
his people, he is obliged to give up such visits 
if they prove utterly fruitless. 


"An experiment, therefore, was tried last 
month with the evening congregation. They 
were asked to come to the minister instead 0: 
the minister going to them. Cards were put on 
a table in the vestibule of the church, each with 
an appointment time marked on it, as for exam- 
ple, ^Monday, the 13th, at 5:30 P. M." 


“The people as they went out were requested 
to take a card with an appointment marked on 
it which was convenient for them, and then io 
come and call on the Rector at the church at 
that time. The appointments were for a half 
hour each, and were held in the vestry room or 
the study. 
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“Out of a congregation of four hundred, four- 
teen took cards and left the stubs with their 
name and address and appointment time so that 
it was known they were coming. All came but 
one, who was prevented from coming and sent 
notice accordingly." 


Then follows a list of the objects of their 
coming and the subjects discussed, ending with: 


"Church matters were also discussed, the 
services, preferences concerning sermons, 
whether on social questions or on personal 
problems. Both minister and caller felt at the 
end of the visit that it should be repeated each 
year in the same way. Personal contacts like 
these between preacher and people are essen- 
tial to a Christian fellowship. Not only the 


` sick, the bereaved, those in trouble, and the 


stay-aways, but also the hale and happy should 
be seen by the minister. Perhaps this method 
of the people calling on the minister by an 
appointment thus easily made 15 the solution of 
the problem." 


A Notable Funeral. 


At the funeral of Mr. John W. Brock, in the 
Church, on Saturday, September 19th, with or- 
ganist and choir, and in the presence of a dis- 
tinguished company of the deceased's friends 
and confreres, the Rector spoke briefly as fol- 
lows: 


"Only upon very few occasions have I in- 
truded words of my own into the solemn liturgy 
itself which, as you know, in the Episcopal 
Church, appoints no place for stilted words of 
eulogy or fulsome words of praise. But the 
circumstances under which we here assemble 
are exceptional. I cannot follow this, our elder 
brother, further toward the tomb without paus- 
ing to express briefly these few sentiments. 


“Ро you realize that he whose obsequies we 
are attending was almost the oldest member 
of this parish? He was certainly the oldest in 
term of service in any official capacity. He has 
been the one remaining member out of twelve, 
of the Vestry, as composed when I came here, 
now a quarter century agone. He was one of 


fewer than half a dozen remaining, of those who 
were pew-holders at that time. And—for this 
is certainly a commentary on changing condi- 
tions in this city as in this church—he was the 
one lone man whom I can think of who, as head 
of a family, among all those then in the parish, 
was still living in the same house. 


“In his passing, not only is a family bereaved 
of a singularly fond and devoted parent, but 
more than one institution here represented by 
their official boards have lost a faithful servant 
and an active worker. These several bodies 
have each lost an honorable member and the 
community at large has lost a man of probity. 
In many places, elsewhere than this church, he 
will be sorely missed now that his place is 
empty. 


“Beyond these, however, I am thinking some- 
what selfishly of the loss sustained by this 
Church and this Rector. When I came to this 
city and to this parish twenty-seven years ago, 
as a young man and a stranger, it was in his 
home within twenty-four hours that I formed 
my first intimate friendships and at his board on 
the same day I was first entertained. From 
that day to the present, I have often turned tu 
him for counsel and advice and never has he 
failed me in any hour. 


“He was a devoted communicant of this 
church, for forty years a member of its vestry 
for ten years past a trustee of its endowmest 
fund and to the day of his death its Rectors 
Warden. His death is more than a casual ince 
dent, among those old and faithful members we 
have lost so frequently and recently so гар. 
It is a veritable milestone; for it marks almost 
the closing of an epocheend brings into prom= 
nence the gravest problem of the parish as suc 


“Tt is for these reasons all that I have brokes 
a funeral custom in this instance more honare 
in the breach than the observance. Mr. Вг 
was a good man. Мау he rest in peace == 
may light perpetual shire upon his soul.”

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Sermon 


Preached Sunday, April 19, 1931 
St. Luke and The Epiphany 


Text: “I perceive that in all things ye are 
too superstitious.” Acts 17:22. 


Preface. 

- Will you be surprised to know that this is 
one of only two places in the Bible where the 
word superstition occurs? And would you 
know the two Greek words upon which trans- 
lations are made? ‘The first means literally 
“Much given to reverence”; the second is “Кеу- 
erence of demons.” Both are in the Acts of the 
Apostles. Both are as ancient as the language 
of St. Paul. And yet the thing itself is almost 
as prevalent today as it was two thousand years 
ago. We are, all of us, too superstitious. 


Introduction. 


For example. Who does not breathe a bit 
easier every time Friday the thirteenth passes? 
Many otherwise intelligent people will not take 
a journey, or Беріп one, on that particular day. 
Few hotels have а room number 13. It is 
strange that a million happy experiences will 
go unrecorded ; but let one disaster arise and it 
will be attributed to the malevolence that made 
the thirteenth fall on Friday of the month. So 
tenaciously do we hold on to superstitions that 
still survive from childhood, even from the 
childhood of the race. 


What is still more strange is that most of 
these fantastic notions find themselves, in their 
origin, closely related to religion. Primitive 
ancestors dwelt in a world of fear. They were 
surrounded on every hand with hostile forces 
in nature which they could not understand. In 
the beginning, there was fear; fear was in the 
heart of man; and fear controlled him. Не 
must do something about it. 


Origin and Extent. 


Earth and sea and sky were set against prini- 
itive man. With relentless enmity, with inex- 
plicable hate, they were bent on his destruction. 
The best man could do was to strive to placate 
them. So, as Statius said so long ago, “Timor 
facit Deos"—fear made the gods. And super- 
stition has dogged the footsteps of religion at 
every stage of its advance. The very story of 
its advance may be told in man’s enlarging con- 
quest of the domain of fear and the increasing 
substitution of reason and faith for superstition 
and credulity. We do not need to turn to the 
Old Testament to discover Saul in the cave of 
the Witch of Endor, or witness the long conflict 
between the religion of magic and the power 
of righteousness. We have it today, in the re- 
ligion, so-called, of the twentieth century. 


For example, a man is not saved unless he ts 
baptized, in a certain way, by a man belonging 
to a certain sect; prayer is wasted unless it ends 
with the magic phrase, For the sake of Jesus 
Christ ; a bishop is not a bishop until he is made 
the recipient of a peculiar grace, by the impo- 
sition of three other bishops’ hands; making 
certain signs in front of one’s forehead has 
peculiar efficacy; swinging a censer and mum- 
bling certain Latin words over a dead body has 
some effect, somewhere, somehow; kissing the 
worn toe of an image of St. Peter brings а 
blessing; the words of a priest, whose moral 
and spiritual life is a matter of indifference, 
spoken over a wafer of bread and a chalice of 
wine, transforms these elements into the actual, 
corporal body and blood of Christ. And so 
forth and so on. 


Nor are there lacking more modern instances. 
A chain prayer, originating in some indefinite 
place, must go around the world ; if copied and 
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sent to nine others, it brings a blessing ; but, if 
not copied, look out for the fourth day when 
some calamity will befall the one who broke the 
chain. A mercenary evangelist announces him- 
self a faith healer and pathetic crowds of simple 
folk follow his bizarre evangel until his egotism 
becomes insufferable. А hundred thousand 
people in one day visited recently the tomb of a 
priest in New Jersey, dead these hundred years. 
because зотђоду claimed that to touch his 
tombstone was to be healed of some infirmity. 
And so on and on we might go in the disturbing 
recital of how magic and morals are still mixed 
and superstition and sense lose their differenti- 
ating marks. Surely one supreme miracle is 
needed and that is the miracle of deliverance 
from the thralldom of superstitious belief in the 
miraculous and the benumbing power of mean- 
ingless magic in religion. 


Miracle of the Galilean. 


It is just this miracle that we find wrought in 
the New Testament. Ihave recently been read- 
ing a book by one Paul B. Kern, of San An- 
tonio, entitled The Miracle of the Galilean, from 
which I have taken much of the material of this 
sermon and most of the illustrations. The table 
of contents runs: The miracle in personality, in 
revelation, in redemption, in ethics . . . and 
chiefly, The miracle of the mind: the conquest 
of superstition. This last is our theme. 


Just the miracle we want, I say, we find in 
the New Testament. It is the miracle of the 
cure of superstitious belief in the miraculous. 
The evangelists who wrote the Gospels were 
confronted with the difficult task of narrating 
the life history of God moving and acting under 
human environment. As we study the artistry 
of the Gospels, we find that it is perfect, though 
unconscious. It can be explained only by the 
supposition that these men were dwelling in the 
presence of reality. They told simply, with 
guileless naiveté, what they saw and heard. 
The literature of the New Testament bears 
upon its surface the marks of naturalness and 
realism. Its homely phrases, its simplicity of 
expression, rts frank recognition of lapses in 


moral conduct, its freedom from labored argu- 
ment meant to bolster up a dubious cause—all 
these go far toward stamping the literature of 
the early Christian movement as free from 
mythical extravagance and hasten the conclu- 
sion that these writings are the records of 
events and characters that moved in the white 
sunlight of men's gaze and not in the dim, un- 
lighted corners of imagination, where vaporous 
spirits play hide and seek with fictitious gods. 


A Sane Belief. 

Not that I believe all the stories there re- 
corded; but I do believe this: that Jesus him- 
self is the best antidote for superstition in re- 
ligion. If we find ourselves lost amid the tra- 
ditions of religion, we can always go back to 
the Gospels and find truth that is clear and un- 
derstandable. Look at the picture of Him pre- 
sented in the Synoptic Gospels. Мо saint in 
the whole calendar is less distinguished by what 
is termed “The apparatus of religion." What 
we have is a study from life, the picture of a 
man as he actually lived among men. 


He grew up as any normal religious-minded 
youth might be expected to grow up. In his 
active life, he bore the marks of humanity and 
shared its common weaknesses. Не is pictured 
as hungry, as weary, as thirsty, as angry, as 
suffering, as in need of sympathy, as shrinking 
from death, as dying, as dead. And yet, in spite 
of this human naturalness, to each of the evan- 
gelists, he was the Son of God as well as the 
son of man, with power to judge mankind. The 
remarkable thing about all this is that we are 
not conscious of any conflict in his регзопа у 
by reason of these varied acts and attitudes. 
What he did was consonant with what he was 


His acts seem perfectly natural—in view of his 


personality. 


Works and Words. 


And, apart from his works, his words lay the 
same strong emphasis upon sanity. His мог 
were eagerly understood by the average таз 
The common people heard him gladly. He 
spoke their language because he lived their Ш 
He rebuked the Pharisees, because they shat 


the door in the face of honest seekers after truth 
and lost, in the detours of traditionalism, those 
who would follow them. He talked to a sinning 
woman and to a leader in Israel with a per- 
suasive naturalness that sent each of them 
away, awed by the majesty of his words, but 
gripped by the winsomeness of his appeal. 


He taught in parables, that men might use 
the implements of imagination to dig up the 
treasures of truth. He took the common terms 
of life to reveal the mysteries of the spiritual 
world. God is a father; men are children ; he 
is their brother; they are fellow-workers with 
him. The duties He imposed are equally con- 
cise and intelligible. Follow me; love one an- 
other; love your enemy; pray without ceasing; 
feed the hungry; visit the poor; clothe the 
naked. There is no deep-veiled mystery about 
these ethical demands. One does not need to 
go to a fortune teller or a necromancer to know 
what he wants a follower of his to do. 


Major Gospel Miracles. 


If this argument for the wholesome effect of 
Jesus upon the weird and superstitious in reli- 
gion were to break down anywhere, it would 
obviously be at the point of his relation to the 
supernatural. Here is the border line between 
fact and fancy, between magic and spiritual 
might. Mythical miracles are commonplaces in 
most imaginative religious literature; and it is 
not to be wondered at that many modern read- 
ers approach the Gospel miracles with distinct 
mental reservations. And yet there is differ- 
ence between the supernaturalism of the New 
Testament and the uncanny magic of apoc- 
ryphal religious literature. Take, for example, 
the writings of Gregory, one of the most saga- 
cious of the early popes. He tells, in his Four 
Dialogues, of how pieces of gold, fresh as from 
the mint, fell out of the heavens upon the 
priests ; how floods which rose even to the roofs 
of churches did not enter the doors, though they 
stood open; how the arm of an executioner, 
raised to strike off a monk’s head, remained 
erect and fixed, sword and all in the air, but 
power was restored to it on the promise never 
to use it against a Christian. 
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If we compare these products of the mythical 
faculty of ignorant men with the major miracles 
of the Gospels, we see clearly the difference and 
appreciate the moral sanity and intellectual 
sobriety of the accounts in the New Testament. 
The miracles of Jesus constitute a sane super- 
naturalism which is actively expressive of his 
own inmost character. Study especially his re- 
straint in using his peculiar power. The people 
were constantly urging him to do a sign in their 
presence; but he refused to appease their mor- 
bid appetite for the extraordinary. There is 
nothing so alien to the feeling of the Gospels 
as the love of wonder for wonder’s sake. 


Notice also that He never used his peculiar 
gift for his own comfort or protection. He 
would not feed himself in the wilderness by 
turning stones into bread; he would not strike 
his midnight accusers dumb or dead; he would 
not call upon legions of angels to protect his 
life. He would die an untimely death rather 
than escape by miraculous maneuvers from the 
hands of his murderers. As Dr. Fairbairn says, 
in his Philosophy of the Christian Religion: 
“The unusual acts which are ascribed to Jesus 
have qualities which curiously correspond to 
his character; they so duplicate and reflect it 
that the moral attributes which are most dis- 
tinctive of him appear in his acts.” 


Religion and Knowledge. 


Now let us see into what all this leads. Reli- 
gion rests at last upon knowledge. Its basis is 
revelation, not mystery. I would not under- 
estimate the vastness of our ignorance of the 
world without us and the world within; but 
our real life depends, not on the things that we 
are ignorant of but on the things we know. 
The difficulties that arise out of our ignorance 
are not in any proper sense religious difficulties. 
They may be theological or philosophical, but 
they are not religious. There is only one real 
religious difficulty, and that is the difficulty of 
being religious; just as there is only one real 
difficulty about the Word of God, that is, the 
difficulty of keeping it. The way of life is рат; 
it is a beaten trail that started back beyond 
Galilee and runs straight through to our mod- 
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ern times. If men have not walked in it, it is 
not because they have lost their way; it is be- 
cause they have lost their spiritual nerve. 
Long, long ago, the words of the lawgiver and 
prophet in Deuteronomy blazed that road 
ahead: “Тће secret things belong unto the 
Lord our God; but those that are revealed be- 
long unto us and to our children forever, that 
we may do all the words of this law." 


Jesus rests his Gospel and his cause upon. 


knowledge, I say, not upon ignorance; upon 
intelligent understanding, not superstitious cre- 
dulity. But, what is knowledge? And whence 
comes it? Is it simply the perception of the 
five senses and the inferences from these per- 
ceptions? So the materialist would have us 
believe. Or is knowledge wholly the result of 
the reasoning faculty, making all truths simply 
caravansaries of the mind in the endless pil- 
grimage of the intellect from the known into 
the unknown? So the rationalist would sug- 
gest. But neither answer is enough. Man is 
not simply an organized bundle of sense reac- 
tions. Nor is he simply a thinking animal. Man 
is a spirit and is akin to God, not in his physical 
but in his spiritual nature. Knowledge then is 
not simply a matter of sense perception but of 
soul perception. It is the result, not alone of a 
rationalizing process but is a venture in faith. 
It is because our generation has been so insen- 
sitive to the brooding presence of spiritual геа!- 
ity that we have plunged headlong into the 
soulless exploitation of a material civilization. 


Knowledge and Soul Power. 

Jesus definitely depended upon this. soul 
power in men to apprehend and further his 
kingdom. It rests upon knowledge. But it is 
knowledge so comprehensive that it includes 
the perception of spiritual realities just as 
keenly as, and even more than, the understand- 
ing of intellectual processes. He never meant 
it to be intellectually difficult for a man to be a 
disciple. Else he would never have called crude 
Galilean fishermen to be his chief apostles and 
interpreters. Those early disciples were what 
the world called uncultured persons. That is to 
say, they did not belong to the intelligentsia of 


their time nor to the ecclesiastical hierarchy. © 
must not be inferred however that they жете 
ignorant men, in the sense of being simple 
minded; they were merely unlearned in, and 
innocent of, the current, standardized forms 5"

academic porches of their time. And yet it wee 
these men to whom He chose to intrust Be 
revolutionary enterprise. And his сопядещее 
was not misplaced. 


Conclusion. 

So we come to our conclusion. Which = 
this. The world has long been ruled too muc 
by superstition. And too much of this заре 
stition is still allied to religion. Miracles are 
only a necessary evil, at best; at the worst, the 
right ones are believed in the wrong way ama 
the others һауе no ground for credence at = 
Ignorance is not the path to piety, but know! 
edge is the way to truth. Not all knowledge 
however, is either of the senses ог of the mimi 
There is an instinct of the heart and there is = 
venture of faith. This is the kind to which the 
Master committed the growth of sane, not si- 
perstitious religion. The same is still the safest 
method to follow. In other words: 

"Let knowledge grow from more to more, 

But more of reverence in it dwell; 

That heart and mind, according well, 

May make one music as before—but vaster. 


Today, as in the days of St. Paul's address te 
the Athenians, on Mar's Hill, too many people 
are, in all things, too superstitious.

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RULES FOR HOLY COMMUNION. 


1. When you come forward to receive Holy 
Communion be careful not to crowd other peo- 
ple. Try also to let members of families kneel 
side by side. It often means much to them. 
Remember that consideration for others is no- 
where so fitting as at the Lord's Table. 

2. When you come to the rail try to kneel 
as near as possible, so that your feet will not 
obstruct the way of those behind you. 

It is a most thoughtful custom to kneel in 
the proper place and thus not inconvenience 
those who follow. 

3. Receive the Elements into ungloved 
hands. The rubric directs that they are to be 
received into the hands of the people. It is 
well to place the palm of one hand on top of 
the other and receive the bread from the hand 
of the Priest in the upper hand. 

4. Be sure to take the Cup or Chalice into 
your hands. Grasp it firmly and guide it to 
yourlips. The hats of women who kneel often 
make it impossible for the celebrant to see 
their faces. Drink from the Chalice without 
turning it. 

5. Pray while you are kneeling at the rail. 
Strive fully to realize what the service means. 
Pray especially for greater love to God and 
for your neighbors. Be sure, too, to offer a 
prayer of thanksgiving at this time. 

6. When you return to your seat continue 
your prayers and thanksgiving. You should 
learn to use your Prayer Book to this end. 

7. Never leave the Church till the Benedic- 
tion has been pronounced, unless absolutely 
compelled to do so. You would not leave the 
house of a friend before the meal was finished 
except for serious cause. 'The Lord's Supper 
is far more important. 

8. Be sure to come to Holy Communion reg- 
ularly, at least once a month, and also on 
Christmas Day and Easter Day. These days 
have long been recognized in the Church as 
great days of obligation. No religious habit 
can be of greater spiritual value than that of 
regular attendance at Holy Communion. As 
this service best expresses the idea of self- 
consecration to God, it is bound to bring a 
peculiar blessing.

Thanksgiving Party. 


On behalf of the Young People, I have de- 
voted considerable space on the pages that fol- 
low to report of their thoroughly successful 
Thanksgiving Season Party. This is the larg- 
est project they have ever undertaken on their 
own behalf. They deserve the utmost credit 
because of the extent to which they planned and 
carried out everything themselves. Besides, 
they are to be congratulated upon their success 
in raising precisely the amount of money they 
set for themselves as a quota. This figure is re- 
ported elsewhere and the names of contributors 
of special articles enumerated under the head of 
Acknowledgments. The four hundred and - 
forty odd dollars assembled allows for the de- 
duction of all expenses and leaves the exact 
$400.00 set them as a task, i. e., making up the 
deficit in the year’s Annual Budget for the 
Church Farm. 


This week I have mailed several hundred 
copies of the letter reproduced below: 


Copy of Letter. 
“My dear Friends: 


There are a thousand persons, Pewholders, 
Envelope Subscribers and Communicants of 
this Parish. Our lists are unusually accurate. 
This many addresses are correct. We enroll 
that many people. 


This week is Advent. It is the beginning of 
the Church Year. Next Sunday is the first one 
of December. It is Communion Sunday. The 
Church-going Season is upon us. Where are 
you? | 


50 far, from September first to date this au- 
tumn, attendance of all this thousand persons 
put together, at Sunday morning service, has 
been less than 200. In other words, at the nor- 
mal Sunday morning Church-going hour, fifty 
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per cent. of these people simply are never here 
at all. Seventy-five per cent. are never here 
with consistency. Not more than twenty-five 
рет cent. are here with regularity. Clergy and 
Choir do their best. But the people do not. 


Such a condition of things ought not to, it 
simply cannot, longer continue. Rather, I 
should say, this Church cannot continue, if 
something is not done to change this state of 
things. It is no pleasure for me to speak about 
this. But I must. You who make up this ma- 
jority are killing a perfectly good Church. By 
your absence, whether voluntary or not, you 
are bringing about a situation which, if not 
corrected, will close the Church’s doors. This 
would be too bad. It would automatically 
close the Church Farm. | | 


One group, that is, of Pewholders, have valid 
excuse. They are invalid, aged, or live at long 
distance. In the past two or three years, an 
unusual number have died. Sóme pews, still 
held in these names or by those owners, are 
unoccupied. This is for perfectly good reason. 


Of this group, there are others however who 
are nothing but dead wood. They would be 
an incubus.to any institution. Ask them where 
they go to Church. They would say they go 
here. But that is just what they do not. They 
ought either to come to Church or stop being 
counted. They are proud of their connection. 
We are not proud of them. They should give 
up their pews. 


There is a larger group of you, however, 
about whom I am most concerned. You are 
here at every other time in the week, and for 


. every other purpose, except on Sunday and to 


say your prayers. You are members of the 
Sunday School, the Mothers’ Meeting, the 
Girls’ Club, the Boys’ Club. You are Envelope 
Subscribers. Many of you are the Clientele of 
the Church Farm. Where are you on Sunday 
mornings at eleven o’clock? Everybody else is 
asking. This matter has been causing much 
comment. We cannot go on, maintaining and 


supporting these things above mentioned, un- 
less you show us by your presence in Church 
that you belong to this Church. Otherwise, we 
will simply have to close the Parish House. 
What's the use? _ 


I have spoken of this matter repeatedly, to 
separate groups. But, on next Sunday morn- 
ing, I want to speak pointedly, and to every- 
body. I recommend that you be here. If this 
condition is my fault, I want to be advised how 
to correct it. If it is your fault, it is time to 
ask you to correct it. Are you coming to 
Church or are you not? 


I am mailing this letter very generally. It 
probably does not apply equally to all who re- 
ceive it. But I trust you will be here next Sun- 
day to hear some things I have to say in very 
plain English. If what I say does not apply to 
you, then you can listen while I speak to others. 


I know you will sympathize and want te 
help. The reason for this is that I know you 
are fond of те personally. I certainly am de- 
votedly fond of you. I am not going to scold 
anybody. I love you too much for that. But 
I love this Church more. And I think you do. 
What is the reason for this state of things? 
And what is the answer?”

(From this sermon, preached some time ago 
by the Rev. Merton S. Rice, D. D., of the Metro- 
politan Methodist Church in Detroit, I have 
appropriated an outline and included some of 
the illustrations, in order to set forth in print 
what seems to me an appropriate study for the 
times.—D. M. S.) 


Text. 


"And (he) said to his servant, Go up now, 
look toward the sea. And he went up, and 
looked, and said, There is nothing. And he 
said, Go again seven times." I Kings XVIII, 
43. 


Preface. 


We are all of us conscious that we are living 
in an era of change and uncertainty. "There 
is a kind of perplexity that breeds timidity. 
Many persons are apprehensive of worse times 
to come. There is almost a frame of panic in 
the minds of many good people. Iam thinking 
for the moment, not of commercial or financial 
panic but of moral and religious doubt. It is 
not surprising that this should be felt most 
keenly by those who are most gentle by dis- 
position, whose lives have been most sheltered 
and whose forms of faith are most conventional. 
Strong words of reassurance are needed and 
wanted by them. In this old familiar Bible 
story, so it sees to me, there is just the pecul- 
iar kind of stern assurance they require. 


Introduction. 

The servant said, There is nothing . . . And 
the prophet said, Go again. That is the point 
of real interest in this pseudo-historical narra- 
tive. It is a quick-drawn sketch of faith, faced 
by a lack of evidence. Such faith refuses to 
allow one such negative report to be final. 


"There is nothing . . . Go again." 


There is always this illogical element in faith 
It is forever drawing its conclusions from be- 
yond its observations. These are days of ex- 
pert observation. Never were men so sure ot 
what they could see, or could not see, as they 
are at present. Strictly scientific report has 
authority that brooks no dispute. It has pre- 
sumed upon its accuracy with a conduct that 
has made marked impression upon religion. 
There is nothing? That sounds so conclusive 
There is a clear call today for a vision that will 
catch the true testimony of an evidence not 
seen. | 


Questions and Answers. 


One of the most interesting, and surely one 
of the most indicative-of-the-times books that 
has been published within the recent past, car- 
ries the apt title: A Faith That Enquires. It is 
a book in defense of a faith that eagerly hunts 
for a reason for its position. That is good. Re- 
ligion can never be built up on the idea that 
anything true can ever hurt it. А policy of 
concealment is not permissible. There is, how- 
ever, something unsatisfactory in such an atti- 
tude of faith. There seems ever to be an ele- 
ment of suspicion and a lack of confidence in 
the manifest eagerness of such inquiry. There 
is a finer conduct of faith than inquiry. Faith 
is not at its best with a question-mark for its 
guide. There is ап uncompromising confidence 
that characterizes faith at its best. 


This Particular Incident. 


The attraction in this incident lies in our 
use of it as an approach in a study of the con- 
tent of faith. Faith stands challenged by facts. 
Can I hold my faith when all signs fail? That 
is a fair question. It is all right to inquire.

Send the servant out to look. Tell him to look 
well. But do not hold your faith with so slight 
a grip as to endanger it, if the inquiry brings 
one negative report. Go again—even seven 
times. There is nothing? That is the short, 
conclusive report of the servant of Elijah, who 
has been sent out to a favorable point of obser- 
vation, to look for a cloud in the sky. There 
was not much enthusiasm in the servant as he 
went; for he could see enough of the sky from 
where he was to draw his own conclusions. It 
was a listless sort of a report he brought back 
the first time. He was doubtless startled at the 
sharp answer: Go again. 


A Remarkable Story. 


Written all around this text is the tragic 
story of one of the most crucial periods of Eli- 
jah's life. For more than three years, the 
people had turned their sun-browned faces up 
to a brazen sky, hoping for some sign of rain. 
The earth had been swept clean of all vegeta- 
tion by the hot breath of a continuous drought. 
The springs and pools had all been licked dry. 
The King had given Obadiah his servant, and 
the governor of his house, a special commission 
to seek out all fountains and pools—peradven- 
ture grass enough might be found to save the 
lives of the horses and mules of the royal 
stables. Day after day, month after month, the 
skies refused to bring relief. The people, at 
first angry with Elijah, began to wear down 
to a distressed appreciation of their helpless- 
ness. But distress has often been a construc- 
tive process in religious inclination. It seems 
so easy to forget God while brooks run full and 
flowers bloom and rich crops hang heavy afield. 
It may be a necessary process, in the growing 
of character, to drive folk at times out of their 
pastures of selfishness into which their pros- 
perity has blindly led them. 


Until Seven Times. 


Events came now on hurrying feet. The 
great meeting in challenge with the false 
prophets was convincingly concluded. The ac- 
claimed victor arose, and said in startling con- 


fidence: Behold, there is a sound of abundance 
of rain in the land. It was surely the word of 
a prophet. For the ear of faith alone could 
hear rain then. None other could detect it. 
They looked intently, but there was not a sign. 
They would believe such a testimony when they 
could see lowering clouds and hear the wel- 
come roar of thunder on the hills. But the 
man of God withdrew himself to the top of 
Mount Carmel to pray. In a matter-of-fact man- 
ner, he said to his servant: Go now, and look 
over toward the sea for the coming of a cloud. 
The servant was not gone long. He swept the 
heavens with an easy glance that was sure be- 
fore he looked, and came back to say: My Mas- 
ter, there is nothing. Go back and look again. 
I fear you did not look with care. To his knees 
the prophet fell, and as he awaited the return- 
ing message, he poured out his soul to God. 
It was not long, however; for, to the servant, 
the trip was a mere confirmation of what he 
had already reported. He came back, this time 
with an inflection in his sentence that carried 
somewhat a sense of triumph as he said: Mas- 
ter, there is nothing. 


Is There Not? 


Go again! came the command of challenged 
faith. Maybe you have been too expectant. 
Do not look now for a storm. Remember you 
are only looking for a cloud. After a somewhat 
longer absence, the servant came and said for 
the fourth time, in the manner of carefully 
formed conviction: Master, I tell you there is 
nothing. Go again, was the unfaltering word. 
I have thought, as the servant climbed anew to 
the point of lookout, that there might have been 
in his soul a wondering how he could find some- 
how an encouragement for his famous master. 
But the brazen sky held no sign. There is noth- 
ing. Once more the same report was made. 


There is an ancient tradition that this serv- 
ant was the son of the widow of Zarepath, the 
boy who Elijah had raised from the dead. I 
like the story anyhow. Тће way the boy acted 
in this repetitious test bears evidence that he

was no ordinary servant. Again the fifth time 
he went to look, while his master prayed. The 
returning feet of the messenger startled Elijah 
and he looked up to ask: What did you see? 
There is nothing. Well, said the prophet, you 
know it takes a cloud some time to form into 
visible shape. By the time you get back there 
again you will likely make out the outline of a 
cloud. There is one forming out there. It is 


-either not quite dense enough to see, or else 


you have grown so.used to a bare sky that you 
look for no other sort. Go again. 


Confidence Exhausted. 


Shortly he came stumbling back, almost care- 
lessly now. Mocked perhaps he felt by the con- 
stant repetition of cloudless skies; and he said, 
this time with utter weariness: There is noth- 
ing. Go again, answered the faith whose chal- 
lenge had been but the means of brightening 
it. Go now and look carefully along that misty 
line where sky and sea. meet yonder. You 
know there are some clouds that lie below the 
horizon, Maybe you can find a point of higher 
vantage. Yonder, on the very highest point 
he stands. Away to the west lies the sea. The 
sun is sinking as it had for so. many months 


· toward a cloudless evening. Suddenly the eye 


of the tired watcher caught something not vis- 
ible before. Just a bit of unevenness on the 
horizon's edge. He shaded his face from the 
reflecting glare. Itisa cloud. Nota big cloud. 
No larger than a man’s hand. But he had not 
been cautioned as to size. All he was to report 
on is facts. It is a cloud. Не will report. 
Hurrying back, he ran this time, as his faith in- 
creased. Не interrupted his master even at 
his prayer and said with a new inflection in his 
voice: I see a cloud. It is no larger than my 
hand. But it is coming up out of the sea. This 
is the point. Elijah cared nothing about 
the size of the cloud. He knew that God is 
forever growing great things out of seeming 
littles, Without even going to look for him- 
self, or to confirm the report, he said in active 
comment: Arise quickly. Run and tell Ahab 
the King that he get his chariots and rush 


home, for there is going to be abundance of 


rain. 


Insignificance of Signs.. 


I learn here three things. First, that even 
in the face of explicit promises, God for a time 
may allow us to see no sign. Elijah had been 
told that rain would come again only on his 
own word, and he had only the reason of his 
faith to believe it. But, cherishing that assur- 
ance, he must still linger, and wait, and pray, 
and believe, straight into the repeated report of 
a negative observation. There is significant 
truth in this for our day, that prides itself on 
its ability to discern the sky. There is oppres- 
sive influence on spiritual life in every scientific 
negative. Faith seems to have grown faint in 
many places, and to accept ordinary observa- 
tions of the sky as conclusive reports for relig- 
ion as well. There may be, in most of us, an 
instinctive impulse that will express itself in 
prayer once, for something. Maybe in anxiety, 
and in hope that is born of anxiety, we can 
pray twice. But when three and four times we 
have had to be told there is visible absolutely 
nothing, we are ready to quit. It is a great 
thing to hear Elijah say, as he looked out over 
those parched fields, and up into those dried out 
skies, I hear the sound of abundance of rain. 
We must never get delay and denial confused 
in our interpretation of faith. It is not a denial 
for answers to be delayed. 


Credential Versus Cause. 


The second deduction I would make here is 
that confidence in God is better than a sign in 
the sky. The real spirit of faith is concerned 
but very little with signs. It knows the sign 
will come, not as a cause of faith, but as a cre- 
dential of faith. Do not get these two things 
crossed. Confidence in God is our incentive. 
On it we take no denial though all reports agree 
against us. If men were looking only for signs, 
a cloud as large as a man’s hand would be a 
mockery. That drouth had lain across three 
whole years. · The agent that brings relief to 
such desperation must not be a little thing.

Conclusion.

The funeral of Dr. John Blair Deaver, who died at his home in Wyncote, 
on September 25, 1931, was held in the Church of St. Luke and The Epiphany, 
Thirteenth Street, below Spruce, Philadelphia, Ра., on Monday, September 
28, 1931, at three o'clock. It was one of the most impressive services ever 
held in Philadelphia. The Church was crowded to its capacity of 1,200 people, 
the vestibule was filled to standing room and perhaps five hundred additional 
people crowded in the street. The ritual of the Episcopal Church was read 
by the rector, Rev. David M. Steele, D.D., assisted by the Rev. Philip J. Stein- 
metz, D.D., of St. Paul's Church, Ogontz. Pausing in the service after the 
Lesson, Dr. Steele pronounced the following brief eulogy : | 


"Many of you know—but of course some do not—that the Episcopal 
Church provides no place and appoints no opportunity, in its Ritual of 
Burial, for the preaching of funeral sermons. This is well—in ordinary 
circumstances. There should be no fulsome praise nor unearned eulogy 
pronounced over the dead any more than the living. But these circum- 
stances are not ordinary. Не, today deceased, lives on so fondly in our 
memories and is so deeply enshrined in the hearts and the affections of this 
multitude, that I make bold to recite briefly these two sentences so apropos. 
They are from two such ancient books Apocryphal as Ecclesiasticus and 
the Wisdom of Solomon. 

“First, honor, among all men, a physician, with the honor due him, for 
the uses ye have had of him. For the Lord hath created him. The phy- 
sician receiveth wisdom from the Most High. Therefore, he receiveth honor 
of those whom he healeth. The skill of the physician doth lift up his head, 
and in the sight of great men he is held in admiration. But it is the Lord 
that hath given such skill. It is He who is honored in the marvelous works 
of their hands. For, with their aid, it is He that healeth men and taketh 
away their pains. 

“Again, let us hesitate not to praise famous men; for the Lord hath 
wrought great glory by them, through His power from the beginning. Such 
as did bear rule in their peculiar provinces. Men renowned for their power, 
giving counsel by their understanding. Leaders of the people, by their coun- 
sel and their learning meet for the people, wise and eloquent in their in- 
structions. All these are honored in their generations. They are the glory 
of their times. There be some of them that leave a name behind them, 
that their praises may be long reported. Merciful men, whose kindness 
shall never be forgotten. Their memorial standeth fast and their glory shall 
not be blotted out. Their bodies are buried in peace; but their name liveth 
on. Many people shall tell of their wisdom and a great congregation will 
show forth their praise. 

“These words, although composed more than two thousand years ago, are 
still a fitting commentary on the life exemplary and work so extraordinary 
of John Blair Deaver, scientist, citizen, author, instructor, surgeon-emeritus, 
surgeon-par-excellence, known for his kindness to men of all sorts and con- 
ditions, friend of his fellows, servant of his Maker. May he rest in peace 
and may light perpetual shine upon his soul.”

RULES FOR HOLY COMMUNION. 


1. When you come forward to receive Holy 
Communion be careful not to crowd other peo- 
ple. Try also to let members of families kneel 
side by side. It often means much to them. 
Remember that consideration for others is no- 
where so fitting as at the Lord's Table. 


2. When you come to the rail try to kneel 
as near as possible, so that your feet will not 
obstruct the way of those behind you. 

It is a most thoughtful custom to kneel in 
the proper place and thus not inconvenience 
those who follow. 


3. Receive the Elements into ungloved 
hands. The rubric directs that they are to be 
received into the hands of the people. It is 
well to place the palm of one hand on top of 
the other and receive the bread from the hand 
of the Priest in the upper hand. 


4. Be sure to take the Cup or Chalice into 
your hands. Grasp it firmly and guide it to 
your lips. The hats of women who kneel often 
make it impossible for the celebrant to see 
their faces. Drink from the Chalice without 
turning it. 


5. Pray while you are kneeling at the rail. 
Strive fully to realize what the service means. 
Pray especially for greater love to God and 
for your neighbors. Be sure, too, to offer a 
prayer of thanksgiving at this time. 


6. When you return to your seat continue 
your prayers and thanksgiving. You should 
learn to use your Prayer Book to this end. 


7. Never leave the Church till the Benedic- 
tion has been pronounced, unless absolutely 
compelled to do so. You would not leave the 
house of a friend before the meal was finished 
except for serious cause. The Lord's Supper 
is far more important. 


8. Be sure to come to Holy Communion reg- 
ularly, at least once a month, aud also on 
Christmas Day and Easter Day. These days 
have long been recognized in the Church as 
great days of obligation. No religious habit 


can be of greater spiritual value than that of 
regular attendance at Holy Communion. As 
this service best expresses the idea of self- 
consecration to God, it is bound to bring a 
peculiar blessing.. 
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My Dear Friends: 


Every once in a while somebody writes in 
to ask for belated copies of the “Parish 
Helper.” They feel neglected because, while 
they know they are on our mailing list, they 
have not had a copy month by month. Per- 
haps I should more frequently make announce- 
ment that we do not any longer print monthly 
issues ; but only three or four times a year. 


Inasmuch as this is the only issue between 
Christmas and Easter, it is probable that our 
interest will turn about equally in two direc- 
tions; backward toward the services, activities 
and benevolences of the former season and 
forward toward Lent and Holy Week, with 
their proper meetings and customary services. 


One other word І would like to say іп 
preface. This issue is going to look very full 
of figures and statistics. It will seem to con- 
tain much reference to money. That need not 
be apologized for and, in this case, it cannot 
be helped. 


Recalling Christmas. 

In connection with Christmas itself, we had 
larger numbers of people at all the services, 
festivals and functions in the Church and Par- 
ish House than last year. Distribution of more 


largess was made and more families were min-: 


istered to, as naturally would be expected, be- 
cause of the exigencies of the present serious 
times. In the matter of the Christmas Bounty 
Fund, we sent out the usual envelopes. As 
many as 336 of these were returned by mail, in 
amounts ranging from as low as twenty-five 
cents to $25.00, $50.00 and in two cases $100.00 
each. I have been at pains this year to tabulate 
both Income and Expenses of that approxi- 
mate $2000.00. It seems like a good deal of 
money, but please remember that this is one 


of only two occasions in the year, the other 
being Easter, when we reserve any collections 
or contributions for our own use, sending all 
Sunday collections to the Church House. Be- 
sides five hundred additional dollars of this 
was Rector’s Discretionary Fund. 


Christmas Parties. 


Among the affairs at the Parish House dur- 
ing Christmas Week, the most novel this year 
was the Young People’s Party. A committee 
had been appointed. They took up the task 
themselves of arranging, not a dance or enter- 
tainment, anybody professional or other, but 
a supper to which special invitations were sent 
and replies received in advance. Special thanks 
for much hard work in preparation of the sup- 
per itself are due to Mrs. Treston and Mrs. 
Betson, Miss Marnie and Mrs. Lotz, while the 
names follow of the Committee on Arrange- 
ments (names alphabetically arranged): Mr. 
John Bahm, representing Men’s Group; Mr. 
James H. Bell, representing Sunday School; 
Mr. Albert Benson, in charge of decorations; 
Mr. William Gaul, representing Mrs. Klopp’s 
Boys; Mr. Newell Harris, in charge of Music; 
Mr. Robert Little, representing Farm Crowd; 
Mrs. Madeline Fairweather, representing Girls’ 
Club; Miss Lillian Webb, representing the 
Ushers; Miss Emily Greer, representing Con- 
firmation Alumni; Mrs. Peggy Wechter, rep- 
resenting Young Married Members; Miss Vir- 
ginia Wright, representing Sunday School; 
Mrs. Helen Yarnall, representing everything 
and everybody else. In addition to this, there 
were the Mothers’ Meeting Supper and the 
Children’s Festivals, together with the two 
Sunday afternoon Christmas Carol Services 
and, on the Sunday following the Epiphany, 
our own unique form of the Service of Lights. 
This last was attended by six hundred people.

Lent and Confirmation. 


It now remains to formulate our plans for 
Lent. These are already under way and cards 
will be sent out with schedules of dates and 
hours of services. A reprint of all these appears 
on another page of this issue. In particular, 
I ought to speak of Confirmation. The class 
will be organized and the meetings will begin 
the first week in Lent. Тће actual date of 
Confirmation is Sunday afternoon, March 13th, 
at four o'clock. Bishop Taitt is expected. We 
already know of the usual number of children 
and young people; but we are very anxious to 
have anybody else join in with these and add 
their names to the number comprising the 
year's class. Opportunity will be made by the 
Rector to consult with anybody privately and 
personally upon this matter, apart from the 
classes for regular instruction which will be 
on Monday evenings. 


Sunday Afternoon Services. 


Dr. Matthews, the Choirmaster, is making 
special preparation for the series of six Sunday 
afternoons in Lent, and we are anxious to make 
the facts as widely known as possible. If you 
who regularly attend, or who read this an- 
nouncement, will spread the message, you will 
do many other persons a favor. 


Sunday, February 14th, Mrs. Dorothy John- 
stone, Baseler, harpist, will make her annual 
visit. The program will consist of instru- 
mental numbers by harp and organ, together 
with solos both in the prelude and postlude. 
The anthem, which lends itself especially to 
harp accompaniment, Kremser's “Hymn of 
Faith,” will be rendered by the full chorus choir 
together with one or two other anthems of the 
same import. 
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Sunday, February 21st, there will be the an- 
nual service of Negro Spiritual music. Several 
of the numbers will be novel, not having been 
sung heretofore by this choir. The appeal 
which this music makes is quite unique and 
many features have become familiar to people 
over the radio. Mr. Oswald Blake will be the 
tenor soloist. 


February 28th, there will be a symposium of 
music especially appropriate in Lent by several 
of the old masters, Palestrina, Bach, Haydn 
and others. Mildred Faas will be the soprano 
soloist. 


March 6th will be the date of the annual 
Russian Music Service, including among other 
anthems the great “Credo” by Gretchaninoft. 
The visiting soloist for that day will be Ruth 
Montague, contralto. 


March 20th is Palm Sunday. The first act 
of Parsifal, the famous sacred music drama 
will be sung by the Choir with organ accom- 
paniment. This includes the March of the Holy 
Grail. Some of the most beautiful music of 
the whole work is contained in this part of 
the drama. 


Preaching Mission. 


The Preaching Mission, on Thursday nights 
in Lent, at 8 o’clock, will continue this season 
for its fifth year. Two full pages elsewhere are 
devoted to this, one bearing a series of photo- 
graphs of the six speakers, the other being a 
reprint from this month’s Diocesan Church 
News setting forth all the facts. The names 
on the schedule are so familiar and their 
oratorical gifts so well known and appreciated 
that little comment is needed. 


It will be a pleasure to welcome Dr. Phillips, 
who opens the series, on this visit back to his 
former Diocese, where he is being congratu- 
lated on his recent honor as President of the 
House of Deputies at the late General Con- 
vention, and also Chaplain of the United 
States Senate. 


Dr. Melish repeats a visit of last year. His 
Thursday will be that of the same week when 
he is making his.annual visit at the Noon-Day 
Services at St. Stephen’s Church. He has a 
large circle of friends and admirers in Phila- 
delphia. 


The Rev. Dr. Williams comes to us for the 
first time this year from the nationally famous 


Church of St. Mary the Virgin, in New York, 


where he is a recognized leader in the ecclesias- 
tical life of the Metropolis. 


Bishop Strider likewise comes to us this year 
for the first time. But, at the Noon-Day Serv- 
ices at the Garrick Theatre, he has been a 
familiar figure in recent years as well as at 
individual parishes, where he has conducted 
missions. 


Dr. Bernard Iddings Bell repeats his visits 
of the last two years. Не is quite as well 
known to Philadelphia through his magazine 
writing as his success is known in the Warden- 
ship of St. Stephen's College, Annandale, New 
York. 


Bishop Woodcock has his customary place, 
as closing speaker of the series. This he has 
held for the past five years. His Thursday 
evening, like one or two of those above, is 
that of the week when he is preacher at the 
Garrick Theatre. This year is his twenty-fifth 
consecutive Lent in Philadelphia. 


Death of Mr. Ryan. 


In the death of Mr. John W. Ryan, on De- 
cember 9, 1931, the parish lost a faithful friend 
and long time servant. For the past two or 
three years he had been incapacitated and a 
great sufferer; but, before that date he had 
been Verger of this Church, prior to that 
Verger at Epiphany Chapel and prior to that he 
served in the same capacity the old Church of 
the Epiphany, Fifteenth and Chestnut Streets, 
since his very young manhood, in fact since 
1872. Thereby he had accomplished all but a 
few months of fifty years as custodian some- 
where in the House of the Lord. 
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His funeral was held in the Church on De- 
cember 12th, with the Choir in attendance, the 
Rector being assisted by the Rev. Dr. Phillip 
J. Steinmetz, at one time Verger of Epiphany 
Chapel. His many friends followed him to his 
last resting place in Mount Moriah Cemetery. 
These two old parishes have been singularly 
fortunate, over that half century of their his- 
tories, in the personality of their Sextons. To- 
gether with Mr. Montgomery's long term of 
service here, Mr. Ryan's was one of equal 
fidelity and, in the two of them, the entire 
series of Rectors at both places have had de- 
voted personal friends. Our sympathy goes 
out to his family, of whom there remain two 
sons and a daughter. 


Sunday, January 83151. 


Inasmuch as the copy for this paper has to 
go to the printer before Sunday and will not 
appear until the week following, I cannot speak 
at length regarding the outcome of the en- 
deavor about to be made. You will, by the 
time you read this, if you have been in Church 
on the last Sunday in January, know what it 
is all about. I am putting this item last, not 
of course because I consider it of least im- 
portance, but because I have been trying to 
lead up to it in the order of climax. It is of 
the utmost importance. I think all I will do 
for the moment, and upon this public page, is 
simply to print the letter itself. 


“The Vestry join me in urgently requesting 
that every member of the congregation make 


a special effort to be in Church on next Sun- 
day morning, January 31, at the eleven o'clock 
service. 


“They and I together want to lay some facts 
before you that are of the very gravest im- 
port. Owing to the same state of things finan- 
cial that effects almost every institution in the 
city, the Church is facing a strange situation. 


“Some $75,000 worth of property from which 
we have received rental and mortgage interest 
has suddenly become vacant and unproductive. 


Certain investment securities also have de- 
faulted in the past year. 


“Some readjustment must be made upon the 
Expense side of our Budget. But how? Some 
effort must be made likewise, by means of 
special contributions, to bring up the Income 
side. How far can or should either or both of 
these things be done? 


“We all hope that this state of things is 
temporary ; but, so far as it exists and so long 
as it continues, it is serious beyond anything 
this parish has faced in thirty years. 


"Please put aside anything else and be in 
Church next Sunday morning, January 31st.

The success of these services throughout the 
years they have been held in the past has been 
abundantly evidenced by the large attendance and 
the growing interest on the part of the people from 
far-scattered districts of the Diocese who have 
foregathered at this centrally located city church.

the series of popular Noon-day Services in other 
churches and at the Garrick Theatre. They are 
rather a supplement to these, dates being arranged 
as far as possible so that some or all of these 
preachers may be secured for that evening hour of 
the same week that they are best known while here 
preaching at noon-day and other engagements. 

A double male quartette of St. Luke and Epiph- 
any Choir, accompanying the new organ, leads the 
congregational singing of three or four rousing 
hymns. Ample time is allowed the speaker. Dr. 
Steele has protested from the beginning against any 
offering being taken; so that the whole period, be- 
ing compressed within about an hour, has been 
characterized by a deep sense of devotion. Each 
year an interesting number of people have come to 
feel the uplift and inspiration of so large a com- 
pany of our church people and others who thus 
participate together and listen to such outstanding 
preachers.

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NATURE AND VALUE OF LENT 
Preached Last Year, Ash Wednesday 


(Some of the language and certain of the 


illustrations herein contained are from a ser-- 


mon on the subject “А Godly Lent" by. Rev. 
T. H. Barlow, author of "The Upward Call- 
ing,” “At Home in the Bible,” etc.—D. M. 5.) 


Text: 

“God is the Lord, which hath 
shewed us light: bind the sacrifice 
with cords, even unto the horns of 
the altar."— Psalm 118 :27. 


Preface. 


In one fashion or another, the majority of 
Christians in the world keep Lent. We cannot 
be unmoved when so many millions of our 
fellowmen set themselves unitedly to face the 
same duty, at the same time, the duty of self- 
denial. For this is what Lent implies and in- 
volves, if it be taken seriously. It looks for- 
ward to Passion Week. In prospect of that 
commemoration, Christians naturally seek to 
arm themselves with the same mind. As they 
realize once more that their redemption 15 
rooted in the Divine self-sacrifice, they recoil 
from human self-indulgence. 


Introduction. 

A few words may be in place regarding the 
history of the season; for there are many ques- 
tions in regard to its original purpose and ob- 


-servance іп the life of the Church. The word 


“Lent” comes from the word “Lencten,” mean- 
ing “Spring,” because of the lengthening days. 
The name only gradually established itself as 
a time of penitence and fasting and then came 
to be generally observed throughout the 
Church. Originally the term had little or no 
ecclesiastical significance. When it did come 
to have this, it was only gradually that the 


Sermon | 


observance settled down to the conventional 
forty days and so became symbolic of our 
Lord's Temptation in the Wilderness. 


History of Origin. 

In the second century A. D., or, to be more 
explicit, in the time of Irenaeus, Bishop of 
Lyons in Gaul, we find the practice of keeping 
Lent already established. In the Church His- 
tory of Eusebius, there is a passage referring 
to the diversity in usage of keeping Easter in 
the Primitive.Church: “For the Controversy," 
writes Irenaeus, "is not only concerning the 
day (i. e,. Easter) but also concerning the 
manner of the Fast before Easter. Some think 
that they should fast one day, others two, 
others yet more. And this variety in its ob- 
servance has not originated in our time, but 
long before, in that of our ancestors." 


Irenaeus, the writer of this letter, was born 
about 130 A. D., and had sat at the feet of 
Polycarp, who himself had been a disciple of 
St. John. This gives us a hint of the very 
early origin of some such fast and establishes 
a probable connection of that fast with St. John 
himself. It is interesting however to note some 
of the earliest names given to this fasting 
season: Septuagesima, Sexagesima,  Quin- 
quagesima, Quadragesima. The earliest seems 
to be Quadragesima, forty, referring to its 
length; but whether forty days or forty hours 
is uncertain. 


Length of the Season. 

Early historians lead us to think that the 
season was originally but forty hours long, 
i. e., it began at twelve o'clock on Friday before 
Easter and continued until Sunday morning, 
the time of our Lord's resurrection. Ву the 
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end of the third century and the beginning 
of the fourth, the Lenten fast had greatly 
lengthened, but there was no uniformity as to 
its duration. The Romans fasted three weeks 
before Easter, the Sabbaths and Lord's Days 
excepted. Greece and Alexandria fasted six 
weeks. The Eastern Church kept seven weeks, 
but did not fast on Saturdays and Sundays 
(the Saturday before Easter being excepted). 
Thus thirteen days were deducted, making the 
fast thirty-six days. In other churches, six 
weeks were kept. Deducting Sundays, the 
same thirty-six days would remain. 


Why a fast of thirty-six days? The answer 
was one-tenth of a year. Thus the early church 
insisted on tithing to the extent of a tenth 
part of the people’s time as well as their money. 
Gradually, however, it was felt that uniformity 
was necessary and, by the middle of the sixth, 
or certainly by the beginning of the seventh 
century, it was customary to observe forty 
days of Lent, the number becoming associated 
with the period of our Lord’s temptation. This 
brief historical excursion is made simply to 
remind ourselves that there was no uniformity 
and that the origin was not wholly religious. 


Forms of Observance. | 

Often indeed the attempt at observance has 
taken, and still takes, fantastic shapes. In 
many places it has run to seed, in practices 
which appear to us childish or superstitious 
or even grossly material. Too many Lenten 
observances obscure the sacred idea which 
they strive to embody. They pervert the very 
simplicity and spirituality that was intended. 
Abstinence in itself can be advocated and car- 
ried out in ways which turn it into a parody 
of genuine self-denial. Some forms of fasting 
are no better than refined self-indulgence. For 
example, a man who lives surrounded with 
luxuries can take positive pleasure in doing 
without them for a little while, in order that 
he may go back to them with all the keener 
zest. 


So again, on aesthetic grounds, an artist will 
condemn profusion, and declare that it is worse 


than wicked, that it is vulgar. And, on in- 
tellectual grounds, we may believe that a rigid 
fast from novels and newspapers would revive 
in many jaded minds the taste for great liter- 
ature. None of these motives can be called 
distinctly Christian. But there is a ground 
for keeping Lent which multitudes have held 
and still hold strenuously. They cling to the 
ascetic ideal which has exerted such immense 
influence over Christendom. They believe, 
broadly speaking, that one chief enemy of the 
soul is the body and that, in proportion as 
they mortify their physical appetites and im- 
pulses, they will attain spiritual vigor and vic- 
tory. By this belief they justify the austere 
discipline of the flesh which the Roman Church 
has encouraged, if not enjoined. 


Theory and Practice. 


We hold with the Reformers, that this theory 
and this practice are founded upon a false 
dualism. We reject the doctrine that fasting 
per se has meritorious value; and we question 
whether it really aids devotional feeling. 
Habitual practice is more wholesome, and 
more religious, than recurrent austerities. 
Normally, the conditions most favorable to 
holiness result from the healthy, well-balanced 
interaction of the body and the mind. Yet, 
while we reject the ascetic theory as mistaken, 
we dare not therefore think scornfully of the 
devout men and women innumerable who have 
embraced such stern methods for self-discipline 
and self-conquest. 


To hold fast the one thing needful involves 
the letting go of other things. In thought, as 
well as in action, one must steadily narrow his 
way, forsaking the good for the best. Thus 
Christian asceticism does not war against 
pleasure, but against disturbing passions and 
artificial wants and a dependence upon things 
external and accidental. We know only too 
well how easily we can accustom ourselves to 
mere comfort, and how difficult it is to tear 
ourselves away from comforts which have be- 
come habitual and, little by little, indispensable. 
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Spiritual Problem of Lent. 

Yet to say all this only touches the fringe of 
the spiritual problem which Lent propounds. 
We need not, indeed, bring texts or arguments 
to demonstrate that self-denial is a Christian 
duty. Itis more than a duty: it is an imperious 
instinct. Confronted with the simplicity and 
severity of Jesus, self-indulgence appears more 
than ingratitude; it is sacrilege. But, when 
we consider more deeply, we begin to under- 
stand that the essence of self-denial lies, not 
in embracing bodily hardships, or forsaking 
outward possessions, but ultimately in the sur- 
render of the will. The secret of every pure 
and acceptable service, breathing through all 
its litanies, is the whispered undertone of 
Christ’s own prayer: Not my will, but Thine 
be done. Today, as of old, the sacrifices of 
God are a broken spirit—that, nothing else, 
and nothing less. 


We come back therefore to the text, and 
associate sacrifice with the altar. Readers of 
Mark Rutherford will recall the sermon which 
Mr. Bradshaw preached in Pike Street Chapel 
on the text: Take Heed to Thyself that thou 
offer not thy burnt offering, in every place that 
thou seest. But, in the place which the Lord 
hath chosen, there shalt thou offer thy burnt 
offerings, and there shalt thou do all that I 
command thee. 


Willfulness or Surrender. 

Transcending the ancient Hebrew ritual, 
that text sets up a piercing truth. For it warns 
us against the willfulness which taints and 
spoils our very sacrifice of self. Christian 
sacrifice, in spirit and in truth, means surrender 
to the living will of the living God. We dare 


not pour out our hearts on objects chosen at. 


God himself appoints the 
To 


our own pleasure. 
place where sacrifice must be offered. 


Abraham, his friend, God said: Take now Thy 
Son, thine only son whom thou lovest, and 
offer him upon one of the mountains that I 
will tell thee of. As God Himself must be the 
supreme object of spiritual surrender, so God 
Himself shows that sacrifice must be complete, 


not only in motive but in detail. Не Who 
claims the offering also chooses the altar. 


Here lies the ultimate test of loyalty, the 
final proof of submission. Many a man feels 
that he would not shrink from martyrdom, if 
only he might arrange the stage and the spec- 
tators, and make a glorious, heroic, pathetic 
end. But, in common experience, God calls 
most of us to bear the pang without the palm. 
He ordains for you and me some hidden agony 
which we must endure in silence and alone. 
No one else suspects that we are giving up a 
treasure which is dearer than our life. No one 
else notices that we are being nailed to a cross. 


Test of Devotion. 

Herein is the hardest ordeal of a faithíul 
soul. 'To devote one's time and fortune to 
some public charity may become the pride of 
the philanthropist. It is not so hard to go 
crusading under a banner already gilded by 
the sunrise of victory. But God may allot to 
us nothing but a sentinel's post in the holy 
war. He may bid us consecrate ourselves to 
some obscure and humble duty. Не may ap- 
point for us some forlorn venture, some un- 
popular cause; so that, while we are alive, we 
can never see it succeed. Не may link our 
mission with men who disappoint or betray 
us, who make our labor of love appear like a 
pitiful, sordid failure. It is our appointed lot 
to bind our sacrifice upon a God-appointed 
altar. 


Again, many a Christian would rejoice to 
spend himself in helping people whom he cares 
for, especially if he may do it in a way which 
appeals to him. But what if God bind up our 
lot with the loveless and the thankless? What 
if he call us to dedicate our best years to some 
fretful invalid, to some selfish relatives, who 
never realize how much they exact and seem 
barely grateful? Remember that human devo- 
tion remains impure so long as it depends upon 
human gratitude. When we have grace to 
lavish our spikenard ungrudgingly upon those 
whom the Lord hath given us to cherish—not 
because they are attractive or hopeful or even 
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thankful, but simply because He has put them 
into our keeping—then, we bind the sacrifice to 
the horns of the altar that God hath appointed. 


Conclusion. 


The tokens of the divine will are seldom 
doubtful to those who humbly seek God's guid- 
ing in order that they may obey Him with 
full purpose of heart. The same Voice which 
claims the sacrifice reveals the altar. We need 
not say lo! here, or lo! there. Generally it is 
not far distant—it is here, by our very door- 
way. It is there, among our own kith and 
kin. But the essence of God's election 15 that, 
although the altar does not stand where we 
expect, and although the offering is not what 
we would choose, yet we find the sacrifice 
where He appoints it. The joyful acceptance 
of His awful and blessed will becomes part of 
our surrender. Мо consecration is complete, 
so long as we make it reluctantly. General 
Gordon penetrated to the root of the matter 
when he said: I learned that, to be like God, 
I must not only have my will subordinated to 
His, but I must be delighted to have it so. 
Thus we bind each sacrifice with cords, even 
until the very horns of the altar. 


Collect, the Poor. 


O God, Almighty and merciful, who healest 
those that are broken in heart, and turnest the 
sadness of the sorrowful to joy; Let thy fath- 
erly goodness be upon all that thou hast made, 
Remember in pity such as are this day desti- 
tute, homeless, or forgotten of their fellow-men. 
Bless the congregation of thy poor. Uplift 
those who are cast down. Mightily befriend 
innocent sufferers, and sanctify to them the 
endurance of their wrongs, Cheer with hope all 
discouraged and unhappy people, and by thy 
heavenly grace preserve from falling those whose 
penury tempteth them to sin; though they 
be troubled on every side, suffer them not to 
be distressed; though they be perplexed, save 


them from despair. Grant this, O Lord, for the 
love of him, who for our sakes became poor, thy 
Son, our Saviour Jesus Christ. Amen.

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| Rector’s Letter 

| To the People of St. Luke and The Epiphany

My Dear Friends: 


Because this is the first Parish Helper 
printed since last February, there will nat- 
urally be considerable space taken up with 
statistics, finances and figures on the later 
pages devoted to Rosters, Parish Register, 
etc.; but this is unavoidable. We have sus- 
pended printing for this long in order to save 
money so that it is necessary, when the time 
comes, to incorporate all these things in order 
to keep the yearly record full and clear. That 
report begins away back before Easter. There- 
fore, news items have to be included as well 
as acknowledgments made of things occurring 
during that long season and throughout the 
summer. Do not be disturbed about this. 
Read from the beginning. 


Financial Troubles. 


I think this is the first letter I have ever 
addressed to you that began by speaking of 
troubles. But this parish at present is in 
trouble and of course, like everywhere else, 
the trouble is financial. In this I do not sup- 
pose we differ from any other institution or 
for that matter from any individual, except 
perhaps in degree. You have doubtless heard 
of the alleged “Depression.” 


At the outset of the year, away back before 
Lent, we held as many as three Vestry Meet- 
ings to consider our difficulties. “What to do?" 
Our budget, even at that point, would not 
balance and worse things were upon us. To 
be specific, they were these: 


Rid 


| 


First, at the turn of the year, we had to 
take over a piece of property on which here: 
tofore we had held a $50,000 mortgage and 
upon which there was $3000 a year income. 
There was not immediate hope of either sell- 
ing it or renting it and by the fact of owner- 
ship we became responsible for $2400 taxes for 
the year. That alone totaled $5400 to the bad. 


Secondly, up to that point and since, as 
many as $125,000 worth of bonds held in vari- 
ous funds have defaulted, thereby cutting down 
say an additional $5000 of income. What was 
to do? I urged the Vestry, or at least selected 
members thereof, to make an address to the 
congregation and tell them these facts. Their 
reply, naturally perhaps, was "After you, Al- 
phonse." You do it. That was why, on Jan- 
пагу 31st, I addressed the congregation and 
told them all the facts. Now it is plain to all 


men reading holy fathers and ancient authors 


that, in such a case, there are only three al- 
ternatives. 


The first would be to ask the people to make 
up income by voluntary contributions in the 
sum of ten or twelve thousand dollars. That 
was a pretty large order. The second would 
be to cut down our income by an equivalent 
amount. That, as every one who runs might 
read, would be difficult in any parish; but 
especially in this one where there are as many 
as forty-odd people all put together on what 
might be called a payroll; and, inasmuch as 
no single one of their salaries or stipends had 
been changed or increased in a dozen years. 
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The third alternative reminded us of the 
famous definition of a pessimist “а person who 
when confronted with a choice between two 
evils takes them both." In other words, could 
we cut down expenditures say by half that 
amount and build up income by perhaps 
another half. This we undertook to do. And 
this we accomplished, for this year to date, by 
the following method. 


Letter, Finance Committee. 

On Ash Wednesday the Finance Committee 
of the Vestry wrote the Pewholders, as parish- 
ioners on that selected list, the following 
letter: | 
“To the Pewholders of St. Luke and The 

Epiphany: 

For the first time in many years we are in 
serious difficulty over finances. Our Church 
Income, as you know, is derived from Pew 
Rents, Interest on Endowment and from 
Rentals of Real Estate. Pew Rents remain 
about constant. But very suddenly, in this 
distressed period, some $75,000 of real estate 
became vacant and unproductive, and several 
issues of bonds, in different amounts, are in 
default. (One house has since been rented, 
though not until September first.) 


Our Income has been large, to be sure. But 
our Expenditure also is large. Heretofore we 
have been able to balance these. We are not 
in debt for last year. That date is past. But, 
with the outset of this year, we cannot balance 
our Budget for the coming twelve months by 
about $10,000. We hope this condition of 
things will pass. But there is a serious tem- 
porary emergency. 


We have faced the Expense side and have 
cut that by $3000. The Vestry believe they 
have shown their good faith by subscribing 
jointly $2000 toward the Income side. For 
these two reasons they feel the more free to 
appeal to the congregation to make up the 
very substantial deficit. 


This has nothing to do with the normal 
semi-annual pew bills which will go out as 


usual on March first. Nor, we hope, will it 
in any way conflict with the normal Easter 
Offering for the Rector’s Discretionary Fund, 
which is for Church Benevolences the year 
throughout. Please study this letter and the 
enclosed card and act as your best judgment 
prompts and as your means permit.

The result of this appeal was that as many 
as one hundred and six persons responded, 
sending contributions and subscriptions in 
total $4645.50. The names of those respond- 
ing in this fashion follow and our thanks in gen- 
eral are due to all of them.

Letter, Envelope Subscribers. 


Following this, I personally addressed the 
following letter to names and addresses en- 
rolled on the so-called Gallery Subscription 
Weekly Envelope List. 


“The Finance Committee of the Vestry are 
addressing an appeal to the list of Pewholders. 
But I have asked them to leave the list of 
Envelope Subscribers to me. I am sending 
this letter to perhaps half the names on that 
list. I think you will be able and will want 
to help in this crisis of our parish’s financial 
affairs. Maybe you will feel you can do more 
than you are now doing. My suggestion—in 
the statement that I made in Church on Sun- 
day morning—was that this number of present 
subscribers increase their weekly subscrip- 
tions. 


Three hundred and twenty-five of these En- 
velopes, all put together, total at present only 
about $1800 a year. Many amounts on the 
list do not equal per week the cost of a shoe 
shine, the price of a glass of soda or one-half 
an admission to a movie. This seems pretty 
small potatoes. Doesn’t it? 


two other radical moves. 


There are some others, ranging up from a 
quarter to a half dollar, etc., per week. I won- 
der if some of them also could increase their 
figure. This church is a going concern. We 
want it to keep going. It can only do this 
if everybody will get behind and push. We 
hope our present predicament will pass. Mean- 
while, it is suggested that some might pos- 
sibly double their subscription per week. Can 
you do something along this line? And will 
you let me know how to change the figure set 
opposite your name on our Record Book for 
the current year?” 


The response to this was not so general 
perhaps as to the foregoing, but it was good, 
many persons taking us at our word and either 
beginning with more active and earnest en- 
deavor to keep up their weekly subscription 
or even increasing the amounts. It looks now 
as though we can skate over thin ice without 
actually falling through—until the end of this 
fiscal year, December 31st. 


Regular and Volunteer Choir. 


We accomplished this, however, by one or 
We did not resort 
to the extreme of cutting salaries as such, but 
all of those receiving salaries have become con- 
tributors to the Emergency Fund. Then the 
question remained what to do about the thirty- 
five members of the chorus choir. At that 
point I addressed another letter to everybody 
and, so far as the choir was concerned, we cut 
time instead of cutting salaries. They were 
relieved of duty from the first of June to the 
first of October, following a resolution which 
prevailed at our May Vestry Meeting cutting 
the usual choir appropriation from $8500 to 
$6500 per year. They have all returned to 
their places on October Ist. 


In the meantime, during those four summer 
months—with the exception of August, when 
the Church was closed—a volunteer choir oí 
eighteen young ladies, duly rehearsed by Dr. 
Matthews as choirmaster, stepped into the 
chancel and rendered the service most accept-

Faure's Requiem. 


In this connection a week has passed so 
that it is now too late to announce by way of 
forecast the special Sunday Afternoon Four 
O'clock Service for November 6th, com- 
memorating All Saints’ Day. The following 
is a news note in that connection from the 
daily prints. 


“A great religious work, said never to have 
been heard in any church in America, Catholic 
or Protestant, until last year, will be sung by 
the Choir of St. Luke and The Epiphany at 
4 P. M. tomorrow, under the direction of Dr. 
H. Alexander Matthews, Choirmaster. 


The work is Gabriel Faure’s greatest Re- 
quiem. It will be rendered in its entirety, 
using the latin chants as originally written, 
with a full chorus of thirty-five voices, supple- 
mented with harp accompaniment, by Dorothy 
Johnstone Baseler, and with Edward Shippen 
Barnes at the organ. 


The rendition will be in observance of the 
All Saints’ Day Season, which makes the sing- 
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ing of the Requiem particularly fitting. The 
music will be accompanied with prayers for 
the dead and a memorial address by the rector. 
The Requiem has been heard several times 
before in this city, the first time at the Curtis 
Institute, when it was sung by artist students 
and later at the Art Museum and Academy of 
Music.” 


Thanksgiving Day, Ten O’clock. 


One other service scheduled for November 
I am moved to speak of in particular. It is 
the regulation one occurring every year on 
Thanksgiving Day, with the hope in mind that 
it may be of more than usual interest to our 
people. We are this year, for the first time, 
changing the hour of this service from eleven 
o'clock to ten o'clock. Іп the past two or 
three years, I have become much disturbed 
about the observance of this anniversary. I 
ain perfectly willing, and I assume that every- 
body is, to devote a day in the year and listen 
piously to the President of the United States 
while he exhorts everybody to foregather in 
their accustomed places of worship to render 
thanks to Almighty God, etc. But I am get- 
ting a little peeved over this polite practice 
of setting apart a day for that purpose and 
then having everybody in America use it 
merely for feasting and football games. I ex- 
pect to go to a football game myself and, God 
providing and the neighbors willing, I trust 
I may feast a little. But, prior to that, I an- 
ticipate coming to church to say my prayers. 
I could wish that more people would. This 
is only a hint to the wise, which is said to be 
sufficient. I trust the change in the hour of 
that service that morning will not escape your 
attention. Come at ten o'clock. 


Christmas Is Coming. 

While we are on the subject of anniversaries 
and seasons, it may be in place to mention 
Christmas. It is doubtful whether this year 
as previously there will be a Christmas issue 
of the Parish Helper. Therefore we may have 
to depend on notices, appeals, etc., by mail 
instead. As things look at present, there is 


going to be need for money, entirely apart from 
the kind I spoke of above, for benevolent and 
charitable uses among our own people as never 
before. I realize full well how dangerous it 
is even timidly to dwell upon the theme I 
now approach; but I want to say one thing 
with boldness and mention a certain matter 
in all frankness. 


At about the date you read this paper you 
will begin to be engulfed in the hectic appeal 
the city throughout for six million dollars by 
the Welfare Federation. I know you will re- 
spond to this; but I hope you will not, as a 
result thereof, be driven to say to the church 
when the time comes, “I cannot afford any con- 
tribution because I have given all my money 
to, etc." "There have been certain years in 
the past in which I happen to know the num- 
ber of thousands of dollars that the people of 
this parish all put together gave to the Wel- 
fare Federation. I do not say it will be that 
amount this year; but I do know that the 
Communion Alms of this parish, which is the 
only money directly retained in the Rector's 
hands from all Sunday offerings, for the needs 
of the poor of the parish, has been from May 
Ist to October ist, six months inclusive, 
$109.70. | 


There were other moneys placed in his hands 
for specific distribution of course. And it was 
the summer season, the season of absence from 
church, of course. But that season is too long. 
That absence is too utter. And that money 
is too little. It is too little even for the most 
pitifully pressing needs. I know this is a com- 
plicated subject. I know how many matters 
are involved. 1 would not, for my life, dis- 
suade you from any good work or interfere 
with any city wide endeavor to relieve dis- 
tress. But I am sick at heart over this whole 
situation. It is time somebody asked: What 
are you going to do about the Church? And 
who is going to do for the Church’s own desti- 
tute poor? We don’t need six million dollars. 
But we do need something more than left- 
overs and your own parish poor deserve more 
than six cents. I am perfectly willing that the 
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Welfare Federation should in their organized 
capacity take any amount of our money—it 
they will take a corresponding number of our 
people. 
fact that, after they have taken the money 
they have not to my knowledge in seven years 
taken off my hands directly a single human 
being for whom the parish is responsible. 
Things are as they are. Just please think this 
over a little. 


All Saints’ Day. 


A column on another page is devoted, as 
usual this month of November, to reprinting 
the Roster of the Dead as read each year at 
the All Saints’ Day service. If you are moved 
to look at this, you will observe that I have 
been called upon to read the burial service 
twenty-eight times in those twelve months. If 
you were to recall similar columns printed in 
previous issues you would reflect that this is 
in addition to thirty-one last year, twenty-four 
the year before and twenty-five the year be- 
fore that, thus totaling more than a hundred 
departures by death in four years alone. It is 
sad to relate this and I am only doing so be- 
cause it bears upon the point of a diminishing 
parish personnel. 


Of course, not all of these were technically 
members of the parish. But suppose half of 
them were. It is not to be expected that any 
corresponding new people are coming here to 
replace those particular persons in the four 
years next to come. This is part of the whole 
problem we are facing today and with which 
sometime soon or late we will have to reckon. 
This naturally is only one of the two ways in 
which the church is suffering loss of member- 
ship. The other is by removal to the country 
and elsewhere. That also has been going on 
with acceleration each year. I am no longer 
much disturbed about that, however, because 
it has reached its limit. It cannot become 
much worse. While everybody imagines that, 
if they move to a distance they are still going 
to come to church, that is a thing they very 
soon do everything else but. This also please

think over. Have it in your minds when you 
comment on the situation in all of the central 
city churches. 


The Church Farm. 


The summer's work at the Church Farm 
has perhaps become familiar enough through 
reports in previous years, so that there is little 
necessity to say anything except that it all 
went on as usual and the tasks were performed 
by the accustomed people. Dr. Yerkes took 
the Sunday services in the absence of the Rec- 
tor. There is only one point that might be 
raised in anybody's mind. That is, whether 
a saving of money could have been affected 
here in the interest of the Emergency Fund. 
I think the answer is no. In the first place, 
expenditures were held as closely as possible 
to the minimum and, in the second place, only 
four or five people were called upon to con- 
tribute the bulk of the money. None of that 
money probably would have been forthcoming 
for any other purpose because of their par- 
ticular interest in just this special work. In 
any case, we own the property and this would 
be the most inopportune period in history to 
think of realizing on it. That being the case, 
it does not cost much more to run a farm than 
to let it walk. То employ an agricultural 
simile, having put our hand to this plow we 
cannot very well turn back. We cannot even 
let go of the handles. 


Rector's Vacation. 


I suppose a word might be in place about 
the Rector’s vacation, if any. We—by which 
I mean my large sight better half and myselfi— 
were in residence at the Church Farm, except 
for four weeks in which we made a little trip 
to Europe. I do not know just why we in- 
dulged in this luxury, unless it was to save 
money in the form of board bills at home. I 
may have told some of you the story before; 
but if not, it will point the situation. On the 
boat returning I found a Catholic priest who 
had been.away on a vacation. He explained 
that in the early summer his bishop had sent 
for him and advised him to go away for a

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Preface. 


In the Standard Dictionary, the word 
Critique is thus defined: “A critical examina- 
tion, analysis or estimate of any subject, espe- 
cially in art or literature.” 


In the same dictionary, the word Humanism 
is thus defined: “A system of thought in which 
the human element or interest predominates.” 


I am not unmindful of Matthew Arnold’s 
saying, in his Essays on Criticism: “All time 
given to writing critiques on the works of 
others would be much better employed if it 
were given to original composition.” 


In spite of this, my purpose at the moment 
is to make reference to two books that I have 
recently been reading and to play the findings 
of one author against the other. 


The first is entitled “Humanism and Chris- 
tian Theism,” a series of lectures delivered at 
Princeton in 1931, by William Hallock John- 
son, Ph. D., President of Lincoln University. 


The second is a volume of sermons, by Ralph 
W. Sockman, D. D., Pastor of the Madison 
Avenue Methodist Episcopal Church, New 
York City, entitled: “Men of the Mysteries,” 
especially the portion entitled “Values Beyond 
Nature.” 


Introduction. 

There are two senses, a good and a bad 
sense, in which the word Humanism has been 
used, the one in earlier days, the other in these 
quite intensely modern times. The first was 


the freeing of the human intellect, in great | 


historic movements, out of which grew up the 
study in the universities of the so-called and 
rightly-called Humanities. The second is the 
gross materialistic philosophy which would

equate Naturalism with Bolshevism апа 
Humanism with Behaviorism. 


It is a far cry from Aristotle to E. S. Ames; 
from Descartes to Dewey and Dietrich; from 
Rabelais to Bertrand Russell; from Erasmus 
and the Schoolmen to the leaders of this latter 
movement, Professor Irving Babbitt of Har- 
vard and Dr. Paul Elmer Moore of Princeton. 
But the alignment and alliteration illustrate 
the contrast. When Dr. Henry Sloane Coffin 
a year ago spoke of Humanism as the “Scourge 
of Christendom,” he meant this agnostic and 
materialistic form. Let us take up the latter 
of our two book titles therefore and seek for 
some of the Values beyond Nature. From 
this point on, wherever the word Supernatural 
occurs perhaps the word Superhuman should 
be substituted. But let us begin at the begin- 
ning. 


I. The Supernatural—The Superhuman. 


(1) The word supernatural is not mentally 
attractive to most people today. It savors of 
superstition. It is taken to connote the sur- 
render of the reason before phenomena which 
ought to be uncovered and conquered. Hence 
three words are allied and applauded: Human- 
ism which has its-philosophic basis in Natural- 
ism and its only ethic in Behaviorism. ‘True, 
much that was called supernatural yesterday 
is explained in terms of natural cause and 
effect today. Therefore the question follows: 
Is anything beyond the reach of tomorrow's 
understanding? Is it not the sign of an un- 
progressive mind to set limits and to say that 
anything is beyond the shore line of the rising 
tide of natural explanation? If so, what of 
the supernatural? Are there any values be- 
yond nature? 
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(2) I have said that, while supernaturalism 
has been declining in the modern mental mar- 
ket, naturalism has been growing in popularity. 
"Back to nature" is the cry of a society un- 
conscious of its own artificiality. With some, 
this return to the natural is a cult; with many, 
it is a fashion; with a few, it is a philosophy; 
but with most, it is an indulgence. They pre- 
fer the call of the wild to the subpoenas of 
civilization. For this preference does not arise 
from any intelligently perceived superiority of 


the life of the jungle over civilized society. It 


arises merely from the physically felt desire 
for deliverance from restraint. 


Those who rebel against restriction prate 
much about self-expression. It is pleasant to 
let themselves go and to think they are on 
the road to wisdom. Consequently, many bor- 
row half-understood words from the storeroom 
of psychology and use them in place of the 
older and less pleasant terms of religion. It 
sounds better to speak of unhealthy complexes 
than of guilt; it is easier to be psychoanalyzed 
than to confess sin. This kind of naturalism 
is merely the call of the body echoing through 
the chambers of the mind. 


II. Vogue of this Naturalism. 

(1) To begin with, this is the very cult of 
the modern nursery. Even at so early a stage, 
there is set up the doctrine of pure democracy, 
which guarantees the rights of small bodies 
to govern themselves. The child is said, not 
to be “born into a cosmos” but “pitchforked 
into a chaos.” Family constitutions consist 
only of a bill of rights which is most often 
amended by the youngest constituents. A 
dozen fadists make this each their basis for 
new schemes of education, starting in the kin- 
dergarten. 


(2) Next, among growing young people, 
freedom from restraint is pictured as the way 
to self-realization. Our fiction and our drama 
are largely engaged in exploiting this popular 
attitude. The interesting and colorful charac- 
ters on the stage, and especially in the movies, 
are the persons of wayward instincts and fiery 


passions. The conventional characters, like 
mere parents, the officers of the law, the solid 
citizens, are pictured as drab, dull, unromantic. 
Virtuous living is stupid business. To such 
young people, conscience and duty are marks 
of an unemancipated mind, the lingering traces 
of a religious nightmare which ought to have 
disappeared at the dawn of our new day. Thus, 
in contrast to that Nazarene youth who ad- 
vanced in wisdom and stature and in favor 
with God and man, these modern youths con- 
sider themselves advanced, not when they have 
learned the art of mastering their passions 
and adding to their insight, but when they have 
cast off all prejudices—without acquiring new 
virtues. 


(3) In a still larger way, our communities 
are raising up an increasing crop of adult per- 
sons who jeer at the talk of any divine au- 
thority imposed from above, as if that were 
either hypocrisy or superstition. They ridicule 
the traditional standards of society as middle- 
class respectability. At one end of the social 
scale we have the so-called intellectuals, in 
sheltered leisure, dropping out of their sieve- 
like minds all sorts of unlicensed reasoning. 
At the other end of the scale we have the 
lawless elements of society running riot in un- 
reasoning license over the persons and prop- 
erty of other people. | 


I quote: “Our world is full of dilettanti in 
the colleges, anarchists in the state, bohemians 
in art, sybarites in conduct and ineffably silly 
people in society, who have felt and occasion- 
ally studied the scientific movements of the 
age just far enough and superficially enough 
to exalt the worship of nature as sufficient and 
complete in itself." This is the Naturalism 
upon which is based Humanism and out of 
which grows Behaviorism. Is such a venture 
back to nature the way upward for man? 15 
society to surrender itself to this experiment? 
There are several aspects of the answer to 
that question.

III. Aspects of Question. 

(1) One answer is that nature is itself a 
mystery. It has been said recently that the 
eighteenth century discovered the beauty of 
nature; the nineteenth century discovered the 
uses of nature; but it is left for the twentieth 
century to find the meaning of nature. We 
can observe how nature works far more fre- 
quently than we can discover why it works. 
Nature uncovers its methods to us, but not its 
motive power. That is still mysterious. 


(2) Secondly, if nature is mysterious, human 
nature is even more so. Man cannot be ex- 
plained in terms of natural law. He seems 
both less than natural and more than natural. 
He is a baffling self-contradiction—the son of 
Adam, the son of God. Who at times has not 
shared the mood of the Psalmist? When I 
consider thy heavens, the works of thy fingers, 
the moon and the stars which thou hast or- 
dained; what is man, that thou art mindful of 
him? But the Psalmist does not stop with any 
such contempt for man. He continues: Thou 
hast made him but little lower than the angels, 
and crownest him with glory and honor. Man 
may be small. He may seem like a tiny speck 
of life, carried along by the mighty glacier 
of a frosted, unfeeling natural sequence. But 
he has in him a mysterious potency which 
nature does not possess. 


(3) Which is in itself a third point. Human 
nature has learned how to meet physical nature 
on its own level at almost every point. But 
in addition there are some points where nature 
is no match for man. Some years ago when 
the great new ocean liner, the Titanic, struck 
an iceberg and sank, with hundreds of its 
passengers, a leading American journal car- 
ried two drawings. One was a cartoon of the 
giant liner ripped open like a fragile toy and 
underneath it was the caption: “Тһе Weakness 
of Man, the Supremacy of Nature.” The other 
illustration was that of a certain distinguished 
passenger stepping back to give his place in 
the last lifeboat to a woman with her child. 


Below it were the words: “The Weakness of 
Nature, the Supremacy of Man.” 


IV. Law and Self-Sacrifice. 


(1) What in natural law explains self-sacri- 
fice? If we use the word nature to mean 
those objects and those processes which are 
studied by the physical sciences, then con- 
sciousness and the conduct of persons are lit- 
erally supernatural. How much is a man bet- 
ter than a sheep! exclaimed Jesus. Notice. 
That statement is an exclamation rather than 
a question. He did not ask his hearers to give 
any figures as to man’s superior value over 
the sheep’s. He left his own figure as the 
eternal answer. 


(2) Again, as manhood cannot be measured 
in terms of nature, so it cannot be managed 
by the laws of nature. Modernity has not out- 
lived the lines of Emerson: 


“There are two laws discrete not reconciled— 
Law for man, and law for thing; 
But it runs wild, and doth the man unking.” 


When a son of God is prodigal with him- 
self, giving unrestrained indulgence to his 
physical instincts, he ends on the animal level, 
surrounded by the husks of the swineherd, 
whence he lifts his lean and hungry look to 
glimpse again the truth that the hired servants 
of my father have bread enough—and to spare. 


V. Allowance and Arraignment. 

(1) Now, it would be inaccurate to say that 
every advocate of this kind of Humanism be- 
comes bestial. We can all cite many a person 
of native strength who grows like a splendid 


tree, symmetrical without the aid of pruning 


hooks. Humanism has its aristocratic spirits. 
But the presence of a few naturally symmet- 
rical trees does not prove that a jungle is 
better than a landscape. Ordinary men cannot 
follow this philosophy with moderation. 
They cannot keep their footing on the tight- 
rope of natural law without holding to some- 
thing for balance. When we are almost con- 
vinced of man’s self-sufficiency, as for instance 
by Goethe’s glorification of human nature, we 
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correct our estimate by recalling the havoc 
wrought by the doctrine in question in such 
lives as Byron's. When we are enamored of 
Rousseau's theory, back to nature, we remem- 
ber that his romantic and emotional mood 
would dissolve in tears over the death of his 
dog, but would consign his nine illegitimate 
children to a foundling asylum without a 
tremor. Thus the wreckage left in the wake 
of this kind of Humanism is evidence of its 
false course. It is steering by the landmarks 
and not by the fixed stars. It does not look 
up to the heights of man's dignity. It recog- 
nizes that human nature has a rootage in the 
animal realm; but it fails to see that man is 
to be judged by his fruits rather than his roots, 
by his destination rather than his origin. 


(2) The truth is that the uniqueness of 
human nature begins where mere physical 
nature ends. It is this that must be stressed 
today. In line with the modern tendency, we 
must emphasize the dignity of man; but we 
must go beyond Naturalistic theory and 
Humanistic practice to proclaim that dignity 
as superior over nature. We must correct that 
shallow popular doctrine of self-expression 
which teaches that fullness of life is to be 
found in the unrestrained following of im- 
pulse, and remind ourselves that true self- 
expression must be preceded by self-control. 
One cannot express a personality until one 
has achieved it. And the achievement of it 
is through the control of the natural in human- 
ity by the more than natural—that is to say, 
by the supernatural. 


VI. Nature and Human Nature. 


(1) How, then, are we to maintain this 
supremacy of the superhuman in man which 
is so essential? If man cannot live on the 
merely natural level without going to pieces, 
he must be more than natural And he is. 
Nature was created to be mastered by a being 
higher than itself—man. And man has done 
it. Imagine what our physical world would 
have been had not man been added to have 
dominion over it. The “forest primeval” has 
inspired poetry ; but it was far from a paradise. 
It had its patches of beauty, to be sure; but 
it also had its jungles of ugliness. Had not 
man put his cleansing hands on the weedy 
earth, this would be a most shaggy and un- 


kempt globe. Had not this same dominant 
being, man, put his restraining hand on the 
brute creation, nature would still indeed be 
“red in tooth and claw.” 


(2) But, go on still further. Man, like na- 
ture, was created to be mastered in turn. 
Imagine what a chaotic and uninhabitable 
jungle of society this would be if man had 
felt no restraining influence of a being higher 
than himself. We can exercise only imagina- 
tion at this point; for we have no section oi 
the earth, and no segment of recorded history, 
wherein we can observe a society devoid of 
some sense of superhuman control. In every 
age, the hands of men have reached upward 
for higher help. Out of every corner of the 
earth has come the cry for divine assistance. 
No experience is more universal than that of 
the failure of right knowledge to secure right 
performance; so much so that the austere 
Christian has been able to maintain with plaus- 
ibility that all the knowledge in the world is 
of no avail without a special divine succor. 


(3) Lastly, the testimony of the ages is in 
line with this experience. From the cave man, 
who was master of his wilderness domain but 
who was baffled by his passions, down to the 
latest product of modern culture, who is con- 
scious of the impotence of mere idealism, men 
have felt the need of a superhuman power that 
could control and keep them. If, as Hellwald 
says, “Civilization means the mastering of na- 
ture and the taming of man,” it becomes clear 
why religion has ever been the ally of civiliza- 
tion. Without it, man would never be tamed. 


: Conclusion. 


For man, who is more than natural, there 
must be a religion that is supernatural. Such 
a religion is Christianity. We make no apology 
for the fact that it is the religion of the super- 
human. Therefore, let us glory, not in self- 
sufficient humanism, but in real humility. Let 
all men behold our chaste conversation— 
coupled with fear. Whose adorning, let it not 
be that outward adorning of plaiting the hair, 
and the wearing of gold, or the putting on of 
apparel; but let it be the hidden man of the 
heart, in that which is not corruptible, even the 
ornament of the meek and quiet spirit, which 
is in the sight of God of great price.

` My dear Friends: 

Since the last Parish Helper, which was in 
November, the Christmas Season has come 
and gone. It is therefore too late to make 
much reference to this, except to call your 
attention to certain financial statistics that ap- 
pear elsewhere. The services were the cus- 
tomary ones and a creditable number of per- 
sons participated in the use of the Special En- 
velopes for Christmas Bounty Fund and other 
Seasonable Offerings, although total amounts 
as might be expected in these singular times 
were not the totals of a normal year. In spite 
of this, however, we were able to make larger 
distribution than usual of specific things, con- 
fining ourselves strictly to practical needs. 
Thus the Church's work of benevolence was 
widespread. 


Lent Approaching. 

The time has now come to begin to think 
about and make plans for Lent. Projects are 
all under way. By looking through the pages 
to follow our intentions will be clear. Suitable 
cards and schedules for mailing and for dis- 
tribution in the Church will be prepared in due 
course. Most of these paragraphs take the 
form of advance information. One by one cer- 
tain of the more important items are as fol- 
lows: For example, two or three years past 
I have thought seriously of оти пр a single 


year's confirmation class, in order to catch up. · 


What I mean is, on the ground of age. . Sev- 
eral seasons past we have been letting down 
this age limit until, in my judgment, it is get- 
ting too low. Children come along in groups 
because in the same Sunday School Classes. 
And where even half of them are too young, 
they are clamorous to be with the other half. 
There are a dozen such this year. They ought 


to wait until they are a year older. Apart from 
them, there are certain adults who have from 
time to time considered the matter; but, for 
several reasons, just at this period, they are un- 
determined and a little confused. Up to this 
point they have all told me they would rather 
wait to learn whether they ultimately decide 
to be confirmed here. All this is for reasons 
one can quite well understand just at the mo- 
ment. I have spoken to the Bishop about the 
matter and he leaves it to our own judgment. 
This 15 the judgment that seems to prevail. 


Sunday Afternoon Services. 


When the season of Lent actually comes, 
the Choirmaster will have all things in prep- 
аганоп for a notable series of Six Sunday 
Afternoons at Four O'clock. "These all will 
be as novel as can be arranged and, while the 
framework of the season's schedule is conven- 
tional, I know different features will be in- 
troduced. For example, there will be the An- 


 nual Service of Russian Music; the familiar 


Service of Negro Spirituals; a repetition ог 
Stainer's Crucifixion ; and, in particular, a not- 
able rendition of music from the Holy Corn- 
munion portion of Parsifal. Watch for these 
announcements on other pages and at other 
times. 


Lenten Preaching Mission. 


We will continue for the sixth year the Di- 
ocesan Preaching Mission on the Six Thurs- 
day Evenings in Lent, under the auspices of 
the Diocesan Committee on Evangelism, whose 
names appear on another page. The preach- 
ers in sequence will be: 


Rev. Elwood Worcester, D. D., Rector Emer- 
itus, Emanuel Church, Boston, well known as 
the founder of the Emanuel Movement and 
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author recently of the moving autobiography 
A Life's Adventure, the Story of a Varied Ca- 
reer. Ihave invited him especially in the hope 
that he will tell us at first hand something 
about his novel experience along the lines of 
so-called mental therapy. 


Rev. Robert S. Chalmers, D. D., Rector of 
Grace and St. Peter's Church, Baltimore, comes 
to us for the first time. I have taken counsel 
this year as always with certain of the so-called 
High-Churchmen of the Diocese and asked 
them to select the most representative speaker 
they could choose and am delighted that they 
have madé this recommendation. 


Rev. H. Percy Silver, D. D., Rector of the 
Church of the Incarnation, New York City, 
was invited jointly by Bishop Taitt and ту- 
self as long ago as last May when he was here 
to address a meeting on the eve of the Annual 
Diocesan Convention. He accepted our invi- 
tation as long ago as last September and we 
are looking forward with enthusiasm to his 
visit. 

Rev. Allan Pearson Shatford, D. D., Dean 
of the Cathedral in Montreal, the sometime 
popular preacher at the Garrick Theatre Noon- 
day Services has not been able to visit Phila- 
delphia for three years. This season he is com- 
ing only for this special purpose to our Thurs- 
day Night Mission. His many friends will be 
glad of this opportunity to welcome him again 
and I bespeak for him a large congregation. 


Right Reverend Charles E. Woodcock, D. D., 
Bishop of Kentucky, wil be Noon-day 
preacher in Philadelphia the closing week ; and, 
while he is here for that purpose, we are for- 
tunate in securing him as the closing speaker 
of our series. It is perhaps his twenty-fifth 
year of addressing the public in this commu- 
nity and we all fondly hope that no year soon 
to come will be our last to have him. 


Rector's Resignation. 


I do not want to occupy too much space with 
the matter that follows, but, partly for jotting 


down things in consecutive order and because 
for thirty years these copies of the Parish 
Helper have become bound volumes and 
thereby books of reference in the parish, I 
want the record of this immediate period to 
be complete. I realized at the time of course 
that the announcement I made in church a 
month ago would be a surprise to many people, 
both within and without the parish; but there 
seemed to be no other way of doing this. One 
cannot talk about doing such a thing and then 
not do it. He cannot seek widely for advice 
and then not take it. There is really nobody 
in the parish except the official body, namely 
the Vestry, where such matters are intimately 
discussed. In this case, there had been discus- 
sions previously and, be it said to the credit of. 
the Vestry, they had always kept their own 
counsel as well as my confidence and that is 
all there is to say about any surprise. 


Resignation Proposed in 1929. 


What nobody knows except ourselves, is 
that it is now more than four years since I 
first placed my resignation in the hands of the 
Vestry. Not that there was anything imper- 
ative about doing that; but simply to place 
myself on record that I never wanted to be 
standing in the way of any other or better man 
trying to do better things for the parish. It 
might be of interest to know, though only in 
passing, that their reaction was to appoint a 
commission in lunacy to examine the Rector's 
head, and to lay the resignation on the table. 


Time has gone on, however, and with each 
year I have talked regarding the subject to in- 
dividuals and have thought more and more 
deeply upon changes that have come upon the 
parish and the changing conditions in the city, 
which are bound to become more and more 
serious and thus make the problem of main- 
taining our church more full of perplexities. 


January Meeting 1932. 


One year ago, in January, we faced a grave 
financial crisis and the larger part of our at- 
tention had to be given this year to balancing 
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our budget which, owing to certain retrench- 
ments and economies, we are. now in a fair 
way of doing. This was only accomplished, 
however, by asking the people last year to raise 
an Emergency. Fund of $5,500. I said-at that 
time it was not proper to look forward to this 
as an annual event and am glad to say that, 
for the present, it seems that this will not again 
be necessary. The reprint of statements that 
follow I am sute explain themselves. 


Announcement in Church, Sunday, January. 
15th, 1933. к. 

I have a brief statement to make to the соп- 
gregation this morning and I am eager to do 
it in just the way that may cause least appre- 
hension to the people and least possible injury 
to the parish. It is not easy to do this: but I 
hope I can succeed in making it easily under- 
stood. | 


It concerns this parish, before which there 


are for consideration the same problems, to 


some extent at least, that press upon other 
Central City Churches of Philadelphia. 


Ata Vestry meeting held last Friday, bis: 
noon—I quote from the Minutes— "It was re- 
solved that the Vestry of the Church of St. 
Luke and The Epiphany, accept, with deep 
regret, the resignation of Dr. Steele, as Rec- 
tor of this parish, to take effect as of Juge 
ist, 1933."

It was further aces “That the two! War- 
dens, Mr. Arthur W. Sewall, and Mri Charles 
Stewart Wurts, together with Mr. Alfred G. 
Clay, the late Secretary, join in drafting a 
resolution to be spread upon the Minutes of 
the next meeting, expressing the deep’ EMEN 
of the Vestry upon Dr. Steele's resignation."

Central City 
district. St. Luke and The Epiphany has had 
the matter up. for ` serious: consideration and 


counsel upon. many occasions. It is at the

I have. had the growing conviction, over a 
term of years, and in particular during the past 
year to date, that, owing to the number . of 
deaths and removals, distance of residences and 
other sweeping changes, both external and in- 
ternal; that is, as the city's life affects the 
church and as the church bears upon that life, 
the time is approaching when this parish must 
take cognizance of existing facts, realizing that 
it must justify its existence—with its plant, 
its staff and its equipment—and that it cannot 
do this unless it can rise up to meet the needs 
of the саве. · In order possibly to assist in this 
effort, the present Rector is desirous to step 
to one side and allow any other man, if such 
there be, to build a congregation with a bet- 
ter chürch attendance. 


The time of taking this step, i. е., just now, 
is determined by another fact. With the com- 
ing of Lent this season, I will be serving my 
thirtieth year as Rector. I am deeply per- 
suaded that this is a long period for one man 
to exercise his ministry in one place; and that, 
іп so far as some new voice or some new ‘per- 
sonality may achieve other and better results, 
l:am hopefully desirous that thig experiment 
be tried. 


. For this;reason, and only for:this reason, 
I have pressed my resignation upon the Ves- 
try's consideration and it is ‘my hope and 
prayer that whatever personal sacrifice I may 
be making: will be richly rewarded to me in 
beliolding the future and continued welfare of 
the parish. | 


. Supplementary Announcement Sunday, 
January 22d, 1933. 


I have had so many letters this past week, 
and have had so many questions asked, by peo- 
ple both within, the parish but more especially 
awithout that, in view of their kindly interest 
and: overwhelming solicitude, I feel I ought to 
make very’ plainly these few statements of 
fact, following ` the announcement of my resig- 
nation. as. Rector on last e од 
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First, my stepping aside is not on account 
of age; the question of any so-called "younger 
man" as reported by one newspaper, has never 
been under survey. Secondly, resigning a par- 
ticular parish is not synonymous with retiring 
from the ministry: I have no thought of doing 
that. Thirdly, I have not resigned for the pur- 
pose of accepting at present any other parish; 
it is only to allow everybody the more freely 
to face the problem of this one. Lastly, the 
resignation does not take effect until June 
first Meanwhile I have no intention, either 
now or then, of leaving Philadelphia. 


These statements are imperative; because, 
when their definiteness is realized, I certainly 
trust that everything in the parish may go on 
as now, through the remaining winter months, 
throughout Lent and over Easter, up to the 
beginning of the Summer Season. June is the 
normal time to make any adjustment; now is 
merely the time to announce it. 


Meanwhile, both the Vestry and myself will 
have many problems before us. We will doubt- 
less receive much advice and will welcome any 
counsel. Only let no one be disturbed by the 
fear of anything sudden; that anything will 
happen, or be allowed to happen, to the hurt 
or hindrance of the parish in its work or wor- 
ship. What I may do personally after June 
first is on the lap of the gods. At present, 
I am only trying to help solve the problem 
of this one of the central city churches, in this 
changing ега , in this startling, radically 
changed and changing urban environment.

Collect. 
(Office of Institution.) 


O God, Holy Ghost, Sanctifier of the faithful, visit, 
we pray thee, this Congregation with thy love and 
favour; enlighten their minds more and more with the 
light of the everlasting Gospel; graft in their hearts a 
love of the truth; increase in them true religion; 
nourish them with all goodness; and of thy great 
mercy keep them in the same, O blessed Spirit, whom, 
with the Father and the Son together, we worship and 
glorify as one God, world without end. Amen. 


RULES FOR HOLY COMMUNION. 


1. When you come forward to receive Holy 
Communion be careful not to crowd other peo- 
ple. Try also to let members of families kneel 
side by side. It often means much to them. 
Remember that consideration for others is no- 
where so fitting as at the Lord's Table. 


2. When you come to the rail try to kneel 
as near as possible, so that your feet will not 
obstruct the way of those behind you. 

It is a most thoughtful custom to kneel in 
the proper place and thus not inconvenience 
those who follow. 


9. Receive the Elements into ungloved 
hands. The rubric directs that they are to be 
received into the hands of the people. It is 
well to place the palm of one hand on top of 
the other and receive the bread from the hand 
of the Priest in the upper hand. 


. 4. Be sure to take the Cup or Chalice into 
your hands. Grasp it firmly and guide it to 
your lips. The hats of women who kneel often 
make it impossible for the celebrant to see 
their faces. Drink from the Chalice without 
turning it. 


5. Pray while you are kneeling at the rail. 
Strive fully to realize what the service means. 
Pray especially for greater love to.God and 
for your neighbors. Be sure, too, to offer a 
prayer of thanksgiving at this time. | 


6. When you return to your seat continue 
your prayers and thanksgiving. You should 
learn to use your Prayer Book to this end. 


7. Never leave the Church till the Benedic- 
tion has been pronounced, unless absolutely 
compelled to do so. You would not leave the 
house of a friend before the meal was finished 
except for serious cause. Тће Lord's Supper 
is far more important. 


8. Be sure to come to Holy Communion reg- 
ularly, at least once a month, and also on 
Christmas Day and Easter Day. These days 
have long been recognized in the Church as 
great days of obligation. No religious habit 


.can be of greater spiritual value than that of 


regular attendance at Holy Communion. As 
tbis service best expresses the idea of selí- 
consecration to God, it is bound to bring a 
peculiar blessing. 
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In the formal statement a few weeks ago 
about my resignation as Rector of this Par- 
ish, I said: “I am simply trying, by this means, 
to help solve the problem of this one at least 
of the Central City Churchés in this amazingly 
changed and changing urban environment. I 
have been asked, by several editors and others, 
to elaborate upon this as a Special Problem 
and have replied: "I am perfectly willing to 
state the problem, if you will promise not to 
ask me to solve it" In my judgment, it is 
the gravest and most pressing problem in thts 
diocese. It ought at least to Бе. faced. Un- 
fortunately that is just what, for the past half 
dozen years, diocesan authorities and others— 
conventions, executive councils, standing com- 
mittees, commissions, field-secretaries, etc.— 
have declined or failed to do. 


Different central city clergy have, but unsuc- 
cessfully, sought co-operation among them- 
selves. Individual rectors have attempted, in 
one or two notable instances, to do something 
so novel as to seem effective. Meanwhile, so 
much has been thought superficially and so 
much has been said irresponsibly upon the sub- 
ject, that I have decided to do something in- 
stead. That is, I have decided to take a defi- 
nite step, in the hope that it may in some meas- 
ure clear the air and force consideration. 


Statement of Problem. 


The Problem of the Central City Church is 
simply a part of the major problem of city life, 
both physical and cultural, in this whole cen- 
tral area of Philadelphia. By that area, one 
might visualize the region within the bounds 
of the original “City”, as they call it in Lon- 
don; that is, between the two rivers and from 
Vine to Pine.

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Even that, for this purpose, could be 
halved to read from Vine to Market. But, 
taking in the larger field, anybody who so much 
as walks the streets of that area, who notices 
the grotesque appearance, the doleful dilapi- 
dation, the changing uses of residences, their 
conversion into business properties, the for- 
sale and for-rent signs, the open-air parking 
spaces, the torn down or closed former fine 
houses, all up and down these streets and 
cross-streets; above all, the total and utter 
abandonment by human beings of this whole 
central district on Sundays, will sympathize 
with Mr. Dooley when he said:.“The trouble 
with Ireland, Hennessy, is that the great ma- 
jority of the population don't live there any- 
more." 


Number of Churches. 


In that area, in addition to five or six im- 
portant Presbyterian churches, and as many 
more Methodist and other denominational 
ones, there are eight so-called "large" Epis- 
copal churches. These eight represent, accord- 
ing to the latest official Annual Journal, com- 
bined real estate and property holdings of more 
than five and a half million dollars, together 
with endowments and other assets and re- 
sources of four and a half millions more and 
an annual expense budget of say $350,000. 


There was a time, in a former but now it 
would seem irretrievably past generation, when 
attendance at Sunday morning services in these 
churches would have totalled an average up- 
wards of a thousand each. Аб this juncture, 
it is doubtful whether they would ayerage 
a hundred and fifty bona fide communicants in 
attendance each. І mean on Sunday morn- 
ings the year throughout. Confirmations, in 
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the last year, all put together, totalled 188; 
burials and removals numbered 606. 


Communicants in Attendance. 


Of course, as every one knows, almost all 
Parish Lists are “padded”. Each has its “dead 
wood"; each has its duplications with distant 
parishes—save in those two particulars. And 
certainly those two illustrate a startling trend. 
Moreover, the word communicant is a tech- 
nical term. There are somewhat more people 
in attendance, to be sure; but those regular 
members alone are they who have in the past, 
and always must, furnish the financial sup- 
port and contribute with sufficient regularity 
the funds for church benevolence. Those eight 
parishes still report to the Annual Diocesan 
Convention a combined communicant list of 
about 8500. But where are they? 


In the one I know best, we record 850 com- 
municants. Every one of these I know by 
name and address; yet, either because they 
live so far away or for other reasons, approxi- 
mately 600 of them cannot, will not, or do not 
participate with any regularity if at all in the 
prime function of a church, the very raison 
d'etre of its existence—namely, come to church 
on Sunday morning. Why? 


Reason for Absence. · 


It is said on all hands that the reason for 
this lies in the changing temper of the times. 
Personally, I have never felt that alien forces 
such as these were operative in our case. Again 
there are, here as elsewhere, a certain number 
of spongers and hangers-on; people, young or 
old, who will participate in everything about а. 
church except church worship. These are they 
who will always be present at a party or a 
festival, an outing at a church farm or an en- 
tertainment in the parish house, but absent 
from everything else. We have, as every 
church has, certain of these for the trial of our 
faith. I have talked myself hoarse to them 
and about them. They are hopeless, being 
without shame. Nothing, it seems, can be 
done with them; nor will anything longer be 


done for them—not by me. ‘These are neg- 


ligible. 


Going to the Country. 

No. For those who count, the reason lies 
rather in distance. The fact is that life, for 
so many people, has become so intolerable in 
this area—whether through their own timid 
fleeing from it and consequently the falling of 
its properties into disuse and its institutions 
into desuetude; or, vice versa, because of the 
area's becoming physically so abominable that 
they cannot longer live in it. In either case, 
they do not. Therefore, the question presses: 


“What to do?" 


Regarding our own situation, here are 
some singular statements of fact. I suspect 
they apply in equal degree, though only in 
comparative numbers, to all the other seven 
churches referred to. In these passing years, 
I have dropped or transferred to other par- 
ishes, mostly suburban, 756 names. I have 
read the burial service 1160 times. I have mar- 
ried 1252 persons. And marriage literally al- 
ways means removal. қ 


So much so that, of those 626 couples, I сап 
count only three who live today anywhere in 
all the region specified: that is, within reason- 
able church-going distance of this site. And 
this is no more true of so-called “fashionable” 
weddings than of our more humble people, 
whose addresses come to range anywhere from 
local towns beyond Camden, all the way out 
through New Jersey; thence to Darby, Llan- 
erch and the miles of trolley towns adjacent 
on the new lines ramifying all the way through 
four outlying counties of the diocese. 


More Startling Statistics. 


On the other hand, I have baptized 927 chil- 
dren and adults. There have been confirmed 
1417 persons. There have been received by 
transfer 510. "There have actually been, in 
these thirty years—but so many of them only 
transiently resident in the city, passing finally 
to country districts, or at least to far distances 
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—1000 different pewholders, in the church 
of 134 pews. (The gallery pews are not rented.) 
Back in a former generation, or in this one 
for that matter in a normal city with substan- 
tial population and normally stable residence, 
the above all put together would be enough 
to crowd the church three times to its seating 
capacity of 1200. In this era, in this city, where 
are they? 


Number in Church. 


Appearance and attendance during these few 
winter months is deceptive. There are more 
people in church this month than any other? 
That is not the point. The point is that most 
months they are not. For example, a dozen of 
our present families of pewholders, who live 
almost the whole year in the country, but still 
come briefly to the city, are in their places not 
more than a half dozen times throughout the 
winter. Add all this to the strange fact that 
10 pews or sittings are in the names of persons 
who have literally not been in them on a Sun- 
day morning four times in four years and 10 
more have scarcely been here once in ten years. 


This latter, unhappily, because of advanced 
age or invalidism in the case of a few; but, in 
the case of the majority, it is because “they 
just love the country”. Well, there is no ac- 
counting for tastes. But the stern fact is that, 
of those now living permanently outside the 
city’s far-flung limits, I can count just three 
families, in all six individuals, who come to 
church with regularity. And a half dozen oth- 
ers, still resident in town, tell me that this is 
probably their last year to live on in the city. 


Again, I repeat, these are not the only per- 
sons in church. There were last Sunday, first 
Sunday of the month, a great many—from 
pathetically long distances. But they are not 
those whom people envisage who think of this 
parish as functioning any major portion of the 
year or who esteem its resources in terms of a 
bygone past. To justify all we are doing, there 
ought to be a thousand people in attendance. 
It is that size and kind of church. 


Other Rectors’ Sentiments. 


The above statistics would apply, in differ- 
ent measure but in similar manner, to almost 
all the eight churches under survey. The ques- 
tion merely presses whether this changing con- 
dition of things is being realized, and whether 
any attempt toward solution of the problem 
it presents is being made by the Church at 
large, I mean the Diocese, in anything ap- 
proaching a statesmanlike manner. 


As one of these other rectors, who shall be 
nameless, writes me: “The central city par- 
ishes have by far the hardest part to play in 
the whole diocese; but they are still looked 
upon merely as the mines from which to dig up 
the gold for church extension at home and 
abroad.” On the letterhead of another church 
comes this: “The problems of the central city 
churches, of which ours is one, are growing 
day by day more serious, in view of the rapid 
change in methods of transportation and the 
consequent shifting of population.” Thirdly, 
another writes: “The Episcopal church in this 
diocese is faced with a very insistent, very 
vital problem: i. e., central study of the fac- 
tors and resultant central planning. I have 
seen, and see, no faintest move toward the 
adoption of this method. You have made ef- 
forts toward it. I have. We both have failed 
—to induce anyone to do anything about it.” 


Who Knows the Answer? 


Even if or when the problem is faced, does 
anybody know the answer? This parish in par- 
ticular, more than many perhaps of the others, 
is a going concern. It is by no means dead. 
And it must not be allowed to die. Its plant 
is in excellent condition. It has been kept 
thoroughly up to date. Its choir is the best 
in the city. Its entire staff of employees and 
workers, both professional and volunteer, are 
the Rector’s abiding, unfailing personal friends. 
It would be a crime to disrupt this fine organ- 
ization. But... 


Things have come to the pass where I have 
felt I could neither stop nor go on. I have 
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been between two millstones. There have 
been too many dear devoted friends to aban- 
don: there are not enough to justify so huge a 
mill grinding too small a grist. Meanwhile, 
several suggestions are always forthcoming. 


For example: This is only a temporary con- 
dition. It is a passing phase of the curious 
mood of the times. Do nothing. Be patient. 
Just wait. This mood will pass. Those same 
people will come back to live in the city and 
again will attend these churches. Will they? 


Secondly: If they do not, other people will. 
Although not the same people, there will be 
as many of them and more. .Will there? It 
is averred that, in proportion as homes are 
abandoned in this central city district, as many 
people will come in turn to live in apartment 
houses now built or building. But will they 
come to church? I fear I am an authority on 
this point, if on no other. Nobody has scru- 
tinized and circularized these transient dwell- 
ers as we have. Out of almost 900 persons who 
have signed name and address cards over the 
past eight years, at our unique Sunday after- 
noon services, solely for the purpose of receiv- 
ing at their own request, notices of such serv- 
ices, just ten of these addresses are from any 
large Apartmént House in this area. It is those 
dwellers most of all who are “out of town over 
Sunday". They are people out of whom no- 
body will ever build a responsive or responsible 
fixed morning congregation. 


Third and Fourth Suggestions. 


Again: If your people have left for the coun- 
try, why don't you move the church to the 
suburbs? But that is not so simple as it sounds. 
It would mean razing a fine piece of property. 
But, more than that, this movement from cen- 
tral Philadelphia has not been in any single 
direction. It has been along the lines, as it 
were, of the spokes of a wheel; and you can- 
not take a church structure piecemeal to dis- 
tribute in carloads to twenty localities. 


Lastly, there is always forthcoming the easy 
proposal of combining up parishes. That 


might assemble the same people in fewer cen- 
ters; it might not. It might the better com- 
bine resources, financial and other; but is it 
proven that you can thus combine the person- 
nel of different congregations or even increase 
the number of those who would anew fore- 
gather іп a newly named center? І до not 
know. 
My Personal Proposal. 


Over against these conjectures, I personally 
cannot free myself from the conviction that, 
in a city of upwards of two million population, 
there ought to be enough people who want 
some definite type of ministration spiritually 
and want it urgently enough to travel albeit 
long distances for it on Sunday mornings. But 
of what type? То whose preaching? Solely 
to provide opportunity for some man other than 
myself to create that fine desideratum, in this 
center, before this parish is either forced or 
harried into any other of the above alterna- 
tives, I am determined—at the expense of more 
heartache than I care to divulge—to open the 
way for that experiment. You never can tell. 
At least you cannot tell unless or until it is 
tried. And the only way to try it is for me 
to make way for that effort on the part of some 
other at the moment unknown. I do not ex- 
pect anybody from the outside to suggest this. 
That is the reason I must do it voluntarily. 


Conclusion. 


I am not authorized to speak for any rector 
of any other of the Episcopal churches cited; 
but I venture to suspect that their feelings re- 
garding at least certain of the facts above are 
closely akin to my own. I dare say we all 
sympathize with the Chief Officer of the ТЕ 
tanic a few years ago. Following the incident 
of that sinking in mid-ocean, the usual congres- 
sional committee started an investigation. The 
сгоѕѕ-ехапипет, from some inland port or other, 
said to the Officer: "Now, let us get this all 
clear. At just what moment did you leave the 
ship?" Тће Officer replied: "I didn't leave the 
ship. The ship left me.” We rectors of these 
central city churches, none of us, are leaving 
Philadelphia. Philadelphia has simply left us.

It is true that this plan is not one for our 
parish in particular but is Diocesan in 
scope. At the same time, we must set a 
good example. 


Set Aside All Thursday Evenings.

(New Prayer Book.) 

Let us pray for the Spirit of Christ our Lord, 
Who for the joy that was set before Him, 
endured the Cross, despising the shame, and 
is now set down at the right hand of the throne 
of God.
